Kalman  Light,  convicted  of  arson  in 
the  second  degree  and  sentenced  to 
seven  years  in  the  state  prison  at  Still- 
water, must  serve  his  time.  On  motion 
of  the  defendant's  attorney,  the  writ 
of  error  in  the  supreme  court  was  dis- 
charged, the  appeal  dismissed  and  the 
case  was  remanded  to  the  district 
court,  tlie  mandate  being  issued  yester- 
day. 

Today,  Light,  who  is  at  liberty  on 
bonds,  will  be  taken  into  custody  and 
placed  in  the  county  jail  pending  the 
preparation  of  papers  committing  him 
to  the  state  prison. 

Light,    who    is    56    years    old,    seems 

much  older.     He  is  a  bent,  decrepit  old 

man  and  his  friends  fear  that  he  will 
never  survive  his  term.  It  is  probable 
that  steps  will  be  taken  very  shortly 
to  bring  his  case  before  the  board  of 
pardons. 

Light  was  convicted  of  setting  fire  to 
his  store  at  222  Central  avenue  in  West 
Duluth  on  the  night  of  June  9.  1908. 
When  the  blaze  was  discovered,  a  row 
of  i>oxe3.  saturated  with  kerosene  oil. 
was  found  under  the  shelves.  A  plea 
of  insanity  was  made  at  the  trial  and 
it  was  also  claimed  that  the  indictment, 
which  charged  arson  in  the  second  de- 
gree, should  have  charged  arson,  in  the 
third  degree  under  the  statement  of 
facts.  The  defense  was  overruled  on 
the  point  of  law  and  the  jury  returned 
a  verdict  of  guilty,  recommending  the 
old   man   to   the   mercy   of   the  court. 

In  sentencing  Light.  Judge  Cant  Im- 
posed the  minimum  penalty,  saying  that 
It  was  the  only  course  open  to  him. 
Pending  the  appeal,  the  old  man  was 
released  on  bonds,  but  he  will  be  taken 
Into  custody  again  Immediately.  He

Prices  on  fruits  and  green  stuff  this 
year  are  lower  generally  than  similar 
quotations  last  year,  according  to  com- 
mission men.  Prices  have  been  un- 
changed for  several  days.  Receipts 
are  plentiful  and  the  demand  is  large. 
When  asked  about  the  statement 
that  the  so-called  "commission  men" 
are  in  -a  "turkey  trust,"  they  said  It 
was  news  to  them,  as  commission  men 
do   not   handle   turkeys. 

"The  only  turkeys  we  see,"  said  one, 
"are  those  we  buy  for  personal  us© 
and  tlie  ones  that  hang  in  the  retail 
shops.  That's  one  thing  that  can't 
bf  put  over  on  us  for  we  don't  know 
anything  about  turkeys." 

The  packers'  representatives  and  the 
poultry  houses  handle  turkeys  which 
have  advanced  in  price  lately.  Tur- 
keys are  now  selling  at  23  cents  a 
pound,  wholesale.  It  was  said  today 
that  packers  are  offering  21^  cents 
to  farmers  and  that  supplies  are  not 
as   plentiful  as  they  should  be. 

'  \Vc  are  not  in  a  combination  to 
control  prices.  "  said  a  man  in  the 
packing  trade.  "It's  difficult  to  get  the 
birds.  We  are  offering  21%  cents  now 
to  farmers  for  turkeys,  and  we  cannot 
get  enough  at  tliat  price.  The  scarcity 
of  turkeys  Is  the  cause  of  high  values. 
Packers  or  their  representatives  in  Du- 
luth  have  not  combined  to  'soak'  the 
retail  merchant,  the  consumer  or  any 
one  else." 

A  retail  meat  dealer  said  today  that 
he  and  several  other  retailers  have  re- 
centlv  paid  farmers  14  to  18  cents  a 
pound  for  turkeys.  A  fairly  large 
consignment  arrived  today.  At  several 
stores  turkeys  sold 'today  at  22  and  23 
cents  a  pound  retail.  The  supply  is 
limited,  however. 

The  following  letter  from  one  Michi- 
gan street   dealer,  in  regard  to  the  al- 
leged  turkey    trust,    was   also    received 
todav: 
'To   the    Editor   of   The   Herald: 

"We  desire  to  reply  in  your  valuable 
paper  to  an  article  in  this  morning's 
Duluth  News  Tribune,  entitled  "Re- 
tailers Start  Move  to  Bust  Turkey 
Trust."  So  ridiculou.s  Is  this  article 
that  it  is  hardly  worthy  of  a  reply, 
tut  we  feel  that  the  facts  have  been 
so  grossly  misrepresented  and  the  ar- 
ticle so  false  from  beginning  to  end, 
that  to  place  the  facts  before  the 
public  as  thev  really  exist,  we  have 
decided  to  make  reply  to  same.  This 
article  claims  that  last  fall  all  the 
visible  supply  of  turkeys  was  bought 
up  and  placed  in  cold  storage.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  during  November  and 
especially  around  Tlianksglving  time, 
it  was  impossible  to  gej,  from  any 
source,  a  sufficient  quantity  to  supply 
the   demand    at   that    time. 

"There  have  been  no  turkeys  put  In 
the  freezers  this  year  as  is  easy  to 
ascertain   from    the  storage   liouses. 

"There  was  sudi  a  demand  for  tur^ 
kej-s  for  the  Christmas  trade,  that 
various  markets  throughout  tlie  coun- 
try were  biddins?  Jl  and  22c  per  pound 
in  order  to  get  anything  like  enough 
to   fill    orders 

"It  may  be  a  fact  that  an  occasional 
butelier-.has  bought  some  turkeys  in 
the  country  for  as  low  as  ISc,  but  we 
doubt  it  where  the  party  was  in  a 
position  to  get  competitive  bids  from 
various  markets. 

"There  is  not  one  wholesale  dealer 
on  Mlcliigan  street  who  knows  what 
any  other  dealer  on  the  same  street 
is  getting  for  poultry,  and  there  has 
never  Ijeen  a  less  profit  on  poultry 
than  at  the  present  time.  It  is  strange 
tliat  the  Duluth  News  Tribune  would 
agitate  the  lowering  of  prices  paid  to 
country  shippers,  as  they  have  always 
claimed  that  Michigan  street  was  not 
paving  the  farmer  sufficient  prices  for 
his  goods."

Members  of  Federal  Com- 
mittee Make  Their  Report 
to  Congress. 

Washington.  Dec.  22. — In  the  report 
of  the  committee  of  lanu-' ape  archi- 
tects, recommending  the  creation  of 
a  national  park  at  Niagara  Falls,  which 
was  transmitted  to  congress  yester- 
day with  the  favorable  Indorsement 
of  Secretary  of  War  Dickinson,  much 
detail  concerning  the  committee's  plan 
is  givei:. 

Tl'e  committee   urges  that  a  strip  of 

groperty  be  acquired  by  the  United 
tates  connecting  with  the  state  I'es- 
ervatlju  at  one  end  and  extending  the 
whole  length  of  tlie  gorge,  embracing 
the  "lulus,  the  Cliff  and  a  tract  of  land 
not  less  than  100  yards  wide,  to  be 
converted  into  a  national  reservation. 
It  Is  set  forth  that  all  buildings 
within  the  strip  can  be  destroyed  or 
moved  back  under  such  arrangements 
as  will  impose  the  least  hardship  on 
private  owners  and  corporations;  that 
tlie  vcjjetalifn  can  be  readily  restored, 
an.)  that  v,  ishin  a  reasonable  period 
the  wliol.»  area  '.i.  the  Immediate  vicin- 
ity ft  the  fa  111,  ord  the  gorge  will  re- 
turn a.i  n-iarly  as  possible  to  the  orig- 
inal condition:-  with  the  added  advan- 
tage   of    accessibility. 

Limit  Vac  of  Mater.

PINCHOT  INSISTS 
ON  QUICK  ACTION 

Says  Congress  Must  Take 

Action  This  Session  to 

Save  Power  Sites. 

Cleveland.  Ohio,  Dec.  22. — Gifford 
Pinchot.  one  of  the  principals  in  the 
Pinchot-Balllnger  dispute  over  the 
government's  conservation  service,  de- 
clared last  night  before  the  Cleveland 
chamber  of  commerce  that  unless  con- 
gress takes  some  action  and  takes  it 
in  this  present  session,  "the  old  sys- 
tem of  giving  away  water  power  sites 
in  perpetuity  will  be  resumed." 

Pinchot  did  not  mention  Secretary 
Batlliiger.  In  reviewing  tlie  question 
of  trie  existence  of  water  power  com- 
bines  and   monopolies,    he   said: 

"The  worst  of  It  is  that  these  con- 
solidations continue  without  any  sort 
of  governmental  control.  I  am  care- 
ful not  to  say  that  there  is  not  a  single 
great  water  power  trust,  because  I 
dont  laelieve  there  is — now.  Some  of 
these  days  there   will    be." 

Mr.  Pinchot,  who  next  to  Secretary 
Ballinger.  will  figure  most  largely  in 
the  Investigation  of  the  interior  de- 
partment, declared  tliat  he  cannot  com- 
ment upon  the  alleged  belief  of  Presi- 
dent Taft  in  a  movement  to  discredit 
his  administration  thrtiugh  Secretary 
Ballinger. 

"Is  there  any  such  movement,  to 
your  knowledge?"  Mr.  Pinchot  was 
asked. 

"There  Is  only  one  answer."  he  said. 
"I  have  nothing  to  say.  I  cannot  tell 
when  I  will  have  anything  to  say."

Eacli  employe  will  have 
tlie  privileare  of  taking  his  share  of 
the  bonus  in  common  stock  at  |90  or 
In  preferred  at  $124,  or  a  proportion  of 
both. 

This  Is  the  highest  price  at  which 
the  preferred  has  been  offered  to  the 
employes  since  the  company's  profit- 
sharing  plan  went  Into  effect  in  1903, 
The  subscription  pilce  of  the  stock 
last  year  was  $110  a  snare.  Yesterday* 
It  closed  on  the  stock  market  at  $124%. 

Since  the  proflt-sliaring  plan  was  In- 
stituted the  employes  liave  subscribed 
in  all  for  15,000  shares  of  common  and 
193,455  shares  of  preferred,  for  which 
llioy  have  received  $17,475.  At  present 
prices,  their  investment  shows  a  paper 
profit  of  $3,525,000.  The  decision  of  the 
finance  committee  is  of  Interest  as 
showing  the  company's  attitude  to- 
ward the  declaration  of  war  against 
the  company  by  the  American  Feder- 
ation of  Labor,  which  declared  the 
stfrel  corporation   its  greatest  enemy. 

"We're  not  worrying  about  that," 
said  Judge  Gary,  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee.

It  is  expected  that  the  papers 
will  have  been  received  by  that  time 
and  the  senate  will  be  prepared  for  the 
searching  Inquiry,  which,  it  is  gener- 
ally  believed,  shall  be  made. 

In  making  this  statement,  Mr,  Jones 
presented  a  letter  from  Secretary  Bal- 
linger exipressing  his  desire  that  an  in- 
vestigation be  undertaken,  and  say- 
ing that  if  entered  upon  It  should  be 
sufficiently  broad  and  far  reaching  to 
cover  the  entire  subject,  including  the 
forestry  service,  in  which  he  charges 
was   pernicious   activity. 

Mr.  Flint's  resolution  requested  the 
president  to  transmit  to  congress  any 
reports,  statements,  papers  or  docu- 
ments upon  wh^jc^h  he  acted  in  reaching 
iiis  conclusions  "with  reference  to  the 
charges  against  L.  11.  Glavis.  chief  of 
the  field  aivl^ion  of  the  general  land 
ofllce.  '  * 

Preamble  of  Reaolutlon. 
As  passed  by' the  senate,  the  pre- 
amble of  this  rf solution  recited  tliat, 
"Whereas,  L.R.  Glavis,  then  chief  of 
a  field  division- of  the  general  land  of- 
fice in  the  depSu'tment  of  the  Interior, 
in  tlie  month  of  .^vugust,  1909,  laid  be- 
fore the  president  certain  charges 
against  *he  conduct  of  the  Interior  de- 
partment, and  liarticulariy  affecting  the 
action  of  the  afc^tary  of  the  Interior, 
the  assistant  secretary  of  the  interior, 
the  commissioner  of  the  general  land 
office  and  the  chief  of  the  field  service 
of  the  said  g^ngfal  land  office,  having 
particular  reference  to  proceedings  re- 
garding certiUn  coal  land  claims  in  tlie 
territory    of    AUwka;    and. 

"Whereas,  ,  t|^  president  thereafter 
directed  the  dismissal  from  the  service 
of  the  said  L.  R.  Glavis  upon  the  ground 
that  the  charges  made  by  him  were  not 
sustained,  and  that  he  had  been  guilty 
of  misrepresentation  and  suporession 
of  material  facts  In  formulating  said 
charges. 

"Wherefore  the  information  enume- 
rated Is  requested." 

Letter  From   Balllnser. 
Mr.  Flint  had  scarcely  taken  his  seat 
when  Mr.  Jones  took    the   tloor  for  the 
presentation     of    the     Ballinger     letter, 
the    full  .text   of   which   follows;

embrace  jthe  ^aoH  service,  since  1  have 
reason  to  bMiexw  taat  the  pernicious 
activity  of  c^rtahV  9f  its  officers  has 
been  the  source  of  tlie  inspiration  of 
these  chirges  and  InvolvaS  In  part  the 
common  |pkdministration<'af.  the  public 
domatrtr*  « 

'The  hest  Interests,  of  the  interior 
department  require  a  .broad  and  thor- 
ough-going investigation,  and  I  assure 
you  it  cannot  be  nrade  too  broad  in  it 
scope  to  suit  me  and  those  under  me. 
wiio  have  likewise  suffered  indignities, 
unjust  cejisure  and  deliberate  misrep- 
resentation of  facts  that  ire  plain  upoi 
the  records. 

"I  therefor©- court  the  widest  and 
fullest  Inquli^';  by  congress  Into  these 
matters,  and  ^Ince  you  have  stated  to 
me  your  desire  to  and  me  in  establish- 
ing before  congress  and  the  country 
the  Injustice  of  the  attacks  which  have 
been  made  and  ooiterated  from  time  to 
time.  I  shall  lioiie  that  there  will  be  no 
delay  In  the  aljetlng  of  a  proper  reso- 
lution   of    Invelnfatlon. 

"The  Inve.srtgatrb^  called  for  by 
House  Resolution  No.  142  "To  make  a 
full  and  complete  Investigation  of  the 
conduct  of  the  general  land  office  of 
the  department  •of  the  Interior  during 
recent  years  relative  to  coal  lands  and 
other  public  domain  in  the  territory  of 
Alaska,  etc.,'  is  entirely  too  narrow  to 
accomplish  a^full  and  Impartial  inves- 
tigation suchi  H  i  ,desire.  Very  truly 
yours.  -••■«.

In  presenting,  ,Mr.  Ballinger's  letter 
to  the  senate,  Senator  Jones  referred 
to  the  variou.-^iiisharges  against  the 
secretary,  whicli,  he  said,  if  true, 
would  show  H-hat  Oifficial  to  be  un- 
worthy to  hcMd  h's-^present  office.  He 
said  that  henhaJhttad  several  conversa- 
tions with  the  secretary,  and  that  offi- 
cial was  anxious  for  the  fullest  In- 
vestigation. He  declared  also  that  the 
people  of  his  state  of  Washington  be- 
lieved In  Mr.  Ballinger  as  a  man  of 
intejrrlty. 

"They  may  not  believe  in  hia  judg- 
ment," he  added,  "but  they  do  believe 
in  his  integrity^  and  that  his  admin- 
istration of  his  office  has  been  rn  hon- 
est  one" 

Mr.  Jones  said  that  he  wanted  to  see 
an  investigation  into  these  charges 
made  so  thoroughly  rigid  in  its  charac- 
ter that  there  could  be  no  question  con- 
cerning the  verdict  that  might  arise. 
He  said  that  if.  no  one  else  proposed 
such  an  investigation  he  would  do  so 
very  soon  after  congress  reassembled 
in  the  new  y.e*u-.  , 

He  expressed  the  opinion  that  the 
investigation  should  be  made  by  a  joint 
committee  of  the  house  and  senate,  in 
which  the  country  would  have  confi- 
dence as  a  fair  'and  impartial  tribunal 
to  which  the  facts  of  the  case  might 
be  presented. 

The  decision  of  President  Taft  not

ion amone  party  leaders  in  congress. 
There  seems  to  be  a  general  feeling 
of  satisfaction  and  relief  that  the  in- 
quiry   is   to   be   undertaken.

Senator  Nelson,,  the  chairman  of  tlie 
committee  on  puliiic  lands,  is  the  uni- 
versal choice  of  friends  and  opponents 
of  Secretary  Ballinger  for  the  pdsition 
of    chief   Investigator. 

"I  am  willing  \b  undertake  the  in- 
vestigation." said  Senator  Nelson  yes- 
terday, "If  the  senate  or  tlie  congress 
desires  that  J.  s^tpuld  do  so.  I  have 
felt  that  thla  controversy  should  be 
disposed  of,  ^ut  JL.ljiave  not  moved  *n 
the  matter  .for  ,.fear  that  some  one 
would  think  yT  W'a*  seeking  a  job  for 
my  committe'ie.  It  is.  I  hope,  needless 
to  say  that  ^ch  ,is  not  the  case,  but 
if  called  upoa  to^take  the  matter  up 
I  will  give  lt,wiyj>*»t  attention.  I  have 
no  prejudices!  Kiofi predilections  in  con- 
nection with  the  controversy."

Game  Birds  Find  Plenty  of  Food  in 
Polk  Connty  Corii  Fnlds. 

Crookston,  Minn..  De<;V2l— (Special 
to  The  Herald.) — The  fears  of  sports- 
men that  the  prairie  chiclcens  Wtere 
starving  after  the  recent  sleet  storm, 
which  covered  up  everything  and  coated 
the  trees  with  ice  so  thick;  that  the 
birds  could  not  even  «dt.at,the  buds 


or  bark,  have  been  relieved  during  the 
past  few  days  by  reports  from  the 
country  that  hundreds  of  prairie  chick- 
ens have  been  seen  in  the  shocked  corn 
fields,  where  they  have  plenty  of  food. 
This  being  a  great  corn  year,  many  or 
the  farmers  did  not  have  rooin  for  the 
fodder  in  either  barns  or  silos,  and 
there  are  many  fields  of  shocked  corn. 
The  Polk  County  Game  and  Fish  Pro- 
tective association  had  offered  to  pay 
farmers  for  all  grain  scattered  for  the 
prairie  chickens,  and  will  still  do  so, 
but  had  never  thought  of  the  corn  fields 
till  the  chickens  had  been  seen  in  them 
by  the  hundreds.

He  had  been  enticed  to  a  modest  apart- 
ment in  a  remote  street  of  the  Viborg 
district  and  there  was  blown  to  pieces 
tv  a  bomb  exploded,  supposedly,  by 
his  host,  one  Michael  Vosskressensky, 
who  had  leased  the  rooms  a  few  days 
before. 

The  murderer  rushed  into  the  street 
following  the  explosion  and  was  cap- 
tured. An  assistant  of  Karpoff  who 
had  accompanied  him  was  severely 
injured. 

Karpoff  was  appointed  from  Baku. 
where  he  had  been  chief  of  the  secret 
police. 

There  have  been  several  convictions 
of   bomb-makers   recently. 

The  assassination  of  Chief  Karpoff 
undoubtedly  was  in  furtherance  of  the 
plot  against  the  secret  police,  which 
grew  out  of  the  revelation  last  January 
of  some  remarkable  scandal  In  con- 
nection with  tlk^  operations  of  the  sys- 
tem. The  Russian  revolutionary  so- 
cialists disco\;ered  that  some  of  the 
members  wft.e*»gent8  of  the  secret 
police.  Exposures,  charges  of  disloyalty 
to  the  revolutionary  cause  and  counter- 
charges followed.  Since  then  the  secret 
police  have  been  the  special  objects  of 
hatred   and  assassinations. 


Britinh   Oificer  Murdered. 

Bombay,  Brit,ish  India,  Dec.  22. — Ar- 
thur Maspji  "rtppettB  Jackson,  chief 
magistrate  of  r^asik,  in  the  presidency 
of  Bombay^,  Vft4  assassinated  by  a  na- 
tive while  attei^ding  a  theatrical  per- 
formance last  night. 

The  motive  tor  the  murder  is  sup- 
posed to  have  wen  a  wish  for  revenge 
upon  the  maglsrate,  who  had  recently 
sentenced  a  crflninal  to  life  Imprison- 
ment. -•«- 

Naslk  is  a  hotbed  of  sedition.  Jack- 
son had  been  in  the  British  Indian 
service  since  1888. 

Whatever  may  have  been  the  Imme- 
diate motive,  for  the  assassination  of 
Chief  Magistrate  Jackson,  the  outrage 
cannot  fall  to  Increase  the  ever-present 
fear  of  an  uprising  against  British 
rule  in  India.  Attempts  have  been 
made  in  India  against  the  lives  of  Lord 
Mlnto.  Lord .  Kitchener,  Sir  Andrew 
Frazer,  the  lieutenant  governor  of  Ben- 
gal, and  many  other  British  officials. 
Linked  With  Wyllle'ii  Fate. 

On  July  1  last  Sir  William  Hutt 
Curzon  Wyllle,  who  had  recently  held 
Important  Indian  appointments,  was 
murdered  at  tht  Imperial  institute  in 
London  by  an  Indian  student,  who  sub- 
sequently was  hanged.  Dr.  Cawas  Lal- 
caca.  a  physician  of  Shanghai,  who  was 
visiting  In  London,  also  was  killed 
during  the  fusillade  of  shots,  though 
his  death  may  not  have  been  intended 
originally.

The  best  of  feeling  prevailed 
throughout.  The  company  officials 
had  examined  the  "Wisconsin  Central 
and  Soo  ordinances  thoroughly  before, 
and  knew  which  points  they  did  not 
favor.  Each  was  taken  up  separately 
upon    its   merits   and   passed    upon. 

Last  week  it  looked  as  though  the 
company  and  the  city  would  be  em- 
broiled in  a  drawn  out,  expensive  mass 
of  litigation  in  the  courts.  The  coun- 
cil had  passed  a  resolution  declaring 
that  no  franchise  would  be  granted 
over  the  route  selected  by  the  company 
engineers.  Whereupon  the  company 
decided  to  cross  the  streets  by  con- 
demnation proceedings,  ignoring  the 
city. 

But  last  Monday  night  a  communica- 
tion was  received  from  the  <;ompany 
stating  that  it  was  and  has  been  will- 
ing to  take  up  the  matter  of  a  fran- 
chise with  the  city.  The  reason  given 
for  sending  the  letter  was  that  busi- 
ness men  and  others  closely  connected 
with  the  city  government  had  Inti- 
mated that  the  resolution  would  not 
stand  in  the  way  of  the  city  negotiat- 
ing with  the  company  for  a  franchise. 

The  rapid  progress  that  has  been 
made  Is  pleasing  both  to  the  city  and 
the  company.  The  railroad  wants  to 
start  work  immediately,  it  being  stated 
In  the  council  communication  Monday 
night  that  the  company  hopes  to  have 
the  construcclon  finished  In   1910. 

The  objectlona  o£  the  property  own- 


ers and  residents  of  the  section  dam- 
aged was  not  allowed  to  stand  too 
prominently  in  the  way.  The  company 
stated  that  the  route  was  the  only 
one  which  could  be  followed,  because 
of  the  grades  Involved,  and  after  in- 
vest igal  ion  the  city  officials  appear 
to    take    the    same    view. 

The  road  will  come  through  Fair- 
mont park,  the  use  of  which  property 
will  probably  be  covered  by  the  fran- 
chise. This  side  of  the  park  and  near 
Sixty-first  avenue  west  the  yards  will 
be  built.  Thence  the  line  crosses  Fifty- 
ninth  avenue,  running  parallel  to  Cody 
street,  where  It  makes  a  swing  down 
towards  Forty-ninth  avenue  across 
the  Northern  Pacific  tracks.  Making  a 
reverse  curve  It  passes  under  the 
bridge  at  Oneota  street  to  the  docks 
and  property  of  the  company  on  the 
bay  front.  The  line  to  the  ore  docks 
win  branch  oft  In  an  easterly  direc- 
tion. 

The  next  meeting  between  the  com- 
pany and  the  city  will  be  held  in  the 
near  future  but  the  date  has  not  been 
definitely    decided.

FROM  LIMBER  COMPANY. 

Alleging  that  the  negligence  of  the 
company  was  responsible  for  injuries 
he  received  while  employed  in  the 
yards  at  Virginia.  A.  C.  McCutcheon 
filed  suit  in  district  court  yesterday 
against  the  Virginia  &  Rainy  Lake 
company   for   ?25.297.50. 

McCutcheon  claims  that  he  was  a 
lumber  inspector,  but  on  July  22  of  this 
year  he  was  ordered  by  the  yard  fore- 
man to  assist  in  placing  on  the  track 
a  truck  which  had  been  derailed.  Mc- 
Cutcheon savs  the  foreman  knew  .he 
was  not  capable  of  doin  gsuch  work, 
and  was  not  supposed  to  do  it  in  his 
regular  line  of  duty.

THE  PEOPLE »S  CHARTER. 

As  a  preliminary  to  the  study  of  the  proposed 
amendments  to  the  city  charter,  to  which  we  presume 
every  citizen  of  Duluth  is  preparing  to  devote  some  ol 


his  time  between  now  and  the  coming  city  election,  the 
review  of  the  present  charter  and  its  many  good  pomts 
—its  general  excellence,  in  fact— prepared  by  Chairman 
T.  T.  Hudson  of  the  charter  commission  and  published 
in  The  Herald  last  evening,  is  timely  and  good. 

The  review  is  the  result  cf  a  recognition  of  the  fact 
that  some  thoughtless  people,  judging  hastily  from  the 
fact  that  a  few  amendments  are  proposed,  are  likely  to 
adopt  a  pessimistic  view  of  the  charter  as  a  whole,  and 
to  fancy  that  there  is  no  use  in  bothering  with  amend- 
ments because  presently  an  entirely  new  charter  will  be 
needed.  That  is  very  far  from  the  truth.  Comparea 
with  the  whole,  the  amendments  that  have  been  and 
will  be  proposed  are  trifling  in  extent  and  importance. 
Even  when  Duluth  adopts  the  commission  form  of  city 
government,  as  it  is  certain  to  do  sooner  or  later,  that 
can  be  accomplished  by  a  revision  of  the  present  char- 
ter that  will  retain  the  fundamental  merits  to  which  Mr. 
Hudson  properly  calls  attention.

On  Christmas  eve  the  books  of  the  little  merchants 
who  sell  The  Herald  upon  the  streets  will  have  nothing 
but  credit  entries.

So  this  young  man  each  year  buys  up  the  entire 
street  edition  of  The  Herald,  arranging  to  have  the 
papers  given  free  to  the  newsboys.  Christmas  eve  thus 
becomes  a  greater  occasion  to  them  than  it  is  to  most 
people,  with  all  its  interesting  and  pretty  and  tender 
significances.  Instead  of  their  usual  profit  of  100  per 
cent,  it  is  all  absolutely  clear.  Not  only  that,  but  the 
majority  of  their  patrons,  remembering  the  occasion, 
add  a  few  pennies  to  this  Christmas  profit,  refusing  to 
take  change  for  their  nickels  and  dimes. 

It  would  be  hard  to  devise  a  way  of  giving  wider 
spread  to  Christmas  warmth  and  good  will.  There  are 
hundreds  of  these  newsboys,  and  in  the  great  majority  of 
cases  they  "need  the  money''  very  much  indeed.  Many 
of  them  are  the  mainstays  of  poor  families  that  depend 
to  a  great  degree  upon  their  earnings.  Many  others 
are  frugal  little  chaps  who  are  saving  up  for  a  definite 
purpose — to  get  an  education,  to  buy  mother  a  warm 
coat,  to  provide  sister  with  a  new  dress,  or  just  because 
they  know  that  a  tidy  little  savings  bank  account  is 
on  general  principles  a  good  thing  to  have.  To  these 
latter,  the  Christmas  eve  harvest  means  a  neat  little  addi- 
tion to  their  savings;  perhaps  it  means  the  attainment  of 
the  coveted  goal.  To  the  former  it  means  better  things 
to  eat,  more  presents  to  go  around  the  family,  or  plenty 
of  coal  for  Christmas  day. 

It  is  a  noble  generosity,  wisely  bestowed;  and  The 
Herald  is  glad  to  be  the  medium  of  its  distribution. 


To  the  Editor  otJThe  Herald: 

I  notice  considlj^able  attention  being 
given  by  the  papiirs,  and  through  them 
by  the  street  ra^^ay  company,  to  the 
matter  of  coaetmg  on  the  avenues. 
Without  doubt  there  is  considerable 
danger  attached  to  this  sport  under 
present  conditions,  and  It  occurs  to  me 
that  much  of  this  might  be  avoided 
and  the  sport  allowed  to  continue  by 
"centralization."  It  seems  practicable 
to  me  to  designate  certain  avenues  that 
might  be  used,  one  or  two  In  each  end 
of  the  city,  and  give  the  youngsters 
right-of-way  thereon.  It  would  cause 
practically  no  disturbance  of  the  cars 
schedules  to  have  them  stop  at  these 
avenues  as  is  now  done  in  the  down- 
town district,  and  the  policemen  now 
on  duty  In  these  districts  could  keep 
order  and  regulate  the  other  traffic. 

When  we  consider  the  expense  gone 
to  by  other  cities.  Chicago,  for  Instance, 
which  yearly  builds  a  large  number  of 
slides  and  keeps  from  six  to  nfteen 
men  on  duty  at  each,  not  to  mention 
the  lighting  expense,  it  seems  a  shame 
to  deny  our  youngsters  the  use  of  the 
slides  nature  has  provided  for  us.  and 
which  can  be  used  with  practically  no 
expenditure  whatever.  ,      ^     ^ 

Were  a  little  publicity  given  the  fact 
that  certain  avenues  were  being  used 
for  coasting,  drivers  of  vehicles  would 
be  more  careful  In  crossing  them.

That  charter  was  approved  by  the  people.  Amendments 
to  it  may  be  proposed  by  the  people,  and  all  amendments 
must  be  approved  by  the  people.  It  was  not  to  be 
expecteJ  that  the  first  draft  submitted  and  approved 
would  be  perfect;  it  was  not  perfect,  and  it  is  not  per- 
fect yet:  but  as  the  need  of  changes  is  made  evident 
these  changes  can  be  made  by  amendment.  Some 
changes  have  become  necessary,  and  these  are  embodied 
in  the  first  six  of  the  nine  amendments  to  be  voted  upon 

next  month. 

None  of  the  amendments  of  the  past  or  present 
touches  the  fundamental  excellences  of  the  charter  to 
which  Mr.  Hudson  calls  attention  in  his  paper.  These 
strong  points,  nine  in  number,  which  Mr.  Hudson  has 
explained  lucidly  and  with  clear  understanding,  cause 
this  particular  charter  to  stand  out  among  the  few  really 
good  city  charters  in  this  country.  As  Mr.  Hudson  says, 
it  is  "far  in  advance  of  the  charters  under  which  most 
cities  are  governed." 

The  need  of  amendments  that  are  comparatively  of 
minor  importance  should  not  be  permitted  to  create  an 
impression  adverse  to  the  present  charter  as  a  whole. 
It  is  a  good  charter,  an  exceptionally  wise  and  pro- 
gressive one,  and  its  main  features  will,  it  is  hoped,  be 
continued  for  a  long  time  to  come. 


THE  RAILROADS  AND  THE  PEOPLE. 

By  the  way,  it  was  shown  in  the  annual  report  of 
the  interstate  commerce  commission,  published  in  The 
Herald  last  evening,  that  the  total  gross  earnings  of  the 
railroads  of  this  ccmtry  increased  $32,594,244  this  year 
over  last,  while  the  net  earnings  increased  $86,568,87U. 

In  other  words,  net  earnings,  available  for  dividends, 
increased  in  a  much  greater  ratio  than  did  gross  earn- 
ings, out  of  which  operating  cost  must  come  before 
dividends  are  considered. 

Yet  the  railroad  officials  are  stating  quite  positively 
that  it  is  utterly  untiiinkable  that  they  should  increase 
the  pay  of  their  workmen  unless  they  also  increase 
freight  rates.  When  shown  how  the  cost  of  living  has 
outstripped  increase  in  wages,  they  shrug  their  shoulders 
and  declare  that  they  are  sorry  but  helpless.  When  told 
that  the  worker  for  wages  is  finding  it  increasingly  hard 
to  make  both  ends  meet  when  his  earnings  stand  still 
while  the  cost  of  bread  and  meat  and  clothes  and  shelter 
are  rising  with  deadly  certainty  day  by  day,  they  shrug 
their  shoulders  again  and  say  that  the  only  remedy  is  to 
increase  freight  rates.  "And  that  would  do  no  good 
whatever,"  they  add,  "because  the  increase  would  be 
added  to  the  cost  of  commodities,  the  cost  of  living 
would  increase  some  more,  and  then  the  workingman 
would  be  no  better  off  than  he  was  before." 

All  of  which  lends  new  force  to  the  recommendation 
of  the  commission  that  it  be  given  broader  powers,  as 
follows: 

To  make  a  physical  valuation  of  the  railroad  property 
of  the  country.  This  is  essential  to  honest  rate-making. 
The  railroads  are  entitled  to  fair  dividends  upon  fair 
valuations  of  their  property.  If  they  are  getting  more 
than  that,  it  is  plain  though  perhaps  legal  robbery  o^ 
their  workmen  and  the  consumer.  To  know  what  rates 
they  should  charge  it  is  essential  to  know  what  dividends 
they  deserve.  The  power  asked  for  should  be  granted. 
To  prevent  advances  in  rates  pending  investigation 
as  to  their  reasonableness.  This  is  fair.  If  a  proposed 
increase  is  just,  it  will  stand  investigation.  If  it  is  unjust, 
shippers  should  not  be  compelled  to  pay  it  pending 
investigation. 

To  establish  joint  rates  and  through  rates  wherever

If  Cook  got  word  that  Peary  really   had 
been  at  the  pole  and  was  homeward  bound,  and  made 
up   his   mind   to   perpetrate    a   gigantic   fraud   upon    the 
world  with  a  view  to  seizing  as  much  financial  reward 
as  possible  before  he  was  detected,  he  would  have  acted 
very  much  as  he  did.     He  postponed  the  submission  of 
■'proof,"  and  insisted  upon  sending  it  to  faraway  Den- 
mark,   which    involved    delays    that    helped    him    in    his 
enterprise  of  getting  the  money  out  of  his  writing  and 
lecturing.      In    the    meantime    he    talked    vaguely,    said 
nothing  that  wary  critics  could  pin  down  as  false,  and 
raked  i;j-the  shekels.    It  is  probable  that  he  made  enough 
money  to  keep  him  for  the  rest  of  his  life,  if  money  and 
being   alive   could  possibly  be   of  any  value  to  a   man 
burdened  with  a  consciousness  of  public  scorn  such  as 
Cook  will  have  if  his  charlatanism  is  proved- 

Meantime,  apologies  are  due  to  Peary.  His  attitude 
wasn't  very  gentlemanly,  but  if  he  knew  that  Cook  was  a 
liar  who  had  sought  to  steal  his  glory,  he  was  about 
as  gentlemanly  about  as  most  of  the  rest  of  us  would 
have  been.  And,  in  the  end  it  is  still  true,  as  The  Her- 
ald said  when  the  discovery  of  the  pole  was  first  an- 
nounced, that  the  chief  and  so  far  the  only  benefit 
lies  in  the  fact  that  now  no  foolhardy  harebrain  need  risk 
the  lives  of  human  beings  in  the  senseless  search  for  it.

A  LIVELY  FAMILY  ROW. 

If  the  report  is  correct  that  President  Taft  is  con- 
vinced that  the  outcry  against  Secretary  Ballinger  is  the 
fruit  of  a  conspiracy  to  discredit  his  administration,  the 
president  has  been  misled  into  a  very  absurd  position. 
H  the  Taft  administration  is  discredited  it  will  be  by  its 
own  acts.  If  the  Taft  administration  is  creditable,  no 
conspiracy  can  destroy  its  standing  with  the  people. 

Secretary  Ballinger's  demand  for  an  investigation  also 
of  the  forestry  bureau  seems  due  to  mere  pique  and 
resentment.  In  his  letter  to  a  United  States  senator, 
read  to  the  senate  yesterday,  he  declares  that  the  pend- 
ing resolution  to  investigate  the  general  land  office  is 
"entirely  too  narrow  to  accomplish  a  full  and  impar- 
tial investigation  such  as  I  desire." 

With  all  due  respect  to  Mr.  Ballinger,  it  is  not  a 
question  of  what  kind  of  an  investigation  he  desires,  but 
of  what  kind  of  investigation  justice  requires.  If  there 
have  been  land  frauds,  they  are  located  in  the  general 
land  office.  If  there  has  been  unfair  disposal  of  the 
people's  wealth  to  private  greed,  the  fault  lies  in  the 
general  land  office.  Therefore  the  general  land 
office  should  be  investigated.  No  charges  of  fraud 
or  improper  conduct  of  the  people's  affairs  have 
been  made  against  the  forestry  bureau.  Mr.  Pinchot, 
a  consistent  advocate  of  conservation  oL  the  peo- 
ple's wealth  for  the  people's  uses,  has  irritated  the 
secretary  of  the  interior,  and  probably  the  president 
also,  by  standing  up  in  season  and  out  of  season  for 
the  so-called  Roosevelt  policies,  but  such  conduct  calls 
for  no  investigation. 

It  is  well  enough'  to  make  the  investigation  wide 
enough;  but  if  it  is  scattered  so  as  to  confuse  the  real 
issue  it  will  be  an  absurdity.  Perhaps,  however,  that  is 
the  kind  of  investigation  Mr.  Ballinger  desires.

The  king's  job  nowadays  is^ 
becoming  more  ornamental  than  func- 
tional. 

Leopold  of  Belgium  has  been  one 
of  the  real  monarchs,  and  he  has  been 
in  a  class  by  himself.  He  was  a  real 
king  for  the  same  reason  that  Rocke- 
feller and  J.  P.  Morgan  are  potentates 
in  this  republic — he  had  the  money. 
The  czar  and  the  sultan  and  the  shah 
may  be  despots,  but  they  are  subject 
to  the  mutations  of  fortune,  and  any 
day  they  are  liable  to  wake  up  and 
find  their  occupation  gone.  because 
they  are  despots  by  definition  or  con- 
sent, or  something  that  Is  revocable.. 
Leopold  has  been  a  power  In  the  pos- 
session of  the  mightiest  power  of  the 
modern    world — money. 

It  is  not  a  wild  fancy  to  suppose  that 
if  the  monarchic  form  of  government: 
continues  in  Europe  for  another  cen- 
tury or  so  the  thrones  will  be  occu- 
pied by  the  real  masters  of  our  civili- 
zation, the  plutocrats.  If  a  republic 
can  be  subjected  to  the  rule  of  wealtlv 
to  the  extent  which  has  been  reached 
In  the  United  States — which  Is  a  more 
or  less  complete  control  of  state  and 
national  legislatures,  executives  and 
judges — why  shouldn't  it  be  easier  stilt 
In  a  monarchy,  where  the  strong  man 
is    traditionally    the   king?

tru.><t  and  the  oil  trust.  These  two 
ca.-*i  s  are  up  on  appeal  from  the  lower 
cijurts,  and  no  one  is  more  iiuere.sled 
in  the  ulinnate  succes.s  of  the  govern- 
meuL  than  Prt-siJent  Tafl.  Under  tlio 
ciri  umstance.s  it  seenix  Inconceivable 
thai  the  president  sliouid  select  a  man 
lor  .supreme  justice  whose  record  is 
.sucli  as  to  fore.shadow  his  liolding  ad- 
versely to  the  government  in  tliese 
vitally    important    prosecutions. 

One  of  tlif  best    answers    to    the    criti- 
cisms  against    the    Lurton    appointment 
is    Ml.    Taff.s    own    attitude    upon    mat- 
ters   which     have    been     occupying    tlie 
public   mind    for   several    year.s   and    are 
still    engaging    popular   attention.      Hut 
asitle    from   the  .^xi)re.ssi<>n  of  executivf 
confidence    in    Lurton,    as    illustrated    In 
the    president's    ni»mlnation    of    hin>     to 
the   vacancy   created   by   Associate   Jus- 
tice   Peckhams    death,    there    are    tan- 
gible  evidences   of   the   propriety   of   the 
Tennessei-an's  elevation.     lie  lias  writ- 
ten   or   concuri'ed    in' a    nund»er    of    im- 
portant  decisions   itlating   to   the  Sher- 
man anti-trust  law  which  tend  to  show 
that    he    has    been    the    object    of    con- 
sideralde   misrepresentation. ' 
I'nJUMt    (ritieiMin. 
In  this  connection   it   is  worth  noting 
that    Lurton's   case    has    not    been    han- 
dled   with    the    most    acute    intelligence 
or  judgment.    Senators  and  others   who 
have  taken   it  upon  themselves  to  nml- 
lify    the   opposition    in    the   senate,    l>otli 
in     his     nomination     and     contirn>ation, 
have    overlooked       tiie      desirability    of 
publicly     answering     tlie    attacks     that 
have   been    made    upon   him   and   silenc- 
ing:   much   ot    the   criticism. 

There  is  plenty  of  material  at  hand 
to  prove  that  much  of  what  has  been 
said  about  the  judge  is  based  on  a 
prejudice  that  does  not  seem  to  be 
ju.><lifted  by  the  facts,  or  upon  positive 
unfriendliness,  due  to  some  personal 
cause   or   other. 

The  peopl  ■?  of  the  country  have  an 
inherent  right  to  be  Inforiheil  of  the 
character  an<l  qualifications  of  the 
men  who  are  made  justices  of  the  su- 
preme court,  and  In  justice  to  Mr.  Lur- 
ton. his  senatorial  friends,  likewise 
officials  of  tile  administration,  win;  are 
supi)osed  ti>  he  coiir-f>riied  over  the  suc- 
cess of  the  Tafl  regime,  might  have 
made  an  effort  to  controvert  stale- 
m*'nts  concerning  him  which  are  not 
well  within  the  truth.  Perhaps  the 
least  that  could  have  been  dune  In 
this  diieftion  was  to  i-efer  to  sume  <>f 
Mr.  Lurti.n's  decisions,  even  though 
this  might  have  involved  a  few  hours' 
study  of  dusty  legal  volumes  in  the 
law    libraries. 

Hitt  Former  DeelniouN. 
A  reference  lo  various  numbers  of 
the  Federal  Reporter  sh.ows  that  Mr. 
Lurton  has  partlclpat'='d  in  more  Im- 
portant cases  arising  under  tlie  Sher- 
man law  than  most  men  on  the  federal 
bench,  witli  the  exception,  of  course,  of 
the  supreme   court  judges. 

The  flist  great  decision  interpreting 
the  anti-trust  act  was  written  by  Mr. 
Taft  himself  when  he  was  a  judge  of 
the  circuit  court.  This  was  in  tlie  Ad- 
d>.-»ton  Pipe  case,  which  was  heard  in 
(Cincinnati.  Mr.  Lurton,  who  was  on 
the  bench  with  Mr.  Taft.  concurred  in 
the  opinion,  afterward  affirmed  by  tlie 
supreme  court,  and  its  effect  was  tlie 
immediate  dissolution  of  one  of  the 
original  combinations  in  the  restraint 
of  trade. 

The  deci.sion  of  the  circuit  court,  by 
the  way.  was  a  reversal  of  the  deiree 
of  the  court  below,  which  had  been 
unfavorable  to  the  go\ernment. 

Judge  Lurton's  next  construction  of 
the  anti-trust  law  was  In  the  case  of 
the  City  of  Atlanta  vs.  The  Chatta- 
nooga Foundry  <i  Pipe  Works  Com- 
pany. This  was  an  action  brought  by 
the  city  of  Atlanta  to  recover  treble 
damages  under  the  Sherman  act 
against  one  of  the  parties  to  the  Ad- 
dystun  comblnati(jn. 

AVrlten  by  l^urtun. 
Lurton  him.self  wrote  that  opinion, 
and  held  that  the  city  was  entitled 
to  sue  for  damages,  and  In  doing  so 
he  reversed  the  trial  court,  just  as 
had  been  done  in  the  Addyston  case. 
Singularly  enough.  when  this  case 
came  up  In  the  supreme  court  for 
review  Justice  Peckham,  whose  place 
Lurton  is  to  take,  dissented  from  the 
majority  of  the  court,  which  stood  7 
to   t  in   favor  of  Lurton's  decree. 

The  next  opportunity  Lurton  had  of 
construing  tlie  anti-trust  act  was  In 
the  case  of  the  Continental  Wall  Paper 
Company  vs.  Volglit  &  Sons,  a  Cin- 
cinnati firm.  Here  again  the  judge 
upheld  the  federal  law  and  reversed 
the  trial  court.  He  held  as  unlawful 
and  contrary  to  the  public  good  a 
combination  formed  to  control  the  out- 
put of  most  of  the  wall  paper  mills 
of  the  country,  which  had  made  con- 
tracts to  sell  the  product  at  an  agreed 
price  to  the  parent  trust,  the  out- 
put later  to  be  sold  a  arbitrary  prices 
to  whole.salers,  who  were  compelled, 
in  .selling  the  goods  to  retailers,  to 
follow  specific  schedules  of  rates. 

This  case  goes  further  than  any 
other  passed  upon  by  the  supreme 
court  in  that  It  held  that  the  whole- 
saler might  urge  the  illegality  of  the 
combination  as  a  defense  when  the 
trust  sues  him  to  recover  the  price 
of  the  paper  sold  to  him. 
Created  Stir. 
The  supreme  routt  p.assed  upon  this 
rase  within  the  last  yt  ar  or  two,  and 
its  decree  created  a  profound  inipres- 
ing  the  same  vital  principle  that 
sion  throughout  the  business  world. 
The  supreme  court  affirmed  Judge  l^iu- 
ton  by  a  vote  of  5  to  4,  and  again  the 
late  Justice  Peckham  sided  wlt.i  the 
minority.  Thus,  if  another  case  Involv- 
ing the  tne  same  vital  principle  that 
cam^  up  In  the  wall  paper  trust  case 
should  arise,  the  court  would  stand  0  to 
Z,  Instead  of  5  to*  4.  If  Lurton  was  on  th<^ 
bench.  Tliere  are  sev»  ral  other  cases 
whicii  afforded  Judge  Lurton  the  oppor- 
tunity to  sustain  every  feature  of  the 
anti-trust  act.  The  title  of  one  of  th'se 
is  Jolin  IJ.  Park  &  Sons  vs.  Hart  man. 
Here  the  court  put  an  end  to  an  effort 
to  control  the  price  at  which  wliole- 
.-ale  and  retail  druggists  should  sell 
certain  patent  nudlclnes.  In  his  opin- 
ion  in    this  case  Judge   Lurton   says: 

"It  has  be'  n  suggested  that  we  sliould 
t;ave  regard  for  new  commercial  con- 
ditions and  a  tendency  for  a  relax.ition 
of  the  Old  common  law  principles  which 
ten<l  to  prevent  development  on  modern 
lines.

Passengers  on  HiD  Car  Were 

Unnecessarily 

Alarmed. 


There  was  more  or  less  excitement 
yesterday  afternoon  among  the  women 
passengers  on  a  car  which  descended 
the  Third  avenue  west  grade  In  an 
unusual  manner.  The  motorman  found 
that  his  air  brakes  would  not  hold  the 
car  and  he  therefore  was  compelled  to 
keep  the  car  in  check  with  the  motors. 
He,  in  this  way,  made  a  very  slow  and 
safe  descent  of  the  steep  grade  al- 
though the  movement  cf  the  car  was 
very  jerky  and  caused  some  unneces- 
sary alarm  on  the  part  of  the  passen- 
gers. 

The    passengers    at.  once    Jumped    at 

the  conclusion    that  the  motorman  was 

a  "green  hand"  and  that  he  had  lost 
his  head.  This  uctaty  conclusion  did 
the  motorman  a  great  Injustice  as  un- 
der the  circumstances  he  took  the  only 
safe  means  of  holdln'g  his  car  In  check, 
and  Instead  of  being  excited  was  prob- 
ably the  Coolest  person  on  board  the 
car.  Some  of  the,,  alarmed  passengers 
were  permitted  to  alight  at  First 
street,  where  the  c4t  made  the  usual 
safety   stop. 

Mr.  Warren  uppn^eing  asked  about 
this  manner  of  descending  grades  stat- 
ed that  a  car  could  be  controlled  on  a 
down  grade  by  Ih©  proper  handling  of 
motors  regardleas  of  whether  there 
was  any  power  i\\  the  trolley  wire  or 
not.  He  said  tjiat'  ^even  should  the 
trolley  jump  the  wire,  or  should  there 
be  no  power  in  th*  trolley  wire  the 
motors  of  a  car  w.Uen  reversed  will 
generate  a  curre;it  tliat  will  check  the 
car  after  a  few  iefet  and  It  is  entire- 
ly practicable  to  descend  a  long  steep 
grade  without  any  brakes  at  all  and 
without  any  contact  with  the  trolley 
wire,  although  the  movement  of  the 
car   will    of   course  be    very   jerky. 

Mr.  Warren  says  he  was  incorrectly 
quoted  in  the  mofnlng  paper  where  he 
was  mad«  to  say  that  It  was  impossible 
for  a  car  to  run  away  on  a  grade,  "If 
there  is  a  current."  He  .says  that  it  is 
not  necessary  to  have  current.  The 
rapidity  with  which  brake  shoes  are 
worn  out  on  the  large  cars  since  they 
have  been  put  on  the  hill  lines  has 
somewhat  upset  the  calculations  of  the 
street  railway  people.  A  set  of  four 
shoes  would  ordinarily  last  about  three 
weeks  on  the  single  truck  cars  which 
ran  on  those  lines,  but  by  reason  of  the 
greater  weight  and  powerful  uir 
brakes  the  double  truck  cars  wear  out 
eight  shoes  In  about  three  days.  In 
other  words  they  wear  out  brake  shoes 
fourteen  times  as  fast  as  single  truck 
cars  did.'  As  these  cars  a\n»  rei|ulre 
three  times  the  power  that  -the  single- 
truck  cars  used,  the.se  two  items  alone 
will  give  the  public  some  Idea  as  to 
why  the  company  has  been  a  little  re- 
luctant to  put  cars  of  this  character 
on  lines  where  the  traffic  is  not  very 
heavy,  and  why  It  is  not  practicable  to 
make  stops  for  passengers  at  Irregular 
street  Intersections  which  are  less  than 
a  full  block  from  some  other  regular 
stopping  place.  .    ^      v. 

The  company  has  arranged  to  have 
the  brake  equipment  on  the  new  cars 
which  run  on  the  .hiUj  lines  inspected 
so  frequently  hereafter  that  there  will 
be  no  danger  of  brake-s  falling  on  the 
grades,  but  even  If  thie  brakes  should 
fall,  the  cars  could  be  controlled  on 
down  grades   with   the  jmotors.

But  two  more  shopping  days  remain 
before  Christmas  and  the  big  rush — 
the  final  spurt  of  the  shoppers — Is 
on.  To  visit  the  Superior  street 
stores,  or  those  oft  of  the  main  street 
of  the  shopping  dtstrict  either — one 
\vould  think  that  there  were  but  two 
more  hours.  Crowding,  crushing, 
pushing,  looking,  handling,  pricing, 
praising,  buying — the  people  are  out 
in  thousands,  bent  oa  Christmas  shop- 
ping. 

From  early  morning  until  late  at 
night  the  stream  flows  steadily,  along 
the  streets,  into  the  stores,  through 
the  aisles,  up  stairs  and  downstairs 
and  out  on  the  street  again.

CONFERENCE 


Duluth  Railroad    Men  and 

Shippers  Hope  Strike  Will 

Be  Settled. 


Duluth  railroad  men  are  anxiously 
awaiting  the  outcome  of  the  conference 
of  railway  managers  and  representa- 
tives of  the  switchmen,  which  will  be 
held   in  St.   Paul   tomorrow. 

There  is  a  conlident  belief  in  local 
railway  circles  that  the  strike  will  be 
settled  and  by  the  first  of  the  year 
the  railways  will  be  operating  with 
full   forces. 

According  to  the  statements  qf  sev- 
eral of  the  local  general  agents  today, 
Duluth  railroads  are  operating  fairly 
well  and  are  sending  out  freight  from 
the  Head  of  the   Lakes   in  regular  con- 


.signments.  But  the  local  railway  men 
are  sincerely  hoping  that  the  railways 
here  will  not  have  to  start  the  new 
year  with  the  strike  on  their  hands. 

At  the  present  time  the  traffic  is 
naturally  light.  Traffic  will  begin  to 
increase  gradually  after  the  first  of 
the  year.  To  have  the  strike  hang  over 
into  the  beginning  of  the  new  year  will 
be  a  very  bad  thing  for  the  railroad 
business  in  general,  according  to  the 
statement  of  railroad  men  here. 

The  Northern  Pacirtc  is  making  good 
headway  with  the  freight  movement, 
it  the  officials  of  the  road  have  stated 
the  situation  as  it  is;  but  it  was  ad- 
mitted today  that  more  men  and  addi- 
tional engines  could  be  used.  The  Great 
Northern  is  in  worse  shape  than  the 
Northern  Pacific,  and  the  officials  of 
that  road  have  never  claimed  that  the 
company  has  done  a  normal  business 
at  the  Head  of  the  Lakes  since  the  call- 
ing of  the  strike. 

The  Duluth  terminals  are  in  better 
condition  than  the  Twin  City  yards,  but 
there  Is  no  denying  the  fact  that  both 
shippers  and  railway  men  will  welcome 
the   closing  of   the   strike.

A  REMARKABLE  CASE. 

How    an  Innocent    Man  Was  Con- 
victed of  Murder  and  Hanged. 

Bridgeport  (Conn.)  Correspondence 
New  York  Herald:  Would  you  convict 
on    circumstantial    evidence? 

One  summer  afternoon  in  about  the 
year  1876  the  whole  countryside  near 
Boardman,  Ohio,  was  aroused  by  the 
discovery  of  an  atrocious  murder. 
Horsemen  galloped  through  the  vil- 
lage spreading  the  alarm  that  a  girl 
had  been  strangled  in  the  big  woods 
to  the  eastward  and  that  a  strange 
man  had  been  seen  in  the  vicinity. 
Only  a  few  hours  had  elapsed  when 
my  grandfather  observed  a  stranger 
drinking  at  the  town  pump  in  the 
center  of  the  village.  The  man 
answered  the  description  given  by  the 
couriers.  My  grandfather,  who  was  a 
very  large  and  powerful  man,  went 
over  to  him  and,  laying  a  hand  on 
his  shoulder,  said:  'I  shall  have  to 
detain   you." 

The  stranger  seemed  somewhat  sur- 
prised, but  aid  not  appear  excited,  and 
willingly  accompanied  my  grandfather 
into  the  house.  I  have  a  very  dim 
recollection  of  how  he  looked.  He  was 
a  young  man  of  good  proportions  and 
had  red  hair.  While  he  had  the  ap- 
pearance of  a  tramp,  his  manners 
showed  good  breeding,  and  there  was 
some  semblance  of  character  in  his 
face  not  in  keeping  with  the  brute 
that  would  commit  tne  crime  of  which 
he  was  suspected. 

However,  the  officers  were  notified  as 
quicklv  as  possible,  and  he  was  taken 
awav  and  lodged  in  the  jail  at  Youngs- 
town.  The  man  steadfastly  refused  to 
tell  his  name  or  anything  about  him- 
self. Believing  that  he  came  of  some 
aristocratic  family,  every  effort  was 
made  to  discover  his  identity.  His  pic- 
tures were  distributed  broadcast  and 
published  in  all  the  papers,  and  a 
wealthy  woman  of  Canada  journeyed  to 
Youngstown,  believing  that  the  pris- 
oner was  her  wayward  son,  who  had 
run  away  from  home.  When  she  saw 
him  in  his  cell  she  was  positive  it  was 
her  boy  and  broke  down  completely. 

At  the  trial  his  own  defense  was 
against  him.  He  admitted  he  was  a 
tramp.  He  said  he  had  fallen  in  with 
another  of  his  kind  somewhere  near 
Youngstown  and  that  they  traveled  to- 
gether for  a  while,  but  separated  near 
Poland,  Ohio,  which  is  about  two  miles 
and  a  half  from  Boardman,  he  taking 
the  highway  and  the  other  wayfarer 
choosing  another  direction,  but  they 
met  again  and  exchanged  shirts,  then 
they  parted  and  shortly  afterward  be 
was  al-rested.  There  were  a  number  of 
witnesses  who  had  seen  him  as  they 
drove  along  the  road  on  that  summer 
afternoon,  and  some  who  saw  the  girl 
as  she  entered  that  part  of  the  road 
which  intersected  the  woods  about  half 
way  between  Poland  and  Boardman. 
Others  who  passed  along  later  saw  him 
at  the  other  end  of  the  stretch  through 

the  woods.      . ,  ^      ,         .      ,.     ».    ^ 

No  one  could  be  found  who  had  seen 
any  other  tramp  in  that  Immediate  vi- 
cinity, and  the  connecting  link  In  the 
chain  of  circumstantial  evidence  was 
blood  stains  found  on  the  prisoner's 
clothing  when  he  was  taken.  Although 
the  jury  convicted  him  on  the  evidence, 
and  he  was  executed,  I  have  heard  it 
said  that  from  his  demeanor  every  one 
who  attended  that  trial  believed  that 
he  was  innocent.  My  grandfather  said 
if  he  had  been  on  that  jury  they  never 
would  have  convicted  the  man.  My 
grandfather  died  in  1890,  and  it  was 
not  until  about  three  years  ago  that 
the  truth  was  made  known.  I  read  one 
morning  of  a  man  who  had  hanged 
himself  to  an  apple  tree  In  his  own 
orchard.  I  don't  remember  the  name 
now  or  the  place,  as  I  was  very  busy 
at  the  time  I  saw  the  story,  and  did 
not  stop  to  cut  it  out  and  the  paper  was 
mislaid.  However,  I  refall  that  the 
man's  own  son  cut  him  down,  and  in 
his  pocket  found  the  reason  for  his 
self-destruction. 

In  his  confession  he  said  that  he 
chanced  to  meet  a  young  man  the  day 
of  the  crime  who   had  run  away  from

his  home  and  was  tramping  over  the 
country  like  himself,  and  that  they 
were  together  a  lew  hours.  After  leav- 
ing his  companion  at  Poland,  he  said, 
he  had  circled  around  and  come  out  on 
the  road  near  the  big  woods  just  as 
the  girl  was  approacning.  -V  sudden 
impulse  seized  him,  he  declared,  and 
he  dragged  her  into  the  woods, 
stranglea  her  with  a  green  veil  she 
had  worn  and  left  her  dead.  Soon  after 
committing  the  crime  his  new-found 
companion  came  along  that  way,  and, 
without  arousing  his  suspicions,  he  in- 
duced him  to  trade  shirts  by  offering  a 
quarter  of  a  dollar  to  boot.  This  ac- 
complished, he  made  tracks  as  fast  as 
possible   to   parts    unknown. 

The  thought  of  his  crime,  he  de- 
clared, awakened  In  him  the  desire  to 
lead  a  better  life,  and,  although  he 
knew  that  the  other  man  was  being 
tried  for  the  murder  he  had  commit- 
ted, he  did  not  come  forward,  because 
he  did  not  believe  that  an  innocent 
man  could  be  convicted.  When  he  was, 
however,  the  confession  continued,  th% 
real  murderer,  lost  his  nerve  entirely 
and  could  not  bring  himself  to  jus- 
tice. He  had  prospered  since,  married 
and  raised  a  family,  and  in  time  freed 
his  mind  of  the  horrors  which  Tie  had 
long  suffered.  One  day  while  rum- 
maging about  in  a  trunk,  he  told  about 
finding  part  of  the  green  veil  with 
which  he  liad  strangled  his  victim  and 
by  strange  fatality  had  kept  and 
stowed  away,  also  an  old  newspaper 
with  an  account  of  the  murder  and 
execution  of  his  chance  acquaintance 
for   his  crime.

Woman   Alleged   to   Have 

filled  Her  Husband  Is 

FadDg  Jury. 

Mankato,  Minn.,  Dec.  22.— The  trial 
of  Mrs.  Grace  Ledbeter,  indicted  for 
killing  her  husband  May  4  last,  on 
their  farm  near  here,  is  now  in  full 
swing  In  the  district  court  and  is  at- 
tracting more  attention  than  the  trifti 
of  I'rank  Smith,  an  accomplice,  who 
has  been  convicted  of  first  degree  mur- 
der. The  state  is  seeeking  to  show 
tiiat  Mrs.  Ledbeter,  who  was  consid- 
eraoly  younger  than  her  husband,  had 
long  desired-  to  get  rid  of  him  and 
invoked  murder  to  help  her.  One  of 
the  counsel  for  the  state  In  outlining 
the  caje  against  the  accused,  said: 

"We  expect  to  prove  that  Mrs.  Led- 
beter liad  a  long-standing  desire  to  be 
separated  from  her  husband;  that  she 
had  said  to  many  persons  that  she 
never  loved  her  husband.  It  will  ap- 
pear that  .Mr.  Ledbeter  was  about  53 
years  old,  about  twenty  years  older 
than  his  wife.  The  motive  for  the 
crime    will    be    shown. 

"We  will  .«how  that  she  desired  to 
be  rid  of  liim,  and  that  an  actual  con- 
spiracy between  the  defendant  and 
others  extended  over  weeks  and 
months,  and  that  Frank  Smith  was  one 
of  the  con.'pirators.  If  Smith  goes  on 
the  stand  he  will  tell  of  concerted 
action  to  conceal  the  crime,  and  de- 
ceive officers,  neighbors  and  relatives." 

The  stale  has  about  a  score  of  wit- 
nesses. 

Weeps  at  Slarltt  of  Skull. 

Tears  in  the  eyes  of  her  daughter. 
Hazel.  14  years  old.  and  Mable.  12  years 
old,  yesterday  caused  Mrs.  Ledbeter  to 
weep  for  the  first  time.  The  exhibition 
of  a  part  of  the  skull  of  the  dead  father 
and  husband  brought  tears,  but  the 
mother  and  children  were  soon  com- 
posed. 

Mrs.  Ledbeter  wears  a  black  dress  ot 
neat  a])pearance.  On  her  head  is  a 
small  black  turban  hat.  She  wears  a 
black  veil,  dotted  with  small  checks. 
The  children  are  comfortably  dressed. 
Hazel  in  black  and  Mable  in  blue. 
When  their  father's  name  is  mentioned 
in  the  testimony  they  invariably  turn 
their  eyes  appoallngly  to  their  mother. 

Philip  A.  Ledbeter,  brother  of  the 
murdered  man,  told  the  jury  of  the 
searching  parties  he  organized  upon 
his  arrival  from  Hayward,  and  the  find- 
ing of  the  body.  On  the  occasion  of  his 
visit  June  17,  Mrs.  Ledbeter  told  hln) 
that  her  husband  had  attempted  to 
shoot  himself  with  a  gun  to  the  trig- 
ger of  which  he  had  fastened  a  string. 
The  gun  had  been  taken  from  him  by 
Smith,  she  said. 

FATAL  CHRISTENING. 

Celebration  Near  Rhinelander,  Wis., 
Ends  Very  Seriously. 

Rhlnelander.  Wis.,  Dec.  22. — The 
chistenlng  of  a  child  at  a  Polish  home 
near  Robblns  station,  west  of  Rhine- 
lander  Monday,  culminated  in  the  mur- 
der of  one  man  and  the  wounding  of 
another. 

The  chiristening  was  held  at  the 
home  of  Albert  Blaser's  father-in-law 
and  was  attended  by  Blaaer.  wife  and 
family  and  John  Riley,  wife  and  family 
and  another  man,  name  unknown. 

Liquid  refreshments  played  an  Im- 
portant part  In  the  confirming  process, 
and  it  is  said  a  quarrel  was  started  be- 
tween  Blasor  and   Riley.

— All  yesterday  was  occu- 
pied In  hearing  the  witnesses  for  the 
state  In  the  case  against  John  Kegg, 
charged  with  the  murder  of  Sam  Pete. 
Both  victim  and  prisoner  were  Chip- 
pewa Indians  and  had  spent  much 
time  around  Mllle  Lacs.

Flames  Damage  the  Rialto 

Building  to  Extent  of 

$250,000. 


Kansas  City,  Mo.,  Dec.  23. — Heroic 
work  by  Washington  Johnson,  a  negro 
janitor,  saved  the  lives  of  a  score  of 
persons  in  the  Rialto  building,  a  five- 
story  office  structure  at  Ninth  street 
and  Grand  avenue.  which  was  de- 
stroyed by  fire  early  today,  caused  by 
.a  gas  explosion.     The  loss  Is  $300,000. 

Johnson  discovered  the  fire,  and, 
realizing  that  a  number  of  physicians 
and  medical  students  were  sleeping  on 
the  upper  floors,  he  rushed  through  the 
halls  shouting  an  alarm. 

When  he  believed  every  one  had  es- 
caped he  .made  his  way  to  tlie  street. 
There  he  learned  that  Charr  Manley, 
a  medical  student,  who  slept  on  the 
fifty    rtoor.    was   still   missing. 

L.e«l  Man  Tbrousrh  Fire. 
Without  hesitation.  Johnson  rushed 
up  tlie  stairs  to  the  top  of  the  building. 
As  he  started  througTi  the  hall  on  the 
fifth  floor  he  met  Manley,  dazed  and 
half  choked  groping  about.  Taking 
the  stiflid  man  bv  the  arm,  the  negro 
guided  him  through  the  smoke  and 
flames  and  the  pair  reached 
Just  as  a  second  explosion 
building. 

The  second  explosion  occurred  Just 
as  twenty  firemen  entered  the  build- 
ing. Six  of  the  firemen  were  thrown  a 
distance  of  several  feet  by  the  force 
~of  the  concussoln,  but  none  suffered 
more  than  minor  Injuries. 

After  three  hours'  work  the  fire  was 
placed  under  control,  having  been  con- 
fined to  tiie  Uialto  building.  The  loss 
is  $2.'j0,000. -and  falls  principally  upon 
Albert  Marly,  owner  of  the  building. 
The  insurance  totals  two-thirds  of  the 
loss. 

Showers  of  sparks  and  blazing  coals 
fell  on  the  new  postoffke  building,  just 
across  the  street,  but  strenuous  work 
confined  the  fire  to  the  Rialto.

Winona,  Minn.,  Dec.  23.— Notice  was 
given  to  the  stockholders  of  the  Sec- 
ond National  Bank  of  Winona  that 
action  was  taken  at  a  meeting  of  its 
board  of  directors,  held  today,  follow- 
ing corresponding  action  on  the  part  of 
the  directors  of  the  Winona  Deposit 
Bank,  looking  toward  a  consolidation 
of  these  two  banks  on  Jan.  22,  1910.

With  an  expression  of  his  dlsappolnt-

He  expressed  his 
confidence  In  the  jurors  as  conscien- 
tious men,  who  had  done  their  duty  as 
they  had  seen  It,  but  expressed  sur- 
prise that  they  should  not  have  agreed 
on  the  evidence  given  them.  He  said 
he  had  confidence  In  Hero  and  Bartosz, 
the  two  state's  witnesses,  who  had 
given  direct  evidence,  identifying 
Adolph  and  Victor  Matel  as  the  slayers 
of   Adolph   Matel. 

Although  Judge  Cant  did  not  say  so 
In  so  many  words,  he  let  the  impression 
be  taken  from  his  remarks  that  he  be- 
lieves there  was  enough  evidence  to 
warrant  a  conviction  of  some  degree 
of  the  crime  charged.  He  said  there 
had  been  no  direct  denial  of  the  pres- 
ence of  the  defendant  at  the  spot  where 
Adolph  Mattls  was  stricken  down  and 
ho  attempt  had  been  made  to  prove 
a  complete   alibi.

VERDICT  FOR  WEBB. 

Former    Duluthian    Secures    One- 
Third  of  Amount  Sued  For. 

Grand  Fo^ks,  N.  D.,  Dec.  23.— (Spe- 
cial to  The  Herald.) — H.  J.  Webb,  the 
former  Dulutb  resident,  who  sued  Dln- 
nle  Bros,  for  115,000  for  Injuries  re- 
ceived In  an  accident  last  June,  was 
given  a  verdict  of  $5,265  this  morn- 
ing bv  a  jury  In  the  Grand  Forks  dis- 
trict court.  The  trial  lasted  over  eight 
days  and  was  one  of  the  hardest-fought 
actions  ever  tried  in  the  county. 


Aitkin,  Minn.,  Dec.  23.— (Special  to- 
The  Herald.) — This  is  a  holiday  in  Alt- 
kin,  the  forenoon  having  been  giveiv 
up  to  welcoming  the  ai rival  of  the 
big  tr.ick-laylng  machine  with  the 
first  train  on  the  Cuyuna  division  of 
the  Soo  road.

Chief  Engineer  Huss  and  General 
Roadmaster  O'Connor  were  on  hand  for 
the  demonstration  and  were  warmly 
congratulated  upon  the  success  of  their 
p.chievement.  The  tracklayer  is  the 
Roberts  machine,  carrying  a  crew  of 
ninety  men  and  laying  over  a  mile  of 
track  a  day.  The  rails  and  ties  are 
brought  forward  from  supply  cars  by 
machinery,  and  as  they  are  dropped 
into  place  ahead  of  the  train  the  en- 
gine and  cars  pass  over  and  the  spiking' 
crew   follows   to   complete   the   work. 

The  track  will  be  into  Cuyuna  on 
New  Year's  day  or  before,  and  the  flrst 
shipment  of  Iron  from  the  new  Cuyuna 
range  early  in  the  spring  will  mark  the 
beginning  of  an  ore  output  that  prom- 
ises to  rival  the  old  ranges.  There 
are  250  tons  of  machinery  waiting  to 
be  moved  in  for  the  new  mines  of  tlid 
Rogers-Brown  company.

— Principals  and 
attorneys  in  the  Brokaw  separation 
suit  entered  the  court  room  at  Mlneola, 
today,  with  knowledge  that  an  arduous 
ses.sion  was  ahead  of  them.  Justice 
Putnam  thinks  that  the  case  has 
dragged  altogether  too  much,  and  an- 
nounced his  intention  of  keeping  things 
moving  from  now  on.  A  Christmas 
eve  session  will  be  held  if  necessary 
to    finisii    the    case. 

\V.  Gould  Brokaw  was  early  on  hand, 
and   ready  to  begin   his   testimony.     He 

was  obviously  nervous  over  tlie  ordeal 
he  has  been  dreading.  His  wife,  Mary 
Blair  Brokaw,  who  wants  a  separation 
with  substantial  alimony,  showed  evi- 
dence of  the  strain  she  has  been  under. 
While  the  case  may  be  concluded  by 
Christmas  eve,  attorneys  will  be  given 
time  to  submit  briefs,  and  there  will 
probably  not  be  a  decision  much  under 
thirty   days. 

Trouble*  B«Kaa  Early. 
Mr.  Brokaw,  on  taking  the  witness 
chair  today,  was  led  by '  his  attorney 
back  to  the  time  of  his  marriage  with 
.Mary  Blair  in  1907.  and  gave  his  version 
of  incidents  on  their  honeymoon.  He 
.said  he  spent  about  $800  in  making  pur- 
chases for  Mrs.  Brokaw  on  tlieir  trip 
to  Montreal,  on  their  return  from  which 
they  went  to  the  Hotel  Seville  In  New 
York. 

From  his  account,  the  trouble  be- 
tween the  couple  began  early,  and  were 
due  to  Mrs.  Brokaw's  actions.  While 
at  the  Seville,  he  testifled,  he  went  out 
and  bought  some  flowers  for  his  wife, 
and  on  his  return  she  accused  hlni  of 
having  been  in  the  company  of  another 
woman. 

"Did  your  wife  call  you  a  liar?"  he 
was  asked. 

Called   Each   Other  Liara. 
"Yes,    and   I  called    her   a  liar   in   re- 
turn."   was    the    reply. 

Mrs.  Brokaw  also  accused  him  of 
drinking  when  he  had  not  been  doing 
so.  said  Mr.  Brokaw.  who  went  on  to 
deny  that  he  had  repeatedly  sworn  at 
his  wife,  or  had  said  that  he  could 
not  live  with  such  a  woman  as  she 
was. 

Jumping  to  an  incident  in  Balti- 
more, Md.,  Mr.  Brokaw  told  o(  under- 
going an  operation  and  of  having  re- 
quested his  wife  to  remain  at  home 
to  keep-  him  company  while  he  was 
convalescing.

It  Is  said,  stood  seven  to  five 
for  a  verdict  of  manslaughter,  while 
there  were  also  bad  splits  on  murder 
In  the  three  degrees.  Four  men  stood 
for  murder  In  the  first  degree  almost 
from    the   first. 

LouKeKt  SeiMloB  on  Record. 
The  length  of  the  st»sslon  broke  all 
records  In  St.  Louis  county,  the  longest 
previous  period  of  deliberation  having 
been  fifty-six  hours.  The  jurors  looked 
tired  as  they  filed  into  their  seats  at 
noon  today.  Last  night,  when  they 
went  to  the  hotel  for  dinner,  they  were 
haggard,  but  a  good  night's  sleep  re- 
freshed them.  None  of  them  liked 
the  experience.  They  were  more  com- 
pletely prisoners  than  If  they  were  In 
jail.  They  were  entirely  cut  off  from 
the  world,  seeing  no  newspapers,  hav- 
ing no  say  in  the  conduct  of  their  bus- 
iness, having  no  communication  with 
their  families,  having  no  recreation 
but  the  walk  to  and  from  their  meals. 
Their  quarters  wore  comfortable,  as 
they  had  good  beds  and  clothing  for 
their  night's  rest  and  their  jury  room 
was  light  and  airy,  but  the  restraint 
was  wearing  on   them. 

Despite  the  inconvenience  which  the 
long  session  entailed,  they  stood  man- 
fully by  their  convictions.  It  Is  said 
there  was  little  bad  feeling  engen- 
dered. Each  was  open  to  conviction 
that 'he  was  wrong  In  his  views,  but 
each  wanted  to  be  eon.sclentlously  con- 
vinced before  changing  his  attitude. 
All  left  the  courthouse  laughing  and 
talking,  good  friends,  despite  the  dif- 
ferences that  had  existed  between 
them. 

When  the  jurors  took  their  places  In 
the  jury  box  at  noon.  Judge  Cant 
asked  Mr.  Schulenberg  how  they  stood. 
The  foreman  answered  that  they  stood 
practically  as  they  did  when  they  en- 
tered the  jury  room.  In  answer  to  an- 
other question,  he  said  they  had  consid- 
ered the  degrees  of  crime  on  .several 
occasions,  but  had  been  able  to  come 
to    no    result.  . 

Following  his  Inquiries  and  the  state- 
ment of  Mr.  Schulenberg  that  there  was 
no  hope  for  a  verdict.  Judge  Cant  said: 
"You  have  been  kept  out  an  unusual 
length  of  time,  gentlemen,  and  that 
has  been  so  by  reason  of  the  rather  un- 
usual circumstances  attending  this 
case.  This  had  been  the  third  trial 
connected  with  the  unfortunate  death 
of  Adolph  Mattls  and  it  seemed  very 
desirable  that  there  should  be  a  ver- 
dict. The  disagreement  is  equivalent, 
probably,  gentlemen,  to  a  verdict  of 
acquittal  because  It  Is  wholly  Improb- 
able that  the  county  attorney  of  the 
court  would  feel  justified  in  a  retrial 
of    this   case.

THE   PAKIS  BETTING  SYSTEM. 

The  new  betting  laws  In  several  of 
our  states  has  brought  Into  notice  the 
Fxeiich  plan  af  betting,  which  for  sonM 
reason  not  so  very  clear  to  the  average 
mind  is  supposed  to  be  a  mild  and  im- 
prpved   manner   of  placing  a   wager. 

In  the  first  place  the  management  of 
the  track  assumes  the  whole  responsi- 
bility of  receiving  and  paying  and  no 
bookmakers  are  In  the  game.  There 
are  two  sets  of  so-called  machines,  al- 
though the  machinery  consists  simply 
in  clerks  and  computers — one  for  $2 
bets  and  one  for  S5  bets,  and  each  for 
straight,  place  and  show. 

Tickets  are  sold  and  banded  out. 
When  a  horse  wins,  says  Bit  and  Spur, 
all  the  straight  tickets  sold  are  multi- 
plied by  the  number  five  In  the  $5  ma- 
chine to  get  the  total  of  dollars  there. 
In  the  $2  division  the  multiplication  of 
course  is  by  two. 

The  amount  In  the  pool  obtamed,  the 
calculator  at  once  In  the  Interest  of  the 
asitsoclation  deducts  5  per  cent  lor  prof- 
it and  expenses.  The  amount  Is  then 
divided  by  the  number  of  tickets 
which  had  been  sold  on  what  has 
proved  to  be  the  winner  and  the  pay- 
ment for  each  ticket  Is  the  result.

WANT  FRENCH 
TREATY  RENEWED 

Oil  Exporters  Are  Alarmed 
at  Big  Falhng  Off  in      I 
Shipments. 

Washington,  Dec.  23. — Alarmed  by  a 
drop  from  ?1,000,000  to  >26,363  in  min- 
eral oil  exports  to  France  in  a  month, 
American  oil  exporters  have  begun  a 
movement  to  induce  congress  to  renew 
with  the  French  government  the  reci- 
procity* treaty  which  expired  Oct.  30 
last.  Exporters  also  hope  for  the  re- 
newal of  the  treaty  with  Spain,  also 
a  large  importer  of  American  oil,  which 
will    expire    on    Aug.    31,    1910. 

The  exports  to  Canada  under  the 
new  tariff  law  have  not  yet  been  com- 
piled yet  by  the  bureau  of  statistics  of 
the  department  of  commerce  and  labor, 
but  indications  are  that  they  will  show 
relatively  as  great  a  falling  oft  in 
oil  exports  as  those   to   France. 

The  figures  of  the  bureau  of  statis- 
tics show  that  the  exports  of  mineral 
oil  both  crude  and  refined  for  illum- 
inating purposes  ceased  entirely  in 
November,  1909,  while  of  lubricating 
oil,  the  quantity  fell  from  1,360,11d  ga  - 
Ions  in  November,  1908  to  124,287  gal- 
lons   in   November,    1909.

Has  she  not 
placed  next  to  this  quasi-royal  guest 
her  own  lovely  stepdaughter  by  her 
husband's  divorced  wife,  an  act  of  ma- 
ternal solicitude  which  she  could  not 
have  improved  on  if  the  girl  had  been 
her  own  daughter  by  her  divorced  hus- 
band? Is  not  her  English  guest  a 
dazzling  marvel  in  dress  ind  .iewf.ls? 
Is  not  her  lovely  stepdaughter  a  shim- 
mering triumph  of  extravagant  sim- 
plicity— her  dress,  her  dog-collar,  '.ler 
demeanor  all  vlrglnally  quiet,  obvi- 
ously most  expensive?  Is  not  'ler  own 
appearance  the  most  Incomjurably 
splendid  whicii  money  can  provide? 

She  is  proud  of  the  appearance  of 
her  box.  she  is  delighted  at  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  other  women.  For  'he 
opera  has  lifted  her  to  such  6ii.zy 
heights  of  artificiality  that  she  has  lei- 
the  woman  far  below  and  Is  now  but 
the  disembodied  hostess.

The 
consistory,  wliich  was  regarded  by  the 
civilized  world  as  more  than  friendly 
to  Dr.  Cook,  showed  by  Its  action  In 
turning  down  the  explorer  that  its 
scales  of  justice,  as  it  sees  them, 
evenly  and  honestly  weighs  the  evi- 
dence." 

Peary  Should  Demand  It. 
Moreover,  Admiral  Sciiley  believes 
that  the  submission  of  the  proofs  to 
Copenhagen  should  be  Insisted  upon  by 
Peary,  despite  whatever  the  National 
Geographical  Hiocletys  attitude  may  be. 
Admiral  Scliley  declined  to  say  on 
what  grounds  he  took  exception  to  the 
finding  of  the  scientists  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Copenhagen  that  Cook  had 
not  been  at  the  North  Pule.  He  merely 
reaffirmed  his  belief  In  the  explorer, 
adding  tliat  he  believed  also  that 
Peary,  too,  had  gained  the  top  of  the 
earth. 

The  importance  of  the  admiral  s  de- 
mand is  increast-d  by  the  fact  that  he 
has  had  wide  experience  in  the  Far 
North. 

Members  of  the  National  Geographi- 
cal society  liave  declined  to  discuss  the 
suggestion  of  the  retired  naval  officer. 

DesrreH    May    Stand. 

Copenhagen,  Dec.  23. — It  is  not  be- 
lieved that  either  the  University  of 
Copenhagen  or  the  Royal  Geographical 
society  will  withdraw  the  honors  which 
they  conferred  on  Dr.  Frederick  A. 
Cook.  Officials  of  the  university  say 
that  the  Institution  did  not  bestow  the 
degree  as  a  reward  for  the  discovery  of 
the  Pole,  but  merely  In  recognition  of 
Dr.  Cook's  Arctic  explorations.  The 
Royal  Geographical  society  takes  the 
same  ground.

Win  Iteport  FMndlnKS. 
New  York,  Dec.  23. — The  report  of 
the  special  committee  which  investi- 
gated Dr.  Frederick  A.  Cook's  claims 
to  liaving  readied  tlie  summit  of  Mount 
McKinley,  will  be  delivered  to  the 
board  of  governors  of  the  Explorer's 
club  tomorrow.  While  the  Investi- 
gators will  not  now  divulge  the  text 
of  the  report,  they  do  not  deny  that 
It  discredits  Dr.  Cook's  claims,  and 
such  a  verdict  has  been  generally  an- 
ticipated.

Sweeping  Plan  for  Extension  Given 
to  Congress. 

Washington,  Dec.  23. — A  sweeping 
plan  for  extension  of  wireless  tele- 
t:raph  service  for  the  navy  has  been 
submitted  to  congress  by  Rear  Admiral 
Cowle.s,  chief  of  the  bureau  of  equip- 
ment. 

"Wireless  apparatus  of  the  latest 
tyL«,"  he  says,  "is  to  be  supplied  to 
%1\    the    new    vessels   of    the    navy,    in- 


able  voice,  and  speaking  deliberately, 
the  new  monarch  pledged  himself  to 
work  for  the  social  advancement  of 
the  nation  and  the  elevation  of  the 
moral  and  Intellectual  standard  of  the 
people.  He  would  seek,  he  said,  to 
develop  the  system  of  popular  educa- 
tion and  would  labor  unceasingly  for 
the  general  w^ell-belng  of  the  masses. 
He  paid  a  high  tribute  to  Leopold  II 
and  the  latter's  policy  in  opening. the 
Congo   to   Belgian   activity. 

Policy  of  Progreaa. 
King  Albert  outlined  a  program  of 
humanity  and  progress,  and  was  greet- 
ed with  a  storm  of  applause  as  lie  de- 
clared proudly  that  Belgium  already 
had  kept  her  promises,  and  that  no 
one  had  a    right   to  doubt    her   word. 

Albert  I,  king  of  the  Belgians, 
with  his  queen,  Elizabeth,  made  a 
state  entry  into  the  capital  from 
Laeken  this  morning.  Cannon 

boomed  forth  a  royal  salute,  church 
bells  rang  out  merrily,  and  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  loyal  subjects  lined  the 
route  of  the  regal  march  crying,  "Long 
live  Albert!"  and  "Long  live  Eliza- 
beth!" .      ^      .    ... 

When  the  procession  arrived  at  the 
chamber  where  the  oath  of  ascension 
was  taken,  the  successor  of  Leopold 
II.  was  given  a  notable  reception  by 
the  assembled  senators  and  deputies. 
A  feeble  attempt  of  the  Socialists  to 
make  a  Republican  demonstration 
failed  miserably.  At  every  discordant 
note  a  fresh  outburst  of  cheering 
drowned  the  voices  of  the  malcon- 
tents. 

PralHed  Late  Klnff. 
King  Albert's  speech  from  the  throne 
was  an  eloquent  tribute  to  Leopold  I 
and  to  his  uncle,  the  late  King  Leopold 
II  He  declared  tha^the  latter  had  per- 
formed a  prodigious  work  in  Africa, 
with  the  constant  thought  of  enrich- 
ing the  nation  and  increasing  the  eco- 
nomic  resources   of   Belgium. 

The  new  monarch  expressed  his 
gratitude  for  foreign  sympathy  at  the 
death  of  Leopold,  saying  that  the  spe- 
cial missions  despatched  to  yesterday's 
funeral  testified  to  the  admiration  felt 
in  other  countries  for  the  high  quali- 
ties of  the  late  king.        ,      ,  „  ,    , 

Turning  to  the  subject  of  Belgium  s 
future.   King   Albert  said: 

"We  must  continue  our  unshakable 
attachment  to  consitltutlonal  liberty 
and  the  love  of  independence,  and  thus 
hold  sacred  our  patrimony,  while  ad- 
vancing toward  the  peaceful  conquests 
in  the  fields  of  labor  and  science. 
Humanity  In  the  ConKo. 
"In  the  Congo  the  nation  wishes  a 
policy  of  humanity  and  progress  en- 
forced The  mission  of  colonization 
cannot  be  other  than  a  mission  of  high 
civilization.  Belgium  always  has  kept

Western  Insurgents "%  Bad" 

With  Postmaster  General 

Hitchcock. 

■Vv  ashington,  Dec.  23. — A  situation 
has  arisen  in  congress  over  recom- 
mendations for  postofClce  appoint- 
ments that  may  lead  to  an  explosion 
after  the  holi«  ^.ys.  Several  of  the  Re- 
publican insurgents  have  had  the  fact 
brought  home  to  them  recently  that 
their  influence  with  the  present  ad- 
ministration of  the  postofflce  depart- 
ment is  on  the  wane.  For  months 
their  recommendations  for  office  have 
gone    unheeded.      A   few   days    ago    the 

two  Iowa  Senators  had  a  conference 
with  Postmaster  General  Hitchcock, 
and  came  away  with  the  Impression 
that  the  administration  was  entering 
upon  a  new  policy  In  regard  to  presi- 
dential postmasters,  and  that  hereafter 
changes  will  not  be  made  even  after 
the  termj  have  expired  if  the  incum- 
bent has  given  a  satisfactory  service 
and  desires  to  be  continued  in  office. 

Certain  Republican  insurgents  have 
been  waiting  for  months  to  get  favor- 
able action  on  their  postofflce  recom- 
mendations. This  is  especially  true  of 
the    representatives    from    Wisconsin. 

A  few  days  ago  some  of  the  Wiscon- 
sin men  who  fared  badly  in  the  mat- 
ter of  the  appointment  of  census  su- 
pervisors called  on  the  postmaster  gen- 
eral and  asked  him  to  state  finally  and 
explicitly  whether  he  Intended  to  act 
favorably  on  the  recommendations  they 
had  submitted  for  presidential  post- 
masters. He  is  reported  to  have  asked 
the  representatives  to  wait  until  after 
the  holidays,  when  he  said  he  would 
give  them  an  answer. 

The  members  are  waiting,  but  at 
least  two  of  them,  who  feel  that  they 
have  been  badly  treated,  threaten  to 
make  statements  on  the  floor  of  the 
house  that  will  require  the  printing  of 
the  Congressional   Record   on   asbestos. 

One  of  these  members  declares  that 
the  purpose  of  the  postal  administra- 
tion Is  plainly  to  punish  htm  for  his 
Independence.  He  says  that  In  at  least 
one  case  in  his  district  he  has  discov- 
ered that  Senator  Stephenson  has  ob- 
jected to  the  removal  of  the  incumbent, 
who  Is  a  political  friend  of  his,  which 
convinces  the  member  that  politics  still 
plays  a  part  in  postofflce  appointments.

Tlmoihy  I*.  !«ullivMn,  the  "Little  Tim  ' 
of  New  Viuks  Howery.  ;ind  a  power  in 
ruetropolitan  politics,  died  m  New  York 
Pec.  22.  He  had  been  in  bad  health  for 
more  than  six  months.  Death  resulted 
from  Hrir'ht  s  disease  and  inflammation 
of   the   heart. 

Just  when  "Little?  Tim"  was  born, 
historv  does  not  record,  but  he  died 
in  early  middle  i;fe,  worn  out.  say  his 
friends,  by  overwork.  -\t  the  time  of 
his  death  ho  was  chairman  of  the 
finance  committee  of  the  board  of  a!« 
dermen.  Always  active  in  politics,  he 
had  at  one  time  or  another  been  a 
member  of  ilie  state  legislature  and 
acting  mayor  of  the  city.  "Big  Tim." 
Timotiiy  D.  .Sullivan,  the  state  senator. 
Is  now  the  only  one  of  the  famous  Sul- 
livars  left. 

•Dittle  Tim."  when  he  first  start$^d 
-  to  work,  a  mere  boy.  "ran  copy"  for 
the  newspaper  men  from  the  Tombs 
police  court  to  tiieir  oJTices.  Later  he 
went  int  J  partnership  with  "Big  Tim' 
in  a  saloon.

There     exists     on     the     continent     of 
Europe,     within    a    twenty-tour     hc.urs 
jt.urnev    of    London,    one    of    the    most 
astonishing  places  in   the  world,  a  spot 
which   is  revered  as  a  sort  of  "Holy  or  |

ireatures.      Such    is    its    magnetic   Inilu- | 
ence    that    every    year    half    a    million, 
pilgrims   come  to   it    from   every  corner 
of   the  earth.      It   is   the   Mecca   of  Lur- : 
ope,  and  its  name  is  Lourdes,  says  An-  ; 
swers.  .^,  , ! 

Lourdes  is  situated,  in  a  position  oi 
great  natural  beauty,  at  the  entrance 
to  the  huge  mountain  chain  ot  the 
I'vrenees,  which  separates  France  from 
Spain.  The  town  is  built  at  a  height 
of  1.200  feet  above  sea  level,  in  a  val- 
lev  betv.een  a  broad  torrential  river 
and  hills  which  rise  almost  perjiendicu- 
lailv  to  over  3.000  leet.  Until  1858  the 
town  was  an  insignificant  borough, 
which  merelv  attracted  the  attention 
of  I'assing  tourists  by  its  picturesque 
situation,  and  its  frowning  old  strong- 
hold, surmounted  bv  an  ancient  Moor- 
ish iKwer.  In  18i>8,  however,  it  be- 
came suddenly  famous  owing  to  certain 
alleged    miracaUus   occurrences. 

An  ignorant  little  sliepherdess, 
named  Bernadette  Soubirous,  aged  14, 
alleged  that  one  day,  while  she  was, 
witli'lier  sister  and  another  little  girl, 
picking  up  pieces  of  wood  near  t!ie 
Massabielle  Rock,  she  suddenly  saw  a 
vision.  The  vision  appeared  to  her 
from  a  niche  in  the  rock  over  the 
neiglU'orlng  grotto.  It  was  that  of  a 
beautiful  voung  woman,  dressed  all  in 
white,  with  a  blue  sash  around  the 
waist. 

The  vision  was  surrounded  with  a  lu- 
minous halo,  and  on  seeing  it  Burna- 
dette  fell  on  her  knees  and  remained 
in  a  state  of  ecstasy  until  the  vision 
disappeared.  This  was  on  Feb.  11,  and 
when  the  child  related  what  she  had 
seen  slie  was  treated  as  one  who  suf- 
fered from  hallucinations.  On  tlie  14th 
and  the  18th  the  vision  again  appeared. 
Bernadette  saw  the  vision  for  the 
last  time  on  March  25,  when  it  is  said 
to  have  revealed  Its  identity  as  the 
Virgin   Mary. 

The  story  of  the  apparition  spread 
with  extraordinary  rapidity,  and  pious 
folks  began  to  arrive  in  thousands  at 
Lourdes  to  view  the  spot.  Then,  sud- 
denlv,  like  a  trail  of  fire,  the  report 
spread  that  cures  of  a  supernatural 
cnaracter  were  taking  place  at  the 
spring  in  the  grotto. 

This  caused  an  extraordianry  sensa- 
tion among  Roman  Catholics  in  all 
countries.  Crowds  of  unfortunate  peo- 
ple, stricken  with  some  of  the  most 
awful  and  loathsome  diseases  which  af- 
flict humanity,  began  to  arrive  at  Lour- 
des to  pay  their  respt-cts  to  the  Virgin 
of  the  Grotto,  and  implore  her  inter- 
cession. Alas!  the  vast  majority  were 
destined  to  go  back  as  they  came — 
uncured. 

Still  it  is  acknowledged  that  extraor- 
dinarv  cases  of  sudden  healing  do  oc- 
cur a"t  the  grotto.  Zola,  in  his  great 
book  on  Lourdes.  speaks  of  the  mys- 
terious "unknown  power,  magnetism 
of  the  crowd!'  I'ossibly.  the  hypnotic 
influence  of  a  great  mass  of  people, 
wrought  up  to  a  high  pitch  of  religious 
fervor  and  excitement,  may  produce  ex- 
traordinary and  beneficial  effects  in 
certain  individual  cases  susceptible  to 
hypnotic  or  mesmeric  influence.  Call 
it  what  you  will — auto-suggestion, 
fa'th-healing.  hysteria  or  hypnotism — 
it  is  bevond  doubt  that  certain  forms 
of  disease,  concerning  which  medical 
science  has  but  so  far  a  very  obscure 
and  uncertain  knowledge,  have  in  many 
cases  been  marvelously  cured. 

Connected  with  the  spring  and  grot- 
to at  Lourdes  there  exists  a  medical 
bureau,  known  as  the  "Bureau  des  Con- 
statatlons,"  which  is  open  to  all  medi- 
cal men  who  come  to  investigate.  Tlie 
object  of  the  resident  physicians  is  to 
check  carefully  every  alleged  mir- 
acle;" and.  be  it  said  to  their  credit, 
thev  refuse  to  admit  as  extraordinary 
or  miraculous  49  out  of  every  5C  o£  the 
alleged   sudden  cures. 

The  local  celrgy  have  turned  the 
Lourdes  grotto  into  one  of  the  most 
prosperous  business  concerns  in 
Furore  Close  observation  enables

Tlie  main  trouble  is  with  shipments 
from  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis.  Cliicago 
and  Duluth.  An  Angus  merchant  has  a 
shipment  billed  from  Chicago  Dec.  0 
which  he  has  not  yet  received.  He  has 
one  billed  from  Duluth,  Dec.  10,  and 
has  seen  nothing  of  it  yet.  From  fct. 
Paul  he  had  a  consignment  billed 
about  the  same  tin\e  and  that  Is  still 
en  route.

O.  Brown  and  .J.  F.  Clifford,  represent- 
atives on  tiie  Minnesota  grain  and 
warehL>use   commission: 

"Believing  that  the  grain  growers  of 
our  state  of  North  Dakota  have  nO 
Idea  or  conception  of  the  amount  they 
are  losing  eacli  year  on  dockage,  will 
say  we  find,  on  close  investigation,  that 
the  loss  each  year  amounts  to  the 
enormous  sum  of  11,300.000,  or  J6,500,- 
000  for   the  past  five  years. 

TeriniualN   Get   Screenings. 

"These  screenings  are  worth  from  $12 
to  $30  per  ton  at  the  terminal  markets. 
They  are  worth  every  dollar  as  much 
where  they  are  grown,  for  feed  pur- 
poses. Do  not  forget  the  fact  that  you 
pay  the  freiglit  on  these  screenings 
and  deli\er  tliem  to  the  term'nals — 
l)Oth  mills  and  elevators — absolutely 
tree  of  charge  to  them.  To  move  these 
.screenings  to  terminals  would  require 
more  than  3.000  cars  of  30-ton  capac- 
ity each  year. 

•The  value  of  this  product,  which 
vou  have  actually  given  away,  would 
iiave  built  a  courthouse  and  a  college, 
at  a  cost  of  about  $70,000  each,  within 
every  county  of  your  state  in  the  last 
live  Vears.

Harold,  that  Jim 
Jeffries  is  going  to  have  any  lilly  white 
Job  of  a  section  boss  in  whipping  Mis- 
tah  Jack  Johnson.  Far  be  It  from  such. 
He  will  have  an  afternoon  of  real  in- 
dut^trious  labor  on  his  large  and  sinewy 
hands. 

The  more  one  thinks  of  the  fight 
Johnson  put  up  against  .Stanley  Keich- 
el,  little  man  though  tlie  middleweight 
champion  is,  the  more  one  comes  to 
the  contlui-ion  that  Johnson  has  yet 
failed  to  show  the  best  that  he  is  cap- 
able of.  The  idea  that  the  large  col- 
ored man  is  slow  upon  his  generous 
pedals  is  quite  wrong;  he  is  one  of 
the  fastest  big  men  of  the  ring,  and 
We  have  vet  to  learn  whether  he 
doesn't  carry  a  punch  that  will  put  the 
huskiest  man  in  tlie  business  out. 

Any  man  with  the  shoulder  and  back 
development  of  Johnson  must  be  able 
to  liit.  He  has  massive  shoulders  and 
a  back  that  is  covered  with  sinewy 
muscle.  He  is  a  cautious  fighter  and 
takes  his  time.  Like  Jim  Corbett.  he 
never  takes  a  chance.  He  Is  even  a 
less  aggressive  fighter  than  the  for- 
mer cliampion  of  the  world,  for  Corbett 
used  to  be  at  his  man  all  the  time, 
only  taking  care  that  he  left  no  open- 
ings. , 

If  Jolinson  sees  a  good  opening  he 
probably  can  shoot  in  a  blow  that  will 
dent  the  roof  of  the  most  hardened  bat- 
tler of  them  all.

It  is  generally  believed  that  Jeffries 
is  the  hardest  man  to  hurt,  and  it  has 
been  proven  almost  impossible  to  even 
stagger  him.  In  all  his  fights  he  has 
never  been  knocked  down,  and  he  has 
fought  some  of  the  toughest  men  in 
the  world.  Two  such  hard  hitters  as 
Bob  Fitzsimmons  and  Tom  Sharkey 
could  not  knock  the  big  fellow  down, 
or  even  make  him  groggy. 

However,  you  must  remember  that 
Jeffries  was  younger  and  tougher  at 
that  time.  Alter  pages  of  dope  have 
been  written  on  tiie  coming  contest, 
the  meat  of  the  whole  proposition  is 
contained  in  the  condition  of  Jeffries. 
If  he  is  right  he  may  win;  If  he  is  not 
right  he  will  probably  lose.

It  w^as  a  mean  trick  to  make  poor 
old  T'op  Anson  travel  all  the  way  from  , 
Chicago  to  New  York,  harboring  the 
deluded  belief  that  he  might  be  elected 
to  the  presidency  of  the  National 
league.  In  these  days  of  reform,  passes 
are  a  thing  of  the  past,  and  unless 
chubby  Charley  Murphy  paid  the  rail- 
road fare  and  expenses  of  the  veteran, 
he  is  out  just  so  much  hard-earned 
money. 

The  old  man  was  actually  kidded  in- 
to thinking  that  he  would  be  the  com- 
promise candidate.  There  was  no 
chance  in  the  world  that  Pop  Anson 
would  be  even  considered  for  the  po- 
sition. He  is  of  the  old  school  of  base- 
ball, and  it  is  the  shrewd  politician 
and  cunning  schemer  that  the  mag- 
nates of  the  National  league  were  on 
the  hunt  for. 

It  is  said  that  fortune  has  not  been 
very  kind  of  recent  years  to  Adrian 
C.  Anson.  He  was  in  the  national 
game  for  over  twenty  years,  but  It 
must  be  remembered  that  no  such  fabu- 
lous salaries  as  are  paid  at  the  present 
time  were  paid  in  the  days  of  Anson 
and  the  old  Chicago  White  Stockings. 
He  was  one  of  the  grandest  players  the 
game  has  ever  produced,  but  he  played 
in  an  age  when  the  brains  that  are  in 
the   game   today    were    not   required.

An   Unpleasant  8e«iiel. 

Washington.  Dec.  2 J.' — "There  may

Lathrop     and      George 
Kibbe    Turner    review    the    history    uf 
the  discovery  of  the  anthracite  and  i>i- 
tuminous  mountains  in  Alaska,  and  the 
manner     In    which     various    syndicates 
the    past    eight    years    have    sought    to 
g'et    full    possession     of      the     miner!  1 
treasures.     Then   tiiey   assert  that   con- 
trol    of     Alaska    Is     drifiins     into     the 
hands  of  the  Guggenheim  family,  which 
bids    fair    to    get    a    grip    on    the    whole 
future  development  of  industry  on  the 
Pacific  coast. 

Like  Belt  and  Barnato. 
"The  control  of  all  exploited  coun- 
tries," says  the  article,  "especially  min- 
ing countries.  In  the  last  twenty  years 
has  come  Inevitably  into  the  hands  ot 
great  syndicates.  For  the  last  ten 
years  and  especially  In  the  last  five, 
the  control  of  Alaska  has  been  drifting 
steadily  Into  the  hands  of  the  Guggen- 
heims— exactly  as  the  diamond  and 
gold  fields  of  South  Africa  came  into 
the  hands  of  the  great  diamond  spec- 
ulators, Alfred  Beit,  Barney  Barnato 
and   their  associates.

They  started  there 
in  a  small  way  nearly  ten  years  ago, 
in  the  Nome  district,  through  the  North- 
western Commercial  company.  They 
now  hold  the  greater  part  of  the  fa- 
mous gold  district  In  the  Klondike, 
with  their  $17,000,000  Yukon  Gold  com- 
pany, and  they  have  a  practical  con- 
trol of  the  ocean  transportation  to  tlie

Trannportatlon  Control. 

"In  all  their  companies  exploiting 
Alaska  capital  is  represented  aggre- 
gating $40,000,000  or  $50,000,000.  As  in 
the  West,  they  pay  especial  attention 
to  the  question  of  control  of  transpor- 
tation, which  is  the  key  to  the  control 
of    all    mining    business."

Friendship    Ceased    When 

Knox,  as  Attorney,  Sided 

With  Frick. 

Pittsburg,  Pa.,  Dec.  23.— Information 
from  Washington  that  at  a  dinner 
given  there  Friday  night  by  John  Bar- 
rett, director  of  the  American  Repub- 
lics. Andrew  Carnegie  and  Secretary  of 
State  P.  C.  Knox  clashed  was  received 
with  much  interest  in  I'lttsburg. 

The  wonder  here  Is  that  the  two  men 
have  not  spoken  their  minds  regarding 
each  other  long  before  the  present 
time.  For  years  there  has  been  grow- 
ing bitterness  between  these  two  Pitts- 
burg men. 

Mr.  Knox,  when  a  Pittsburg  attorney, 
before  he  became  attorney  general  of 
the  United  States,  once  sided  with  H.  C. 
Frick  In  a  fight  with  Mr.  Carnegie,  and 
showed  Mr.  Fricks  attorneys  the  way 
to  beat  the  famous  "Ironclad  agree- 
ment" which  Mr.  Carnegie  had  with  all 
his   partners. 

It  was  a  signed  agreement  providing 
that  at  any  time  Mr.  Carnegie  chose  to 
rid  hlmsself  of  any  of  his  partners  he 
had  but  to  give  them  due  notice  of  in- 
tention, then  hand  them  the  price 
which  they  had  originally  paid  for  the 
st.ock 

H  C.  Frick.  who  was  Mr.  Carnegie's 
partner  in  the  Carnegie  Steel  company. 
Ltd..  tried  to  oust  A.  R.  Peacock,  a  min- 
ority stockholder  of  the  company,  by 
this  method.  ,  .    „^      . 

Peacock  was  a  personal  protege  ol 
Carnegie,  and  In  addition  had  sold 
600.00  tons  of  rails  In  a  lump,  t he 
biggest  contract  ever  let  for  steel  rails. 
Mr.  Carnegie  turned  on  Frick  and 
tried  to  oust  him  by  giving  him  $5,000,- 
000,  the  original  price  of  his  stock. 

Frick  demanded  $15,000,000,  which  he 
claimed  the  stock  was  worth,  and  en- 
tered suit.  _  ,,  ..,„j 
When  the  matter  finally  was  settled 
Frick  had  obtained  about  $45,000,000. 
Knox  had  been  one  of  the  legal  advis- 
ers of  the  Carnegie  Steel  company,  and 
though  he  did  not  appear  as  Frick  s 
attorney,  Carnegie  blamed  him  for 
showing  how  the  "ironclad  agreement 
could  be  broken.  Nor  did  Knox  ever 
again  appear  for  Carnegie  as  an  ad- 
viser.                            _

ber  of  countries,  your  postoflfice  department  will  accept 
it  and  carry  it  to  its  destination  for  $1.32,  or  at  the  rate 
of  12  cents  a  pound. 

But  if-  you  have  a  similar  package  destined  from 
Duluth  to  Two  Harbors  or  Cloquet  or  San  Francisco  or 
New  York  or  any  point  in  your  own  cotintry,  you  can't 
mail  it  at  all.  If  its  contents  are  of  such  a  character 
that  you  can  split  it  up  into  parcels  of  not  more  than 
four  pounds  each,  you  can  mail  the  three  parcels,  but 
you  will  have  to  pay  $1.76  for  mailing  it,  or  at  the  rate 
of  16  cents  a  pound. 

In  other  words,  you  can  mail  eleven  pounds  in  a 
single  parcel  almost  anywhere  in  the  world  except  to 
points  in  your  own  country,  and  you  can  mail  parcels 
almost  anywhere  else  in  the  world  for  12  cents  a  pound, 
while  to  mail  parcels  to  points  in  this  country  you  must 
pay  16  cents  a  pound. 

Rather  ridiculous,  isn't  it,  in  a  country  that  boasts  of 
government  "for  the  people,  of  the  people  and  by  the 
people?" 

The  people  want  a  parcels  post  system.  The  express 
companies  do  not  want  a  parcels  post  system.  The  gov- 
ernment refuses  to  grant  a  parcels  post  system  to  its 
own  people,  though  it  grants  it  freely  to  the  people  of 
any  other  country.  If  a  man  stays  in  Germany  or  Japan 
he  can  get  the  benefit  of  parcels  post  facilities  to  any 
part  of  this  country.  If  he  immigrates  to  the  United 
States  and  becomes  a  citizen  of  this  country,  he  is 
barred  utterly  from  reasonable  parcels  post  service 
unless,  by  chance,  he  wishes  to  send  a  parcel  back  to  the 
old  country. 

That  is  the  situation  in  the  matter  of  the  parcels  post. 
It  will  last  until  the  people  get  a  government  that  will 
do  their  will,  and  not  the  will  of  the  express  companies.

will  do  no  harm  to  recapiti;late  some  of  the 
reasons  why  Duluth  should  be  prosecuting  vigorously  a 
campaign  to  deepen  the  channels  of  St.  Mary's  river  to 
accord    with   the   new   26-foot   lock   that   is   being   built 

there: 

First,  because  Duluth's  growth  thus  far  has  attendee, 
upon  increases  in  facilities  for  lake  traffic,  and  because 
it  is  reasonable  to  believe  that  further  increases  in 
facilities  will  create  further  increases  in  the  size  and 
prosperity  of  Duluth. 

Second,  because  the  river  waterways  of  the  interior 
are  engaged  in  a  systematic  and  united  campaign  for 
government  aid,  and  if  their  plans  succeed  they  will 
draw  largely  upon  the  government  funds  out  of  which 
must  come  all  money  used  in  bettering  the  lake  water- 
way. _ 

Third,  because  when  projects  now  being  done  are 
completed,  Chicago  will  have  a  clear  draft  of  twenty-two 
feet  to  Lake  Erie,  while  -Duluth  will  be  limited  to  nine- 
teen feet  because  of  the  conditions  in  St.  Mary's  river. 
Fourth,  because  the  government  is  now  building  a 
new  lock  at  the  Sault  providing  facilities  for  vessels 
drawing  nearly  twenty-six  feet  of  water,  and  this  will  be 
useless  so  long  as  the  channels  on  both  sides  of  it  arc 
less  than  twenty  feet  deep  at  low  water. 

Fifth,  because  Chicago  is  making  frantic  efforts  to 
regain  its  lost  supremacy  upon  the  lakes,  and  with  a 
22-foot  waterway  while  Duluth  is  penned  up  by  a  19-foot 
outlet  from  Lake  Superior  that  city  will  have  a  menacing 
advantage. 

As  to  the  assertion  of  one  Duluth  citizen  that   ves- 
sels never  will  be  larger  than  they  arc  now.  The  Herald 
has    received    the    following    statement    from    another 
Duluth  citizen  who  has  been  in  touch  with  the  lake  traffic 
for  many  years:     ''When  boats  300  feet  long  were  con- 
structed, and  had  to  use  two  tugs  in  entering  and  leav- 
ing the  harbors,  every  one  said  that  that  was  the  limit 
in  size.     But  boats  are  now  entering  and  leaving  Duluth 
harbor    that    are   over   600   feet    long,   carrying   8,000   to 
10,000,  11.000  and  12,000  tons,  and  do  not  use  a  tug  at 
all  unless  the  weather  is  stormy  or  there  is  some  other 
exceptional   reason  iof  doing  so.     As  you   rightly   have 
said  in  your  articles.  Duluth  with  its  splendid  harbor — 
in  fact  one  of  the  finest  in  the  world  if  not  the  best — 
with  its  twenty-two  to  twenty-four  feet  of  water  in  its 
channel,  according  to  the  report -of  the  army  engineer, 
will  be  at  a  great  disadvantage  unless  the  deepening  of 
St.  Mary's  river  is  begun  so  as  to  get  the  benefit  of  the 
new  lock  as  soon  as  it  is  completed;  and  even  if  that  is 
done  it  will  be  at  a  disadvantage  for  several  years,  be- 
cause  in   two  years   from   now  the   channels  connecting 
Lake    Michigan   with    Lake    Erie   and   Lake    Huron    will 
have    from    twenty-two    to    twenty-four    feet    of    water, 
while  Duluth's  outlet  from  Lake  Superior  will  have  less 
than  twenty  feet." 

This  is  not  a  matter  that  concerns  Duluth  alone.  It 
concerns  all  of  Minnesota,  and  all  parts  of  the  North- 
west and  the  far  West  that  participate  in  the  advantages 
growing  out  of  deeper  and  therefore  cheaper  channels. 
Col.  Townsend  of  the  United  States  army  engineer  corps 
says  in  a  recent  report  regarding  the  benefit  of  deep 
channels:  "It  is  believed  that  to  attribute  to  the  im- 
provement in  channels  the  difference  in  freight  rates  of 
1900  (1.18  mills  per  mile-ton)  and  1908  (0.69  mills  per 
mile-ton)  would  not  exaggerate  the  effect  of  the  im- 
provement, especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  greater 
permissible  draft  has  produced  vessels  of  greater  ton- 
nage, the  carrying  capacity  of  freight  steamers  having 
increased  from  8,000  tons  in  1900  to  13,000  tons  in  1907." 


UNFORTUNATE. 

Justice  Lurton,  whose  appointment  by  President  Taft 
to  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States  has  been  con- 
firmed by  the  senate,  may  be  one  of  the  wisest  and 
broadest  and  most  progressive  of  judges.  We  hope  that 
he  will  turn  out  that  way,  for  much  of.  good  and  evil 
to  the  people  and  the  nation  will  depend,  in  the  next  few 
years,  upon  the  character  of  the  supreme  court. 

Yet  it  is  distinctly  unfortunate,  just  now  when  the 
public  temper  is  so  suspicious  and  irritable,  when  the 
people  are  none  too  certain  of  the  good  faith  of  their 
higher  courts,  when  there  is  a  widespread  belief  that 
the  courts  often  ignore  human  rights  in  their  zeal  to 
protect  property  rights,  and  when  the  supreme  court  is 
so  delicately  balanced  between  judges  who  lean  to  the 
side  of  humanity  and  judges  who  lean  to  the  side  of 
property,  that  President  Taft,  himself  an  object  of  the 
same  general  suspicion,  should  have  appointed  a  man 
regarding  whom  there  should  be  even  the  shadow  of  a 
doubt. 

Says  the  Springfield  Republican:  "Some  of  the 
Southern  papers  have  been  writing  up — or  writing  down 
—Judge  Horace  H.  Lurton,  President  Taft's  appointee 
to  the  United  States  supreme  bench,  as  a  corporation 
judge,  with  special  leanings  to  the  Louisville  &  Nash- 
ville railroad.  The  Atlanta  Journal  sent  a  correspondent 
to  Nashville  to  find  out  what  was  his  reputation  among 
his  home  people,  and  was  told  quite  generally  that  rail- 
roads and  other  corporations  should  be  well  satisfied 
with  the  appointment.  This  is  not  particularly  impres- 
sive, but  more  to  the  point  is  the  allegation  that  Judge 
Lurton  while  on  the  circuit  bench  has  been  a  large  user 
of  private  cars  provided  gratuitously  by  railroads  which 
were  or  might  be  litigants  in  his  court.  The  statement 
is  further  made  that  President  Koosevelt,  at  the  solicitar 
tion  of  Mr.  Taft,  then  secretary  of  war,  had  selected 
Judge  Lurton  as  the  successor  to  Justice  Brown,  but 
dropped  his  name  when  attention  was  called  to  Judge 
Lurton's  alleged  railroad  affiliations.  Such  is  the  talk 
in  the  Southern  press.  It  may  or  may  not  have  any 
fcundation." 

Let  us  trust  that  it  has  no  foundation.  Progress 
depends  greatly  upon  the  personal  inclinations  of  the 
men  making  up  the  supreme  court.  Presently  the  gov- 
ernment's suit  against  the  oil  trust,  on  its  face  the  great- 
est popular  victory  thus  far  achieved,  will  come  before 
that  court,  and  an  adverse  decision  may  turn  it  into  a 
disastrous  defeat. 

If  efforts  to  keep  within  due  bounds  the  gigantic  busi- 
ness enterprises  which  have  grown  greater  than  the  gov- 
ernment itself  are  defeated  in  the  supreme  court  of  tlie 
United  States  by  the  assistance  of  Justice  Lurton's  vote, 
jt  will  only  be  another  addition  to  the  long  list  of  de- 
velopments showing  on  which  side  of  the  battle  between 
Special  Privilege  and  human  rights  President  Taft  has 
placed  himself.

A  BENEFIT  WITHHELD. 

A  woman  reader  of  The  Herald  who  lives  on  the 
north  shore  of  Lake  Superior,  and  who  has  been  having 
some  expensive  and  annoying  experiences  with  buying 
goods  to  be  sent  in  by  mail  and  express,  asks  The 
Herald  why  there  is  no  parcels  post  in  this  country,  and 
why  she  is  able  to  mail  a  package  to  better  advantage 
when  it  is  consigned  to  her  old  home  in  Europe  than 
when  it  is  consigned  to  some  near-by  point  in  Duluth. 

That  is  a  question  that  is  not  hard  to  answer.  John 
Wanamaker,  when  he  was  postmaster  general,  said  there 
were  four  reasons — the  American  Express  company,  the 
Adams  Express  company,  the  United  States  Express 
company  and  the  VVells-Fargo  Express  company.  TheSc 
reasons  still  exist.  But  there  are  others,  and  deeper 
ones.  The  main  reason  is  that  this  government  is  not 
yet  operated  for  the  benefit  of  the  people,  but  is  still 
being  used  for  the  benefit  of  Special  Privilege.  Prop- 
erty interests,  no  matter  how  oppressive  they  may  be, 
are  given  higher  regard  than  the  interests  of  people,  no 
matter  how  pressing  the  people's  need  may  be.  To 
establish  a  parcels  post  system  would  interfere  with  the 
property  rights  of  the  express  companies  and  of  the 
railroads;  hence,  no  matter  how  great  a  boon  a  decent 
parcels  post  system  might  be,  that  boon  is  refused. 

That  is  why  it  is  that  if  you  have  a  package  weighing 
eleven  pounds  which  you  wish  to  send  to  any  point  in 
Germany,  England,  Japan  or  any  other  of  a  large  num- 


LET  THEM  PASS  ON  PEARY,  TOO. 

While  there  is  very  little  doubt,  if  any,  that  Peary 
visited  the  North  Pole,  Admiral  Schley's  suggestion  that 
his  records  should  be  passed  upon  by  the  same  board  of 
Danish  scientists  that  has  rejected  the  Cook  claims  is 
timely  and  good.  It  is  true  that  Peary's  records  have 
been  examined  by  the  National  Geographical  society, 
which  has  approved  them.  However,  that  is  an  organ- 
ization whose  members  are  distinctly  friendly  to  Peary, 
and  while  no  breath  of  suspicion  has  been  cast  upon 
their  integrity  or  upon  the  honesty  of  their  findings,  it 
will  be  better  all  around  if  these  Danes  who  have  been 
subjected  to  the  unpleasant  experience  of  being  victim- 
izd  by  Dr.  Cook's  insanity,  ignorance  or  deceit,  which- 
ever you  prefer,  are  given  a  chance  to  look  over  a  set  of 
real  records  such  as  Commander  Peary  has  prepared. 
The  fact  that  the  Danish  verdict  is  accepted  without  a 
protest  even  from  Cook's  most  loyal  friends  is  a  fine 
commentary  upon  the  Danish  reputation  for  knowledge 
and  integrity.  The  suggestion  that  the  Danes  should  be 
permitted  to  examine  Peary's  records  is  actuated  by 
no  spirit  of  hostility  or  doubt,  and  it  is  diflficult  to  see 
how  Commander  Peary  can  aflford  to  igfnore  it. 


THE  PROPER  SPIRIT. 

The  way  the  negotiations  between  the  Canadian 
Northern  railroad  and  the  city  of  Duluth  are  turning 
out  shows  what  can  be  done  when  the  parties  to  a  con- 
troversy prefer  talking  it  over  amicably  to  hurrying  into 
a  legal  fight  over  it.  Not  long  ago  the  city  was  declar- 
ing that  the  railroad  could  not  enter  unless  it  secured 
a  franchise,  and  the  railroad  was  declaring  that  it  had 
the  right  under  the  law  to  condemn  the  street  crossing* 
needed,  and  come  in  without  regard  to  a  franchise.  That 
situation,  if  it  continued,  would  have  done  no  good  to 
either  party,  and  might  have  done  harm  to  both.  It 
was  realized  that  both  sides  were  headed  wrong,  so  they 
got  together,  and  a  friendly  agreement  satisfactory  to 
both  sides  is  in  a  fair  way  to  result.  Both  sides  are 
shojving  the  proper  spirit,  and  that  is  as  it  should  be. 
Duluth  needs  and  wishes  that  railroad,  and  the  railroad 
needs  an  entrance  to  Duluth.  If  the  needs  and  wishes 
of  both  sides  can  be  met  in  the  spirit  that  now  prevails, 
that  is  so  much  to  the  good  for  both  sides.

The  airship  remained  over  the  city 
for  about  fifteen  minutes,  all  the  time 
at  about  2,000  feet,  too  far  to  enable 
even  its  shape  to  be  seen.  The  glaring 
rays  of  its  great  searchlight,  however, 
were  sharply  defined  by  reflection 
against  the  light  snowfall  which  cov- 
ers the  city.  A  dark  mass  of  the  ship 
could   be  dimly  seen   behind  the  light. 

After  a  time  it  disappeared  In  the 
direction  of  Marlboro,  only  to  return 
later. 

At  the  time  of  the  airship's  visit, 
Wallace  F.  Tillinghast.  the  Worcester 
man,  who  recently  claimed  to  have  in- 
vented a  marvelous  aeroplane  in 
which  he  had  journeyed  to  New  York 
and  return  by  way  of  Boston,  was  ab- 
sent from  his  home  and  could  not  be 
located.

WOULD  DEYEOP 
ALASKA  FIELDS 

Governor  Hoggatt  Also  Wants 

Territorial  Jurisdiction  to 

Be  Changed. 

Washington,  Dec.  23.— Early  devel- 
opment of  the  great  coal  fields  of 
Alaska  in  order  that  states  on  the  Pa- 
cific slope  may  be  furnished  with  a 
high-grade  coal  at  less  cost  than  the 
product  now  brought  half  way  around 
tlie  world  and  that  the  warships  of  the 
United  States  navy  In  the  Pacific  may 
be  provided  with  a  first-class  fuel  of 
American  production,  is  advocated  by 
Governor  Wilford  B.  Hoggatt  of 
Alaska  in  his  annual  report  for  this 
year  before  being  succeeded  by  Gov- 
ernor   Walter   E.   Clark. 

Alaska.  according  to  Governor 
Hoggatt,  passed  a  year  of  quiet  devel- 
opment of  Its  resources  and  without 
any  marked  Incidents  to  excite  unusual 
interest.  The  population  remained 
practically  the  same.  there  having 
been  a   redistribution,  but  no  gain. 

Commerce  between  Alaska  and  the 
United  States  Increased;  satisfactory 
experiments  in  raising  grain  and  cat- 
tle were  made,  and  the  mining  indus- 
tries were  successful  and  without  re- 
currence of  the  labor  troubles  which 
materially  Interfered  with  operations 
last  year.

New  York  contributions 
were  about  $10,000,  he  stated,  while 
Chicago,  Boston  and  Philadelphia  had 
contributed  substantially,  and  many 
smaller  cities  had  responded  liberally.

TO  SUPERVISORS 

Reiterates  Former  instructions 

Against  Politics  in  the 

Census. 

Washington.  Dec.  23.— President 
Taft's  ringing  address  to  the  census 
supervisors,  from  the  Eastern  states, 
in  conference  here,  was  intended  not 
only  for  them,  but.  also  for  all  the 
other  supervisors,  for  the  candidates 
for  enumerators"  places,  the  politicians, 
and   the  world  in   general.      He  said: 

"I  am  very  glad  to  see  you.  You 
number  about  a  tlilrd  of  the  force  upon 
which  we  iiave  to  rely  to  take  the  cen- 
su.s.  I  expressed  my  opinion  about  the 
character  of  your  duties  when  I  wrote 
a  letter  to  Mr.  Durand.  1  did  not  write 
that  letter  just  for  the  fun  of  having 
it  published.  1  wrote  it  to  be  a  gen- 
uine instruction  to  you,  and  1  hope 
you  will  all  observe  it.  I  know  if  you 
pursue  it  it  will  be  an  easy  course 
for  you.  If  you  dont  observe  it.  then 
I  will  observe  you.  I  know,  of  course, 
there   will   be    pressure. 

"Manv  of  you — moat  of  you — have 
been  recommended  by  congressmen, 
and  it  may  he  that  some  of  these  con- 
gressmen will  come  to  you  and  ex- 
pect, because  thev  did  recommend  you, 
that  vou  owe  them  something  In  the 
way  of  selecting  the  men  as  enumer- 
ators who  will  help  them  In  their  con- 
gressional election.  You  have  got  to 
"u'<e  sense  and  discretion.  You  have  got 
to  select  the  men  that  you  think  will 
do  the  work,  and  If  you  catch  them 
doing  political  work  I  wish  you  to  re- 
move them,  just  as  1  will  remove  you 
if  I  catch  you  doing  political  work.  It 
is   business.

SENATOR  McLAURIN 
DIES  SUDDENLY 

Heart  Failure  FoDows  lUness 
From  Ptomaine  Poison- 
ing.     ^ 

Jackson.  Miss..  Dec.  23.  —  United 
States  Senator  A.  J.  McLaurin  died 
suddenly  last  night  at  his  home  in 
Brandon.  Death  was  due  to  an  attack 
of  heart  failure  and  came  at  6:30  p.  m. 
When  the  fatal  stroke  came  upon  him. 
Senator  McLaurin  was  seated  in  a 
rocking  chair  in  front  of  the  fireplace 
in  the  library.  He  suddenly  fell  for- 
ward, without  speaking  a  word,  and 
life  was  extinct  when  members  of  his 
family     reached    his    side. 

The  swift  summons  of  death  fol- 
lowed within  a  few  moments  of  a  re- 
mark by  Senator  McLauHn  that  he 
was  then  feeling  better  than  he  had 
at  any  time  since  his  recent  severe  ill-

ness,     resulting    from    an        attack    of 
ptomaine    poisoning. 

Governor  Noel  stated  that  he  would 
not  announce  for  some  days  as  to 
whethe/  he  would  appoint  a  successor 
to  Senator  McLaurin  or  refer  the  se- 
lection to  the  legislature,  which  will 
convene  In  regular  session  early  next 
month.  Should  he  make  the  selection, 
however,  he  stated  that  the  names  of 
Congressmen  Byrd,  Bowers  and 
Chandler  and  several  others  would  be 
considered  in  connection  with  the  ap- 
pointment. 


Uncle  Sam  Is  Asked  to  Pro- 
tect the  Interstate 
Flyers. 

New  York.  Dec.  23. — Asking  Uncle 
Sam  to  act  as  guardian  to  all  the  birds 
that  fiock  through  his  various  states 
and  territories,  sportsmen,  ornitholo- 
gists and  agricultural  authorities 
throughout  this  country  have  today 
Joined  the  National  Association  of  Au- 
dubon Societies  in  urfinb  congress  to 
provide  federal  protection  for  the  na- 
tion's rapidly  dying  races  of  migratory 
birds.  Unless  these  helpless  wander- 
ers who  wing  their  way  over  the  con- 
tinent ere  speedily  guarded  by  federal 
law  at  every  point  in  their  travels, 
many  valuable  bird  species  will  soon 
become  extinct,  as  several  have  al- 
ready, it  was  declared  here  today  by 
leaders   of   this   new    movement. 

As  a  measure  providing  for  the 
proper  care  of  Its  bird  wards  by  %he 
national  government,  the  sportsmen's 
and  Audubon  organizations  announced 
today  that  they  would  unite  to  support 
the  Weeks  bill,  which  was  introduced 
at  Washington  last  May  and  is  now 
In  the  committee  on  agriculture  of  the 
house  of  representatives.  This  bill 
provides  for  the  custody  of  all  migra- 
tory birds  to  be  e.ssumed  by  the  Fed- 
eral government,  and  authorizes  the 
department  of  agriculture  to  deter- 
mine and  fix  closed  seasons  in  all  the 
territory  traveled  by  he  birds  that 
undertake  Interstate  flights.  With- 
out Interfering  with  the  state  law  for 
strictly  resident  birds,  this  proposed 
federal  legislation  is  designed  to  in- 
sure protection  of  the  migratory  flocks 
In  the  interests  of  the  people  of  every 
section    of    the    country. 

Reciting  the  practical  difficulties  of 
obtaining  uniform  state  legislation  to 
protect  this  important  class  of  birds, 
resolutions  have  just  been  passed  by 
the  American  Ornithologists'  union,  in 
convention  in  this  city.  Indorsing  the 
-}  Weeks  bill  and  expressing  the  belief 
that  "all  birds  which  do  not  remain 
permanently  within  the  borders  of  any 
state  or  territory  are  logically  the 
wards  of  the  nation."  By  the  New- 
York  Association  for  the  Protection  of 
Game,  as  well  as  other  bodies  of  sports- 
men in  every  section  of  the  country, 
similar  indor.'^ement  has  been  given  to 
this  movement.  From  Minnesota,  Okla- 
homa and  many  other  states  it  is  re- 
ported that  public  sentiment  has  al- 
ready insured  the  active  support  of 
this  "measure  In  congress. 

That  not  only  the  healthy  recreation 
of  the  sportsman  but  the  nations 
health  and  agricultural  prosperity  as 
well  are  seriously  threatened  by  the 
lack  of  federal  protection  of  migratory 
bird.s,  is  shown  by  recent  records  of  the 
investigations  of  government  author- 
ities. Hosts  of  ln.sects  that  harm  the 
crops  and  carry  deadly  germs  are  now 
known  to  be  consumed  by   these  very 


Thrlor  Elected  to  Senate. 

Washington.  Dec.  23. — Senator  Mc- 
Laurin, who  was  61  years  old,  began 
his  first  term  in  the  senate  in  1894  but 
was  elected  governor  of  Mississippi  In 
1S95  and  served  in  that  office  for  four 
years. 

He  was  elected  again  to  the  senate 
in  IdOO  and  served  one  term.  He  then 
returned  for  the  term  which  began  on 
Marsh  4.  1907.  His  present  term  of 
office  would  have  expired  on  March  3, 
1913. 

Senator  McLaurin  was  a  lawyer.  He 
began  the  study  of  law  in  1868  after 
he  had  served  through  the  Civil  war 
as  a  private  in  the  Confederate  army. 
He  was  born  on  March  26,  184  8.  at 
Brandon,  Miss.,  and  v.as  raised  on  a 
farm.  He  entered  the  Confederate  army 
when  he  was  16  years  old.  Seven  chil- 
dren survive   him. 

Defender  of  the   South. 

When  the  present  session  of  con- 
gress opened.  Senator  McLaurin  did 
not  come  to  Washington  because  of  ill- 
ness. In  the  senate  chamber  l>e  was 
known  as  one  of  the  strongest  de- 
fenders of  the  South,  though  not  as 
radical  as  some.  He  believed  in  the 
South,  its  resources  and  its  future, 
and  he  never  failed  to  rise  to  its  de- 
fense  when   it   was  assailed. 

He  did  some  ac1#\e  work  on  the 
senate  committee  on  the  Mississippi 
river  and  tributarlies,  and  was  a  mem- 
ber of  other  important  senate  commit- 
tees, among  them  those  on  civil  serv- 
ice, commerce.  .Immigration,  Interstate 
commerce,  public  expenditures  and  the 
joint  committee  on  revision  of  laws  of 
the   United  otates.

No  date  has  yet  been  set  for  the  dedi- 
cation of  the  new  pipe  organ  which  is 
beint?  installed  this  week  at  the  Ellm 
Swedish    Lutheran    church,    Fifty-sixth 

avenue  west  and  Elinor  street.  Rev.  J. 
A.  Krantz,  the  pastor,  said  today  that 
no  arraiiKeiiients  could  be  made  until 
he  received  word  from  Governor  Eber- 
hart,  who  has  been  invited  to  make  the 
principal  address  at  the  dedication  ser- 
vices. 

Mr.  Krantz  says  that  he  is  confident 
that  if  the  governor  can  spare  the  time 
during  the  liolidays  or  inimediately  fol- 
lowing he  will  consent  to  come  to  Du- 
luth to  give  the  address  at  the  services.

Capt.  Usher  Talks  of  3,890 

Officers  and  72,281 

Men. 

Washington,  Dec.  23. — To  man  the 
entire  American  fleet  in  time  of  war 
would  require  3,890  officers  and  72,281 
men,  and  in  time  of  peace  3,652  officers 
and  60,902  men,  according  to  Capt.  N. 
R.  Usher,  an  assistant  in  the  bureau  of 
navigation.  In  a  statement  made  public 
today.  These  figures  do  not  include 
officers  and  men  at  shore  stations. 

Four  new  battleships  are  to  be  com- 
missioned, as  well  as  fifteen  new  large 
torpedo  boat  destroyers  and  seven  sub- 
marines. It  Is  anticipated  that  the 
Ohio,  Wisconsin  and  Missouri  will  go 
temporarily  out  of  commission,  and 
that  the  Denver  and  three  others  of  her 
class  will  be  replaced  by  the  New  Or- 
leans, Cincinnati  and  Raleigh,  which 
are  practically  of  the  same  class. 
Replies   to    SuKsestion. 

Replying  to  a  suggestion  that  the 
navy  will  put  into  commission  vessels 
that  will  require  5,000  bluejackets  and 
do  away  with  those  that  require  only 
3,800   men,  Capt.  Usher  says: 

"The  number  required  is  to  keep  the 
fleet  in  its  present  strength  of  sixteen 
battleships  and  not  to  diminish  imme- 
diately the  force  employed  on  th«  Pa- 
cific coast,  which  consists  of  eight 
armored  cruisers  with  crews  practically 
the  same  or  a  little  larger  than  the 
battleships.  The  vessels  put  in  reserve 
are  required  to  have  one-fourth  of  the 
regular  crews."

"The  seed  and  the  plants  I  had  were 
exceedingly  healthy,  thank  you,"  an- 
swered the  cashier.

"Not  the  right  varieties,  hey?" 
"Not  exactly.  The  first  thing  I  did 
was  to  break  out  a  section  of  my  spin- 
al column  spading  up  a  place  for  my 
early  potatoes.  Fellow  named  Per- 
kins, whom  I've  known  for  years,  said 
he  had  a  lot  of  potato  seed  that  would 
raise  potatoes  big  enough  to  eat  in 
six  weeks  and  offered  to  give  me  seed 
to  plant  my  patch.

But  he 
was  so  nice  about  it  and  offered  to 
bring  them  around  to  the  house,  so  I 
thanked  him  and  gave  him  a  good 
cigar.

the  Peavey  Eievator  company,  were 
suspended  from  the  board  of  trade  Mon- 
day for  the  period  of  one  day.  for  al- 
leged manipulation  of  the  oat  market 
last  September.  .    „ 

The  directors  impfsed  this  discipline, 
the  minimum  sentence  possible,  as  the 
result  of  tha  investigation  of  the  oper- 
ations in  September  oats  conducted  by 
the  Armour  Grain  company  and  the 
Peavey  company. 

The  case  grew  out  of  the  operations 
in  September  oats,  in  which  the  two 
elevator  concerns  were  the  principals. 
Enormous  quantities  of  September  oats 
had  been  bougi  t,  and  the  cash  oata 
also  liad  been  bought  largely  by  the 
same  interests,  so  that  In  the  latter 
part  of  September  the  market  became 
acutely  Congested.  The  buying  of  Sep- 
tember continued  almost  the  entire 
month  and  shorts  at  the  last  were  un- 
able to  cover  without  bidding  up  prices. 
In  tlie  last  three  or  lour  days  of  the 
month  there  was  an  active  covering 
movement,  which  culminated  on  tlie 
30th  when  September  sold  up  to  50 
cents  after  closing  at  46  cents  the  pre- 
vious day,  and  the  future  went  out  at 
48   cents.  ,  .. 

Complaints  in  regard  to  the  way  the

NEGRO  SLAVERY  IN  INDIANA. 
Indianapolis  News:  A  single  line 
In  an  abstract  of  the  title  of  the  prop- 
erty known  as  the  Buschmann  block 
las  attracted  much  curious  attention 
fiom  all  who  have  seen  It.  This 
line  would  seem  to  indicate  that  at 
one  time  and  as  late  as  1841  there 
could  be  prop?ity  in  Indiana  In  slaves. 
The  Buschmann  real  estate  was  once 
owned  by  John  G.  Shaw,  who  signed 
himself  as  of  Marlon  county,  Ind., 
in  a  v/ill  bequeathing  this  property 
and  his  personal  estate.  The  will  is 
dated  July  28,  1841,  and  contains  this 
paragraph: 

"I  do  hereby  bequeath  to  my  wife 
my  negro  slave,  Charles  Cook."  The 
will  is  attested  by  Austin  W.  Morris 
and  John  S.  Bobbs.  both  among  the 
best  known  of  the  earlier  citizens  of 
Indianapolis,  the  latter  being  famous 
as  a  surgeon  even  In  that  day.  It 
bears  the  name  of  Robert  B.  Duncan, 
father  of  the  present  lawyer.  John  S. 
Duncan,   as  clerk   c»f  the  court. 

This  is  a  strange  record,  as  Indiana 
came  Into  the  Union  in  1816  as  a  free 
state  and  slavery  was  not  tolerated 
here.  When  a  slave  crossed  the  Olilo 
river  from  Kentucky  he  could  be  re- 
turned to  his  owner,  but  that  he  could 
be  held  as  a  slave  was  not  possible, 
certainly  not  as  late  as  1841,  when 
sentiment  against  slavery  had  been 
greatly  strengthened.  One  explana- 
tion of  this  singular  line  in  the  Shaw 
will  is  that  slave  here  named  might 
not  have  been  In  Indiana,  but  was 
probably  in  Kentucky,  although  the 
will  gives  no  intimation  as  to  his  resi- 
dence.

LONGEST  TEL^KU-PH  CIRt^UlT 
London  Dally  News;  Pensia  and  Its 
capital,  Teheran,  fiaVes.  been  very  much 
before  the  public  lately,  but  probably 
few  people  are  aware  that  the  "news 
which  has  come  through  to  London  lias 
passed  over  the  lon«cfst  telegraphic  cir- 
cuit  In   the   world. 

The  distance  b«tween  London  and 
Teheran  by  wire  Is  4,000  miles  and  too 
operator  in  Teheran  communicafss  di- 
rect with  the  operator  at  the  London 
end,  automatic  repeaters  taking  the 
place  along  the  circuit. 

The  first  repeating  station  from  Lon- 
don is  at  Lowestoft  where  the  wires 
enter  the  North  S«ia,  beneath  which 
they  run  for  200  miles  to  Emden,  Han- 
over, where  the  second  automatic  re- 
peater continues  the  message. 

Thence  It  Is  flashed  to  Berlin,  ^\  ar- 
saw  Rouno,  Odessa,  Kertch,  Sukhum, 
ivaleh,  Tlflls  and  Taurls,  from  each  of 
which  stations  It  Is  Instantaneously 
forwarded  without  human  Intervention, 
the  telegraphist  at  Teheran,  who  re- 
ceives the  message  from  Tauris,  being 
the  first  operator  to  tiandle  it  since  It 
left  London.  From  Teheran  the  line 
then  extends  to  India,  but  nowhere  else 
is  there  a  circuit  so  long  as  that  be- 
tween Teheran  and  London  . 


Instead  of  plantin  gtrout,  bass  and 
other  fish  in  the  streams  of  the  state, 
as  recommended  by  Fish  Commissioner 
"L'ncle  Billy"  Meehan,  Mr.  Fry  plants 
them   in   a  sandv  subsoil. 

It  takes  three  years  for  fish  planted 
in  streams  to  grow  to  legal  size,  and 
less  than  one-fourth  the  fish  live  that 
long.  The  rest  get  so  discouraged  try- 
ing to  escape  their  enemies  that  they 
quit    early    In    life. 

On  the  other  hand,  fish  planted  in 
fields  grow  to  full  size  in  a  single  sea- 
son and.  if  forced  in  a  hothouse,  be- 
come  monsters. 

Great  care  must  be  taken  in  culti- 
vating the  crop.  The  ground  must  be 
kept  clean  of  weeds  and  stones.  Nat- 
urally, the  fish  plants  require  much 
water.  Several  times  during  the  last 
few  weeks  the  whole  crop  was  In  dan- 
ger of  drought,  but  Mr.  Fry  saved  the 
day  by  irrigating  the  field. 

Just  now  a  few  perch  fish  plants  are 
ripening.      The   flavor    Is    superior.

SHIPS  TO  FOREC-\ST  WEATHER. 
Chicago  Tribune:  Wireless  on  the 
water  may  soon  be  obligatory.  Prof. 
Willis  L.  Moore,  chief  of  the  United 
States  weather  bureau,  has  urged  the 
necessity  of  adopting  regulations 
which  will  compel  a  ship  beyond  a 
certain  tonnage  to  carry  wireless  in- 
struments and  operators  to  take  at 
noon.  Greenwich  time,  a  dally  observ- 
ation of  the  weather.  Observations 
received  by  ship  could  be  transmitted 
to  other  vessels  so  that  by  means  of 
such  relays  the  weather  condition.^ 
over  the  entire  ocean  would  In  a  few 
minutes  reach  the  central  meteorolog- 
ical offices  in  the  United  State.s,  Eng- 
land, France,  Germany  and  other  in- 
terested nations.  Forecasts  would  then 
be  distributed  to  the  vessels  by  wire- 
less   telegraph. 

A  universal  system  like  this  it  is 
thought  would  form  a  prime  factor  In 
saving  life  and  property  on  land  and 
sea.  The  meteorological  conference  of 
London  has  adopted  an  International 
weather  signal  code.  Hitherto  Ameri- 
can vessels  have  used  flags  by  day 
and  lights  by  night  to  convey  storm 
warnings,  while  other  nations  have 
used  balls  and  cones.  Hereafter  any 
one  will  be  able  to  read  weather  sig- 
nals, be  his  nationality  what  it  will.

"Fooks'  Mill"  on  Sunday  afternoons  to 
hear  the  venerable  miller  relate  the 
many  Interesting  little  Incidents  that 
happened  in  his  boyhood  days  and 
take  up  matters  that  were  of  national 
Import  three  score  and  ten  years  ago. 

But  Fooks'  wonderfully  retentive 
memory  is  a  mere  bagatelle  as  com- 
pared with  a  certain  peculiar  "sense" 
with  which  he  seems  to  have  been 
endowed.  Local  physicians  and  men 
of  letters  hold  to  the  opinion  that 
Fooks  was  especially  favored  by  his

ODD  FOLK  AT  THE  CAPITOL. 

Some    of  the  Queer  People    Who 
Land  at  Washington. 

Washington  Correspondence  New 
York  Press:  The  great  white  United 
States  capitol  building  Is  a  sort  of  cen- 
tral magnet  of  great  power  which  at- 
tracts many  queer  people  from  all  sec- 
tions of  this  broad  land.  Capt.  J.  P.~ 
Megrew,   a   Union   war  veteran   with  a 

splendid  record,  is  In  command  of  tho 
capitol  force,  and  the  peculiar  people 
wlio  flock  to  the  big  building  come  un- 
der his  observation. 

Away  back  in  the  70's,  before  Capt. 
Megrew  became  the  chief  of  the  capitol 
police,  the  "tragedy  of  the  dome"  oc- 
curred. A  young  Catholic  priest,  who 
had  txecome  demented  from  overstudy, 
ascended  to  the  platform  just  below  the 
Goddess  of  Liberty,  more  than  259  feet 
above  terra  firma.  He  was  observed  to 
walk  around  the  dizzy-heighted  bal- 
cony and  gaze  at  the  capital  city  spread 
out  far  below  like  a  map.  Suddenly  he 
mounted  the  iron  railing  and,  without 
uttering  a  sound,  the  unfortunate  man 
plunged  headlong  into  space.  His  body 
went  whirling  downward  and  struck 
tlie  copper  roofing  over  the  rotunda. 
He  then  rebounded  and  went  down  to 
llie  plaza  below.  When  picked  up,  lu 
t!ie  language  of  an  old  capitol  em- 
ploye, tlie  body  "was  as  Hat  as  a  pan- 
cake." Every  bone  in  his  frame  had 
been  broken,  and  It  was  necessary  to 
strap  his  remains  to  a  broad  plank  to 
convey   them    to  an    undertakers. 

Statuary  Hill  is  one  of  the  most  in- 
teresting apartments  in  the  capitol. 
It  contains  the  stone  and  bronze  stat- 
ues of  a  number  of  Americans,  dis- 
tinguished alike  in  war  and  peace; 
famous  generals,  statesmen,  explorers 
and  diplomats — contributed  to  the  gen- 
eral government  by  the  several  states, 
each  state  selecting  its  most  lllustrous 
sous.  Included  among  these  statues 
are  those  of  George  Washington  and 
Thomas  H.  Benton,  of  Missouri;  Dan- 
iel Webster  and  General  Starke  of 
New  Hampshire;  Robert  Fulton,  inven- 
tor of  the  steamboat,  and  H.  H.  Muhl- 
enburg,  of  Pennsylvania;  Ethan  Allen, 
of  Vermont;  Cass,  of  Michigan;  Gen- 
eral James  A.  Garfield  and  Allen,  of 
Ohio;  Roger  Sherman,  of  Connecticut; 
John  Jay,  ot  New  York;  Richard 
Stockton  and  the  dashing  General  Phil 
Kearney,  of  New  Jersey;  Abraham  Lin- 
coln, General  Shields,  of  Missouri; 
Jacques  Marquette,  the  priest  explor- 
er; Senator  Kenna.  of  West  Virginia, 
and    Clinton,    of   New    York. 

During  the  recent  sessions  of  con- 
gress Statuary  Hall  was  visited  daily 
by  a  queer  little  man  who  spent  sev- 
eral hours  on  each  visit  addressing 
the  statues.  He  finally  became  known 
to  the  Capitol  policemen  as  "the  little 
statue  man."  Approaching  and  rais- 
ing his  hat  politely,  he  would  say: 
•Good  morning.  George.  I  hope  you 
are  well  today.  The  trusts  are  still 
making  trouble  for  the  people.  I 
wish  you  would  raise  yuur  voice 
against    the    giant    evil." 

Then,  proceeding  to  the  statue  of 
Fulton,  wiio  is  represented  as  working 
on  the  first  steamboat,  the  little  fel- 
low would  remark:  "Ah,  how  d'ye 
do,  Robert?  I  see  you  are  still  hard 
at  work  on  your  invention.  It  is 
time,  Robert,  you  were  taking  up  fly- 
ing mai  hines  and  automobiles.  Steam- 
boats   are     becoming    obsolete." 

Next  he  would  approach  the  hand- 
some bronze  statue  of  Gen.  Phil  Kearny 
and  say:  'Too  bad  you  were  shot.  Gen- 
eral. You  are  a  gallant  fellow  and 
made  a  noble  fight  to  uphold  the  honor 
ft  tlie  flag."  And  so  he  would  pass 
from  one  staute  to  another,  making  a 
little  speed)  to  each.  This  queer  fel- 
low was  harmle^js,  and  the  police  never 
disturbed  him,  but  curious  crowds 
would  gatlier  and  listen  to  him  as  he 
spoke  w4th  earnestness  to  the  inani- 
mate figure.s  of  metal  and  stone. 

Another  queer  visitor  to  the  capitol 
was  a  well-dres.sed  old  woman  who  car- 
ried a  quart  bottle  filled  with  a  doubt- 
ful mixture  which  she  wanted  congress 
to  buy  from  her  for  the  small  consider- 
ation of  $2,000,000.  This  stuff  she  called 
her  ••national  elixir,"  and  claimed  It 
would  perform  miracles.  It  would 
make  politicians  honest,  make  the  poor 
rich,  give  every  member  of  congres.<4 
a  life  tenure  and  spread  prosperity 
broadcast  over  the  country. 

A  natty  little  woman,  who  always 
dre.ssed  In  deep  mourlnng,  and  who 
repre.sented  her.self  to  be  the  widow 
of  a  Cuban  patriot  who  was  killed  dur- 
ing the  struggle  between  Cuba  and 
Spain,  was  another  frequenter  of  the 
capitol  during  tlie  sesisons  of  congress. 
Slie  callmed  to  be  in  poverty,  and  suc- 
ceeded in  securing  cash  from  represen- 
tatives and  senators  until  her  true 
character  became  known.  It  finally 
was  learned  that  she  was  an  adventur- 
ess from  New  York  city.  Thereafter 
she  was  refused  admittance  to  the 
capitol. 

There  was  a  young  man  who  visited 
the  East  front  of  the  capitol  daily  to 
witness  a  most  marvelous  performance 
which  was  never  enacted.  On  the  cen- 
tral portico  is  a  large  statue  of  Colum- 
bus, holding  aloft  In  his  right  hand  the 
atlas  (a  great  round  marble  ball).  Op- 
posite Columbu.s  on  the  plaza,  -  about 
209  yar5.>5  distant.

— The  committee 
of  the  Explorers'  club,  which  has  been 
Investigating  the  claim  of  Dr.  Fred- 
erick A.  Cook,  that  he  reached  the 
summit  of  Mount  McKinley.  today  re- 
ported to  the  board  of  governors  of 
that  club  that  after  exhaustive  inves- 
tigation it  failed  to  find  any  evidence 
to    support    Dr.    Cook's   claims. 


Oppose  Schley'*  Plan. 

Washington.  Dec.  24. — Rear  Admiral 
Schley's  demand  that  Commodore 
Peary  submit  his  polar  data  to  the 
consistory  of  the  University  of  Copen- 
hagen for  verification,  following  that 
body's  repudiation  of  Dr.  Cook,  has 
raised  a  storm  among  the  membership 
of  the  National  Geographical  society, 
which    gave    Peary    a    clean      bill      of 

health.  ,    ,       ..     .   xi. 

The  leading  members  claim  that  the 
scientists  of  the  United  States  would 
be  demeaning  themselves  If  they  ack- 
nowledged that  their  findings  need 
verification.  There  seems  to  be  no 
disposition  to  withhold  the  data  filed 
by  Peary,  but  there  is  opposition 
against  turning  it  over  to  the  Danish 
scientists   for  official  action. 

The  argument  advanced  by  Admiral 
Schlev  that  such  examination  would  re- 
moveail  doubt  from  the  claim  of  Peary 
Is  accepted  as  rather  gratuitous.  Tlie 
records  of  Peary  have  been  found  un- 
impeachable by  American  scientists, 
and  therefore  the  question  is  not 
whether  Peary  is  right,  but  whether 
the  scientists  are  wrong. 

Jiot  Dceuratrd  by  Kins. 
That  Dr.  Cook  was  not  decorated  by 
the  king  of  Denmark,  as  has  been  gen- 
erally supposed,  is  the  substance  of  a 
statement  made  here  last  night  by  Dr. 
Maurice  F.  Egan,  United  States  minis- 
ter to  Denmark,  who  is  on  a  leave  of 
absence  from  his  post  and  is  spending 
the   holidays   in    Washington. 

Dr.  Egan  says  tliat  the  king  held  his 
decoration  Lack,  awaiting  the  decision 
of  the  University  of  Copenhagen.  The 
honorary  degree  the  university  con- 
ferred upon  Dr.  Cook  and  the  medal 
which  the  Iloyal  Geographical  Society 
of  Denmark  gave  to  him  were  not  for 
his  supposed  discovery  of  the  Pole,  but 
for  his  previous  achievements  in  polar 
explorations,  particularly  his  work  in 
the  Belgian  expedition.  He  will  not  be 
expected  to  return  them.

But 
she  was  not  allowed  to  be  entirely 
free.  Her  maid,  who  has  served  us 
28  years,  ws-s  always  with  her  when 
she  went  to  New  York  on  shopping 
excursions  and  such  things. 

Found  Dead  by  51  aid. 
"She  had  very  few  convulsions  in  the 
last  two  years,  and  those  she  had  were 
not  violent.  At  7:30  this  morning  a 
maid  went  to  her  room  to  see  why  she 
did  not  come  down  to  her  breakfast, 
and  found  her  in  her  bath  tub,  drowned. 
It  means  that  slie  had  a  convulsion  and 
could  not  get  out. 

"She  had  been  leading  a  very  active 
life.  She  spent  the  greater  part  of  her 
time  looking  after  a  farm  which  I 
bought  for  her,  and  she  did  much  of 
my  secretary  work  besides.  Last  night 
she  and  I  chatted  later  than  usual  in 
the  library,  and  she  told  me  all  her 
plans  about  the  housekeeping,  for  she 
was  also  my  housekeeper.

Green  Stuff  and  Staples  Cheap- 
er Than  Last  Year, 
Say  Dealers. 


A  few  days  ago  green  wreaths,  green 
wreathings  and  green  wreath-like  ever- 
greens wreathed  all  over  Mi:"hlgan 
street.  Everything  was  simply  one 
grand  wreath — and  green.  An  Irish- 
man who  walked  down  commission  row 
s,ald  It  had  St.  Patrick's  day  backed  off 
the  boards.  Wreaths  were  wreathed 
distractingly.  stacked  conspicuously 
and  draped  over  everything  that  would 
lend  Itself  to  artistic  or  commercial  dec- 
oration. 

But  things  are  different  today.  Here 
and  there  are  a  few  lonely  green 
wreatljs.  Over  In  the  corner  is  a  big 
rope  of  Minnesota  ovtrgreen  with 
some  holly  in  it.  I'p  there  on  a  nail 
disconsolate  is  a  limp  holly  wreat.a  witli 
flowers,  and  on  a  truck  is  a  box  of  Del- 
aware holly.  The  truck  is  shoved 
against  a  box  of  apples,  only  the  apples 
are  nearest  the  scene  of  activity  in  the 
commission  house.  You  see.  commis- 
sion row  has  been  fairly  cleaned  out. 
People  bought  green  stuff  for  decorat- 
ing purposes  this  year  as  never  be- 
fore. 

And  mistletoe!  It's  a  shame  to  say 
it  but  the  sales  of  mistletoe  at  the  iloi- 
Ists"  shops  broke  all  records  and  its 
not  leap  year,  either.  But  then  in 
leap  year  mistletoe  isn't  really  needed. 
It  can  also  be  dispensed  with  on  other 
occasions,  according  to  those  who 
know.  But  any  yule-tide  osculatory 
demonstration  that  may  be  put  over 
this  year,  will  be  done  under  proper 
circumstances — that  is.  under  the  .mis- 
tletoe. The  high  cost  of  living  did  not 
affect   the  sales  of  mistletoe.

he  is  eating  it.  Ducks  are  spiling  at 
16  cents  a  pound -and  geese  at  14-c*^nts, 
wholesale.  Many  people  who  shied 
at  chicken  voted  for  ducks  and  geese.

Christmas  Salads. 

A  fruit  salad  for  Christmas  Is  as  re- 
freshing as  a  sherbet,  which  Is  so  often 
served  between  the  hearty  courses  of  a 
dinner,  and  once  a  housekeeper  begins 
to  experiment  with  fruit  salads,  there 
is  practically  no  end  to  the  variations 
she  may  concoct.  Oranges,  grapefruit, 
Malaga  grapes  and  bananas  are  the 
fruits  most  frequently  used  for  this 
purpose,  and  the  arrangement  may  be 
as  elaborate  or  as  plain  as  the  salad- 
maker  chooses.  When  made  of  oranges 
or  grapefruit,  the  ideal  way  of  serving 
is  In  the  fruit  shells,  the  bottoms  being 
trimmed  off  to  Insure  a  firm  founda- 
tion. 

After  cutting  the  fruit  In  halves,  re- 
move the  pulp,  drain  off  any  excess 
juice  and  dress  the  pulp  with  ordinary 
French  dressing,  using  but  half  the 
usual  quantity  of  vinegar.  Put  some 
tiny  white  lettuce  leaves  In  these  fruit 
•shells,  put  in  the  pulp  and  place  either 
a  little  plume  of  celery  or  a  bright  red 
maraschino  cherry   In  the  center. 

A  Christmas  salad  made  of  blood 
oranges  and  Malaga  grapes,  arranged 
on  a  bed  of  dark  green  watercress,  was 
an  effective  salad  which  was  much  ad- 
mired at  a  small  home  dinner  last 
Christmas. 

Sections  of  blood  oranges  laid  cross- 
wise of  a  long,  narrow  leaf  of  romaine. 
quite  an  interval  showing  between  the 
sections.  Is  a  very  artistic  Christmas 
salad,  and  the  center  section  may  be 
decorated  with  some  small,  feathery 
pieces  of  celery,  says  the  Delineator  for 
December.

WALTER  HILL  IS 
TREED  BY  BUFFALO 


Tries  to  KiU  Bison,  But  Fails 

Sadly— Farmers  to 

Rescue. 

St.  Paul,  Minn.,  De-?.  24. — James  J. 
Mill,  chairman  of  the  Great  Northern's 
board  of  directors,  sent  liis  youngest 
son,  Walter,  30  years  old,  out  to  his 
farm,  two  miles  from  St.  Paul  to  kill 
four  buffaloes  out  of  a  herd  of  twenty. 

Walter  Hill  was  accompanied  by  Ru- 
dolph J.  Schiffmann,  James  R.  Hickey 
and  Oscar  Kalman,  all  of  St.  Paul. 

About  four  hours  after  the  party  left 
St.  Paul  the  Margaret  street  police  sta- 
tion in  the  suburbs  received  a  hurry 
call  from  farmers  near  the  Hill  farm 
for  help.  A  wounded  buffalo  bull  had 
charged  both  Hill  and  Schiffmann  and 
they  wera  at  that  time  marooned  in  a 
tree  top.  The  prairie  was  covered 
with  eight-foot  drifts  of  snow  and  pre- 
vented dignified  flight  before  the 
beasts. 

"We  never  got  out  of  snow  less  than 
waist  deep,"  said  Schiffman.  "We  Anal- 
ly found  the  herd  in  a  bottom  in  some 
bush.  They  plunged  through  the  snow 
upon  our  approach,  but  we  finally  got 
them  within  range  and  let  'em  have  it. 
Bullets  .seemed  to  have  no  more  effect 
on    them    than    peas. 

'One  bull  started  out  after  us  and 
then  crashed  through  the  ice  over  a 
creek  when  only  a  few  feet  behind 
Kalman.  The  other  took  after  Hill 
and  myself,  and  as  we  were  unable 
to  make  any  headway  through  the 
snow.  I  made  for  a  tree  and  got  Into 
the  branches.  Hill  managed  to  es- 
cape the  sharp  horns  of  the  bull  and 
joined  me  in  safety  In  the  tree  tops. 
The  bull  began  chopping  at  the  tree 
with    his    horns. 

"After  two  hours  we  heard  Kalman 
shouting  about  half  a  mile  away.  In 
a  few  minutes  three  farmers  appeared 
on  skis  and  with  three  or  four  shots 
dispatched  the  animal.  After  being 
satisfied  that  the  buffalo  was  dead  we 
came  down  and  continued  the  hunt. 
We  permitted  the  farmers  on  skis, 
however,  to  stay  close  to  us  and  suc- 
ceeded in  killing  three  more  animals." 

The  buffaloes  were  killed  as  the 
keeping  of  so  large  a  number  was  not 
considered  practicable,  and  the  rail- 
road magnate  wished  to  provide  some 
of  his  friends  in  different  parts  of  the 
country  with  a  choice  bit  of  Christmas 
meat.

James  Parsons,  state  superintendent 
of  the  Society  for  the  Friendless,  ad- 
dressed the  students  in  tlie  assembly 
Wednesday  morning.  He  spoke  about 
the  need  of  the  teacher's  help  In  build- 
ing up  the  character  and  life  of  the 
young   people  of  the  state. 

"I  didn't  come  here,"  he  said  'to 
speak  to  you  students  because  y.>u  uie 
a  friendless  group  of  people  but  rather 
to  speak  to  you  about  a  line  of  work 
t'.i»  teacher  is  closely  related  to  "r.'l'c 
oblects  of  the  Society  for  the  Fricii  1- 
les^T  are:  '  First,  the  prevention  of 
crime;  second,  the  restoration  of  •'rim- 
inals;  third,  the  nelp  of  those  w'-.o  an 
friendless.  Today  there  is  an  Im- 
mense army  of  ^>t^ys  and  girls  passing 
through  the  Jails  and  prisons  of  our 
state.  The  problem  is  a  serious  one 
for  the  number  of  boys  and  girls  in 
the  jails  i»  three  times  as  great  as  is 
generally  estimated.  There  are  ap- 
parently respectable  men  and  women 
walking  tl»e  streets  today,  who  are  as 
bad  as  those  in  the  prisons  but  they 
have  never  been  caught.  However, 
this  fact  doesn't  excuse  the  other 
prisoners.  Tiie  (juestlon  then  arises: 
'What  is  the  relation  of  the  teacher  to 
tl.ls  problem?'  There  are  institutions 
existing  in  the  state  for  the  develop- 
n.eni  of  chSM-acter,  which  Is  found  to 
he  the  element  lacking  in  prisoners. 
ITic  home,  the  church  and  the  school 
are  Important'agencles  In  this  work. 

"The  school  should  be  a  patent  fac- 


tor in  training  the  moral  side  of  the 
child  for,  as  you  teach  you  will  find 
that  there  are  many  tremendous  fail- 
ures in  home  life.  The  boy  and  girl 
show  characteristics  that  reveal  fail- 
ures in  the  home  and  the  duty  of  the 
teacher  is  to  rectify  this.  The  teacher 
is  one  of  the  chief  agents  In  develop- 
ing the  character  and  molding  the 
life  of  the  individual,  consequently  she 
should  do  all  in  her  power  to  correct 
the   home  influences. 

"In  the  school  there  may  always  be 
found  a  docile  set  of  cliildren,  who 
know  their  lessons  and  give  little 
trouble,  and  the  teacher  finds  it  easy 
to  be  partial  to  this  set  and  to  center 
most  of  her  attention  on  them.  How- 
ever, the  responsibility  of  the  teacher 
is  not  to  draw  out  the  bright  pupil, 
but  the  dull  one.  Most  of  the  failures 
of  pupils  in  school  are  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  teacher  does  not  shoulder  her 
responsibility.  She  should  encourage 
the  modest  child  and  draw  out  the  dull 
one.  She  should  center  her  interests 
on  the  difficult  children  and  study 
each  one  so  as  to  find  out  what  interests 
him.  And  from  tliis  work  real  order 
and  blessedness  of  teaching  will  come 
to  her. 

"In  order  to  do  this  rightly,  the 
teacher  must  be  something.  She  Is  the 
orator  of  the  child's  life  and  so  must 
be  not  only  eloquent,  but  sincere  and 
true  to  the  highest  ideals  of  life.  She 
must  read  the  best  books,  think  the 
best  tlioughts,  and  reach  out  after  the 
highest  ideals.  The  fundamental  thing 
then  is  that  the  teacher,  'be  something.' 
Her  everyday  life  should  have  the  best 
element,  both  in  school  and  out  of 
school.  "When  you  become  teachers, 
don't  let  anything  that  you  like  to  do 
or  gives  you  pleasure  be  a  detriment 
to  the  pupil. 

"How  to  handle  the  crime  problem 
is  the  biggest  question  in  Minnesota, 
and  the  teacher  has  a  large  Influence 
In  helping  to  modify  these  influences. 
If  you  can  get  at  the  children's  hearts 
and  touch  their  lives  you  have  saved 
the  state  from  having  criminals.  We 
want  the  teachers  as  our  most  strenu- 
ous workers  and  allies.  Minnesota  is 
rich  In  money,  but  she  needs  to  develop 
higher  types  of  citizens."

Growing. 

Postmaster   Eaton   Protests 

Against  the  Tinsel 

Postcard. 


The  accumulation  of  mail  addressed 
to  Santa  Claus  is  growing  at  the  Du- 
luth postoffice  and  the  ne.xt  consign- 
ment of  mall  to  the  dead  letter  office 
will  be  made  up  largely  of  missives  in- 
tended for  the  mythical  friend  of  chil- 
dren. 

If  the  children  who  write  tlie  leters 
put  on  their  return  addresses  on  the  en- 
velopes, the  letters  are  returned  to 
them,  or  preferably  to  their  parents.  If 
there  is  no  return  address,   the  letters 

are  never  delivered,  for  the  postal  rules 
prevent  the  postmaster  from  turning 
the  letters  over  to  anybody.  They  must 
go  the  route  of  any  letter  wliich 
is  incorrectly  addressed  or  is  addressed 
to   a   person    who   cannot   be   found. 

Every  year  many  children  attempt 
to  communicate  with  Santa  Claus 
through  the  postoffice.  At  one  time, 
the  postmasters  were  allowed  to  open 
the  letter  and  impart  their  contents 
to  anybody  interested,  but  a  ruling 
was  made  stopping  that  practice.  Now 
few  of  the  missives  accomplish  their 
purpose  and  the  children  must  take 
their  chances  6t  Santa  Claus  bringing 
them    what    they   want. 

l>ospite  repeated  warnings  from  the 
postmaster,  the  tinsel  Christmas  cards 
are  making  their  appearance  in  the 
mail  hgain  and  are  being  promptly 
f'idet racked  for  return  to  the  senders 
Ol-  transmission  to  the  dead  letter  of- 
fice. 

"Unless  the  cards  are  enclosed  in 
envelopes,  they  will  not  be  carried 
through  tlie  mail'  if  there  is  any  tin- 
sel or  otlier  such  substance  on  them." 
says  Postmaster  Eaton  in  one  of  the 
oft-repeated  warnings.  "If  there  is  a 
return  address  on  the  cards  they  are 
sent  back  to  the  sender  for  proper 
prepa-ration.  and  if  there  is  no  ad- 
dress tliey  go  to  the  dead  letter  of- 
fice. People  having  tinsel  decorated 
postcards  may  get  transparent  en- 
velopes, so  that  the  address  goes  on 
the  card  and  can  be  seen  through  the 
envelope.  In  that  case  they  will  be 
carried,  provided,  there  Is  a  2-cent 
stamp  on  them,  but  they  will  not  be 
carried  in  the  malls  unless  the  tinsel 
is    covered."

BIG  GRAFT  SAID

Sizzling  Report  Being  l^e- 
pared  on  Chicago  Tunnel 
Investigation.      ^ 

Chicago,  Dec.  24. — A  preliminary  re- 
port by  an  engineering  expert,  who.  at 
the  instance  of  the  Merrlam  investiga- 
tion commission.  has  examined  city 
records  and  tested  the  strata  through 
which  the  Lawrence  avenue  tunnel 
runs,  it  is  announced,  is  a  "sizzling" 
document. 

According  to  those  in  touch  with  the 
development  In  the  Investigation,  whicli 
was  precipitated  when  the  allegation 
was  made  that  more  than  J450.000  had 
been  paid  by  the  city  for  the  excavation 
of  "shale  rock."  when  in  fact  no  shale 
rock  was  encountered  in  boring  the 
tunnel,  the  report  states  positively  that 
no  shale  rock  was  excavated,  but  that 
hard  clay,  which  was  classed  as  shale 
rock  by  the  contractor,  was  found  in 
considerable   quantities. 

Sharp  criticism  of  looseness  and  un- 
businesslike methods  In  the  city  admin- 
istration is  declared  to  be  included  In 
the  document.  The  commission  next 
Monday  will  consider  the  advisability 
of  sending  the  report  to  the  city 
council.

LOOK  TO  THE  LAKES  I 

As  bearing  upon  the  need  of  deeper  channels  in  St. 
Mary's  river.  Lake  Superior's  outlet  to  the  other  lakes, 
a  brief  resume  of  the  history  of  Duiuth  and  the  Sault 
canal,  touching  high  spots  only,  may  be  interesting.- 

In  the  '50s  the  state  of  Michigan  constructed  two 
locks  at  the  Sauli  with  eleven  and  one-half  feet  of  water 
en  the  miter  sills  and  a  lift  of  about  nine  feet  each. 
About  1870  the  government  took  possession  of  these  two 
locks  and  started  the  Weitzel  lock,  515  feet  long  and 
80  feet  wide,  with  a  depth  of  seventeen  feet  on  the  miter 
sills.  During  the  same  period  the  channel  was  deepened 
to  sixteen  feet.  The  Poe  lock,  800  feet  long  and  100 
feet  wide,  and  with  tweniy-one  feet  of  water  on  the 
sills,  was  completed  by  the  United  States  in  1896.  Now 
a  lock  with  a  depth  of  twenty-six  feet  at  normal  water 
levels  is  being  built  and  will  be  completed  in  1913. 

With  these  developments  of  the  Sault  locks— each  of 
which  was  associated  with  corresponding  improvement 
in  channels— should  be  paralleled  the  growth  of  Duluth. 
When  St.  Paul  was  started  it  was  the  head  of  navigation, 
and  all  commerce  came  up  the  Mississippi.  Before  the 
lake  waterway  had  been  made  practicable,  St.  Paul  was 
established  as  the  distributing  point  for  the  Northwest, 
and  the  wholesale  business  was  at  Galena,  111.  Duluth 
made  no  start  at  all  until  the  Michigan  locks  were  built, 
and  each  step  in  its  growth  subsequently  has  followed 
improvements  in  the  locks  and  channels. 

In  1878  there  were  trading  to  Duluth  half  a  dozen 
small  Canadian  boats  of  a  few  hundred  tons  each,  and 
about  the  same  number  of  American  boats  which  car- 
ried from  500  to  900  tons.  There  was  practically  but 
one  railroad,  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth.  The  Northern 
Pacific  had  a  dock,  but  it  came  in  over  the  St.  Paul  & 
Duluth.  There  was  one  coal  dock,  the  Northwestern 
Fuel  company's,  and  it  handled  about  30,000  tons  of  coal 
a  year 


CANNON  TO  QUIT?  WHAT  THEN? 

Word  comes  that  Speaker  Cannon  is  serving  in  his 
present  capacity  for  the  last  time.  He  is  a  bad  adver- 
tisement, a  horrible  example,  and  everything  else  that 
is  awkward  and  irksome  to  the  Republican  party.  Taft 
wishes  him  to  go,  the  party  leaders  wish  him  to  go,  and 
everybody  would  be  very  much  obliged  if  he  would  an- 
nounce that  after  the  present  term  he  will  never  again 
appear  as  a  candidate  for  speaker.  The  reports  that  are 
coming  from  Washington  do  not  state  what  the  speaker 
thinks  about  this,  and  owing  to  certain  wholesome  regu- 
lations of  the  public  prints,  they  couldn't  tell  v.hat  he 
said  when  it  was  proposed  to  him. 

On  the  face  of  it,  this  sounds  like  good  news,  but  it 
isn't.  It  may  even  be  dangerous  news.  It  may  mean 
the  perpetuation  of  Cannonism  by  the  sacrifice  of  Can- 
non. There  is  nothing  subtle  about  Cannon.  He  has 
at  least  the  merit  of  being  blunt.  He  is  the  autocrat 
of  the  house,  and  he  doesn't  care  who  knows  it.  He  is 
making  Cannonism  so  obnoxious  to  the  people  that  if 
he  Avill  only  stay  a  little  longer,  not  only  Cannon  but 
Cannonism  will  be  swept  away,  and  the  "popular"  branch 
of  congress  will  become  truly  representative  again. 

But  if,  by  a  quiet  arrangement.  Cannon  steps  down 
and  out  and  another  man,  equally  accep*table  to  Special 
Privilege  but  less  bull-necked  and  offensive  in  his 
methods,  should  be  put  in  his  place,  there  would  be 
no  gain,  but  an  actual  loss.  Tawney,  for  instance,  might 
be  picked  out  and  held  up  as  desirable  because  he  comes 
from  the  insurgent  West;  yet  he  would  be  quite  as  ac- 
ceptable to  the  interests  as  Cannon  ever  was;  more 
acceptable,  indeed,  because  he  would  use  methods  less 
likely  to  overreach  themselves  than  Cannon's  methods. 

It  is  not  Cannon  alone,  but  Cannonism,  root  and 
branch,  that  must  be  plucked  out  and  cast  away.  Can- 
non must  go,  and  with  him  must  go  Tawney  and  Payne 
and  all  the  members  of  the  little  coterie  of  sycophants 
that  has  helped  fasten  upon  the  house  the  tyranny  of  the 
speakership.  That  office  must  be  shorn  riot  only  of 
its  objectionable  human  appendages  like  Cannon  and  his 
errand  boys,  but  of  its  still  more  objectionable  appen- 
dages like  the  power  to  appoint  committees,  the  power 
to  direct  through  those  committees  the  course  of  legis- 
lation, the  power  to  place  a  popular  assembly  in  a  con

No  one  objects  to  an  owner  of 
property  out.<«ide  of  tbe  city  fronr.  tak- 
ing trees  for  Christmas  from  liis  land 
if  he  employ.s  methods  of  reforestiza- 
tion.  No  one  objects  to  an  owner  of 
property  Inside  the  city  devastating  his 
holdings  If  he  employs  his  land  for 
useful  purpose.  I  do  not  suppose  there 
could  be  legitimate  objection  to  a 
man's  cutting  one  or  two  trees  from 
Ills  land  inside  tlie  city,  but  when  any 
ono  a.sserts  that  his  rights  ot  land 
ownership  give  him  the  liberty  to  dev- 
astate his  propertv  to  the  detriment  of 
tlie  city's  beauty,  to  the  despoliation  of 
tlie  cljeiiiical  eiement.s  of  tlie  soil,  to 
the  injury  of  surrounding  property,  he 
abrogates  unto  himself  powers  which 
are  not  vested  in  him. 

Every  man  is  -bound  to  respect  the 
•igiits  oi  society.  "The  best  govern- 
ment is  that  whicli  governs  least."  .said 
.Jeffei.«on.  but  so  long  as  such  persons 
as  "Land  Owner"  control  land,  society 
is  forced  to  make  regulations  for  the 
conduct  of  its  members.  Thus,  we 
have  mat  broad  but  necessary  tyranny 
known  us  the  'police  power.'  if  .soci- 
ety needed  "Land  Owner's"  property  in 
a  time  of  a  public  crisis,  society,  oper- 
ating llirough  the  police  or  the  civil 
i»r  lederal  autiioritio.s.  would  appropri- 
ate temporarily,  and  possibly  perma- 
nently, "Land  Owner's'  land,  regard- 
less of  any  ••maudlin  sentiment"  that 
iiiiglu  aitaci:.  or  course,  society  might 
relniV.urse  "Land  Owner,,"  and  then 
.igain,  it  might  not. 

The  same  "mau.lUn  sentiment"  that 
impels  "Land  Owner"  to  such  illogical 
statements  probably  was  regarded  as 
a  self-Justification  by  those  timber 
barons  who,  in  denuding  «heir  holdings 
without  replanting,  destroyed  natural 
reservoirs  and  caused  floods  ihat 
wiped  out  farms  a  thousand  mi.'es 
away.  It  is  this  same  blind  reasoiiiUt? 
that  is  forcing  the  world  to  turn  to 
Henry  George's  teaching  as  a  solution 
for  an  insufferable  condition  it  land 
ownership    and    land    monopoly. 

If  "Land  Owner"  desired  to  erect  a 
building  on  his  property,  he  might  de- 
sire to  put  up  a  tenement  or  office 
building  without  fire  escapes,  but  so- 
ciety has  decreed  that  he  cannot  do 
this,  and  he  would  find  himself  entan- 
gled with  the  "police  power"  as  exem- 
plified by  the  building  laws.

diately  Bay  Front  divi.sion  was  laid  out  with  provision 
for  slips.  Up  to  that  time  the  docks  had  been  built  paral- 
lel with  the  harbor.  The  St.  Paul  Jk  Duluth  had  to  con- 
struct large  flour  sheds  and  merchandise  docks,  the 
Omaha,  which  has  made  Washburn  its  shipping  terminal, 
turned  to  Duiuth.  The  coal  dock  was  enlarged  and 
equipped  with  modern  machinery.  The  Northern  Pacific 
built  a  warehouse  and  dredged  a  slip.  The  system  of 
elevators  was  begun.  The  Ohio  Coal  company  started  a 
large  coal  dock.     Duluth  began  really  to  grow. 

Meantime  the  government  was  deepening  the  chan- 
nels in  St.  Mary's  river  until  there  were  fifteen  or  fifteen 
and  a  half  feet  of  water.  The  Eastern  Minnesota  was 
hurried  into  Duluth  by  Mr.  Hill,  and  it  constructed 
elevators,  flour  sheds  and  dock*  for  coal  and  merchan- 
dise. 

When  the  Poe  lock  was  completed  in  1896,  and  the 
channels  began  to  be  deepened  to  nineteen  or  tvventy 
feet,  growth  in  the  lake  traffic  continued  to  be  parallelled 
by  growth  in  Duluth's  size  and  activity.  About  this  time 
a  man  burst  into  The  Herald  oflfice  one  day,  greatly 
excited,  to  announce  that  the  steamer  Selwyn  Eddy  had 
broken  all  cargo-carrying  records  with  a  cargo  of  121,000 
bushels  of  wheat.  Today  vessels  carry  several  times 
that  much  and  nothing  is  said  of  it;  yet  the  increases 
in  number  and  size  of  vessels,  in  number  and  size  of 
cargoes  and  in  volume  of  traffic  have  been  followed  by, 
and  in  large  part  they  have  caused,  the  steady  growth 
in   Duluth's  business  prosperity. 

In  short,  each  new  improvement  in  Duluth's  water- 
waj'  facilities  has  been  followed  by  a  substantial  growth 
in  Duluth's  business.  The  wholesale  center  is  shifting 
to  Dtiluth,  and  the  manufacturing  center  is  about  to 
shift  here.  Back  of  it  all,  and  underneath  it  all,  has 
been  the  lake  traffic. 

These  are  a  few  reasons  why  Duluth  should  not 
remain  satisfied  with  a  19-foot  waterway  when  Chicago 
is  about  to  have  a  22-foot  waterway. 


FOR  WHOSE  BENEFIT  IS  THE  TARIFF? 

When  this  country  gets  down  to  a  real  investigation 
of  the  tariff  no  doubt  some  effort  will  be  made  to  find 
out  who  really  benefits  from  it  as  it  has  been  managed 
by  the  Republican  party. 

In  the  meantime,  there  are  plenty  of  known  facts  on 
which  a  pretty  definite  opinion  as  to  that  point  can  be 
based. 

For  instance,  Aldrich  and  Cannon  and  their  kind 
frame  the  tariff  laws,  and  none  of  these  statesmen  has 
ever  been  discovered  engaged  in  any  work  that  might 
provide  benefits  for  the  masses  of  the  people.  Always 
they  work  for  the  classes;  for  to  them  the  masses  are 
nothing  but  the  raw  material  out  of  which  private  for- 
tunes are  built  up. 

For  another  instance,  there  are  the  figures  on  the 
cotton  mills  of  Massachusetts,  sixteen  of  which  have 
made  in  the  last  ten  years  net  earnings  of  225  per  cent 
upon     inflated    capitalization.

SOCIETY'S  DANGEROUS  NEGLECT. 

Perham  Enterprise:  It  is  generally  supposed 
that  our  laws  applv  with  equal  force  to  all  people 
and  combinations  of  people.  But  do  they?  If  two 
men  start  a  fight,  the  officers  of  the  law  promptly 
stop  It.  and  the  combatants  are  brought  Into  court 
where  the  matter  is  adjusted  on  Its  merits.  But 
two  bodies  of  men,  like  the  switchmen  and  the 
railroad  officials  may  start  a  fight  which  brings 
suffering  and  hardship  to  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  people,  and  tbe  officers  of  the  law  will  look  on 
and  let  them  fight  It  out.  The  state  of  affairs 
should  be  changed. 

Indeed  it  should  be  changed.  The  present  condition 
is  far  more  barbarous,  and  constitutes  a  far  greater  blot 
upon  civilization,  than  it  would  be  if  society,  through 
the  officers  who  execute  its  laws,  permitted  street  fights 
to  proceed  unmolested. 

If  there  is  warrant  for  the  officers  of  the  law  to  step 
in  and  stop  a  fist  fight  which  means  little  more  than  a 
slight  disturbance  of  the  peace  and  perhaps  some  injury 
to  the  personal  beauty  of  the  combatants,  surely  there 
should  be  warrant  for  them  to  step  in  and  stop  a  fight 
which  involves  so  much  hardship  and  suffering  to  thou- 
sands. 

The  public  is  never  free,  in  such  cases,  to  form  an 
unbiased  opinion  and  to  bestow  its  sympathies  fairly. 
It  is  ground  beneath  the  upper  and  nether  millstones  of 
indt^strial  conflict,  and  its  business  has  to  wait  until  the 
dispute  is  fought  out,  usually  to  a  finish.  It  is  entirely 
natural,  under  such  circumstances,  that  the  thought  of 
the  public  should  be  "A  plagt;e  on  both  your  houses!" 

If  two  insignificant  individuals  have  a  disagreement 
and  decide  to  submit  it  to  the  arbitrament  of  battle, 
society,  represented  by  its  policemen,  steps  in  imme- 
diately and  stops  the  fight,  haling  the  offenders  into 
court. 

If  a  railroad  and  a  large  body  of  its  employes  have  a 
dispute  and  turn  in  to  fight  it  out,  society  sends  forth 
no  policemen,  takes  no  steps  in  the  interest  of  peace. 
It  sits  back  sucking  the  sore  thumb  of  industrial  dis- 
arrangement amid  a  general  paralysis  of  business,  and 
lets  the  parties  fight  it  out  to  a  finish.  It  is  the  ugliest 
kind  of  warfare,  and  the  unfairest.  The  employers,  as  a 
rule,  have  ample  surpluses  to  fall  back  upon;  the  em- 
ployes, as  a  rule,  have  no  surplus  at  all.  Dividends  go 
on  after  bread  ceases  to  appear  upon  the  tables  of  tht; 
strikers.  Thousands  of  innocent  bystanders  are  sub- 
jected to  annoyances,  large  and  small,  which  often 
bcc6me  vfery  serious  indeed.  In  the  case  of  a  railroad, 
the  potentialities  of  mischief  are  enormous. 

Society  should  step  in  to  prevent  such  a  fight  as 
that  between  the  switchmen  and  the  railroad  companies 
just  as  quickly  and  as  determinedly  as  it  steps  in  to  stop 
a  street  fight  between  two  obscure  individuals.  There 
are  more  reasons  why  it  should  intercede  in  the  big  fight 
than  there  are  why  it  should  interfere  with  the  little 
fight,  and  they  are  greater  and  weightier  reasons.

Considerable  has  been  written  about 
the  proposed  charter  amendments  Soine 
of  them  ought  to  be  adopted  and  oth- 
ers should  be  turned  down,  from  my 
standpoint.  I  favor  the  oiie  abolish- 
in g  the  board  of  public  works  and  the 
office  of  the  city  engineer  but  I  be- 
lieve there  are  some  weak  points  m 
t  From  my  observation  I  would  say 
that  any  board  appointed  in  this  man- 
ner with  a  paid  secretary,  or  commis- 
sioner, or  whatever  his  title  may  hap- 
nen  to  be,  is  not  always  a  success. 
The  men  may  come  to  the  regular 
meetings,  but  they  know  little  of  what 
is  going  on.  The  man  who  draws  the 
Lalary  Is  practically  the  whole  board. 
Abf.ut  all  the  other  members  know 
IS  what  he  tells  them.  This  Is  pretty 
much  true  of  similar  boards  in  Du- 
luth At  the  library  board  it  has  been 
almost  impossible  to  get-  quorums  and 
some  of  the  men  Appointed  never  at- 
tended a  meeting  during  their  term 
of  office.  Another  thing  which  makes 
It  hard  to  get  men  for  these  boards 
is  that  while  on  them,  they  cannot  sell 
a  single  article  to  the  city.  A  posi- 
I'on  on  the  board  proposed  by  the 
new  amendment  would  be  the  most 
trying  of  all  boards  In  the  city.  Loaded 
down  with  obligations  and  duties  now 
cared  for  by  three  men  who  are  on 
the  job  all  the  time,  the  members 
would  soon  tire  of  the  place.  Any  one 
with  business  on  his  mind  would  not 
want  to  sit  in  the  city  hall  one  or 
two  days  a  week  to  .hear  kicks  on 
assessments  and  petitions,  get  reports 
on  the  work  being  done  about  the  city, 
and  keep  track  of  other  Innumerable 
details.  If  I  am  not  misinformed,  the 
entire  board  of  public  works  is  sup- 
posed to  view  property  which  is  be- 
ing secured  by  the  city  for  any  pur- 
poses In  order  to  award  damages 
justly.  Imagine  a  board  of  citizens 
hiking  about  the  city  getting  nothing 
for  their  labor.  Its  all  right  to  talk 
about  civic  pride  and  duty,  but  talk 
doe.sn't  get  results.  It's  a  mighty 
serious  proposition  that  this  amend- 
ment covers,  and  should  not  be  passed 
lightly.

Six   AmerieauH   FoiiKht. 

bix  Americans  parttcloated  In  the 
battle,  operating  rapid-fire  guns.  They 
escaped  Injury  with  the  exception  of 
one  named  Bashford,  who  received 
three   bullets   in   one   leg. 

The  prisoners  Include  Gen.  Gonzales 
and  Gen.  Castrlllo.  Gen.  Vasquez.  who 
was  returning  to  Rama  from  Managua 
when  hostilities  began,  did  not  reach 
the  scene  during  the  fighting.  He  was 
a  few  miles  distant  when  the  govern- 
ment troops  were  routed  and  It  Is  pos- 
sible that  some  500  men  escaped  with 
him. 

After  Zelaya's  trenches  had  been 
shelled  they  were  taken  by  assault. 
In  the  trenches  were  several  women 
who  preferred  risking  their  lives  in 
the  conflict  to  starvation  In  camp. 
These  women  were  armed  with  rltles 
and  fought  courageously.  One  of  them 
was  wounded  and  later  brought  to  the 
hospital  here.  A  large  proportion  of 
the  prisoners  were  found  to  be  boys 
under  16  years  old.  They  accepted  de- 
feat as  though  It  were  very  welcome. 
l*riKt<ii«>r  Enjoyiug  filniHelf. 

Gen.  Gonzales,  the  vanquislied  leader 
of  the  government  troops,  today  shares 
the  ciuarttrs  of  Gen.  Estrada  and  \h 
eating  tue  hitter's  rations  with  great 
relish  and  smoking  Insurgent  tobacco 
as  though  he  enjoyed  it. 

The  second  day's  fighting  began  at  9 
a.  m.  The  first  day's  conlllct  had 
driven  the  enemy  back  to  the  main 
fortifications  at  the  village  of  Recreo, 
whore  for  three  weeks  they  had  been 
stringing  wires  and  digging  trenches. 
The  country  In  that  vicinity  had  been 
partially  cleared  of  underbrush,  and  It 
remains  more  like  a  jungle  than  other- 
wise. 

The'  position  of  the  government 
troops  behind  their  embankments  and 
barbed  wire  proved  unexpectedly 
.strong.  Howiver,  the  provisionals,  who 
believed  that  they  faced  the  oppressive 
rule  of  Madriz.  or  as  the  only  alterna- 
tive In  the  event  or  defeat,  the  humili- 
ation of  intervention  by  the  United 
States,  bore  themselves  with  a  show  of 
valor  that  sliould  ever  relieve  them 
from  th'e  charge  of  being  comic  opera 
soldiers. 

No  Comic  Opera  War. 

Indeed,  there  was  nothing  comic  In 
the  fighting,  and  tlie  100  d<ad  and  the 
150  wounded  gave  the  surviving  insur- 
gents something  to  think  about.  To- 
day widows  and  orphans  may  be  seen 
wanderjni,-  about  the  streets  weeping, 
but  no  expression  of  regret  Is  heard. 
The  provisionals  admit  their  heavy 
losses,  and  estimate  those  of  the  enemy 
at  about  an  equal  number. 

Gen.  Chamorro.  Gen.  Diaz  and  Gen. 
Mututy  first  faced  the  enemy.  The 
tugs  Pioneer  ;nd  Blanca,  upon  which 
were  mounted  Hotchklss  guns,  half 
burled  In  sand,  steamed  up  a  creek 
tributary  to  thp  Mica  river,  upon  which 
tlie  village  of  llecreo  Is  situated.  For 
hours  they  shelled  the  village,  the  gun- 
ners maintaining  great  accuracy. 

Zelaya's  troops  frequently  left  the 
irenches  and,  advancing  through  the 
jungles,  met  the  Insurgents  In  hand-to- 
hand  conflicts.  These  dashes  were  fol- 
lowed In  each  Instance  by  a  retreat  to 
the  trenches  and  a  forward  movement 
by  the  provisionals,  who  cut  the  wire 
entanglements  with  their  machetes.  In 
these  brushes  many  were  killed  or 
wounded. 

Genemls  Were  Intrepid. 

Gen.  Chamorro,  who  looks  a  typical 
North  American  regular  trooper,  fought 
with  frenzied  vigor,  personally  using  a 
pistol  and  Invariably  killing  his  man 
outright.  Gen.  Diaz  disdamed,  as  did 
Cljamorro,  to  take  to  cover.  Diaz 
walked  erect  amid  a  hall  of  bullets, 
directing  the  fire  of  his  men,  who, 
however,  he  insisted  should  keep  un- 
der cover  whenever  possible. 

When  one  soldier,  enthused  by  the 
example  of  his  commander,  fought  on 
his  feet.  Diaz  turned  his  pistol  upon 
the  man  and  commanded  him  to  get 
behind  a  stump.  The  soldier  was  mo- 
mentarily perplexed,  as  he  saw  Diaz 
himself  constantly  exposed  to  the  ene- 
my's fire. 

There  was  no  farce  about  the  skir- 
mishes, and  the  conduct  of  both  leaders 
and  men.  who  knew  for  what  they 
were  fighting  and  that  death  for  many 
was  Imminent,  was  worthy  of  the 
greatest  admiration. 

Chamorro  Idollced  by  Men. 

Chamorro.  who  has  been  fighting  for 
twenty  years,  is  Idolized  by  his  men. 
He  swore  cheerfully  when  his  troopers 
exposed  themselves,  and  good  natured- 
ly  pushed  them  behind  the  cover  of 
stumps  and  tangled  underbrush.     Cha-

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morro  was  in  active  command  of  the 
battle,  Estrada  having  merely  laid  out 
the   general    plan. 

As  the  evening  approached  and  the 
enemy  still  resisted  after  repeated  as- 
saults, the  insurgents  wavered  from 
physical  exhaustion,  but  their  courage 
never  failed.  But  for  the  timely  ar- 
rival of  Gen.  Mena  It  Is  quite  possible 
that  the  outcome  of  the  battle  would 
have  been  wholly  different. 

Indeed,  at  one  time  the  position  of 
the  Insurgents  was  desperate.  Chamorro 
and  Diaz  had  moved  on  the  main  forti- 
fications at  Recreo  and  Tatumbla  hill, 
and  Mena  was  -under  orders  to  cover 
the  lines  of  retreat  from  Recreo.  Mena 
had  moved  up  the  Rama  river,  but  his 
600  men  were  weak  from  the  subse- 
quent march,  and  failed  to  effect  the 
expected  Junction  with  the  other 
armies  of  the  Insurgents  when  the  as- 
sault began.  They  encountered  roads 
knee  deep  with  red  clay  and  overgrown 
with  tropical  plants,  through  which 
they  cut  a  way  with  the  machetes,  but 
their  progress  was  slow. 

Day  Saved  By  Mena. 

Chamorro  became  uneasy.  and 
despatched  a  messenger  with  this  ur- 
gent   command: 

"Come  quickly,  or  the  day  goes 
against  us!" 

And  the  day  was  going  against  the 
provlslonalSi  Although  opponents  fell 
on  every  side,  Chamorro  discerned  that 
at  best  he  was  only  holding  his  own. 
After  despatching  the  messenger  to 
Mena,  he  adopted  the  plan  of  repulsing 
the  enemy  when  they  left  their  trench- 
ers and  assaulted,  but  without  at- 
tempting a   further  advance. 

Mena  realized  the  situation,  and  in- 
stead of  satisfying  himself  by  cutting 
off  the  possible  retreat  of  the  govern- 
ment troops,  pushed  forward  for  an 
assault. 

How  he  and  his  600  men  got  through 
the  Intervening  two  miles  of  brush 
the  general  has  been  unable  since  to 
explain.  They  seem  to  have  scrambled 
so  desperately  that  they  failed  to 
realize    the    obstacles    before   them. 

CJen.  Chamorro  had  been  fought  to  a 
standstill,  and  his  men  were  wellnigh 
exhausted.  Over  the  field  telephone, 
Commander-in-Chief  Estrada  was  in- 
formed that  the  situation  was  des- 
perate, and  that  while  his  army  was 
not  defeated,  victory  was  not  In  sight. 
Reinforced  Prom  Jansle. 

When  the  hour  was  darkest  for  the 
insurgents,  cheers  were  heard  In  the 
distance,  and  presently  Gen.  Mena  and 
his  scratched  and  bleeding  men 
emerged  from  the  jungle  into  the  half- 
cleared  plantation  where  the  battie  was 
being  waged.  Without  stopping  for 
orders,  and  yelling  at  the  top  of  their 
voices,  the  reinforcing  troops  swept 
across  the  clearing  to  the  rear  of  the 
enemy,  and  charged  the  enemy  at  a 
point  where  no  machine  guns  had  been 
placed. 

The  movement  of  Mena  served  as  a 
signal  for  a  general  advance  by  the 
three  armies  of  the  Insurgents.  At  a 
critical  moment  the  Insurgents  swept 
up  the  hill  In  the  face  of  a  furious  fire. 
Mena  was  the  first  to  reach  the  summit. 
At  his  heels  were  his  determined  600. 
The  defenders  depended  on  their  rifles 
only  and  were  unable  to  repulse  the  at- 
tack. 

Suddenly  abandoning  their  trenches, 
the  government  troops  fell  back,  but 
charged  the  advancing  armies  under 
Chamorro  and  Diaz.  Mena  pushed  his 
attack  on  Gonzales'  rear. 

In  ten  minutes  It  was  all  over,  but 
in  that  ten  minutes  frightful  execution 
was  done.  Scores  were  killed  outright 
and  the  wounded  covered  the  summit  of 
the  hill.  Hundreds  of  the  enemy  threw 
down  their  arms  and  begged  for  quar- 
ter. Gen.  Gonzales  saw  he  was  whipped, 
and.  to  save  a  needless  slaughter,  sig- 
nalled that  he  surrendered.  Nineteen 
hundred  prisoners  were  taken. 
■ 
"Hresd  Inittead  of  Bullets.^ 

Washington.  Dec.  24. — Following  a 
peremptory  warning  to  President  Mad- 
riz that  the  United  States  will  hold  him 
personally  responsible  for  the  safety  of 
Americans  In  the  western  part  of 
Nicaragua,  the  state  department  last 
night  extended  more  than  normal  en- 
couragement to  the  revolutionists. 
Under  orders  from  Secretary  Knox, 
American  Red  Cross  funds  are  to  be 
expended  in  caring  for  the  sick  and 
wounded  troops  of  both  the  Estrada 
and  Zelayan  armies,  more  tiian  2.000  of 
whom  are  Incapacitated  in  Blue- 
fields. 

This  move  on  the  part  of  the  United 
States  is  expacted  to"  be  more  efficaci- 
ous than  the  dispatch  of  a  strong 
force.  "Bread.  Instead  of  bullets."  Is 
the  watchword  of  the  state  department, 
and  It  Is  generally  believed  that  the 
prospects  of  food  and  medical  attention 
will  win  over  more  men  from  the  gov- 
ernment ranks  than  any  other  plan 
that  could  be  adopted.

Cyclone  Johnny  Thompson.  Packey 
McFarland.  Freddy  Welsh  and  Fight- 
ing Dick  Hyland,  were  all  hot  upon 
the  trail  of  the  hesitating  Dane.  The 
great  showing  of  AVolgast  in  his  re- 
cent battles  accounts  for  his  selection 
as  the  next  opponent  for  Nelson. 

Ever  since  Battling  Nelson  broke  up- 
on the  notice  of  the  publlp  he  has  been 
taking  the  terrific  wallops  of  the 
other  fellows.  Possessing  no  particular 
science.  NeLson  has  never  depended  up- 
on speed  or  ability  to  avoid  punish- 
ment to  win  his  battles.  He  has  waded 
Into  punishment  as  a  small  boy  wades 
boldly  into  an  Inviting  lake  on  a  sul- 
try summer  day.  It  is  the  inhuman 
ciuality  of  Nelson  that  has  made  him 
the  champion  of  the  world,  just  as  it 
Is  the  same  quality  in  James  J.  Jef- 
fries that  has  made  him  the  greatest 
fighting    machine    in    the    world. 

Opponents  of  Nelson  never  experi- 
enced much  difficulty  in  hitting  him. 
His  guard  has  always  been  open  and 
he  has  always  been  coming  to  the 
other  fellow.  But  what  was  the  use 
of  pounding  him?  Xo  blow  that  Nel- 
son was  hit  seemed  to  have  the  least 
effect  on  him.

Explorers'  Club  Takes  Action 

Following  Report  of 

Conunittee. 


Washington,  Dec.  24. — As  a  result  of 
the  success  of  Dan  Cupid,  the  career 
of  Midshipman  Joseph  E.  Austin  of  the 
U.  S.  S.  South  Dakota  today  came  to 
an  end.  He  was  dismissed  from  the 
naval  service  because  he  married  in 
violation  of  an  order  issued  during  the 
Roosevelt  administration.  This  order 
was  to  the  effect  that  under  penalty 
of  dismissal,  a  midshipman,  althougn 
he  has  completed  his  course  of  instruc- 
tion at  Annapolis,  must  not  marry 
without  the  consent  of  the  denartment. 

Midshipman  Austin  was  appointed  to 
the  navy  from  New  York,  but  he  was 
married  in  Honolulu  on  the  visit  of  the 
South  Dakota  to  that  port  recently. 
Word  of  the  ceremony  crept  to  the  ears 
of  Rear  A.dmiral  Sebree.  in  command 
of   the   Pacific   fleet    in   Manila. 

"In  response  to  your  oral  request,  I 
will  sav.  sir.  that  1  wa.s  married  in 
Honolulu,"  is  said  to  have  been  the 
response  to  the  young  officer. 

His  dismissal  was  recommended  and 
the  recommendation  has  been  ap- 
prove*!. The  maiden  «ame  of  Mrs. 
Austin  is  not  known  at  the  navy  de- 
partment, the  midshipman's  confession 
being  accepted  as  sufficient  to  show  a 
violation   of  the   regulations. 

STEENERSON  HAS

The  committee  states  that  it  exam- 
ined Edward  Barrill,  the  guide  who- 
was  with  Dr.  Cook  on  the  latter's  ex- 
pedition, and  also  took  the  testimony 
of  the  packer,  Frederick  Printz,  but 
that  in  reaching  a  verdict  the  com- 
mittee threw  out  the  testimony  ot 
Barrill  and  Printz  in  view  of  the  pos- 
sibility that  their  testimony  might  be 
questioned. 

The  committee  says  its  report  on  Dr. 
Cook  is  based  entirely  on  scientific 
testimony. 

The  committee  consisted  of  Anthony 
Fiala,  the  Arctic  explorer  and  a  friend 
of  Dr.  Cook:  Frederick  S.  Dellenbaugh 
of  the  American  Geographical  society; 
Prof.  Marshall  H.  Saville  of  the  chair 
of  archaeology  in  Columbia  university; 
Walter  G.  Clark,  Charles  H.  Townsend, 
director  of  the  New  York  aquarium; 
Henry  C.  Walsh,  secretary  of  the  Ex- 
plorers'  club,  and  Caspar  Whitney. 

Several  members  of  the  investigating 
committee  are  members  of  the  board 
of  directors  of  the  club.  Acceptance  of 
the  committee's  report  after  the  read- 
ing this  afternoon  is  regarded  as  noth- 
ing more  than  a  formality.

It  Is  Now  Possible  to  Answer 

Emergency  Calls  With 

More  Dispatch. 


With  the  acquisition  of  the  new  au- 
tomobile patrol  the  police  are  able  to 
handle  emergency  calls  in  case  of  ac- 
cidents with  expedition  and  witli  much 
more  comfort  to  the  victim  than  with 
the   old    wagon. 

Th  patrol  is  fitted  with  a  folding 
arrangement  which  can  be  rigged  In 
a  minute.  It  Is  so  arranged  that  who- 
ever happens  to  be  hurt  can  be  lifted 
inside  quickly,  with  room  for  an  officer 
or  other  attendant  to  stay  Inside  while 
he  is  being  rushed  to  whichever  hos- 
pital   happens   to    be    nearest. 

Much  better  time  can  be  made  than 
with  the  horses  and  the  riding  is  easi- 
er. There  is  less  jar  and  but  little 
Jerking.  The  police  have  arranged 
with  the  liospltals  to  lake  In  any  emer- 
gency case  practically  witliout  notice. 
If  the  person  has  money  he  is  ex- 
pected to  pay  his  expenses  but  If  he  is 
without  means  he  will  be  cared  for 
until  he  has  recovered.  When  the 
emergency  hospital  is  completed  such 
cases  cr.n  be  cared  for  there,  as  it 
will  be  thoroughly  equipped  and  have 
an   operating   room. 

The  county  poor  farm  has  also  be- 
come up-to-date.  They  have  an  auto- 
mobile now  In  which  to  make  trips  to 
and  from  the  city.  The  machine  la 
often  used  to  take  patients  back  and 
forth.  It  happens  quite  frequently  that 
the  police  have  to  send  a  man.  or  pos- 
sibly a  woman,  to  the  farm.  The  county 
automobile  Is  called  into  play  and  no 
time  is  lost  In  getting  the  patient  to 
the  place.  The  poor  farm  machine  has 
attracted  considerable  attention  on 
the  streets.  People  have  wondered 
what  It  Is.  It  is  taken  by  many  for  a 
delivery  wagon,  but  when  they  notice 
that  It  is  without  letters  they  change 
their  mlnd.s.  It  Is  entirely  enclosed 
and  is  a  plain  black  vehicle,  with  high, 
narrow  wheels,  similar  to  those  used 
on  carriages  of   light  delivery    wagons.

St.  Paul,  Minn.,  Dec.  25. — (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — Mouths  of  St.  Paul  law- 
yers water  In  anticipation  when  they 
read  the  good  news  that  the  attorney 
general  plans  to  attempt  an  enforce- 
ment of  the  Minnesota  Inheritance  law 
against  the  estates  of  citizens  who  at 
the  time  of  their  deaths  were  resi- 
dents of  other  states,  but  who  had 
large  holdings  in  Minnesota  corpor- 
ations. It  is  a  unique  proposition  and 
one  accompanied  by  a  good  many  legal 

obstacles,  good  lawyers  say.  Fat  fees, 
however,  are  as  certain  as  tangible 
results  are  uncertain.  The  experience 
of  the  state  in  the  railroad  rate  cases 
is  Interesting  in  view  of  the  declara- 
tion by  the  attorney  general.  It  will 
be  remembered  that  under  Former  At- 
torney General  Young  the  state  sought 
to  enforce  freight  rates  established 
by  tlie  legislature  against  the  rail- 
roads. The  railroads  took  the  cases  to 
the  federal  courts,  where  they  are  still 
pending  with  the  railroads,  in  the  fam- 
ous Young  case,  winning  tlie  first 
round.

TAFT  MIXES

President  Spends  Afternoon 

Afoot  Among  Christmas 

Shoppers. 

Buys  Some  Gifts  for  His 

FamOy  and  Jostles  Those 

About  Him. 


Washington,  Dec.  25.— President  Taft 
went  shopping  a  foot  on  the  after- 
noon before  Christmas,  playing  Santa 
Claus  in  open  fashion.  He  wandered 
from  shop  to  shop  taking  a  hearty  in- 
terest in  the  store  windows  and  good- 
naturedly  returning  the  jostling  of  the 
crowds  which  jammed  the  sidewalks. 
Capt.  Archibald  Butt,  his  military  aide, 
walked  with  him,  but  immediately  be- 
hind trailed  two  vigilant  secret  serv- 
ice men.  After  nearly  an  hour  and  a 
half  walk,  the  presidential  party  re- 
turned to  the  White  House. 


St.  Paul,  Minn.,  Dec.  25.— The  switch- 
men's strike  conference  adjourned  late 
yesterday  not  to  meet  again  until 
called  by  Governor  Eberhart  some  time 
during  the  holiday  season.  The  gov- 
ernor says  a  satisfactory  adjustment 
of  the  strike  will  follow,  and  the  rail- 
roads will  reemploy  the  strikers.  The 
men  agree  to  accept  the  decision  of 
the    Chicago    wage    conference. 

Only  one  obstacle  now  remains  In  the 
way  of  a  settlement  of  the  strike.  Both 
sides  are  agreed  on  all  questions  save 
the  time  when  all  of  the  striking 
switchmen  shall  be  taken  back  to 
work. 

The  switchmen  insist  that  all  strik- 
ers be  taken  back  at  once,  but  this 
the  railroads  say  they  are  not  In  a  po- 
sition to  do  on  account  of  the  obliga- 
tions assumed"  when  the  strike-break- 
ers were  imported.  The  railroad  of- 
ficials offered  to  take  back  as  many 
of  the  strikers  immediately  as  they 
have  places  for  and  to  re-employ  the 
others  just  as  soon  as  places  can  be 
made  vacant.  It  was  suggested  that 
it  may  take  thirty  days  before  all  of 
the  men  could  be  put  back  to  work, 
but  President  F.  T.  Hawley  of  the 
Switchmen's  union  said  he  would  agree 
to  nothing  short  of  the  simultaneous 
re-employment   of   all    the    men.

They  admitted  the  amended  bill  is 
neither  a  straight  ship  subsidy  meas- 
ure, proposing  to  subsidize  by  tonnage 
and  Voyage,  nor  a  mail  subsidy  bill. 

It  is  known  that  the  amendments 
were  worked  out  with  the  aid  of  the 
Merchant  Marine  league,  which  has  its 
headquarters   at  Cleveland.

CLAIMANT  IN  ENGLAXD. 

Manitowoc,  Wis.,  Dec.  25. — News- 
paper reports  reaching  England  have 
resulted  in  the  appearance  cf  a  claim- 
ant for  the  Cavanaugh  estate,  which 
is  in  the  supreme  court  on  the  ques- 
tion of  validity  of  a  provision  in  the 
will  bequeathing  $10,000  to  the  Cath- 
olic church  for  saying  masses  for 
Cavanaugh  and  his  family. 

The  claimant,  a  woman  at  Burnley, 
England,  claims  to  be  a  sister  of  the 
late  James  Cavanaugh,  a  wealthy 
Maple  Grove  man.  who  died  several 
vears  ago  and  contest  over  whose  es- 
tate has  been  pending  in  the  courts 
ever  since.  Attorney  George  Ogden 
of  Burnley  addresses  an  inquiry  to  the 
local  court,  filing  claim  to  the  estate 
for  his  client. 

The  Cavanaugh  case  has  become  fa- 
mous in  Wisconsin  courts  because  of 
the  question  involved — the  right  of  a 
man  to  leave  his  estate  for  masses 
without  specifying  any  parflcular 
church  congregation,  which  Cava- 
naugh failed  to  do.  The  lower  courts 
have  held  the  will  invalid.

On  account  of  the  delay  in  the  com- 
pletion of  the  water  system,  due  to 
the  Inability  of  the  contractors  to  get 
water  pipes  on  account  of  the  swltch- 
mens-  strike,  the  council  this  week  In- 
structed President  Masterson  to  nego- 
tiate with  the  Republic  Iron  &  Steel 
company  for  the  construction  of  a  tem- 
porary standpipe  for  the  use  of  the 
public  water  haulers  and  for  fire  pro- 
tection. All  work  on  the  trenches  and 
water  mains  has  been  halted  on  ac- 
count of  the  structural  material  not 
arriving.  The  work  on  the  steel  pres- 
sure tank  being  erected  on  Summit 
avenue  has  also  been  suspended.  This 
leaves  the  village  in  danger  of  water 
famine,  and  without  any  protection 
whatever  from  fire.

HEAVILY  FINED 

Court  Recognizes    No  Sex 

Distinctions  in  the 

Offenders. 

Men  arrested  In  the  immoral  houses 
below  the  dead  line  will  get  the  same 
treatment  as  the  women  in  police  court. 

This  morning  when  the  men  and 
women  arrested  In  the  resort  of  Hattie 
I'ayette  entered  pleas  of  guilty  Judge 
Wlndom  fined  the  Payette  woman  $100 
and  costs  and  the  men  and  women  $50 
and  costs  each  The  raid  was  made  at 
an  early  hour  this  morning.

New  York,  Dec.  25. — One  week  of 
happiness  In  two  years  of  married  life 
was  the  best  W.  Gould  Brokaw  could 
get  out  of  his  bargain,  he  testified  in 
court  yesterday.  And  yet  he  is  will- 
ing to  take  his  wife  back.  She,  how- 
ever, seems  to  prefer  separation  and 
$60,000  a  year  alimony. 

"I  bear  absolutely  no  rancor  toward 
my  wife,"  he  volunteered  in  his  testi- 
mony, "andJf  she  will  promise  to  be 
good  I  win  take  her  back  In  my  arms. 
All  I  want  her  to  promise  is  that  she 
will  not  accuse  me  of  going  with  other 
women  and  that  she  will  stop  calling 
me  names.  If  she  makes  that  promise, 
1  will  wish  her  a  Merry  Christmas  and 
a   Happy  New  Year." 

Mrs.  Brokaw  was  not  present  to  hear 
her  husband's  offer  of  reconciliation.

He  was  sick  at 
the  time,  and  quarrels  and  worry  were 
not  goo<l  for  him.  he  said.  His  physi- 
cians advised  him  not  to  see  Mrs. 
Brokaw,  but  he  insisted  and  won. 

"1  could  not  seem  to  get  Mrs.  Brokaw 
off  my  mind,"  he  explained,  "and  final- 
ly the  doctors  said  she  could  visit  me. 
I  drove  half  way  to  meet  her  and  for 
a  week  she  was  very  loving  and  af- 
fectionate.

TRAIN  RUNS  WILD 

AND  WRECKS  PART 

OF  ST.  PAIL  DEPOT 


Physicians  of  Duluth  are  careless  In 
registering  births  with  the  health  de- 
partment authorities  as  required  by 
law.  according  to  men  in  the  depart- 
ment. Every  once  in  a  while  a  cer- 
tificate is  filed  a  month  or  two  months 
iate.  The  state  law  requires  that 
they  be  filed  within  ten  days.  The 
matter  is  highly  important,  and  may 
cau.s(»  great  trouble  in  the  future  for 
the  innocent  victim.  Frequently  the 
department  sends  postal  cards  to  the 
physicians    reminding    tliem    lliat    they 

are  delinquent.  It  Is  common  for  <Joc- 
ters  to  wait  until  they  liave  a  batch 
of  h.aif  a  dozen  or  a  dozen  certificates 
to  tile.  In  tills,  manner  a  cerilflcale  is 
ea.siiy  overlooked.  The  consequences 
that  are  i)os&ible  are  illustrated  in 
the  following  Topeka  dispatch  taken 
from  an  Eastern  paper  by  Dr.  F.  J. 
Patton,  health  commissioner: 

"Every  one  knows  the  story  of  'The 
Man  Without  a  Country,'  a  fiction  of 
patriotism,  written  at  a  time  when  pa- 
triotism was  worth  much  to  the  coun- 
try. Piiilip  Nolan  was  a  'man  without 
a  country'  by  liis  own  choice,  but  John 
Holmes,  a  native  of  Topeka,  is  a  man 
without  a  country  through  the  care- 
lessness of  another.  Philip  Nolan  was 
never  allowed  to  come  within  sight  oi 
his  native  land  and  no  one  ever  spoke 
to  him  of  home.  John  Holmes  can 
come  lo  the  shores  of  his  native  land, 
but  he  cannot  go  further.  He  cannot 
enter   America. 

•John  Holmes  is  an  outcast  from 
America  because  some  Topeka  physi- 
cian did  not  obey  the  laws  of  the  state 
and  report  the  fact  of  his  birth  to  the 
health  authorities.  Pliyslcians  often 
assert  that  it  is  none  of  the  public's 
business  who  is  born  or  Is  dead,  and 
many  of  them  refuse  and  objtct  to  re- 
porting births.  Some  are  careless  and 
fall     to     report. 

•'Through  either  carelessness  or  oh 
stinacy  on  the  part  of  some  Topeka 
physician.  John  Hulmos  is  being  held 
Ht  Ellio  Island  by  the  immigration  au- 
thorities until  he  can  obtain  proofs  :>f 
his    birth    in    this    country. 

•Holmes  has  written  to  Mayor  Will- 
iam Green,  saying  that  he  was  born  In 
Topeka  Dec.  30.  ISSS.  In  his  letter  he 
says  that  the  immigration  authorities 
are  holding  him  in  New  York  and  re- 
fusing him  to  enter  this  country 
until  he  can  obtain  a  birth  certificate. 
But  there  is  no  record  of  Holmes'  birth 
In  Topeka.  Mayor  Green  and  other  city 
offii-ials  have  hunted  through  all  the 
birth  records  of  that  year  and  in  other 
years  and  no  trace  of  the  record  can 
be  found.  There  is  no  indication  that 
it  has  ever  been  made. 

•In  the  meantime  Holmes  Is  still  in 
New  York,  being  cared  for  by  the 
American  Seamen's  Friends'  society  un- 
til other  friends  can  look  up  a  lost 
copy  of  an  old  family  Bible  and  by 
this  they  hope  to  prove  that  Holmes 
was    born    in   this  country. 

•'The  Holmes  case  is  causing  a  stir 
in  Topeka  medical  circles.  Mayor 
Green  has  notified  the  city  physician 
to  begin  pro.secutionu  against  every 
physician  that  does  not  report  births. 
The  city  physician  has  taken  a  novel 
way  of  getting  at  these  reports.  He 
watches  the  newspapers  closely  and 
notice.s  the  personal  items.  When  he 
finds  that  a  baby  has  been  born  to  a 
family  he  hunts  them  up  and  learns 
the  name  of  the  attending  physician. 
Then  he  calls  up  this  physician  and 
tells  him   to  make  a  report  at  once. 

•Usually  this  brings  a  complete  re- 
port on  blanks  furnished  by  the  city 
and  without  further  trouble.  Some 
physicians  put  off  making  the  report 
for  a  few  days,  and  then  they,  get  no- 
tice from  the  city  physician  that  un- 
less that  report  is  in  within  a  certain 
length  of  time  that  a  warrant  will  be 
sworn   out   at   once."

The  Como  yards  are  about  three 
miles  north  and  west  of  the  union  de- 
pot, and  the  grade  is  steep.  The  tracks 
are  a  perfect  network  and  form  a  cir- 
cle  about   the  north   side   of   the   city.

HAVE  A  BIG  JOB 

American  League  Men  Must 

Rid  Themselves  of  Many 

Players. 

American  league  managers  have 
their  work  cut  out  for  them  from  now 
on  in  getting  rid  of  their  surplus  tal- 
ent in  order  to  live  up  to  the  recent 
rule  adopted  by  the  Johnson  organlza- 
tl3n  that  by  May  15  next  each  club 
shall  have  only  twenty-five  players  on 
its  roster.  The  task  is  a  big  one.  as 
when  the  season  ended  the  league  had 
4i'0  players  on  its  reserve  ll.st.  Since 
then  onlv  twenty-five  men  have  been 
sent  back  to  the  minors. 

Manager  Jim  McGuire  of  Cleveland, 
and  I.,eader  Hugh  Duffy  of  Chicago 
will  be  compelled  to  work  day  and 
night  to  get  their  teams  down  to  the 
legal  limit.  The  Naps  have  sixty  men 
now  the  White  Sox  fifty-eight.  Pat 
Donovan  of  Boston  will  have  to  get  rid 
of  about  thirty  paslimers.  and  Big 
Chief  StulUngs  of  the  Highlanders  will 
have  to  turn  loose  some  iwenty-nve 
athletes.  The  only  American  league 
manager  who  isn't  seriously  affected 
bv  the  rule  limiting  the  number  of 
players  a  club  can  carry  is  Jim  Mc- 
Aleer  of  the  Senators.  When  he  took 
charge  of  the  Washington  club  It  had 
twenty-eight  men  on  its  roster,  the  ad- 
dition of  FJlberfeld  giving  the  Sen- 
ators  twenty-nine.  .,,    .         , 

Until  May  15  each  club  will  be  al- 
lowed to  carry  thirty-five  men,  and 
after  Aug.  20,  which  Is  the  date  when 
the  drafting  from  the  minor  league 
starts,  the  same  number  will  be  al- 
lowed' per  club.  ,  j   u    . 

The  adoption  of  the  rule,  which  is 
generally  considered  to  be  an  excel- 
lent one,  will  prevent  farming  to  a 
great  extent,  and  will  make  the  scouts 
more  careful  about  the  men  they  rec- 
ommend for  purchase  and  draft  Some 
sleuths  thought  they  were  cheating 
their  employers  if  every  year  they  did 
not  round  up  from  twenty  to  twenty- 
five  minor  league  wonders. 

Almost  200  of  the  players  now  on 
the  reserve  lists  of  the  American 
league  clubs  will  have  to  be  *HJiI}®^ 
back  to  the  minors  by  May  15.  Thus 
far  there  hasn't  been  any  mad  rush 
on  the  part  of  the  managers  and  own- 
ers of  the  clubs  of  t*  smaller  o»gan- 
Izatlons  to  relieve  the  American  league 
teams  of  their  surplus  talent.

Battling  Otcar  Nelson  will 
fight  what  may  be  his  last  battle, 
lightweight  champion  has  fe'ached  the 
age  where  he  is  thinking  of  retiring. 
Well  has  the  game  little  Dane  earned 
the  right  to  leave  the  ring.  It  will  be 
a  great  thing  for  the  champion  if  he 
Bhould  leave  the  ring  with  the  name  of 
being  the  greatest  fighter  that  ever 
fought   at   the   133-i)Ound  limit. 

Manv  of  the  followers  of  pugilism 
remember  when  Nelson  was  considered 
the  greatest  of  jokes.  C>ne  of  his  first 
big  battles  was  with  Eddie  Hanlon,  out 
on  thf  Pacific  coast.  The  I'acific  coast 
papers  couldn't  see  Nelson.  There  was 
nothing  to  it  but  Hanlon.  Nelson  won 
in  the  nineteenth  round  and  started  on 
his  career  toward  the  world's  cham- 
pionship. 

All  of  these  years  there  have  been 
followers  of  pugilism  who  predicted 
the  early  deieat  of  Nelson.  He  has 
gone  along  fiphting  the  toughest  men 
of  the  ring,  and  they  have  all  looked 
alike  to  him.  He  has  saved  liis  money, 
and.  like  all  fighters  who  have  shown  a 
tendency  to  be  saving  and  frugal,  he 
has   been   knocked  "t.y   the   low   brows. 

The  wi«e  ones  believed  that  uans 
would  beat  the  Battler.  He  secured 
the  decision  on  a  foul,  but  not  to  this 
day  has  ti:e  inside  of  tliat  famous  bat- 
tle" become  known.  In  the  next  two 
battles  the  Dane  almost  killed  tlio 
regro. 

Nelson  may  be  going  back.  It  doei 
not  seem  possible  that  any  man  who 
lias  taken  the  punisiiment  that  Nelson 
has  taken  could  be  as  good  as  he  has 
been  \w  the  past.  And  then,  too,  Nel- 
son has  been  paying  less  attention  to 
figtiting  in  thf  past  few  years.  More 
of  his  attention  has  been  given  to  the 
stage,  whicli  is  not  the  best  thing  in 
tiie  worl'i  for  a  fig'nter.  If  he  is  beater. 
It  will  be  because,  like  the  majority  of 
other  champions,  he  did  not  know  when 
to  retire. 

Nelson  is  a  freak.  Doctors  have  ex- 
amined him  time  and  time  again,  and 
have  pronounced  lijm  a  superhuman 
man.  He  does  not  seem  to  have  any 
tender  spots.  His  solar  plexus  is  blow- 
proof.  His  jaw  Is  like  iron.  His  kid- 
neys have  withstood  a  rain  of  blows 
all  these  years,  with  no  ill  results  to 
the  Battler.  Ntlson  seems  to  have 
something  on  Achilles,  w!;o  had  a  bum 
heel,  if  yo.i  will  remember,  but  other- 
wise was  storm-proof. 

If  thty  get  him,  it  will  be  because 
nerves  and  vitality,  even  In  an  Iron 
man,  have  their  limit  of  endurance. 
Dick  Burge  was  called  the  Iron  Man 
of  England.  Yet  when  Kid  Lavigne 
went  ovtr  to  England  he  had  little 
difficulty  in  beating  the  famous  Eng- 
lish  lightweight. 

It  has  always  been  the  case.  If  a 
man  stars  in  the  ring  too  long  lie 
will  alwavs  get  his.  Fighters  never 
know  when  they  have  passed  the  me- 
rldan  of  their  powers  of  endurance. 
We  have  an  interesting  experiment  go- 
ing on  at  the  present  time  In  this  same 
line  It  is  the  case  of  James  J.  Jeff- 
ries Precedent  says  he  can  never 
come  back.  Jeff  says  he  can.  Time 
alone  will  decide  the   question. 

Nelson  has  never  dissipated  to  the 
extent  of  Jeffries.  His  greatest  dissi- 
pation has  been  getting  beaten  up  In 
the  ring.  But  late  hours  and  the  liie 
behind  the  scenese  do  not  help  a  fight- 
er anv  and  in  his  fight  with  Wolgast, 
Nelson  mav  show  that  he  is  not  the 
same  wonderful  fighter  he  has  been  in 
the  past.  „    . 

"Youth  will  be  served,  is  a  maxim 
almost  as  old  as  pugilism.  It  may  hold 
in  the  coming  battle  between  Nelson 
and  Wolgast.  John  L.  Sullivan  was 
considered  unbeatable.  Old  followers 
cf  pugilism  laughed  at  the  belief  of  a 
few  men  that  Corbett  would  beat  the 
then  champion.  He  did,  and  the  wise 
followers  of  fighting  were  set  to  think- 
ing EvTv  dog  has  his  day,  and  by 
the  sam.e  token  every  man  in  the  ring' 
has  his  time  to  come  and  go.  Perhaps 
•-  Nelson  i;as  delayed  his  time.  Perhaps 
he  has  a  few  more  fights  left.  VV  e 
cant  judge  him  by  the  standards  of 
other  fighters. 

There  will  be  a  lot  of  money  wa- 
gered on  the  chances  of  Wolgast,  for 
some  wise  dcpesters  figure  that  Nelson 

is  about  due.

Youthful  Billiard  Expert  Signs 

Pledge  to  Renew  Old 

Allegiance. 

New  York.  Dec.  25. — After  fighting  for 
more  than  two  years  to  have  the  rules 
governing  championship  billiard  match- 
es revised  to  suit  his  own  particular 
notions.  Willie  Hoppe,  the  youthful  ex- 
pert, capitulated  to  the  so-called  trust 
and,  with  Ora  Mornlngstar.  another  In- 
surgent, signed  a  contract  pledging 
himself  to  renew  the  old  allegiance 
with  the  powers  that  be.  This  removes 
the  last  bar  in  the  way  of  a  match  be- 
tween Hoppe  and  Calvin  Demarest,  the 
winner  of  the  recent  tournament  for 
the  18.2  balkllne  title. 

That  the  very  friendliest  relations 
do  not  exist  bet\een  Hoppe  and  the 
rest  of  the  experts  Is  ceretaln,  how- 
ever. The  Room  Keepers'  association, 
under  the  auspices  of  which  the  recent 
tournament  was  held,  is  still  sore  on 
Hoppe  for  refusing  to  make  the  step 
necessary  to  admission  to  the  contest 
until  after  it  was  all  over.  With  Hoppe 
playing,  the  promoters  declare,  the  re- 
ceipts would  have  been  even  greater 
tlian  they  were  and  the  Interest  would 
have  been  more   Intense. 

So,  though  he  has  given  up  his  fight. 
Hoppe  will  find  himself  more  or  less 
on  the  outside  for  a  year  or  more.  He 
will  play  a  match  with  Mornlngstar  to 
determine  which  shall  have  the  privi- 
lege of  Issuing  the  next  challenge  to 
the  champion,  but  even  there  Hoppe 
will  find  himself  balked.  Demarest  has 
alreadv  agreed  to  meet  Harry  Cline 
for  the  title  at  Chicago  on  Feb.  1,  2 
and  3.  And  when  the  word  was 
passed  that  Hoppe  was  weakening  and 
would  probably  be  In  line  within  a  few 
davs  Albert  Cutler,  the  Boston  player, 
immediately  shot  in  a  challenge  to 
meet  the  winner  of  the  Demarest-Cllne 
match.  .   ^^ 

Under  the  rules  the  winner  of  the 
match  between  Demarest  and  Cline 
will  Iiave  sixtv  davs  in  which  to  make 
un  his  mind  to  play  Cutler,  should  he 
succeed  in  defeating  Cline.  This  would 
put  off  anv  match  with  Hoppe  until 
awav  along  in  June.  It  io  hardly  prob- 
able that  a  game  at  that  time  of  the 
year  would  appeal  to  either  the  players 
or  the  promoters,  so  it  is  almost  a  cer- 
tainty that  Hoppe  will  be  forced  to 
wait  until  next  frJl  at  the  earliest  for 
a  chance  at  Demarest. 

Tliere  isn't  the  slightest  doubt  that 
a  championship  contest  between  Dem- 
arest and  Hoppe  would  be  the  biggest 
tiling  of  its  kind  in  the  history  of  bil- 
liards Hoppe  always  has  been  one  of 
the  most  popular  players  v/lth  tlie  bil- 
liard-loving public  that  ever  made  a 
carom  and  Demarest  Is  not  far  behind 
In  public  favor.  A  $10,000  gate  esti- 
mate is  declared  to  be  a  conservatiya 
one  and  it  is  expected  that  if  ever 
they  do  meet  the  betting  on  the  game 
or  games  v/lU  mount  up  to  very  close

He  wants     his 
horse   to   look  sleek   and   fine    going    to 
the  post,   and     he   does     not   start    him 
again    until    he    has    fattened      out.      A 
horse    over    there    Is    treated    by    owner 
and  trainer  like  one  of  the  family.     He 
is   given      every   attention   that   Is  pos-

"Every   owner     has     a     houseful      oi 
grooms  to  look  after  the  racers.     If     a 
trainer    should    wipe      his    handkerclef 
over  his  horse's  coat,  and  the  least  bit 
of  dust    or  dirt   would    show   on   it   the  |  ^^j,  ^^^ 
proom  would  be  in  for  a  fine   call   down.

He    adjusts 
the  strangling  lock,  he  covers  her  bare 
should«*r    he   ties  her  shoes  and  admin- 
isters a  strong  bracer  to  bring  her  to 
her  senses. 

At  that  moment  the  bell  rings,  and 
Nixon  knows  that  Leaming,  the  groom 
of  the  morrow,  is  waiting  to  be  aamit- 
ted.  What  can  he  do  but  hide  the 
demoralized  bride  In  his  bedroom?  But 
the  usual  bedroom  situation  happl.y 
does  not  materialize.     He  keeps  Leam- 


tlll  he  perfects  his  arrange- 
have  Genevieve  spirited  awav, 
and.  believing  his  object  accomplLshed, 
sends  Leamlng  homo  without  suspicion, 
and  then  discovers  that  Genevieve  has 
not  availed  herself  of  her  opportunity 
to  escape. 

She  is  sobered  by  this  time.  She 
wants  to  explain  her  predicament.  But 
Nixon's  nephew  enter.s  at  tliat  moment, 
and  now  the  secret  is  no  longer  tl.Mrs. 
Genevieve  goes  liome,  a  very  wretched 
and  very  nervous  girl.  If  we  frowned 
upon  her.  we  now  begin  to  pity  her  in 
her  lemorse.

He 
believes  that  Genevieve  is  good.  In 
spite  of  his  temporary  disillusionment 
he  trusts  her.  Remembers  that  she 
came  to  his  room  because  Leamlng 
had  told  her  Nixon  never  went  back 
on  a  friend,  and  she  had  no  other 
refuge  at  the  time.  And  even  Leamlng 
is  softened  by  his  defense  of  her.  It 
is  true,  Genevieve  does  not  accept  Nix- 
on's generous  offer,  but  she  likewir* 
refuses  now  to  enter  Into  the  marriage 
state  with  the  man  who  would  not  give 
her  a  chance.  When  the  curtain  falls, 
with  the  girl  declaring  that  she  must 
work  out  her  own  salvation  to  regain 
the  lost  esteen  of  her  friends,  we  infer 
that  some  day  she  will  give  her  hand 
to  the  faithful  Nixon.

The  play  escaped  making  a  success, 
but  I.  for  one.  ascribe  the  cause  more 
to  the  acting  than  to  the  deficiency  of 
the   play. 

Paradoxical     as    it    may    sound    the 


parts  were  well  played.  Jessie  Bon- 
stelle was  uneven,  but  she  was  thor- 
oughly convincing  In  the  big  scene  of 
the  last  act  in  which  she  renders  her 
decision,  and  at  the  same  time  relates 
the  cause  of  her  condition.  Walter 
D.  Greene  was  excellent  as  NIxon,  and 
Sheldon  Lewis  Is  an  artistic  actor,  wiio 
dramatically  exhausted  the  character 
of  Leamlng.  The  trouble  was  that 
neither  of  the  two  men  carried  the  il- 
lusion. They  were  good  actors,  but 
they  were  not  "In  the  picture."  They 
failed  to  represent  the  spirit  of  youth 
and  ardor.  They  acted  it.  but  they 
did  not  live  !L  And  so  the  play  ap- 
parently passes  in  review  into  the  di- 
minishing per.spective  of  space,  less  by 
virtue  of  its  demerits  than  by  a  mis- 
take of  judgment.

Willard  Holcomb's  dramatization  of 
Mrs.  Augusta  J.  Evans'  famous  old 
novel,  "St.  Elmo,"  is  almost  sure  to  be 
the  only  modern  rival  of  "East  Lynne," 
as  we  know  that  venerable  story  in 
Its  stage  garb.  On  positively  the 
wildest  night  of  rain  and  snow  this 
season  the  big  Academy  of  Music  was 
almost  filled,  upstairs  and  down,  with 
an  audience  that  shed  tears  of  sympa- 
thy and  thrilled  to  the  moving  scenes 
of  Its  varying  fortunes.  From  other 
cities  come  tlie  same  reports,  for  the 
piece  Is  being  presented  by  four  com- 
panies   simultaneouslv. 

If  you  .seek  the  cause  of  this  phe- 
nomenal popularity  of  a  play  dealing 
with  material  that  is  superannuated 
and  presents  a  phase  of  life  wlilcli 
seems  ridiculous  to  us  you  will  find  It 
if  you  can  explain  why  "Lady  Audley's 
Secret,"  "East  Lynne"  and  "Uncle 
Tom's  Cabin"  were  popular.  "There 
has  not  been  such  an  audience  at  the 
Academy  since  the  season  opened.  To 
an  old  stagei  the  sentiment  of  the 
play,  like  the  language  and  the  man- 
ners, may  seem  exaggerated,  and  in 
our  wisdom  we  may  smile  at  those 
who  wept  and  sniffled  at  its  pathos, 
yet  every  one  honest  enough  to  con- 
fess the  truth  will  tell  you  that  he 
left  the  theater  with  a  sense  of  hav- 
ing been  deeply  stirred  and  held  in  a 
spell  of  absorbed  Interest  from  start 
to    finish.

The  drama  Is  well  staged,  and  rather 
well  played  by  Vauglian  Glaser  as  St. 
Elmo,  the  cynic,  and  by  Fay  Cortenay 
Edna  Earl,  the  blacksmith's  daughter, 
who  leads  him  to  redemption  with 
much  of  the  Puritan  sentiment  that 
underlies  the  foundation  of  "Little 
Eve."  The  play  is  distinctly  for  the 
masses,  and  1  am  no  prophet  If  it  does 
not  hold  the  stage  for  a  generation. 
For  it  appeals  at  once  to  the  eye  and 
to  the  heart  and  in   broad  colors.

distant  hills.  Then  the  duel,  and  the 
slaying  of  Murray  Hammond  by  St. 
K:imo,  and  the  saving  of  the  imperious 
St.  Elmo  from  the  sheriff  by  the  lie 
of  Edna.  Next,  the  episode  where 
Edna,  in  the  house  of  St.  Elmo's 
mother,  defends  the  telltale  letter.s. 
from  the  grasp  of  Agnrs  Powell,  and 
is  wounded  by  the  adventuress — an  ad- 
venturess of  the  true  old  type.  Then 
the  scene  in  the  garden  of  the  parson- 
age, with  the  little  church  that  St. 
Elmo  built  for  Murray  Hammond  be- 
fore he  knew  of  his  friend's  treachery 
— and  here  we  get  organ  music  and 
an  Illuminated  Christ,  and  St.  Elmo's 
confession  of  love  for  the  blacksmith's 
daughter.

But  who  can  escape  the  spell?  You 
simply  have  to  swim  with  the  tide  of 
turbid  sentiment,  whether  your  reason 
approves  or  not.  It  is  so  excellently 
staged  that  you  feel  yourself  helplessly 
trandlsiitd  into  the  past,  when  people 
in  ilie  South  spoke  ij  rounded  pe- 
riods and  mane  ceremonious  gestures, 
and  commonplaces  were  made  grandilo- 
quent. The  adapter  has  used  Mrs. 
Evan.s'  language  and  adhered  as  closely 
to  the  story  as  pos.sible  in  deference 
to  her  wishes,  expressed  Just  prior  to 
her  death.  Had  he  done  otherwise  he 
would  have  laid  desecrating  hands 
upon  "ot.  Elmo."  and  our  mothers 
would  have  failed  to  recognize  their 
favorite  fictior  as  they  now  do.

I  have  previously  commented  on  the 
remarka'ilo  activity  in  the  building  of 
thiati.is.  witliln  the  past  eighteen 
months  in  New  York.

Coi)flrniatlon  of  tills  rumor  was  fur- 
nished last  week,  when  it  was  an- 
nounced that  he  had  sold  a  valuable 
piece  of  property  to  the  Shuberts.  This 
propertv  is  located  on  Broadway,  near 
Fifty-first  stieet.  No  Information  was 
forthcoming  regarding  the  use  to  be 
made  of  the  property,  and  it  is  not 
certain  that  it  Is  to  be  the  site  of  an- 
other playhouse,  although  tliis  is  gen- 
eral! v    believed   to  be   the  case. 

It  is  also  reported  that  Lee  Shubert 
Is  to  become  manager  of  the  Metropol- 
itan opera  house  next  season,  assum- 
ing the  same  dutie.«  as  those  performed 
bv  him  in  connection  with  the  New 
theater.

The  personal  appearance  of  George 
M.  Cohan  on  the  Pacific  coast  this  sea- 
son, has  created  a  furore  in  theatrical 
circles  not  noticeable  in  any  other  at- 
traction that  has  visited  the  West  In 
recnt  years.  Mr.  Cohan's  personality 
permeates  the  universe.  He  writes 
musical  comedies  over  night.  He  de- 
vises stage  business  ad  lib.  In  fact  he 
is  the  Roosevelt  of  the  stage.  Strenu- 
oslty  and  Cohan  are  synonymous,  and 
the  odd  part  of  It  all  is  that  the  Ameri- 
can public  like  it. 

Cohan  came  into  prominence  some 
seven  years  ago.  as  a  producer,  play- 
wright and  composer.  Since  then  he 
has  risen  into  international  fame;  so 
that  now  his  name  Is  quoted  as  the 
coming  writer  of  the  great  American 
play,   so    long  anticipated. 

George  M.  Cohan  may  never  write 
the  great  American  play,  but  he  has 
done  more  for  the  American  stage  than 
any  native  author.  He  writes  for  the 
masses.  He  writes  to  make  people 
laugh  and  forget  their  sorrows  and 
their  business  worries.  If  that  is  not 
missionary  work,  what   Is? 

They  say  that  George  M.  Cohan  Is 
conceited.  He  has  a  right  to  be,  al- 
though he  is  not.  George  M.  Cohan  at 
31  years  of  age  has  done  things.  He 
has  made  millons  laugh  and  inci- 
dentally has  made  millions  of  money. 
They  say  he  will  not  be  interviewed. 
Why  should  he  be?  His  Interviewers 
usually  malign  him,  and  distort  his 
words.  It  would  be  a  grand  idea  to 
have  George  M.  Cohan  interview  him- 
self, because  he  could  get  perhaps  J2 
a  word  for  the  confidential  talk;  v/rite 
it  himself,  and  make  It  as  voluminous 
i'.s  the  most  extravagant  editor  of  the 
most  popular  inagazine  could  possibly

J^lr.    Cohan   has   gone    to    the    Pacific 
coast  with    his   own   company — a  com- 
pany   organized    two    years      ago      and 
which  is  Intact  to  a  name.     It  has  made 
a  record  for  success  In  musical  comedy 
second   to    none   produced    on   this    side 
of  the  water  in  the  past  decade.  It  has 
made  a   record-breaking    success   since 
It  left  New  York,  In  so  far  as  receipts 
are  concerned,  and  Mr.  Cohan  may   be 
proud  of  his  success  on  this  lour,  which 
Is    the   first  comprehensive  one   he   has 
riiade    In    seven    years.

Houghton,  Mich..  Dec.  25. — (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — There  have  been  years 
In  the  history  of  copper  mining  In  the 
Lake  Superior  district  that,  viewed 
from  a  dividend  standpoint,  have  been 
more  .successful  than  tlie  year  just 
closed,  but  in  the  production  of  copper 
the  year  leads  all  by  a  wide  margin. 
In  othtr  respects  1909  was  a  normal 
year. 

During  the  year  there  was  produced, 
as  nearly  as  can  be  calculated  at  this 
time,  236,335,700  pounds  fine  copper, 
compared  with  222,674.918  pounds  re- 
corded in  190S,(  216,116,747  pounds  In 
1907,  229.632.608  pounds  in  1906,  and 
230,437,91*2  pounds  in  the  banner  year, 
igo."). 

The  year  opened  with  nineteen  pro- 
ducing companies,  and  closed  witli  sev- 
enteen companies,  maintaining  .i  regu- 
lar production,  the  Keweenaw  Cop- 
per company  dropping  from  the  ranks 
of  the  producers  In  March,  and  the 
Michigan  Copper  Mining  company  fol- 
lowing in  the  month  of  October. 

In  the  matter  of  dividends  disbursed 
tliere  is  small  cause  for  complaint  con- 
sidering the  prevailing  low  prices  for 
the  flnishfd  product.  The  average  price 
per  pound  realized  during  tlie  year  was 
13.31  cents,  compared  with  13.33  cents 
during  the  previous  year,  20.00  cents 
during  1907.  and  19.61  cents  during  the 
banner  dividend  year  1906,  and  i.s,  with 
two  exceptions,  the  lowest  price  record- 
ed in  ten  years.

The  growth  of  the  Industry  has  been 
remarkable  and  it  Is  doubtful  If  there 
be  another  mining  field  on  the  globe 
that  can  show  greater  advancement 
over  a  period  of  time  so  great  as  that 
in  which  the  Lake  Superior  copper 
mines  hsiv^  been  wrought.  Although 
an  English  company  made  an  attempt 
at  mining  along  the  Ontonagon  river 
In  the  southern  end  of  the  district  as 
early  as  1770,  the  history  of  copper 
mining  in  historic  times  really  begins 
with  the  org  mization,  in  1844,  «f  the 
Pittsburg  &  Boston  Mining  company, 
the  first  producer  and  also  the  first 
dividend  payer  of  the  district.  The 
company  operated  the  famous  Cliff 
mine  of  early  days. 

Progress  since  1844  has  been  steady. 
Production  at  no  time  fell  off  more 
than  10  per  cent  from  the  higli  mark 
of  any  previous  year,  and  in  sixty 
years  has  grown  from  1.505,280  pounds 
to  around  235.000.000  pounds  annually.

The  Tram- 
way shaft  has  attained  a  depth  of  2;^00 
feet  and  a  station  is  now  being  cut  on 
the  bottom  level,  preparatory  to  ex- 
ploring the  ground  at  that  depth.

A  large  sixteen-foot  suction  fan 
has  been  installed  at  the  mouth  of  the 
air  shaft  drawing  air  from  all  the 
lower  workings  and  affording  excellent 
ventilation. 

In  the  Minnie  Healey  ground  some 
remarkable  discoveries  have  been  made 
during  the  year.  Two  important  veins 
have  been  opened  up,  the  apices  of 
which  were  found  on  the  fourteenth 
level.  The  second  of  these  veins, 
about  165  feet  from  the  Tramway  shaft, 
is  partly  in  the  Tramway  and  partly 
in  the  Minnie  Healey  ground-  The 
vein  varies  from  one  to  twelve  feet 
in  width,  but  the  ore,  which  fills  the 
full  width  of  the  vein.

Bisbee,  Ariz.,  Dec.  25. — An  entirely 
new  formation  was  run  Into  at  the 
Denn-Arizona  recently  on  the  1,350 
level,  the  silica  which  has  been  the 
chief  feature  giving  way  to  lime.  This 
is  considered  a  very  fine  indication  of 
ore  to  be  encountered  shortly  by  the 
management. 

For  the  first  sixty  feet  of  the  north 
drift  on  the  1.350  the  ground  was  very 
soft,  requiring  timbering  imraediatel.v 
after  it  liad  been  cut.

Deadwood,  S.  D.,  Dec.  25. — The  Custer 
Peak  Mining  company,  which  recently 
decided   to   erect  a  treatment   plant   on 

the  ground  south  of  here,  has  con- 
tracted for  the  necessary  machinery 
and  the  mill  Is  expected  to  be  In  com- 
mission in  the  spring.  It  will  be  of 
from  forty  to  fifty  tons  a  day  capacity. 
The  product  of  the  plant  is  to  be 
shipped  to  outside  smelters.  In  the 
mine  drifting  to  the  east  on  the  250 
foot-level  is  developing  a  good  grade 
of  ore. 

It  Is  understood  that  work  on  the 
North  Homestake  mine  in  the  Maitland 
district,  wliich  was  suspended  several 
months  ago,  will  be  resumed  about  the 
first   of  the   year. 

Two  new  ledges  have  been  increased 
on  the  United  Ruby  ground  in  the 
Roubaix  district.  They  are  as  yet 
undeveloped    but    appear    promising. 

In  the  Homestake  situation  at  Lead 
the  question  of  money  benefits  which 
some  of  the  miners  say  were  promised 
in  regular  weekly  amounts  by  the 
Western  Federation,  but  which  they 
have  not  received.

Bet- 
ter still  than  the  assurance  was  a  sum 
of  money  which  accompanied  it  as  an 
earnest  of  good  faith.  Development 
win  be  recommenced  at  once  at  the 
point  where  it  was  compelled  to  be 
su.spended  at  the  time  of  the  panic  of 
1907. 

The  Lampazos  Silver  Mines  property 
consists  of  150  pertenencles  situated 
near  Moctezuma  and  ad.ioinlng  the 
famous  Lampazos  property  of  Senor 
Lopez,  which  la  one  of  the  richest  and 
most  famous  mines  of  Mexico.  Up  to 
this  time  shallow  tunnels  and  a  shaft 
have  been  the  only  workings,  the  shaft 
being  110  feet  deep.

The 
past  12  months  have  been  notaI>Ie.  epoch- 
making  and  thrilling  In  signalizing  tho 
puccefislvo  triumphs  of  man  over  matter,  j 
Science  has  made  marked  advances  and 
each  day  revealed  new  possibilities  In 
overcoming  those  forces  which  so  long 
baffled  the  most  noted  scientists  of  the 
world.  The  conquest  of  the  air;  the  per- 
fection of  the  submarine  craft  t  the  dls- 
covery  of  the  North  Pole;  the  thrilling 
experience  of  an  English  explorer  who 
got  within  100  miles  of  the  South  Pole, 
the  lannchlng  of  the  most  formidable 
fighting  ship  in  the  world  and  new  speed 
nnd  endurance  records  In  every  field  of 
sport  are  n  few  of  the  events  whkb 
will  «o  far  toward  making  the  year  IWO 
one  of  the   most   notable   In   the   worlds 

history.  ,      _^ 

Of  course,  the  claims  of  rival  explorers 
-Commander  Robert  E.  Peary  and  Dr. 
Frederick  A.  Cook-for  polar  honors  and 
the  notable  advances  in  the  science  of 
aviation  overshadow  all  other  achieve- 
ments In  the  world's  calendar,  causing 
them  to  pale  into  Insignltlcance.  In  this 
article,  however,  an  endeavor  will  be 
made  to  give  a  general  resume  of  the 
tremendous  strides  in  the  nine  years 
since  the  twencieth  century  dawned,  and 
especially  in  the  12  months  Just  closing. 

Within  the  past  year  the  Frozen  North, 
whose  gates  have  been  so  securely  locked 
as  to  resist  the  numerous  daring  attempts 
made  within  a  period  of  400  years  to 
force    them.    Lave   been   opened,    and    two 


men— both  Americans— vehemently  pro- 
claimed that  each  was  the  first  to  plant 
the  Stars  and  Stripes  at  this  long-sought 
goal.  The  claims  of  Commander  Peary 
have  been  passed  upon  by  the  foremost 
scientific  body  in  America  nnd  our  gov- 
ernment recognizes  In  him.  Its  servant, 
the  real  discoverer  of  the  Po'e.  Dr. 
Cook  has  been  so  unfortunate  as  to  come 
under  the  ban  of  suspicion,  and  many 
charges  have  been  made  against  h'.m, 
all  of  which  tend  to  lessen  the  glory 
that  for  a  time  wns  his  alone.  _  Rut  In 
any  event,  whether  Cook  is  a  charlatan 
or  tho  most  sinned  against  hero  In  the 
history  of  the  world,  the  fact  remains— 
the  Pole  is  ours— a  statement  accepted 
without  question  by  every  civilized  na- 
tion In  the  world- 

But  n  few  short  weeks  before  that 
thrilling  messuge  flashed  over  the  wires 
of  the  world  announcing  the  discovery  of 
the  North  Pole,  word  came  that  Lieuten- 
ant Sharkleton,  of  the  British  Navy,  nnd 
a  band  of  faithful  fillotvers.  had  gotten 
within  liy  miles  of  the  South  Pole.  A 
day  or  two  Inter  a  more  detailed  account 
of  the  experiences  or  this  little  %and 
came,  and  for  heroism,  privation,  suffer- 
ing and  every  sacrifice  known  to  man 
their  narrative  exceeded  anything  of  a 
like  nature  In  the  history  of  the  world. 
There  was  nothing  In  the  tales  related  by 
Peary  and  Cook  thiit  approached  that  of 
this  sturdy  young  Briton.  Instead  of 
making  his  way  over  smooth  ice  fields  on 
dog  sleds  ho  and  his  men  were  compelled 
to  nick  their  way  over  mountainous  gia- 
ciers.  through  canyons  of  ice  and  snow 
arid  skirt  the  brinks  of  deep  nnd  forbid- 
ding  precipices.  In  many  cases  one  false 
step  would  have  meant  a   horrible   death. 


yet  withal  they  penetrated  to  the  farthest 
south,  and  profiting  by  this  experience, 
they  assert  that  they  will  make  still  an- 
other dash  aud  reach  the  long-coveted 
goal. 

Of  course  tho  discovery  of  the  two 
pole:*  means  much  to  science,  and  the 
world  at  large  was  intensely  Interested 
In  the  respective  narratives  of  these  In- 
trepid explorers,  but  now  that  the  first 
flush  of  excitement  has  passed,  even  in- 
terest In  the  bitterly  contested  contro- 
versy between  Peary  nnd  Cook  has  begun 
to  wane  and  the  average  reader  of  news- 
papers asks:  "Now  that  we  own  the 
polo    what   shall   we  do  with  it?" 

Of   far   greater   Interest  to  the  average 
man    and    woman    are    the    feats    of    the 
little   band    of    bird    men    who    have    mas- 
tered  the  currents  of  the  air  nnd   so  set 
their  planes  'bat  they  fly  aloft  and   skim 
through    the   air   with    all    the   grace   nnd 
speed  of  fast   winging  eagles.     Here,  too, 
America  comes  to  the  front,  as  tlie  Wright 
brothers- Wilbur  and   Orville— have  done 
•  more      owards    perfecting    aviation    than 
any   other   two   men   in   the    world.      Glen 
H.  Curtlss,  another  American;  Henry  Far- 
m.an,    an    Englishman,    and    Louis    Bleriot. 
a    Frenchman,    form    the    quintette    that 
st.iiids   head   rnd   shouldars  over   ail   com- 
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petltors  In  mastering  the  nlr  currents. 

At  the  International  Air  Ship  meet  at 
Rhelms,  France,  lost  August,  all  aviation 
records  were  broken,  although  they  did 
not  discount  Blerlot's  feat  In  flying 
across  the  English  Channel  and  the  rec- 
ords established  by  the  Wright  brothers  In 
America.  Farman  flew  the  greatest  dis- 
tance ever  covered  In  a  continuous  flght 
In  an  seroplane.  His  flight  Is  offlclaliy 
recorded  as  118.00.  which  was  coverea 
In  3  hours  4  minutes  W5  2-3  seconds.  This 
world  beating  achievement  won  for  tar- 
maa  the  $10,000  priEe. 

America  was  represented  at  this  meet 
by  Curtiss.  who  established  a  world's  rec- 
ord for  the  fastest  flight  when  he  covered 
18  3-5  miles  in  23  minutes  29  1-5  seconds, 
or  at  a  s.ieed  of  nearty  fifty  miles  an 
hour.  For  this  achievement  Curtlss  was 
awarded  the  ?4,000  cash  prize  nnd  the 
Internntiouai  Cup.  At  this  meet  Hubert 
Latham  reached  the  greatest  height,  490 
feet.      Since    'hen.    however.    Latham    has 


exceeded  these  figures,  soaring  to  a  height 
of  1,230  feet,  while  Orville  Wright  at 
Berlin   rose  to  a   height  of  1,600  feet. 

The    Wright    brothers   have    been    loath 
to  enter   any   contest    where   prizes   were 
at   stake;   yet   whenever  they   heard   of  a 
new   record    being   established    they    went 
quietly  to  work  and  smashed   It,  thereby 
maintaining  their  lead  in  the  forefront  of 
the   worlds     greatest     aviators.       Wilbur 
Wright's  fiight  from  Governors  Island,  at 
the  lower  end  of  Manhattan,  up  the  Hud- 
son   Klver,    to   a    point    opposite    Grants 
tomb,    where    he    turned,    encircling    the 
armada    of    the    world's     warships     here 
gathered    for   the   Hudson-Fulton    celebra- 
tion,  gave   New  York   Its  first  real   taste 
of  the  airship  game,   since  which  time  It 
thirsts    for    more.    New    York    Is    airship 
mad    and    scores    of    wealthy     men    and 
women,    thing    of    the    automobile    erase, 
have  gone  lu  for  aviation  with  might  and 
main.  ^  , 

Less   than   10  years  ago.    when   one   or 


the  ocean     greyhounds     plying     between 
here  and  English   ports  made  the  voyage 
In  aeven  days,   the  feat   was   heralded   as 
little    short   of    marvelous,    for    less    than 
100  years  ago  it  required  at  least  30  days 
to    cross    the    Atlantic.     Within    the    past 
decade   the   time   has   been   shortened    l)y 
seconds,    minutes,    hours   nnd    days,    until 
now  we  have  In  truth  the  four-day  boat. 
This  Is  all  the  more  remarkable  when   it 
Is    recalled   that    In    the   Bumm«r   of    1883 
the  first  10-day  boat  docked  at  New  York. 
In    1907  the   first   five-day   boat  appeared. 
But  on    September   3   last    the   giant   Ca- 
nard  steamship    Lusltanla   completed  the 
voyage   from    Daunts    Rock    Lightship    to 
the     Ambrose     Channel     Lightship— over 
which   all    ocean    records   are   computed  — 
In  4  days  11  hours  and  42  minutes.    This 
trip    clipped    three    hours    from    the    best 
previous  record,   which  was  made  by  the 
Mauretanla.    her  sister  ship.    Since  then, 
however,   the  Mauretanla     has     regained 
her    lost    laurels   and    now    holds    nil    rec- 
ords   over    this,    the    short     or     Bummer 
course. 

While     countless     new     records      were 
being   made  on    land   nnd  sea  and   in   the 
air.    equally    startling    feats    were    being 
accomplished     beneath   the    waters.     The 
Octopus,  a  submarine  built  for  the  United 
States  Navy,  broke  the  world's  record  on 
May  22  last  by  reaching  the   remarkable 
speed    of    more    than    11    knots    an    hour 
under  water.    According  to  the  official  re- 
port, the  Octopus*  time  was  three  knots 
better    than    the     previous     best    record, 
made   by   a   British  submarine  last  year. 
Then,  too.  the  Octopus  underwent  a  div- 
ing  test,   plunging   throngh   the   water   at 
an  angle"  of  eight  degrees  to  a  depth  of 
26  feet  in  a  fraction  less  than  40  seconds. 
The    next    best    record    In    this    test    was 
made  by  the  Fulton,  a  sister  sh  p  of  the 
Octopus.      In    addition    to   these     maneu- 
vers,   the    Octopus,    while    going    at    full 


speed  on  the  surface,  dived  to  a  depth 
of  20  feet  In  4  minutes  and  20  aeconda, 
beating  the  best  previous  time. 

In  connection  with  the  achievement*  of 
the  Octopus  the  name  of  Lieut.   Kenneth 
Whiting,    an  Amor'.cau  nava!  cflicer,  stands 
boldly  forth.   While  in  the  harbor  of  Manila 
last  August  he  demonstrated  that  It  wa» 
possible  to  escape  from  a  submerged  8al>- 
marine    by    being    shot    to      the    surface 
through  a  torpedo  tube.    His  feat  was  no 
less   heroic   or   daring   than    that   of   Con- 
gressman   Richmond   Pearson    Hobson,  th« 
hero  of  the  Merrlmac  and  one  of  the  real 
heroes  of  the  Spanish-American   War.    It 
Is  confidently  expected   that   Congres*  at 
its  present  session   will  vote  a   medal  to 
Whiting,    for    Ills  daring   feat    has   shown 
his    brother   ofllcers   and   the    men    under 
them  a  means  of  escape  from  one  of  the 
most  horrible  of  all  deaths. 

While  treating  of  new  records  In  the 
Navy  It  might  be  well  to  mention  the 
recent  trial  trip  of  the  battleship  North 
Dakota,  the  most  formidable  super-Dread- 
nought afloat.  This  20,000-ton  fighting 
engine  developed  a  maximum  speed  of 
22.25  knots  nnd  35,180  horsepower,  far 
eci:pslng  the  record  of  her  sister  ship, 
the  Delaware,  which  had  her  trials  over 
the  same  course  on  October  22.  Not  even 
the  Neptune,  the  great  super-Dreadnought 
Just  launched  for  the  British  Navy,  Is 
likely  to  equal  her.  and  the  Bcllcropbon, 
the  queen  of  the  British  Navy  at  the 
present  time,  la  completely  outclassed  In 
every   particular. 

But  there  Is  In  course  of  eonstroctlon 
at  the  New  York  Navy  Yard,  however,  a 
battleship  for  our  Na^T  whh  h  Is  de- 
signed to  eclipse  even  the  North  Dakota. 
The  Florida— as  this  huge  mass  of  steel 
and  iron  will  be  christened  when  launched 
next  spiing— will  be  the  largest,  fastest 
and  most  powerful  of  all  battleships. 
She  Is  to  be  equipped  with  the  most 
formidable  guns  of  any  ship  In  the  entlr* 
world. 
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IN  such  i:i!.ld-lire  order  l.ave  evH::t.- 
that  startled  the  scientific  world 
crowded  upon  each  other  within  the 
lirst  decade  of  this  century  that  pre- 
dictions are  confidently  made  that 
others  of  even  greater  '"^Hortance  In 
every  field  of  endeavor  wl  1  shortlj  fol 
low  With  aviation  brought  up  to  its 
present     high     state     of     perfection;     the 

North  Pole  and  Its  «"<^V'^-'"iS  /f  ,,f.f' j 
brought  within  the  domain  of  the  United 
States-  a  path  beaten  to  the  very  thresh- 
old of'  the  South  Pole;  the  United  States 
Navy  leading  the  world  in  the  maneuvers 
of  the  submarlue  craft,  and  at  the  same 
time  fast  building  the  most  'ormldab  e 
battleship  of  the  Dreadnought  type  the 
civilized  world  ever  dreamed  «'.  j-"*  ""'« 
remains  to  be  told  of  man's  achievement 
within  the  past  few  years  and  montl^s. 

Some  of  those  whose  faith  Is  still  un- 
shaken will  tell  you  that,  aside  from 
being  the  first  to  reach  the  North  l  ole. 
Dr.  Frederick  A.  Cook  scaled  the  sum- 
mit of  Mount  McKlnley.  But  others  will  \ 
recall  the  recent  scene  at  a  little  town  In 
Montana,  where  the  explorer  aud  moun- 
tain-climber was  confronted  by  an  angry 
audience,  among  whom  were  the  two 
guides  who  accompanied  him  up  the  side 
of  Mount  McKiuley  and  then  denounced 
him  as  an  Impostor.  For  these  reasons 
we  v.  11 1  diiimlss  Dr.  Cook  from  our  delib- 
erations and  turn  to  the  Dnke  of  the 
Abruzzl.  noted  scientist,  explorer  nnd 
mountain-climber,  aud  last,  but  not  least, 
suitor  for  the  baud  of  the  charming  Kath- 
erine  Elkins,  daughter  of  West  Vli" 
ginla's    senator. 

Last  July  the  Duke  of  the  Abrnazl. 
cousin  of  Italy's  King,  and  an  admiral  In 
bis  navy,  attained  the  highest  altitude 
ever  reached  by  man  when  he  scaled  the 
sides  of  Mount  Goodwlu-Austen.  In  the 
Himalayas.  After  taking  bis  reckculags. 
the  Duke  and  his  band  of  Italian  fol- 
lowers found  they  had  attained  an  alti- 
tude of  2-l,(3U0  feet.    The  mountain  to  28,- 


250  feet  high.  The  best  previous  record 
for  altitude  was  made  by  W.  Graham,  In 
1S83,  when  he  climbed  to  the  peak  of. 
Mount  Kabaru,  In  the  Himalayas,  a 
height  of  24.015  feet.  Mount  Goodwin- 
Austen  Is  the  second  highest  peak  in  the 
world.  Mount  Everest  topp'ng  It  by  750 
feet,  thus  showing  that  the  Duke  and  his 
party  were  3.650  feet  from  the  summit  of 
.Mount  Goodwlu-Austen  when  they  turneJ 
back. 

Few  of  us  fall  to  recall  the  eclat  with 
which  Nellie  Bly  was  received  when,  after 
ma'iing  a  ,trip  arouud  the  world  for  the 
New  York  World,  her  time  was  announced 
as  sixty-seven  days.  This  was  In  1890, 
nnd  site,  the;  her  flgures  have  been 
smashed  to  smithereens.  The  time  was 
gradually  lowered  to  forty-three  days, 
where  the  record  stood  until  last  August, 
wheu  Walter  Drew  and  John  Munich. 
New  York  school  boys,  encircled  the 
globe  lu  forty-one  days  and  eight  honrs. 
Every  boy  ot  twenty  years  ago  read 
Jules  Verne's  "Around  the  World  In 
Eighty  Days,"  nnd  then  this  book  was 
looked  upon  us  quite  as  remarkable  a 
bit  of  flctloa  as  this  authors  "Twenty 
Thousand  Leagues  Under  the  Sea." 
Verne's  fictional  time  limit  was  cut  down 
nearly  one-holf  "oy  these  two  youngsters. 
Within  the  year  1900  the  first  real  and 
practical  test  of  wireless  telegraphy  has 
been  demonstrated,  and  today  "C.  <j.  D." 


Is  a  household  word.  Only  eleven  years 
have  elapsed  sl.ice  wlroless  telegraphy 
was  Invented,  and  only  six  years  ago  the 
first  messages  were  exchanged  across  the 
Atlantic  between  Cape  Breton  and  Corn- 
wall. Within  the  past  year  the  globe 
has  been  dotted  with  wireless  stations, 
until  news  dispatches  ore  now  received 
from  points,  no  matter  how  remote.  But 
It  was  the  wre».k  of  the  steamship  Re- 
public last  January  which  really  brought 
wireless  telegraphy  so  prominently  to  the 
front.  la  the  little  box-like  cabin  on 
the  deck  of  this  ship,  after  she  had  been 
rammed  by  the  Florida  Jack  Binns  stuck 
to  his  post  and  flashed  ont  his  "C.  Q.  D.," 
which  ultimately  brought  relief  and  saved 
the  lives  of  tho  soveral  hundred  men  and 
women  on  board  both  ships. 

The  practicability  of  wireless  telephony 
has  been  amply  verified,  and  It  Is  only  a 
question  of  time  when  this  form  of  coni- 
municatiou  will  be  perfected  and  become 
as  general  in  use  as  wireless  telegraphy. 

In  looking  ahead  scientists  tell  us  that 
we  are  on  the  vei-y  brink  of  many  Im- 
portant discoveries.  For  Instance,  Wil- 
liam Marconi.  Inventor  of  the  wireless 
tel3grapb,  declares  that  all  rapid  transit 


will  be  made  by  airship  within  the  next 
fifty  years  nnd  that  the  storage  battery 
will  ultimately  take  the  place  of  coal  aad 
fire  aud    water. 

Dr.  H.  Lee  De  Forrest  Is  another  advo- 
cate of  the  wireless  telephone.  In  a  recent 
magazine  article  the  inventor  said  that 
within  the  next  few  years  persons  will 
be  able  to  talk  "arouad  the  world"  by 
means  of  this  Inveutlon.  He  admits  that 
It  will  be  necessary  to  use  relays,  but 
he  thinks  that  only  delays  of  a  few  sec- 
onds will  arise  from  this  Interruption. 
He  thinks  that  the  greatest  use  to  which 
the  wireless  telephone  will  be  put  will  be 
on  ship  Iward.  Dr.  De  Forrest  predicts 
that  every  steamship  will  be  thus 
equipped  within  a  few  years  ar.d  that  It 
will    overshadow    wireless    telegraphy. 

In  the  course  of  a  recent  interview  ne 
said:  "Within  the  next  50  years  coal  will 
cease  to  be  our  only  nource  of  energy,  it 
may  be  that  helium,  which  Professor 
Omes  has  succeeded  in  liquefying  at  the 
Incredible  temperature  of  450  degrees  be- 
low zero,  may  lead  the  way  to  an  unsus- 
pected source  of  energy  and  heat  I*er- 
sonally,  1  believe  the  homesaing  of  the 
sun's  rays  will  be  th«  next  big  sclenUflo 


feat." 

He  further  thinks  that  the  wasted  euer- 
gy  In  coal,  as  now  used,  may.  In  the  In- 
terval, be  lirought  to  do  Its  work  and  so 
bring  about  the  monster  storage  Ijattery 
sooner  than  we  expect,  Thomas  A.  Edi- 
son shares  this  belief.  "Within  a  few 
vars."  the  Wizard  said,  "electricity  will 
run  the  world.  Electricity  will  be  the 
great  force  of  the  future." 

So  many  converts  have  been  won  over 
to  the  science  of  telepathy  that  few  were 
surprised  when  Bishop  Samuel  bellows, 
of  the  Reformed  Episcopal  Church  pre- 
dicted that  we  win  soon  be  enabled  to 
talk  with  spirits  with  the  ease  that  we 
now  converse  with  material  persons.  Ho 
i.  a  firm  believer  In  psychic  phenomena 
and  Indignantly  scouts  the  c^^ges  of 
buncombe  so  freely  made  by  those  not 
so  deeply  Impressed  with  psycho  ogy  and 
all  its  weird  and  uncanny  tenets  Pro. 
fessor  James  S  Hyslop,  of  New  York,  Is 
another  firm  believer  in  psyche  forces, 
nnd  he  has  written  many  important 
treatises  on  this  interesting  topic.  A 
number  of  delvers  into  the  occult  go  so 
far  as  to  predict  telepathy  will  eventually 
supplant  the  telegraph-wire  and  wlr^ 
less— and  that  mental  telepathy  will  be 
the  universal  means  of  communication. 

The  medical  world  Is  greatly  interested 
at  the  present  time  in  the  demonstrations 
lu  painless  surgery  made  by  Prof.  Thomas 
Jonueseo.    and    eminent   surgeon    of    Rou- 
mania.    Profeseor  Jonnesco  discovered  sto- 
valne.    a    combination    of    drugs    that    so 
deadens  the  sense  of  pain  that  the  use  of 
anaesthetics  is   unnecessary   in  the   most 
delicate    aud    serious    of    surgical    opera- 
tions. _•  _^     i„ 
When     Professor    Jonnesco    arrived     in 
New    York    early    In    December    some    of 
our   most    eminent    surgeons    were    prone 
to  scoff  at  his  claims  for  stovalne.     Two 
weeks   later    be  gave   a    public   clinic   at 
the   Hospital   for  Crippled   and    Ruptured 
Children,    in     New      York,    that      amply 
proved  all  he  claimed. 

The  actual  operative  work  was  not  done 
by  I»rofe8sor  Jonnnsco.    He  prescribed  the 


doses  of  the  stovalne  nnd  administered 
thein  hypodermically  between  the  twelfth 
dorsal  and  the  first  lumbar  vertebr.ie. 
The  first  patient  was  a  boy  of  four  and 
a  half  years,  who  was  suffering  from 
paralysis.  In  a  few  minutes  the  patient 
became  temporarily  paralyzed  below  the 
point  of  Injection.  Hla  Inaction  was  so 
complete  that  It  was  unnecessary  to 
fasten  his  nether  limbs  to  the  operating 
table.  His  bauds  were  tied,  to  prevent 
his  Interfering  with  the  operating  surg- 
eon, and  the  operation  went  on  to  a  suc- 
cessful   term'.nation. 

The  second  operation  was  that  of  a 
girl  afflicted  with  a  club  foot.  She  was 
successfully  operated  upon,  as  was  a  boy 
suffering  with  hernia,  and  each  patient 
watched  with  Interest  the  work  of  the 
surgeon  and  did  not  feel  one  twinge  of 
pain.  The  last  person  used  as  a  demon- 
strating medium  was  a  woman  38  years 
old,  suffering  with  a  fracture  ^f  the 
neck  of  the  femur,  which  was  reduced  by 
a  surgeon  after  Professor  Jonnesco  had 
Injected  his  stovalne.  None  of  the  pa- 
tients showed  the  least  signs  of  distress, 
and  all  of  the  50  medical  men  present 
acknowledged  that  the  day  of  painless 
surgery  had  arrlved- 

Practlcal  railroad  men  and  scientists 
tell  us  that  with  the  perfection  of  the 
monoraU  system  surface  transportation 
will  be  revolutionized  In  the  near  future. 
The  lessening  of  friction  two  to  one  wUl 
materUilly  add  to  the  speed  attained, 
and  already  the  demonstrations  conclus- 
ively show  that  this  mode  of  travel  is 
far  safer  than  on  trains  where  two  tracks 
are  used.  The  hanging  train  Is  another 
plan  that  has  long  been  under  advise- 
ment, and  one  road  Is  so  constructed  in 
Germany,  it  U  to  be  attempted  here  by 
a  company  Just  incorporated. 

So  many  tests  have  been  made  with 
high  explosives  and  such  marvelous 
results  have  been  attained  that  there  Is 
no  end  to  the  prognostications  as  to  fu- 
ture warfare.  If  all  to  realized,  as  predict- 
ed, wars  of  the  future  will  be  grim,  noise- 
less encounters,  whereby  entire  dties  and 


urmlos  will  be  completely  annihilated  with 
one  discharge  of  the  terrible  engines  of 
war  now  foreseen.  Strange  as  it  may 
seem,  the  most  optliuistic  of  aviators  ad- 
mit the  present  type  of  airship  can  have 
no  place  In  warfare,  unless  It  is  of  the 
dhigllile  balloon  pattern.  Count  Zeppelin, 
by  his  long-sustained  flights,  has  shown 
just  what  place  th  s  type  of  Kky  c  raft 
will  occupy  In  battles  to  come;  but  the 
heavier-than-alr  ship  is  in  too  embryonic 
a  state  yet  to  be  considered  a  factor. 

With  the  marvelous  feats  accomplished 
In  engineering  within  the  past  decade, 
there  is  no  limit  to  the  achievements  that 
may  be  looked  forward  to.  Tunnelling, 
bridge  work  and  the  harnessing  of  the 
waterways  of  this  country  have  all  gone 
forward  with  such  rapid  strides  that  lay- 
men cease  to  express  wondcror  surprise 
when  each  new  and  startling  feat  Is  pro- 
claimed. Methods  that  were  Introduced 
in  the  construction  of  the  modern  sky- 
scraper 10  years  ago  are  now  obsolete,  and 
each  day  some  new  contrivance  appears 
which  lessens  the  work  of  man  and  brings 
forth  results  almost  sUrtling  in  the  dar- 
ing of  their  conception.  Comprt-ssed  air 
and  electricity  have  become  so  nnlversai 
for  construction  purposes  that  mechanical 
and  electrical  engineers  now  predict  that 
the  building  of  the  future  will  be  erected 
by  one  tenth  the  number  of  men  now 
employed  on  a  structure. 

Meanwhile,    prophecies   are   being    reck- 
lessly made,   many  of  them  as  seemingly 
Impossible    and    Improbable    to    the    more 
prosaic   of   us  as    were   those   of    Mother 
Shlpton,    which    our   forefathers   received 
with     sttouts    of    derision.      Fortunately, 
perhaps,   for  some  of  the  more  optimistic 
of    our    most    noted    scientists,    we    have 
long  since  ceased   to   believe   In    witches, 
nnd   with  the  march  of  civilization  going 
steadily    forward    there    Is    no    danger   of 
i  binding  them   to  the  stake  and   applying 
1  the    torch.     But    at    that   some    «)f    their 
!  prophecies    are    weird    aud    nncnnuy    and 
I  apparently    as    far-fetched     as     some    of 
Mother  Shlpton'a.     But—    Who  can  teUI 
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THE  LEAVEN  OF  CHRISTMAS. 

What  a  world  this  would  be  without  Christmas! 
For  in  that  sweet  and  tender  interval,  no  matter 
how  selfish  and  self-centered  people  are  all  the  rest 
of  the  year,  the  leaven  of  the  Christmas  spirit 
works  a  magic  upon  humanity  that  brings  us  all 
to  the  innocent  level  of  childhood. 

There  is  something  extremely  fitting  about  the 
likening  of  the  spirit  of  Christianity  to  the  spirit 
of  childhood.  The  real  spirit  of  Christmas,  too,  is 
to  be  found  in  the  heart  of  a  child,  and  except  we 
become  as  little  children,  we  cannot  share  that 
spirit  and  realize  the  glory  and  splendor  and  charm 
of  the  holiday. 

Christmas  has  its  abuses,  but  they  have  had 
altogether  too  much  consideration  and  have  been 
given  altogether  too  much  emphasis.  A  holiday  or 
an  institution  is  to  be  judged  by  its  spirit  and  by 
its  excellences  and  not  by  its  abuses,  unless  these 
usurp  wholly  the  place  of  its  proper  spirit;  and 
that  hasn't  happened  to  Christmas. 

The  rest  of  the  year  most  of  us  plod  along  our 
several  ways,  thoughts  centered  upon  ourselves  and 
our  fortunes,  good  or  bad,  the  hard  crust  of  selfish- 
ness growing  thicker  around  our  hearts,  shutting 
out  the  appeal  of  human  brotherhood  and  of 
humanity  in  distress.  Occasionally  a  birthday  or 
an  anniversary  with  tender  significance  interrupts 
that  sodden  course;  but  in  general  it  i?  that  way 
with   most   throughout   the  year. 

And  then  comes  Christmas,  with  its  spirit  of  re- 
membrance, of  giving:  and  lo!  what  a  change!  The 
thoughts  that  have  been  self-centered  so  long  turn 
outward,  and  breaking  down  that  crust  of  selfish- 
ness open  the  way  for  the  warmth  of  human 
brotherhood,  which  warms  the  cockles  of  the  heart. 
We  think  of  others,  and  we  know  that  others  are 
thinking  of  us.  Christmas  giving  is  no  cold  per- 
functory formality;  it  is  merely  the  outward  evi- 
dence of  an  outpouring  of  affectionate  remembrance 
Its  values  lies  never  in  the  intrinsic  worth  of  the 
gifts,  but  always  in  the  good  will  and  love  that 
speeds  them  on  their  way. 

For  a  season  thoughts  of  self  give  way  to 
thoughts  of  others.  Selfishness  vanishes  like  magic 
at  the  entrance  of  the  Christmas  spirit.  The  charm 
of  Christmas  lies  in  this  tender  outpouring  of  unsel- 
fish regard. 

Though  the  deeper  significance  of  the  day  as 
the  precious  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Christ 
often  seems  to  be  overlooked,  it  is  a  vital  part  of 
the  Christmas  spirit  nevertheless.  It  is  in  His 
name  that  humanity  ceases  to  be  selfish,  for  a  day, 
and  longs  to  make  others  glad.  It  is  in  His  name 
that  human  hearts  burst  the  constricting  bonds  of 
the  year-old  crust  of  selfishness,  and  give  forth 
their  warmth  in  full  measure.  Christmas  finds  its 
holiness  and  charm  in  its  association  with  Him  who 
said  "Whatsoever  ye  would  that  men  should  do  to 
you,  do  ye  even  so  to  them;"  and  "Except  ye  be 
converted  and  become  as  a  little  child  ye  shall  in 
no  wise  enter  the  kingdom  of  Heaven."  Christ- 
mas is  the  sign  of  that  coming  time  when  all  human 
problems  shall  be  solved  because  men  have  found 
the  emptiness  and  vanity  of  self-seeking,  and  the 
glory  and  peace  of  service  to  others;  of  that  time 
when  humanity,  become  as  little  children,  shall 
enter  into  the  kingdom  of  Heaven. 


THE  PROPHYLACTICIAN. 

On  several  occasions  in  recent  years  this  news- 
paper has  in  passing  given  approval  to  the  plan  of 
employing  physicians  to  keep  people  well,  instead 
of  the  plan  of  employing  them  only  to  make  people 
well  after  they  have  become  ill.  It  has  seeme^  to 
us  that  the  physician  could  be  made  of  ten  times 
more  use  to  society  in  this  way  than  he  can  when 
he  is  called  at  the  eleventh  hour  to  lock  the  stable 
door  after  the  horse  has  been  stolen. 

Therefore  it  is  comforting  to  note  that  Dr. 
Woods  Hutchinson,  the  eminent  physician  whose 
sound  and  wise  advice  has  become  a  popular  fea- 
ture in  many  magazines,  is  expressing  the  same 
idea  exactly,  and  that  in  a  recent  paper  delivered 
to  members  of  his  great  profession  he  devoted  him- 
self to  the  advocacy  of  the  plan. 

The  advantage  of  the  prophylactic  system  of 
employing  your  physician  is  that  he  tells  you  how 
to  live  in  order  to  keep  well,  and  if  his  advice  is 
sound  and  you  follow  it,  you  ought  not  to  be  sick 
at  all.  It  ought  to  be  possible,  by  consistent  fol- 
lowing of  a  reasonable  system  of  living,  so  to  up- 
build the  system  that  it  will  throw  off  even  the 
germs  of  contagious  disease,  thus  guarding  at  once 
against  the  enemies  from  within  and  the  enemies 
from   without.      Of   course    that    wouldn't    happen 


if  yoa  paid  a  doctor  to  tell  you  how  to  live,  and 
then  lived  as  you  saw  fit.  The  advice  wouldn't 
be  worth  a  cent  if  you  didn't  follow  it.  But  it 
should  be  possible  for  everybody,  given  the  right 
kind  of  advice — which  would  include  advice  as  to 
mental  habits  as  well  as  physical  habits,  as  to  mind 
poise  as  well  as  physical  poise — and  the  determina- 
tion to  follaw  it,  to  build  up  a  bodily  system  that 
would  make  for  health,  sanity  and  efficiency. 

The  Chinese,  as  you  have  often  heard,  do  some- 
thing like  this.  They  pay  their  doctors  only  so 
long  as  they  keep  them  well,  and  when  they  get 
sick  the  pa/  stops.  That  would  hardly  be  fair, 
perhaps,  in  the  case  of  a  man  who  followed  his 
appetites  without  stint  and  who  forgot  his  doc- 
tor's advice  in  the  presence  of  his  own  greed;  cer- 
tainly it  would  not  be  fair  to  the  doctor.  But 
neither  is  it  fair  that  it  should  be  to  the  doctor's 
interest  to  have  us  sick,  as  it  is  now,  because  unless 
we  get  sick  he  earns  no  money.  II  is  a  great  credit 
to  the  profession  of  medicine  that  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  doctors  reap  their  harvest  out  of  the 
miseries  of  others,  and  that  the  more  sickness  there 
is  the  greater  the  doctor's  profits,  the  profession 
as  a  whole  devotes  itself  earnestly  and  single- 
mindedly  to  the  abolition  and  cure  of  disease.  The 
great  work  that  has  been  done  and  is  still  being 
done  toward  the  defeat  of  typhoid  fever,  consump- 
tion and  other  great  plagues  has  been  initiated  by 
physicians,  and  physicians  form  its  standing  army. 

But  if  you  retain  a  doctor  permanently  on  a  con- 
tract system,  to  keep  you  well  by  frequent  physical 
examinations,  by  inspection  of  household  hygiene, 
and  by  the  administration  of  rational  advice  as  to 
habits  of  living,  it  would  be  a  very  profitable  in- 
vestment to  you — providing,  of  course,  you  had 
sense  enough  to  heed  the  advice  thus  purchased. 
Certainly  it  would  be  a  great  deal  better  than  wait- 
ing until  you  get  very  sick  before  calling  in  the 
doctor. 
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THE  UNREFINED  "PROVINCES." 

Says  Life,  in  the  course  of  a  criticism  of  a  New 
York  play:  "Mr.  Cyril  Scott  is  an  excellent  light 
comedian,  and  has  lost  none  of  the  attractive  youth- 
fulness  of  appearance,  but  his  methods  have  be- 
come slightly  coarse  and  more  boisterous  and  not 
quite  so  refined  as  they  used  to  be.  Some  of  this 
doubtless  lies  in  his  conception  of  the  part,  but 
more  of  it  no  doubt  comes  from  the  effect  that 
road-touring  in  America  seems  to  have  on  a  great 
many  persons  of  the  stage." 

For  pity's  sake,  what  can  Life  mean  by  this? 
Is  the  vast  expanse  of  the  country  outside  Manhat- 
tan island  expected  to  feel  a  shocked  sense  of  con- 
tgtion  for  the  havoc  its  crudities  work  upon  the 
refinement  of  actors  from  the  metropolis?  Does 
Life  mean  that  to  achieve  and  maintain  the  utmost 
heights  of  refinement,  delicacy  and  subtlety  it  is 
necessary  for  actors  to  remain  in  New  York?  Does 
it  mean  that  if,  having  achieved  the  aforesaid  deli- 
cacy, refinement  and  subtlety,  an  actor  ventures 
upon  a  road-tour  and  presents  himself  before  the 
audiences  of  Chicago,  Duluth,  Atlanta,  Washing- 
ton, Spokane  and  Cedar  Rapids,  he  must  expect  to 
have  the  fine  edges  of  these  qualities  blunted  by 
contact  with  the  grossness  that  prevails  every- 
where except  in  New  York? 

Really,  Life  should  be  more  explicit.  If  it  holds 
such  a  belief  about  the  vague,  dim  and  negligible 
desert  of  humanity  that  shows  its  sodden  brutal- 
ity by  refusing  to  live  in  New  York,  it  should  state 
it  in  positive  terms,  giving  the  pyschological  and 
pathological  reasoning  that  supports  it. 

There  are  people  in  New  York  so  absurdly  insu- 
lar and  provincial  that  they  fancy  that  nothing 
worth  while  can  exist  elsewhere.  To  such  people 
the  United  States  of  America,  a  broad  expanse  of 
many  climes  and  many  stages  of  civilization  and 
culture,  is  lumped  under  the  contemptuous  term  of 
"the  provinces."  That  is  a  cheap  species  of  cul- 
tural cant  that  one  might  expect  to  hear  in  the 
near-smart  convcrsation^of  a  shoddy.  near-Bohe- 
mian circle  such  as  those  which  many  New  Yorkers 
— and  many  "provincials,"  too — believe  to  be  the 
real  New  York;  but  it  is  a  little  amazing  to  find 
Life  betraying  views  of  such  a  nature. 

Life  is  at  once  the  wittiest,  wisest  and  brightest, 
and  the  narrowest,  most  circumscribed  and  least 
progressive  of  publications.  If  you  doubt  the  latter 
set  of  adjectives,  try  Life  on  such  subjects  as  vac- 
cination, the  Jew,  or  vivisection.  If  you  doubt  the 
first  set  of  adjectives,  read  any  copy  of  Life.  Un- 
less we  misinterpret  the  dramatic  note  above 
quoted.  Life  believes  that  the  metropolitan  stage 
butterfly,  to  preserve  the  gloss  on  its  wings,  must 
never  take  the  ferry  to  Jersey  City  and  set  out  on  a 
road-tour;  that  contact  with  the  cruder  audiences 
of  the  "provinces"  will  scrape  off  the  luster  from 
those  brilliant  wings;  and  that  the  misguided  but- 
terfly will  return  to  the  center  of  culture  badly 
bedraggled  and  battered  almost  beyond  recogni- 
tion. Subtle  things,  it  believes,  will  not  carry  to  an 
audience  outside  of  New  York  unless  they  are 
hurled  by  an  exaggeration  of  voice,  manner  and 
gesture  that  ruins  the  delicacy  of  the  actor.  If  that 
is  Life's  view,  it  should  take  its  existence  in  its 
hands,  brave  the  perils  of  the  interior,  and  see  for 
itself.  We  have  seen  upon  the  "provincial"  stage 
New  York  actors  who  evidently  held  this  view; 
and  if  they  could  realize  what  utter  asses  they 
make  of  themselves  by  striving  to  drive  home 
subleties  by  emphasis  that  makes  them  vulgarities, 
they  would  stop  it. 

Far  be  it  from  us  to  say  a  word  against  the 
character  of  New  York  or  its  people  or  its  theater 
audiences;  but  any  time  Life  thinks  that  a  New- 
York  audience  can  appreciate  finer  delicacies  than 
can  an  interior  audience,  or  that  road-touring,  by 
its  resulting  contact  with  interior  audiences., 
blunts  the  edge  of  any  good  actor's  art,  it  speaks 
out  of  insular  and  ignorant  prejudice. 


THE  FRIENDSHIP  OF  BOOKS. 

A  book  is  a  friend;  a  sood  book  is  a  good 
friend.  It  will  talk  to  you  when  you  want  it 
to  talk,  and  it  will  keep  still  when  ypu  want  it 
to  keep  still — and  there  are  not  many  friends 
who  know  enough  to  do  that.  A  library  is  a 
collection  of  friends. — Lyman  Abbott. 

A  man  is  known  by  the  company  he  keeps. 
"Tell  me  what  books  a  man  reads,"  said  a  sage, 
"and  I  will  tell  you  what  he  is."  Books  are  friends, 
and  they  may  be  bad  friends  or  good  friends.  A 
bad  companion  is  a  sQurce  of  taint  and  corruption; 
so  with  a  bad  book.  Not  all  bad  books  are  im- 
moral. Many  are  bad  because  they  are  merely 
stupid,  and  so  tend  to  weaken  the  mental  fiber  of 
their  readers. 

But  a  good  book  is  the  best  possible  friend. 
Not  only  is  it  willing  to  talk  when  you  want  it  to 
talk,  and  to  keep  still  when  you  want  it  to  keep 
still,  as  Dr.  Abbott  said,  but  its  counsel  is  always 


for  good;  its  influence  isi  always  uplifting;  its 
example- is  always  inspirin^.^  Voa  get  knowledge 
from  it,  comfort  from  it,"'  cou^^KC  from  it.  It 
cheers  you  in  your  despondeticy,  *t  participates  with 
you  in  your  moments  of --mental  activity.  Its 
thoughts  strike  kindred  thpl^ghts  from  your  own 
mind,  as  steel  strikes  fire  from  steel;  and  thinking, 
which  is  a  very  rare  exercise,  is  .good  for  you. 

A  person  should  choose  his  library  as  carefully 
as  he  chooses  his  friends,  especially  as  his  oppor- 
tunity for  choice  is  so  mucfi  greater.  He  cannot 
surroimd  himself,  always,  with -a  circle  of  friends 
who  represent  all  the  different  pJiases  of  humanity 
at  its  best;  but  he  can  line  his  library  with  books 
that  represent  all  the  different  phases  of  literature 
at  its  best.  He  can  choose  books  that  are  pro- 
found, to  be  sought  in  his  moments  of  studious  in- 
quiry; he  can  choose  books  that  are  uplifting,  to  be 
sought  in  moments  when  his  soul  takes  wings 
above  the  material  grossness  in  and  about  him;  he 
can  choose  boqks  that  embody  segments  out  of 
life, — that  fiction  which  is  truth, — to  confirm  and 
broaden  his  impressions  of  humanity,  though  he 
should  never  get  his  ideas  of  mankind  wholly  out 
of  books;  he  can  choose  books*  that  merely  amuse, 
to  be  sought  when  care  and  sorrow  oppress  his 
spirit;  he  can  choose  books  that  will  broaden  his 
mind,  uplift  his  soul,  enlarge  his  knowledge, 
increase  his  wisdom,  provide  examples  that 
stimulate  his  courage,  teach  him  the  meaning  of 
life,  and  scatter  the  annoying  imps  of  care,  weari- 
ness and  discouragement. 

A  book  is,  indeed,  a  friend,  and  a  good  book  a 
good  friend.  All  should  have  such  friends,  and 
none  should  neglect  them.  The  home  without  its 
collection  of  good  books,  like  the  home  without 
music  and  the  home  without  love,  is  not  worthy  of 
the  name.  Nor  is  it  mere  numbers  of  books  that 
count  so  much.  Half  a  dbzen  volumes  could  be 
chosen  that  would  give  unfailing  entertainment, 
refreshment,  instruction  and  delight  through  a  life- 
time; and  it  would  be  better  to  know  that  half 
dozen  books  thoroughly  than  to  know  ten  thousand 
books  superficially.  But  don't 'forget  that  a  good 
book  is  a  good  friend,  and  that  a  library  of  good 
books  is  a  circle  of  good  friends.  Treat  them  as 
such,  and  they  will  reward  you  in  abundant 
measure. 


DICKENS  AND  ASTOR. 

Not  long  ago  the  British  government  granted 
pensions  of  $125  a  year  to  the  four  granddaughters 
of  Charles  Dickens,  who  were  in  want  which  this 
pittance    will    prevent   developing   into    starvation. 

These  are  lineal  heirs  of  the  great  English  nov- 
elist, whose  humanity  was  so  broad  that  to  a  very 
great  degree  he  is  the  world's  novelist,  and  not 
England's  alone.  His  novels  still  sell;  no  novels 
sell  so  well.  Every  publishing  house  puts  forth 
editions  of  them,  and  sells  them  at  good  profits. 
But  the  heirs  of  Charles  Dickens  reap  no  benefit, 
except  through  this  meager  and  begrudged  pen- 
sion, because  the  copyrights  have  expired. 

Two  thoughts  have  followed  the  announcement 
of  the  pension.  One  is  as  to  how  small  the  grant 
seems,  and  this  is  the  most  common  and  most 
generous  comment.  The  other  is  as  to  why  the 
British  government  should  be  obliged  to  care  for 
these  descendants  of  a  great  n>an.  He  wrote  the 
books,  not  they;  he  received  his  reward  in  his 
life,  and  these  granddaughters  had  nothing  to  do 
with  the  immortal  work  of  their  grandsire,  and 
therefore  have  no  right  to  any  reward.  This  is 
the  least  frequent  and  the  least  generous  com- 
ment, yet  it  has  been  heard. 

Robert  Hunter,  the  well-known  sociologist, 
makes  some  mteresting  reflections  upon  this  situa- 
tion: "Charles  Dickens  left  as  great  a  literary 
heritage  as  any  writer  of  the  nineteenth  century. 
His  work  was  the  product  of  a  genius;  a  creation 
of  his  fertile  brain;  the  outcome  of  liis  individual 
talent  and  toil.  In  fact  Dickens'  novels  approach 
as  near  to  being  the  clear  product  of  his  own  labor 
as  such  a  thing  is  possible.  Yet  the  law  says  that 
an  author  shall  have  possession  of  the  product  of 
his  labor  for  twenty-eight  years  only,  and  that 
after  that  it  shall  belong  to  the  community.  Had 
Dickens  been  able  to  will  his  property  to  his  chil- 
dren and  grandchildren  they  would  never  have  had 
to  labor. 

"The  man  who  buys  or  steals  a  piece  of  land  can 
retain  it  in  his  possession  to  the  end  of  time.  He 
can  leave  it  idle  and  unproductive.  He  can  hold  it 
for  purposes  of  speculation.  Or,  he  can  force  work- 
ers who  need  to  use  that  land  to  pay  rent.  A  half- 
witted brother  of  Dickens  might  have  invested  a 
few  dollars  in  stocks  that  would  have  yielded  him 
and  a  degenerate  offspring  an  income  to  the  end 
of  time.  Dickens  robbed  and  exploited  no  man. 
He  took  nothing  from  society  by  force  or  cun- 
ning. He  did  not  steal  land  or  corrupt  legisla- 
tures. He  worked;  labored  through  day  and 
night  to  give  the  world  a  priceless  collection 
of  tales.  Yet  land  owners  and  factory  owners  have 
ordained  that  an  inventor  shall  have  an  exclusive 
right  in  his  invention  for  only  seventeeir  years, 
and  an  author  an  exclusive  property  right  in  the 
product  of  his  brain  for  only  about  half  his  work- 
ing life  time." 

Some  centuries  ago  a  Dutch  butcher  named 
Astor  squatted  on  some  swamp  lands  in  Manhat- 
tan. He  bequeathed  his  holdings  to  his  children, 
to  the  end  of  time.  By  their  possessions  these 
descendants,  now  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  genera- 
tions, are  enabled  to  tax  the  people  of  New  York 
millions  of  dollars  a  year,  and  their  wealth  has 
grown  to  such  prodigious  proportions  that  it  sup- 
ports many  families  of  idle  and  useless  rich.  Says 
Mr.  Hunter:  "No  Astor  evc,r  turned  a  spade  or 
gleaned  a  field.  Ask  yourself  why  we  penalize  the 
thinker,  the  scientist,  the  author,  the  inventor,  by 
communizing  his  property  after  a  few  years;  and 
reward  imbecility,  knavery,  cunning,  thieving  with 
the  eternal  legalized  right  to  rob  and  exploit  man- 
kind. Why  not  turn  the  tables?  Why  shouldn't 
the  workers  be  generous  for  once  and  say:  'Here, 
we'll  extend  the  copyright  and  patent  laws  to  all 
property,  and  in  case  the  little  grandchildren  of 
the  Rockefellers,  the  Morgans  and  the  Astors 
should  come  to  need  we'll  pension  them.  By 
George,  we  will!  $125  a  year.     How's  that?'" 

Isn't  there  something  to  think  about  in  this 
parallel? 


Feels  pretty  good,  doesn't  it,  to  be  thinking 
of  others  for  a  change?     Why  not  try  it  oftener? 

May  your  holiday  season  be  so  merry  that  its 
memory,  mingling  with  the  happiness  of  many 
seasons  to  come,  will  form  one  continuous  chorus 
of  joy  throughout  your  life.

A  DULUTH  MARDI  GRAS. 


To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

I  was  much  interested  the  other 
evening^.

A  catchy  name 
should  be  secured  for  the  carnival, 
something  like  the  Mardi  Qras,  and  it 
siiould  tlien  be  advertised  all  over  the 
Northwest,  and  in  fact,  the  entire 
country.  It  would  be  just  as  mucli  of 
a  novelty  for  a  Southerner  to  come 
here  to  see  ski  jumping,  curling  and 
hockey,  as  it  would  for  a  Northerner 
to  go  South  and  see  a  carnival  like 
the  Mardi  Gras,  and  I  believe  Duluth 
could  be  made  as  popular  a  resort  for 
the  winter  tourists,  aa  it  Is  for  the 
summer  tourists.  Wliat  a  Godsend 
that  would  be  to  the  merchants  and 
hotel  keepers  of  the  city,  and  In  fact, 
all  kinds  of  business  men,  who  settle 
down  after  the  holidays  prepared  for 
two  or  three  dull  months  during  the 
winter.

Chicago  News:  When  the  movement 
for  shorter  hours  for  workingmen  and 
worklngwomen  was  beginning  It  was 
said  frequently  that  the  proposed 
change  If  brought  about  would  leave 
more  time  to  be  passed  In  saloons, 
thus  producing  more  drunkenness.  In- 
vestigators and  students  of  social 
problems  do  not  find  that  a  shorter 
working  day  produces  any  such  re- 
sult. On  the  contrary,  it  is  asserted 
that  shorter  and  more  regular  hours  of 
labor  when  secured  lead  to  increased 
sobriety   on   the    part   of  workers. 

In  an  address  given  In  Chicago  a 
few  days  ago  by  Mr.  Street,  an  oJTlcial 
of  the  board  of  trade  of  Great  Britain, 
who  has  been  engaged  for  several 
years  in  the  study  of  labor  problems 
for  the  British  government,  the  dec- 
laration was  made  that  the  movement 
in  England  for  a  shorter  day  of  labor 
has  been  followed  by  a  decrease  of  in- 
temperance among  workingmen.  Long 
hours  of  work  brought  undue  weari- 
ness and  a  craving  for  stimulants. 
With  longer  hours  of  leisure  the  ten- 
dency of  the  worker  is  to  seek  health- 
ful recreation  in  outdoor  activities. 

The  small  shopkeepers  of  England 
are  said  by  Mr,  Street  to  be  Imitating 
the  example  of  the  skilled  mechanic* 
In  taking  a  half-day  off  each  week. 
This  half-day  naturally  cannot  be  on 
Saturday,  since  clerks  in  groceries,  re- 
tail meat  markets  and  other  similar 
places  catering  to  the  needs  of  the 
community  for  supplies  for  the  house- 
hold are  particularly  busy  as  the  week 
closes. 

Louis  D.  Brandels,  the  eminent  Bos- 
ton lawyer,  who  has  been  retained  by 
State's  Attorney  Wayman  to  make  an 
argument  before  the  Illinois  supreme 
court  in  favor  of  the  ten-hour  day  for 
women  workers  in  factories  and 
laundries,  in  his  brief  recently  filed  in 
this  case  dwells  upon  the  drink  evil  as 
It  relates  to  excessive  labor.  Mr. 
Brandeis  gives  facts  to  support  his 
contention  that  "when  the  working 
day  Is  so  long  that  no  time  Is  left  for 
a  minimum  of  leisure  and  recreation 
relief  from  the  strain  of  work  is  often 
sought  in  alcoholic  stimulants.  In  ex- 
treme cases,"  declares  Mr.  Brandeis, 
'the  moral  breakdown  leads  to  mental 
degeneracy    and    criminal    acts."

Emporia  Gazette:  Politicians  fancy 
that  newspapers  make  public  senti- 
ment. They  do  not  make  public  sen- 
timent at  all — even  locally.  They 
merely  voice  sentiment  already  made; 
sometimes  newspapers  organize  it,  give 
public  sentiment  leadership  and  ex- 
pression; but  that  is  all.  They  create 
no  sentiment.  And  when  a  politician 
thinks  that  bv  starting  a  newspaper 
he  will  help  himself  In  politics,  that 
politician  is  pounding  sand  in  a  rat 
hole.  A  newspaper  never  did  a  poli- 
tician any  good.  Moreover,  a  news- 
paper generally  hurts  a  politician;  for 
If  he  controls  it,  the  people  know  it, 
and  the  mistakes  of  the  newspaper — 
which  are  just  ordinary  human  mis- 
takes, that  all  newspapers  make — are 
charged  to  the  politician. 

But  politicians  will  not  learn  these 
things.  They  keep  dumping  money 
Into  newspapers.  But  they  don't  earn 
the  money  them.selves.  They  get  it 
from  the  "organization.'  And  when 
the  "organization"  is  protecting  great 
trusts  the  'organization"  has  money 
from  the  trusts.  There  is  no  longer 
any  bribery  of  congressmen.  But  the 
wheels  of  the  organization  are  greased. 
It  is  grease  that  the  congressman  puts 
Into  the  subsidized  newspaper.  It  is 
grease  fried  from  the  trusts,  who  fry 
it  from  the  people.  So  the  subsidized 
newspapers  are  really  paid  for  by  the 
people  who  pay  high  prices  for  trust- 
made  goods — sugar,  lumber,  oil,  wool, 
copper,  coal,  steel  and  the  comforts  of 
life — and  the  trusts  pay  It  to  the  or- 
ganiatlon,  and  the  organization  doles 
It  out  to  congressmen  who  are  in  dan- 
ger, and  the  congres-sman  passes  it 
out  to  subsidized  country  newspapers, 
and  the  newspapers  make  enemies  for 
the  congressman  and  his  name  is  mud.

utes  a  valuable  Introduction,  when  he 
calls  this  an  Important  contribution 
to  American  Constitutional  history, 
and  adds:  "The  author  has  enriched 
our  historical  literature  with  an  Il- 
luminative treatise  which  will  prove 
of  great  service  to  every  student  of 
political  science  and  Jurisprudence." 
The  book  is  not  designed,  however,  es. 
peclally  for  lawyers,  but  for  laymen; 
and  to  all  who  feel  an  Interest  In  the 
evolution  of  democracy,  and  who  find 
much  to  Inspire  awe  and  courage  and 
hope  in  the  subllifie  drama  of  human 
liberty,  the  book  will  have  compelling 
Inteie.st    and    permanent    value. 

In  a  fundamental   sense  the  story  of 
the   manner   In   which    the   people    have 
grown    to   the  capacity  of  and   the  de- 
sire   for    self   government    Is    also    the 
story    of    the    people's    laws.    In    so    far 
as   those   laws   have   been   made   by   the 
people;    and    In    this    book    Is    told    the 
story    of   humanity's    struggle    upward, 
of    how    it    gained    force    and    courage 
and  self  confidence,  and  found  the  ex- 
pression of  its  aspirations  in  the  laws 
that   have  come   from   the  people.   Gov- 
ernments,   said    the    Immortal   Declara- 
tion, derive  their  just  powers  from  the 
consent    of   the    governed.      In    time    to 
come  all  governments  and  all  laws  will 
be  created — not  only  for  the  people,  but 
actually    and    literally    by    the    people. 
The    slow    movement   toward    that    end 
Is  traced  in  this  book  as  far  as  It  has 
gone;    and     the      record      gives      good 
ground  for  faith  In  democracy  and  for 
belief  which  amounts  almost  to  a  cer- 
tainty   that    the    future    must    disclose 
more  democracy  still;  say.  rather,  that 
real    and  complete  democracy  which   is 
yet  to  be  realized  for  the  first  time  on 
earth    except    in    sporadic    instances    In 
Colonial       history,       and       perhaps       In 
Switzerland.     Though  popular  rule  has 
been    opposed    at    every    step,   and    still 
is   being  opposed   at   every   step.    It   has 
justified  itself.     Its  developments  have 
been    slow,    but    perhaps    as    rapid    as 
the  development  of  the  people's  ability 
to   govern   themselves.     But  the   people 
gain    In    ability    to    rule    more    rapidly 
when   they  are    given  a   chance   to  de- 
velop  by   experience,      and     sometimes 
the  development  Is  more  rapid  than  at 
others.       Just    now    It    Is    very     rapid 
Indeed,  and  Judge  Loblngler's  review  of 
direct    legislation   thus   far  shows   that 
the    people    are    gaining    power    nearly 
as  fast  as  they  gain  ability  to  use   it. 
This  volume  Is  a  true  and  scholarly 
review    of    what    is,    to     us,    the    most 
vitally    interesting    process     of    evolu- 
tion   in   progress.     The  author  evident- 
ly has  had  access  to  a  great  abtmdance 
of   rich   material   which    he    uses    free- 
ly,   both    by    reference    and    quotation, 
to  construct  and   corroborate   his   nar- 
rative.    It   Is   an   important   work,   one 
that    needed   to  be  done;  and  it  Is  for- 
tunate  that    it   fell    to  a  hand   so  able 
and  a  mind  so  thoroughly  In  sympathy 
with  the  process  of  political  evolution 
It   describes. 

The  book  is  divided  Into  two  parts: 
genesis,  and  popular  constitution-mak- 
ing in  the  United  States.  Beginning 
with  primitive  popular  assemblies,  such 
as  the  Teutonic  folk-moot,  the  process 
Is  traced  clearly  through  Its  slow, 
hesitating  growth  to  the  present  time 
when  not  only  fundamental  laws  but 
statute  laws  are  In  some  measure 
made  binding  only  by  nopular  consent; 
I  and  when  there  is  increasing  tendency 
not  only  to  make  all  law  subject  to 
popular  approval,  but  also  to  permit 
the   people    to    initiate   law. 

The  early  folk-moot  gave  place  to 
monarchic  and  artlstocratlc  rule,  and 
these  in  turn,  by  degrees,  to  representa- 
tive government.  This  seemed  to  all. 
and  still  seems  to  many,  the  ultimate 
height  of  democracy.  But  of  late,  as 
the  author  notes,  a  reaction  from  the 
former  favorable  opinion  of  delegate 
legislation  has  set  in;  a  reaction  which. 
In  this  country  at  least.  Is  fully  war- 
ranted Representative  government 
had  its  work  to  do.  to  carry  on  as 
best  it  might  the  huslness  of  democ- 
racv  until  democracy  fitted  Itself  to 
handle  Us  own  business  and  devised  a 
way  to  ho  it.  Yet  its  end  seems  near. 
Of  late  it  has  been  making  very 
messv  work  of  it,  as  the  triumphs  of 
Soeclal  Privileges  served  by  sucii  rep- 
resentatives of  the  people'  as  Cannon. 
Aldrich  and  their  like  prove  conclu- 
sively and  he  who  falls  to  read  In  the 
signs  of  the  times  a  warning  of  a 
change  In  this  respect  reads  but  sup- 
erflclallv.  As  Judge  Loblnger  says.  In 
thl'!  distrustful  and  reactionary  mood, 
modern   democracy    is    groping   Its  way

This  new  spirit,  or  this  new  form  of 
a  very  old  spirit,  was  transplanted 
by  the  Puritans  and  the  Scotch-Irish 
to  American  soil,  where  It  has  had 
and  Is  having  most  luxuriant  growth, 
though  Its  fruit  Is  not  yet  ripe.  Re- 
action from  Its  early  development  here 
gave  birth  to  representative  govern- 
ment; and  if  representative  legisla- 
tion, proved  to  be  a  failure,  is  reject- 
ed for  direct  legislation,  this  will  be 
another  reaction.  Had  Puritanism 
lived  longer  than  it  did  In  England. 
It  might  have  had  an  effect  there  tre- 
mendously  greater  than  It  had,  for, 
great  though  that  effect  has  been, 
the  effect  upon  this  country  with  Its 
written  Constitutions  made  valid  only 
by  popular  assent,  has  been  greater.

The  doctrine  of  popular  assent  was 
applied  In  the  early  New  England  set- 
tlements, and  In  Its  operations  we  ob- 
serve the  preparation  for  constituHon- 
making.

In  fact,  on  Mr.  Kellogg's  shoulders 
will  fall  the  brunt  of  the  govern- 
ments forthcoming  fight,  for  It  Is  but 
the  grand  climax  of  all  the  govern- 
ment's recent  battles  against  the 
Standard — battles  in  which  victory  has 
been  given  to  the  government  and 
which  have  been  waged  more  or  less 
single-handed  by  :Mr.  Kellogg  as  the 
government's  special  attorney  for  the 
prosecution  of  Mr.  Rockefeller's  lusty 
and  most  beloved  business  child.  He  It 
Is  who  is  planning  the  campaign  of 
offense,  for  the  Standard,  as  usual, 
with  It  in  the  most  important  legal 
battles  in  which  it  has  figured,  is  de- 
cidedly on  the  defensive.  He  it  is 
who  will  lead  the  government  forces 
Into  the  thick  of  the  decisive  fray;  he 
It  Is  who,  in  fact,  will  not  only  direct 
but  fire  much  of  the  government's  hot 
shot  along  the  entire  line  of  battle, 
and  he  it  Is  who  has  been  doing  this 
sort  of  work  for  over  three  years 
past  and' will  continue  to  do  it  to  the 
last  because,  forsooth,  before  he  be- 
came engaged  in  this  great  fight  he 
was  the  Northwest's  most  famous  cor- 
poration lawyer. 

Frank  B.  Kellogg,  sworn  enemy  of 
the  world's  most  famous  corporation, 
a  corporation  lawyer?  Exactly.  And 
I  repeat  that  this  is  the  primary  rea- 
son of  his  present  national  fame,  gar- 
nered as  a  result  of  his  brilliant  and 
persistent  series  of  battles  against  the 
Standard,  once  the  government  sicked 
him  on  the  trail  of  that  company. 
Here  Is  the  how  and   why  of   it. 

^'hy  KooMevcIt  (  Iioh«  Keilose. 
There  came  a  time  in  Theodore 
Roosevelt's  career  as  president  of  these 
United  States  when  he  decided  that  it 
was  high  time  to  get  after  the  Stand- 
ard with  his  big  stick.  This  decision 
was  no  sooner  made  than  he  set  about 
to  look  for  special  counsel  for  the 
government  to  handle  the  case.  This 
and  that  famous  lawyer  of  the  East 
was  found  to  be  retained  by  the  Stand- 
ard, or  in  more  or  less  formal  alliance 
w^ith  its  legal  department  or  some  of 
the  men  prominent  in  that  company. 
Then  there  occurred  to  the  president 
the  name  of  Frank  B.  Kellogg  of  St. 
Paul,  the  man  who  had  directed  the 
(fovernment's  case  against  the  Western 
paper  trust,  winning  a  victory  that  re- 
sulted in  that  corporation's  dissolution. 
Jt  had  been  a  brilliant  victory,  and  Mr. 
Roosevelt,  with  characteristic  quick- 
ness of  mind,  decided  upon  Mr.  Kel- 
logg as  the  government's  legal  general 
In  the  forthcoming  onslaught  against 
the  Standard. 

"But,"  exclaimed  those  of  the  presi- 
dent's advisers  whom  he  took  into  his 
confidence,  and  probably  went  through 
the  form  of  consulting,  "Kellogg  is  a 
corporation  lawyer." 

"I  don't  care  if  he  Is,"  was  the 
prompt  Rooseveltlan  rejoinder.  "I 
don't  care  if  he  Is.  I  don't  want  any 
one  as  special  counsel  who  doesn't 
known,  up  to  the  muzzle,  corporation 
law  and  corporation  practices." 

Shortly  thereafter  Mr.  Kellogg*  was 
given  the  opportunity  of  a  lifetime  U 
eeize  fame,  and  he  promptly  snatched 
It,  not  so  much  because  of  the  accru- 
ing fame  as  for  the  fact  that  he  dearly 
loves  a  strenuous  legal  battle,  in  which 
the  finest  points  of  the  law  will  be 
brought  out  to  the  la.st  dot  of  an  "1," 
the   last  cross  of  a  "t." 

The  manner  in  which  Mr.  Kellogg  ac- 
cepted the  government's  large-sized 
commission  to  go  after  the  Standard 
Is  characteristic  of  the  man.  The  at 
torney  general,  Mr.  Moody,  now  on  the 
supreme  court  bench,  sent  for  Mr.  Kel- 
logg, and  when  the  latter  had  arrived 
at  his  office,  Mr.  Moody  said: 

"Mr.  Kellogg,  President  Roosevelt  is 
convinced  that  the  Standard  Oil  com- 
pany is  organized  In  violation  of  the 
anti-trust  law.  He  wants  you  to  ac- 
cept a  retainer  as  special  counsel  for 
the  government  to  bring  and  conduct 
proceedings  against  this  company. 
Will  you  do  it?" 

Mr.  Kellogg's  eyes  glistened  with  the 
vision    of   great    legal    battles. 

"Why,  of  course  I  will."  he  replied 
in  that  quiet  way  of  his  with  which 
BO  many  of  the  country's  leading  men 
have  become  familiar  while  on  tho 
witness  stand  before  the  St.  Paul 
"trust    buster." 

In  this  informal  manner,  and  in  less 
than  five  minutes  after  the  proposi- 
tion had  been  put  to  him,  this  young 
lawyer,  as  professional  age  is  esti- 
mated, agreed  to  cope  single-handed, 
almost,  against  a  corporation  which  is 
the  biggest  dividend  payer  of  any  in 
the  world  upon  its  capital,  a-  corpor- 
ation which  was  intrenched  in  its  po- 
sition through  the  ability  of  the  ablest 


lawyers  and  was  sure  to  be  defended 
by  the  must  profoundly  brilliant  and 
learned  counsel  in   the  United  States. 

But  Mr.  Kellogg  did  not  regard  the 
professional  task  before  lilm  as  par- 
ticuraly  difficult,  probably  because  all 
his  life  long,  he  has  been  used  to  doing 
a  full  day's  work  without  complaining. 
At  any  rate,  when  he  was  asked 
about  this  feature  of  the  case,  he  re- 
plied: "There  is  the  law;  now,  all  I 
have  to  do  is  to  show  how,  through 
the  Standard  Oil  company's  ownership 
of  the  stock  of  independent  companies, 
it  has  perfected  a  combination  which 
has  power  to  restrain  trade,  and  which 
does  restrain  trade."  All  the  evidence 
that  he  has  produced  against  the 
Standard  In  the  legal  battles  that 
have  followed,  and  the  central  thought 
running  through  his  brilliant  argu- 
ment before  the  United  States  circuit 
court  of  appeals,  which  awarded  him 
victory,  have  been  no  more  than  faith- 
ful following  of  the  line  of  procedure 
that  he  laid  down  in  these  remarks 
when  the  case  was  handed  over  to  him 
by  Mr.  Roosevelt,  through  his  attorney 
general. 

HiM  Great  Knowledge  of  <he  Standard. 
Ask  any  well-posted  Standard  Oil 
man  what  Frank  B.  Kellogg  knows 
about  the  Standard,  and  if  the  Stand- 
ard man  is  frank  with  you,  his  reply 
will  probably  eb  that  Mr.  Kellogg  knows 
more  about  the  methods,  history  and 
plans  of  the  corporation  than  any  one 
else  living,  with  the  two  exceptions  of 
John  D.  Rockefeller  and  John  D.  Arch- 
bold.  This  knowledge  he  has  gained 
not  only  at  the  various  hearings  which 
he  has  conducted — hearings  at  which 
he  has  brilliantly,  though  suavely  and 
politely,  grilled  all  the  famous  Stand- 
ard on  men,  including  Mr.  Rockefeller 
himself — but  also  through  study,  down 
to  the  minutest  details,  of  all  the 
available  records  bearing  on  Standard 
Oil  methods  and  history. 

Ever  since  he  became  the  govern- 
ment's special  counsel  against  the 
Standard  he  has  lived,  breathed, 
thought  oil.  On  trains,  while  traveling 
thousands  of  miles  to  gather  ammuni- 
tion or  conduct  hearings  here  and 
there,  he  has  carried  along  documents 
by  the  trunkful,  and  these  he  has 
studied,  studied,  studied,  with  the  pa- 
tience of  the  traditional  chemist  bend- 
ing over  his  tubes  containing  the  un- 
solved mysteries  of  who  knows  what? 
He  has  gone  to  his  office,  to  his  home, 
to  the  theater,  reading  up  on  oil  as  his 
automobile  whirled  him  through  the 
streets.  How  many  gallons  of  midnight 
oil  (Standard  brand?)  he  has  burned 
on  his  great  task,  heaven  and  the  cor- 
ner grocery  alone  know;  suffice  it  to 
say  that  most  of  his  nights  since  he 
came  to  the  case  have  been  spent  as 
his  days  have  been,  in  relentless  pur- 
suit of  evidence  to  use  against  the 
enemy. 

"Mr.  Kellogg,  you  must  work  very 
hard,"  said  an  acquaintance  to  him 
one  day  as  the  lawyer  was  strolling 
through  Peacock  Alley  of  New  York's 
most    famous    hotel. 

"No,"  was  the  laughing  reply,  "I 
did  all  my  hard  work  when  I  was  pre- 
paring for  the  bar  and  in  my  earlier 
experiences  in  practicing  law.  Some- 
times, though,  I  think  pretty  hard." 

But  there  is  one  thing  in  all  this 
long  and  probably  epochal  warfare 
that  Mr.  Kellogg  has  not  done  and  it 
is  something  that  Mr.  Rockefeller, 
strict  churchman  that  he  is,  probably 
secretly,  at  least,  holds  Mr.  Kellogg 
In  good  account  for.  This  Is  that 
the  government's  special  counsel  has 
not  worked  on  the  case  on  Sundays. 
To  him  that  day  is  sacred  to  rest.  He 
Is  not  afraid  of  work,  or  thinking,  as 
he  calls  it,  on  the  other  days  of  the 
week — In  fact,  were  the  truth  known, 
he  rather  seeks  work,  a  habit  that  he 
early  formed  and  is  hard  to  break; 
but  when  Sunday  comes  there  also 
comes  a  feeling  to  Mr.  Kellogg  that 
what  he  has  done  the  six  days  before 
has  earned  for  him  a  brief  respite 
from  toil,  and  so.  rain  or  shine,  he 
trudges  into  the  open,  and  there,  with 
his  mind  probably  focused  upon  a 
little  white  ball  set  upon  a  little  cone 
of  sand,  he  promptly  forgets  that  such 
a  business  monster  as  the  Standard 
Oil  exists — ever  existed.  And  the 
fresh  air  and  the  physical  trimming 
up  that  he  has  gotten  on  his  Sundays 
have  enabled  him  to  conduct  with  tire- 
less energy  the  government's  battle. 
Born  in  a  Great  Lawyer  Section. 
It  was  when  he  was  a  law  partner 
of  the  late  United  States  Senator 
Cushman  K.  Davis  of  Minnesota  that 
Mr.  Kellogg  first  proved  his  ability  to 
conduct  Intricate  Idw  cases  Involving 
many  millions  of  dollars.  Senator 
Davis,  when  he  was  helping  to  nego- 
tiate the  treaty  of  peace  with  Spain, 
was  asked  by  a  lawyer  who  is  now 
very  prominent  nationally,  where  Mr. 
Kellogg  got  his  mastery  of  law. 

"Frank  Kellogg."  replied  the  peace 
commissioner,  "had  every  advantage 
which  goes  to  the  making  of  a  suc- 
cessful lawyer.  In  the  first  place,  he 
was  born  and  spent  practically  the  first 
decade  of  his  life  In  a  part  of  the 
United  States  which  has  produced,  on 
the  whole,  relatively  to  the  population, 
a  greater  number  of  good  lawyers  than 
any  other  part,  excepting  possibly  New 
Hampshire  and  Eastern  Massachusetts. 
"That  was  Potsdam,  New  York.  From 
Upper  New  York  state  came  Silas 
Wright,  William  L.  Marcy,  Preston 
King  and  Vice  President  Wheeler,  and 
that  part  of  the  state  has  always  been 
represented    upon     tbe    bench   of     the 


highest  court  of  New  York.  There  Is 
something  about  the  atmosphere  of  the 
St.  Lawrence  valley  which  is  favorable 
to  a  native  Inheritance  of  legal  ability. 

"Well,  a  few  years  before  he  was  in 
his  teens  Frank  Kellogg  came  to  Min- 
nesota, and  that  was  just  after  the 
close  of  the  Civil  war.  We  were  just 
beginning  to  develop  the  natural  re- 
sources and  the  Industries  of  the  state. 
Young  Kellogg  saw  practically  all  the 
growth  of  Minnesota  from  Civil  war 
days  to  the  present  time,  and  he  was 
a  very  observing  boy.  He  was  first 
brought  to  my  attention  when  he  was 
associated  as  a  young  lawyer  with 
Richard  A.  Jones,  one  of  the  greatest 
lawyers  Minnesota  has  produced,  and  I 
was  very  glad  to  receive  him  as  a  part- 
ner in  my  law  firm." 

When  this  .tntcdote  was  told  to  a 
distinguished  American  who  knew  both 
Senator  Davis  and  Mr.  Kellogg,  he 
smiled  and  said: 

"Yes,  when  *Cush'  Davis  was  studying 
&hakesp«  are,  and  dreaming  llt^jrature, 
and  writing  and  delivering  fascinating 
oratory,  Frank  Kellogg  was  plunging 
in  the  very  deeps  of  corporate  law. 
You  know,  Davis  had  quite  a  reputa- 
tion as  an  international  lawyer,  but 
his  partner,  Frank  Kellogg,  was  quite 
satisfied  while  Senator  Davis  was  roam- 
ing through  diplomacy  at  Washington, 
to  be  fitting  himself  as  an  expert  i*pon 
corporation  law,  and  there  you  have 
the  reason  why  he  became  able  in  time 
to  pit  himself  against  some  of  the 
greatest  lawyers  in  the  United  States, 
fighting  successfully  battles  that  In- 
volved  millions." 

KelloKK  As  a  Farm  Boj*. 
Kellogg  s  early  years  in  Minnnvsota 
were  spent  upon  a  farm — in  fact,  upon 
several  farms — in  Oimstead  county. 
He  became  an  expert  liarvester  of 
wheat.  He  was  up  at  dawn,  planting 
in  the  spring,  cultivating  In  the 
summer,  harvesting  in  the  early  fall. 
When  tlie  winter  season  came,  he  got 
practically  all  the  learning  he  ever 
had  from  books  and  teachers  In  the 
prairie   schools   of  Oimstead  county. 

Kellogg  began  to  think  for  himself 
before  he  was  out  of  his  teens.  He  was 
very  much  Interested  in  what  many  re- 
garded as  the  reckless,  antl  certainly 
.audacious,  purpose  of  James  J.  Hill  to 
build  a  railroad  from  St.  Paul  to  Minne- 
apolis westward  to  the  Pacific  coast. 
He  had  not  only  an  observing  eye,  but 
a  very  keen  ear,  and  he  listened  atten- 
tively to  the  gossip  of  the  farmers  and 
business  men,  so  that  at  last  he  deter- 
minded  to  study  law,  seeing  that  the 
opening  up  of  Minnesota  to  Industry 
Atul  railroads  would  be  likely  to  fur- 
nish profitable  law  business  to  any 
young  man  who  admitted  that  the  law 
IS   a  jealous  mistress. 

He  went  Into  a  law  office  at  Roches- 
ter, Minn.,  when  he  was  only  19  years 
of  age.  Y''ou  see,  he  had  been  quite 
provident  while  working  as  a  sower 
and  harvester  upon  some  of  the  great 
wheat  farms  of  Minnesota;  he  had 
saved  enough  to  support  himself  while 
he  was  reading  law.  He  was  Just  21 
years  of  age  when  admitted  to  the  bar, 
and  his  fellow  citizens  thought  so  well 
of  him  that  they  made  him  city  attor- 
ney, and  afterwards  county  attorney. 
All  the  time  feellogg  was  watching  tlie 
opening  of  the  mineral  ranges  of 
Northern  Minnesota  and  investigating 
the-  railroad  combination  and  construc- 
tions, of  which  there  were  so  many  in 
tliat  state  between  1876  and  1900. 
An  Expert  on  Corporation  Law. 
Ten  years  after  he  was  admitted  to 
the  bar.  young  Mr.  Kellogg  became  a 
law  partner  of  Cushman  Davis.  But 
while  Governor  Davis  was  occupied 
with  politics  his  partner  was  bringing 
himself  to  the  attention  of  the  great 
corporate  interests,  and  when  he  was 
onlv  35  it  began  to  be  said  of  him 
that  In  all  the  Northwest  there  was 
no  more  profound  master  of  corpora- 
tion law  than  Frank  Kellogg.  His  ha  r 
even  then  was  beginning  to  turn  sil- 
very white,  not  from  overwork  or  any 
Injudicious  habits,  but  because  of  a 
physical  characteristic  hereditary  In  his 
family;  and  it  was  also  observed  that 
the  more  difficult  the  case  which  was 
committed  to  him.  and  the  more  able 
tlie  counsel  who  were  opposed  to  him. 
the  greater  Mr.  Kellogg's  composure 
and  the  better  his  health.  In  fact,  it 
became  a  common  remark  that  a  great 
law  case  was  to  Frank  Kellogg  like  a 
stimulating  but  healthful  tonic;  It 
braced  him  like  the  ozone  of  a  moun- 
tain region.  Add  to  his  knowledge  of 
corporate  law  and  his  zest  of  battle 
a  pretty  well  fixed  habit  of  winning 
before  the  law,  and  you  have  a  com- 
bination of  circumstances  that  caused 
the  corporations  to  seek  out  Mr.  Kel- 
logg for  general  and  special  counsel 
while  he  was  still  In  the  neighborhood 
of  40  years;  three  days  ago  he  cele- 
brated his  53rd  birthday.  Of  the 
various  iron  ore  companies  which  con- 
trol for  the  Steel  trust  the  great 
Iron  ore  deposits  of  Minnesota,  he  has 
been  general  counsel,  and  these  Iron 
ore  lands  have  been  valued  at  as  much 
as  $700,000,000 — an  enormous  Interest 
to  guard  as   legal  counsel. 

But  during  the  years  that  he  was 
known  chiefly  as  a  corporation  lawyer. 
Mr.  Kellogg  was  nothing  averse  to 
performing  legal  tasks  somewhat  In 
the  line  of  his  present-one.  .,„For  ex- 
ample, there  was  a  sixty  million  dol- 
lar Issue  of  Great  Northern  Railroad 
stock  and  the  state  of  Minnesota,  not- 
ing that  there  was  a  disposition  on  the 
part  of  the  corporation  to  keep  Infor- 
mation regarding  the  purpose  of  the 
stock  Issue  from  the  state,  decided  to 
find  out  the  purpo.«e  of  the  Issue.  To 
this  end  Mr.  Kellogg  was  called  in  as 
special  counsel,  and  so  James  J.  Hill 
can  boast  of  the  distinction  of  having 
been  the  first  man  of  national  reputa- 
tion to  receive  the  undivided  attention 
of  Frank  B.  Kellogg  for  the  time  be- 
ing. Through  Mr.  Hill  and  his  subor- 
dinates Mr.  Kellogg  wormed  out  the 
fact  that  the  Great  Northern  expected 
to  put  the  sixty  million  dollars  Into 
Improvements,  that  the  plan  was  not 
a  stock  watering  one. 

Since  that  day  Mr.  Hill  has  had  an 
intense  admiration  for  Mr.  Kellogg's 
ability  and  what  he  has  termed  the 
latter's  straightforward  ways.  It  Is 
a  curious  fact  that  most  of  the  fam- 
ous men  whom  Mr.  Kellogg  has  got 
after  in  law  e.t  one  time  or  another 
have  admired  both  his  ability  and  his 
way  of  going  at  things.  As  special 
counsel  for  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  In  Its  Investigation  of  the 
Harrlman  railroads.  Mr.  Kellogg  put 
Mr.  Harriman  on  the  stand.  Tense 
and  at  times  almost  draniatic  was  the 
duel  that  followed  between  these  two 
wiry,  nervous  men  of  keen  Intellects. 
But  when  the  smoke  of  the  contest 
had  cleared  away,  when  Mr.  Harrlman 
knew  that  Mr.  Kellogg  had  made  him 
say  things  that  he  did  not  want  to  say, 
Mr.    Harrlman   displayed      bis   admlr- 
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Rtion  for  his  .antagonist  In  the 
remark:  "I  wish  I'd  had  that  man 
on  my  side."  Probably  Mr.  Rocke- 
feller and  his  associates  are  even  now 
wishing  the  same  wish. 
Tiie  Work  of  Mr.  KelIog;ic;>  Partner. 
In  all  his  fights  on  the  Standard,  Mr. 
Kellogg  has  had  as  a  most  valuable 
assistant  his  law  partner.  Cordenio  A. 
Severance.  For  Mr.  Kellogg  Mr.  Sev- 
erance has  spent  many  weary  hourj  In 
arranging  testimony  and  sifting  it,  he 
having  a  special  facility  for  work  of 
this  sort.  But  hisMias  been  work  that 
has  not  brought  him  Into  the  public 
eye  In  connection  with  the  Standard 
Oil  fight  to  any  great  extent,  though 
what  he  has  done  and  Is  doing  has  been 
of  the  utmost  Importance  to  the  gov- 
ernment's side  of  the  case.  The  gov- 
ernment some  time  since  showed  its 
appreciation  of  Mr.  Severance's  services 
by  placing  him  in  charge  of  the  pend- 
ing suit  against  the  Union  Pacific  and 
other  Harrlman  railroads  in  the  South- 
west, whose  object  Is  to  dissolve  the 
merger  of  tliose  lines. 

"Cordy"  Severance,  as  his  friends  call 
him,  Is  47,  well  groomed,  genial  and 
persevering.  He  is  a  native  of  Minne- 
sota, having  been  born  at  Mantorville, 
near  which  town  he  owns  an  Immense 
farm.  His  diversions  are  few,  Being 
confined  almost  exclusively  to  auto- 
moblllng  and  reading.  History  Is  his 
chief  line  of  literature.  He  Is  likewise 
devotedly  fond  of  music  and  has  done 
much  toward  educating  the  popular 
taste  In  St.  Paul  and  directing  It  toward 
the  best  class  of  music.  He  is  interest- 
ed in  the  Symphony  concerts,  which  are 
given  at  Intervals  during  the  .season  in 
the  spacious  St.  Paul  Auditorium,  and 
was  for  a  time  president  of  the  St.  Paul 
Choral  association,  out  of  which  the 
movement  for  the  Symphony  concerts 
grew. 

Mr.  Severance"  has  ever  been  deeply 
interested  in  politics,  though  never  a 
place-hunter  or  office  holder.  One  of 
the  recollections  of  old-time  St.  Paul 
newspaper  men  In  connection  with  elec- 
tion nights  Is  that  of  Mr.  Severance 
and  his  glossy  top  hat  visiting  the 
newspaper  offices  and  spending  most  of 
the  night  there  drinking  in  the  latest 
returns. 

He  was  young  when  admitted  to  the 
bar — only  21 — surely  a  tender  age  at 
which  to  be  a  college  graduate  and 
possessed  of  the  requisite  knowledge 
for  the  practice  of  law.  He  joined  the 
Davis,  Kellogg  &  Severance  firm  in 
1887  and  has  never  been  connected 
with  any  other.  The  offices  on  the 
fourth  Hoor  of  the  Merchants  National 
bank  are  the  scene  of  constant  activity. 
Here  Mr.  Severance  has  the  reputation 
of  doing  a  vast  amount  of  work  at 
the  minimum  expenditure  of  talk.  His 
employes  all  like  him,  declaring  that 
he  Is  the  personification  of  kindness 
and  consideration  in  his  Intercourse 
with  them.  Perhaps  because  of  fre- 
quent co.iversatlon  with  deaf  people, 
he  is  given  to  talk  in  a  loud  voice, 
but  its  timbre  is  neither  harsh  nor 
unpleasant.  Good  looking  Is  he,  and 
in  social  circles,  at  the  various  func- 
tions in  which  he  participates,  with 
correct  apparel  and  the  never-absent 
boutonniere  of  red  in  his  left  lapel,  he 
bears  little  resemblance  to  the  terror 
presented  to  the  gaze  of  the  octopi  in 
the  court  of  justice. 

Mr.  Severance  and  his  wife  are  up- 
permost In  St.  Paul  society,  though  of 
late  years  they  have  spent  but  little 
time  In  the  Minnesota  capital  city, 
due  to  the  attorney's  enforced  and 
prjlonged  absence  on  legal  work.  Mrs. 
Severance,  who  was  Miss  Mary  Fran- 
cis Harriman,  has  some  literary 
achievements  to  her  credit,  being  the 
author  of  a  text  boo«c  on  the  laws 
and  customs  of  the  United  States  and 
a  description  of  its  various  institu- 
tions, which  is  distributed  gratuitous- 
ly among  emigrants  on  their  arrival 
In  this  country.  She  may  also  be 
called  the  central  sun  of  the  St.  Paul 
literary  flrmanent.  Her  husband  has 
never  undertaken  authorships  outside 
of    briefs. 

Tlie  Man  AVho  May  Pull  KelloKS'a 
Contails. 
If  you  were  to  go  to  the  supreme 
court  at  the  time  that  Mr.  Kellogg 
makes  his  argument  before  that  au- 
gust body  in  the  Standard  oil  case,  you 
would  very  likely  see  a  man  of  hand- 
some physical  appearance  seated  near 
Mr.  Kellogg,  and  you  would  see  also 
that  he  was  privileged  once  In  a  while 
to  tug  at  Mr.  Kellogg's  coat  so  as  to 
whisper  a  suggestion  In  his  ear.  If 
you    should    ask   this   man's    name    you 
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would  be  told  that  It  is  Henry  Martyn 
Hoyt.  and  perhaps  your  Informant 
would  add  that  Mr.  Hoyt.  as  solicitor- 
general  of  the  Unitted  States,  has  been 
of  great  assistance  to  Mr.  Kellogg  in 
his    fight   on    Standard    Oil. 

The  solicitor  general  in  the  main 
spoke  in  the  great  wheel  of  legal  ad- 
ministration in  the  Federal  govern- 
ment. He  is  ihe  executive  manager. 
Since  1903  Mr.  Hoyt  has  been  solicitor 
general  and  so  has  had  charge  of  mucli 
of  the  government's  executive  work  in 
the  Standard  Oil  and  other  corporation 
cases.  For  this  reason  he  Is  now  deep 
in  the  task  of  helping  Mr.  Kellogg 
get  ready  for  the  opening  of  the  su- 
preme court  battle  with  the  Stand- 
ard. 

Mr.  Hoyt  was  In  Yale  with  President 
Taft.    His  father  was  elected  governor

The   operations   of  the      North   Lake, 
the  South  Lake,  and  Indiana  companies 
are  centered  in   diamond  drilling   in  an 
attempt  to  pick  up  the  extension  of  the 
famous  Lake  lode.

The  business  accomplishments  in  the 
real  estate  market  during'  the  past 
week  amounted  to  practically  nil. 
Real  estate  is  too  sordid  a  subject  for 
thought,  conversation  or  action  at 
Christmas  time  and  even  real  estate 
men  will  not  freely  talk  on  their  fa- 
vorite subject.  With  the  Christmas 
spirit  in  the  air,  every  line  of  business 
except  those  directly  connected  with 
Christmas   is  at  a  standstill. 

A.S  far  as  the  real  estate  market  is 
concerned,  the  condition  is  merely  tem- 
porary and  seasonable.  Real  "estate 
dealers  do  not  expect  to  do  much  busi- 
ness during  the  last  two  weeks  of  the 
year.  Affairs  are  unsettled  by  side 
issues,  and,  though  business  is  a  hard 
taskmaster,  it  sometimes  must  give 
way  before  conventions  and  human  na- 
ture. 

Observations  at  present  are  retro- 
spective and  prospective.  Of  course, 
there  is  much  in  the  market  now,  but 
it  is  mostly  indicative  of  developments 
to  come.  Many  deals  are  hanging  fire, 
but  they  will  not  be  consummated  until 
the  new  year  is  on,  and  they  will  go 
into  next  year's  business.  Few,  if  any, 
deals  are  being  closed  and  nobody  Is 
worrying  greatly  over  the  fact,  for  the 
closing  of  real  Estate  deals  during  the 
;  last  two  weeks  of  the  year  is  rare. 
Taxes  attach  to  property  Jan.  1,  and, 
1  although  the  buyer  will  probably  pay 
!  enough  over  this  year's  price  to  make 
up  for  the  taxes,  he  likes  to  have  them 


;  attach    to    the    property    while    title    is 


in  the  seller.  Perhaps  he  doesn't  gain 
anything,  but  it  tickles  his  sense  of 
vanity — the  desire-  of  eVery  man  to  feel 
that  he  has  had  the  better  of  any  deal 
in    which    he   is   involved. 

Looking  backward,  nobody  interest- 
ed in  the  real  estate  situation  in  Du- 
luth  can  feel  other  than  satisfied  that 
Duluth  has  made  good  it»  promises  in 
the  year  1909  and  has  brought  forth 
other  promises  that  it  stands  ready  to 
miike  good.  The  year  has  been  a  great 
one  for  Puluth  realty.  Sales  in  all 
parts  of  the  city  haye  been  made  at 
higher  prices  than  atiany  former  time 
in  history — always  excepting  the  hys- 
terical boom  times.  Prices  have  ad- 
vanced everywhere,  but  the  advances 
have  been  built  on  a  substantial  basis 
— the  basis  of  prosperity  and  it  is 
doubtful  if  any  ifnereiises  in  price  has 
exceeded  the  legitimate  appreciation  in 
value  of  tlje  particular  piece  of  prop- 
erty. 

Investors,      speculators       and     other 


holders  of  realty  have  seen  good  re- 
turns on  their  original  outlay,  either 
on  paper  or  actually,  if  they  have  dis- 
posed of  their  holdings.  Buyers  of 
property  have  paid  higher  prices  than 
they  would  have  been  called  upon  to 
pay  a  year  ago,  but  they  are  satisfied, 
for  they  have  seen  the  values  go  up 
and  have  become  convinced  that  there 
are  profits  ahead  for  them,  that  any 
piece  of  property  in  the  city  is  cheaper 
now  than  it  will  be  in  one  year,  two 
years  or  five  years. 

There  has  been  no  boom  in  Duluth, 
and  there  is  no  boom  in  prospect.  If 
indications  of  a  boom  should  appear 
on  the  horizon,  there  are  any  number 
of  valiant  men  ready  to  go  forth  and 
give  it  battle,  for  Duluth  doesn't  want 
a  boom.  It  has  had  cn3Ugh  of  them. 
They  are  great  while  tne  madness 
lasts,  but  the  reaction  is  like  unto  the 
headaclie  with  which  the  bibulous  gen- 
tleman finds  himself  afflicted  on  the 
morning  after  what  lie  thought  was  a 
continual   round  of  pleasure. 

What  has  been  In  progress  for  the 
past  year,  what  is  in  progresfs  new  and 
what  is  promised  for  the  coming  year 
is  "a  steady  movement  that  bids  fair  to 
put  Duluth  really  on  its  proper  plane 
of  value,  that  Is  transforming  wild 
acres  into  platted-  portions  of  the  city, 
that  IS  giving  people  a  fair  return  on 
money  invested  previously  and  that 
promises  fair  returns  on  investments 
made  now. 

The  acreage  movement  that  devel- 
oped during  the  past  year  was  some- 
thing of  a  surprise  to  the  great  mass 
of  people  interested  in  real  estate  de- 
velopments. The  Insiders  expected  it — 
knew  it  was  coming,  in  fact — but  they 
kept  their  knowledge  to  themselves 
and  when  the  movement  assumed  its 
full  proportions  it  was  going  at  a  rate 
that  astonished  everybody  but  those 
who  were  in  on  the  know.  The  acre- 
age movement  is  a  good  thing.  It  has 
attracted  the  attention  of  an  unob- 
servant community  to  the  fact  that  not 
only  land  right  in  the  city  of  Duluth, 
but  land  lying  near  the  city.  Is  of 
value;  tliat  Duluth  has  not  attained  the 
limit  of  its  growth,  but  is  stretching 
outward  to  take  in  more  territory,  to 
become  the  Greater  Duluth  that  Is  its 
destiny. 

Acres  on  the  hill  to  the  northeast  of 
the  city  and  acres  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  steel  plant  have  figured  most 
prominently  in  the  acreage  movement. 
Sales  have  been  made  at  unprecedented 
prices.  Most  of  them  were  made  to 
wise  Investors,  people  who  are  able  to 
look  ahead  and  see  what  the  future  has 
in  store.  Some  of  the  deals  may  look 
(lueer,  may  almost  bear  the  aspect  of 
wild  speculation,  when  observed  from 
the  skeptic's  point  of  view,  but  the 
men  who  make  a  study  of  real  estate 
investment  know  that  Duluth's  acre* 
age  movement  is  not  based  on  sus- 
picion, conjecture,  or  speculation,  but 
on  good,  sound  judgment,  backed  by 
substantial   common    sense. 

Developments  in  the  plans  of  the 
Steel  corporation  during  the  past  year 
have  been  pleasing  to  real  estate  men. 
A  year  ago,  skepticism  was  at  Its 
height.  Those  who  believed  were  pick-

The  latest  is  a  sewer 
from  Eighth  avenue  '  west  to  the 
sewer  In  Eleventh-  »venue  west  iu 
Michigan  street.  It  wiH  be  only  three 
blocks  long,  but  it  will  probably  cost 
about  $10,000.  going  t>»r©ugh  solid  rock 
most  of  the  way.  Another  sewer*  has 
been  built  in  Twelfth  avenue  west  from 
Michigan  street  to  the  alley  above  Su- 
perior street.  Another  runs  down 
Eleventh  avenue  wea*.  to  slip  C.  A  ce- 
ment walk  has  been  i|ild  the  last  sum- 
mer along  most  of  the  upper  side.  A 
new  hotel  is  being  b\Jiil  on  the  upper 
side  of  Michigan  street  at  Twelfth  ave- 
nue west.-  So  many  new  enterprises  are 
being  started  along  the  bay  front  that 
the  men  employed  there  think  they 
should  have  a  steel  foot  trestle  over 
the  railroad  tracks  In  Twelfth  avenue 
west  from  Michigan  street 
street.

McICwen  Entitled  to  Credit. 
If,    as    indications    now    point.      the 
switchmen's    strike    Is    to    be    settled, 
much    of    the    credit    for    bringing    this 
condition   to  pass  must  be  given  Labor 
Commissioner  W.   E.  McEwen.        W  hlle 
McEwen  has  brought  down  on  his  head 
condemnatory    resolutions    by    builders 
exchanges,  commercial  clubs  and  simi- 
lar bodies,  his  friends  maintain  that  he 
simply    Insisted    upon    the    enforcement 
of    the    state    laws.        He    required    the 
railroads     to    employ    as    guards    men 
who    were    citizens    of    Minnesota,    and 
thus  avoided  a  repetition   of  criticisms 
of  his  department  made  at  the  time  of 
tlie   strike  on    the  iron   ranges   in    190". 
He    also    acted    as    agent    of       strike- 
breakers   who    had     either     been       dis- 
charged   or    quit    their    employment    In 
getting   transportation    to    their    homes 
in  the  East.       These  men  claimed   that 
they    iiad    been    promised    return    fares 
to    their    homes    and    if    this    was    not 
forthcoming    they    could    not    help    but 
become  public  charges.       The   railroad 
managers     met     this    situation  prompt- 
ly       and        willingly.        and        nearly 
1,000   men    have   been   returned   to  their 
homes    bv      co-operation      between    the 
labor   commissioner    and    the    railroads. 
McEwen's    best    service    was,    however, 
in    getting    data     from    manufacturers 
made   under  oath   and  of  a  confidential 
nature,    as    to    the    effect    of    the    strike 
on    the    industries    of    the    state.      This 
i  information  was  obtained  cliietly  in  Jst. 
Paul.  Minneapolis  and   Duluth.  and  un- 
doubted! v    did   much   to   strengthen    the 
'  governor's  position   when  he  called   the 
I  railroads   and  the  strikers   together  for 
their      initial      conference.        G.nernor 
Eherhart    was    in     a    delicate    position 
and    one    which    his    political    advi.sers 
I  floubtle.ss   appreciated,      but      with      the 
labor     commissioner's      reports      l>etore 
Ivim    he    was    in    position    to    Insist    that 
the    general     prosperity     of     the     state 
must     be     taken     account     of     by     botn 
sides    to    the   controversy.      Lumbermen 
complained    that    they    could    not    .ship 
feed   and  supplies  to  their  camps.   Hour 
and    planing      mills      were      shut    down 
from   lack   of  cars   and    in   the   case   of 
the    latter    o.    coal:    wholesalers    could 
not  get   their  goods  shipped  to  countr.v 
customers;    wholesale   meats   were   held 
indefinitely      at      terminals,      and      one 
wholesale    drug    house    reported    a    loss 
of    $30,000    in    volume    of    business    be- 
cau.se    of    the    strike.      The    small    ship- 
pers   made   the    loudest   complaints   and 
alleged   that   the   largest   shippers   were 
better   cared   for   than    they.     The    rail- 
road commissioners   reports   rather   ta- 
vored    the   contention    of    the    railroads 
that    traffic    was    almost    normal.      Ihe 
governor,   held  in  leash  by  railroad   in- 
fluence   for    three    weeks,    finally    suc- 
cumbed   to    t!ie    showing    made    by    the 
labor      commissioner     and      intervened. 
In    the    meanwliile    the   active   manage- 
ment   of    the    strike    had    passed    from 
Ilawley  to  Perham  and  both  sides  were 
worn  out  and  were  inclined  to  be  more 
reasonable.      But      with      a      man      less 
active  and  out  of  touch  with  the  cau.se 
of    labor    in    the    commissioners    office, 
favorable     results     would     undoubtedly 
have   been    a    great    deal    longer   of    at- 
tainment.    Governor   Eberhart   is  prob- 
ably   fortunate    in    having    had    m    the 
labor   crisis  a   man   of  McEwen  s   AhiU- 
ties  and  sympathies  In  the  office.     The 
tact  was  a  bracer  to  him. 

Peddlers'  i.icenne  t.«w. 
Those  country  merchants  who  op- 
posed Governor  Johnson  in  the  last 
election  because  of  his  veto  of  the  so- 
called  peddlers'  license  law  must  find 
little  ccinsolatlon  in  the  recent  decision 
of  the  supreme  court  holding  the  1909 
law  unconstitutional.  Governor  John- 
son signed  the  law  just  knocked  out 
by  the  courts  because  of  the  fact  that 
it  was  much  less  drastic  than  that 
passed  in  1907  and  which  he  vetoed. 
Partisans  made  use  of  the  veto  to  de- 
clare that  the  governor  was  influenced 
in  his  action  by  friendship  for  the 
Jewish  peddlers  who  me  in  the  larger 
cities,  and  every  country  merchant  was 
solicited  by  letter  and  circular  to  re- 
sent the  governor's  interference  by 
voting  against  him.  His  political 
friends  hfve  always  figured  that  his 
veto  of  the  bill  cost  him  from  5.000  to 
7  000  votes,  but  the  late  governor  was

EXCEPTIONALLY  HEAVY  HOLIDAY 
SHOPPING  TRADE  IS  REPORTED 


New  York,  Dec.  25. — Bradstreefs  to- 
day says:  "Holiday  trade  has  occu- 
pied the  center  of  the  stage  this  week. 
Shopping  everywhere,  except  perhaps 
in  parts  of  the  South,  has  been  of  ex- 
ceptionally heavy  proportions.  A  num- 
ber of  cities  report  a  record  volume  of 
business,  and  in  practically  every  place 
the  turn  over  greatly  exceeds  that  of 
1908. 

"Regular  retail  trade  in  winter  goods 
has  also  been  stimulated  by  crisp 
weather,  and  trade  in  the  country  dis- 
tricts has  likewise  Improved,  country 
roads  being  in  better  shape.  In  conse- 
ejuence.  jobbers  report  a  larger  vol- 
ume of  reorders.  On  the  other  hand, 
wholesale  trade  has  turned  quieter, 
salesmen  being  off  the  road  with  stock- 
taking under  way.  Manufacturers  are 
also  inventorying,  or  else  preparing  to 
do  so;  therefore,  industrial  lines  are 
relatively  less  active,  though  ordeKS 
for  finished  steel  continue  in  surpris- 
ingly heavy  volume. 

"Cotton  mills  in  the  South  are  avail- 
ing themselves  of  the  stock-taking 
season  to  further  curtail  outputs  be- 
cause of  the  high  price  of  raw  cotton. 
However,  suspension  in  general  will  be 
of  short  duration — shorter  than  usual. 
In  fact.  Perhaps  the  most  noteworthy 
feature  is  the  optimism  with  which 
practically  all  interests  will  enter  the 
new  year.  Commodity  prices  remain 
high,  and  this  fact  may  give  rise  to 
further  discontent  among  eml?loyes. 

■•At  the  moment  the  labor  situation 
Is  in  comparatively  good  shape,  the 
switchmen's  strike  is  practically  a 
thing  of  the  past  and  the  tendency 
among  other  railway  employes  who 
have  prepared  requests  for  higher 
wages  Is  to  act  conservatively. 

"Business  failures  In  the  United 
States  for  the  week  ending  with  Dec. 
23,  were  264  against  273  last  week, 
196  In  the  like  week  of  1908,  248  in 
1907,  161  in  1906  and  212  in  190€.  Busl- 
nes  failures  In  Canada  for  the  week 
number  23,  which  compares  with  33 
for  last  week  and  21  for  the  like  week 
In  1908. 

"Wheat.  Including  flour,  exports  from 
the  United  States  and  Canada  for  the 
week  ending  Dec.  23,  aggregate  3,708,- 
928  bushels  against  3.845.258  bushels 
last  week  and  3,024,591  bushels  this 
week    last   year.      For   the   twenty-five 


weeks  ending  Dec.  23  exports  were  84,- 
040,633  bushels  against  110,847,058 
bushels  in  the  corresponding  period 
last  year.  Corn  exports  for  the  week 
are  1,852.314  bushels  against  1,078,- 
635  bushels  last  week  and  995.332 
bushels  In  1908.  For  the  twenty-five 
weeks  ending  Dec-  23  corn  exports  are 
7,545,812  bushels  against  9,038,682  bu- 
shels last  year." 

R.  R.  Dun's  report  says: 

"Holiday  trade  has  been  on  the  whole 
very  satisfactory,  especially  in  the 
West,  where  some  of  the  cities  report 
a  retail  distribution  in  excess  of  all 
previous  years.  The  colder  weather 
has  contributed  to  more  wholesome 
trade  conditons  in  several  lines,  but  in 
most  industries  this  is  a  season  when 
there  is  usually  a  slackening  of  ac- 
tivity, and  attention  is  directed  to  the 
stock  taking  and  settlers  Incident  to 
the  close  of  the  year. 

"The  general  business  situation, 
therefore,  presents  a  somewhat  mixed 
appearance,  though  there  Is  no  funda- 
mental change  In  conditions,  the  out- 
look being  in  the  main,  exceedingly 
bright.

New  York.  Dec.  27. — Rock  Island 
common  shorts  "got  theirs"  and  "jrot  It 
plenty"  this  morning  when  that  stock 
rose  more  than  30  points  In  five  min- 
utes on  the  stock  exchange,  touching  81 
before  It  dropped  back  again  to  50  fif- 
teen minutes  later.  The  movement 
bore  all  the  ear-marks  of  a  corner, 
and  though  a  story  was  spread  about 
that  it  was  due  to  a  clerk's  error  in 
copying  an  order  for  4,000  shares,  mak- 
ing It  40,000,  this  theory  was  discredited 
by  the  best  informed  members  of  the 
exchange,  who  maintained  that  a  short 
Interest  had  been  caught  in  a  carefully 
laid  trap,  the  springing  of  which  was 
possible  only  in  the  absence  of  several 
of  the   large   operators. 

Whatever  the  cause  of  the  sensa- 
tional rise  in  the  price  of  the  Rock 
Island  stock,  the  movement  played  hob 
with  the  trading.  Th«  advance  was 
accompanied  by  a  deluge  of  selling  or- 
ders, and  fifteen  minutes  later  ths 
stock  was  back  at  52  and  then  dropped 
to  50. 

Whole  List  Weakened. 

Meanwhile  ihf  traders,  scenting  the 
workings  of  a  corner,  began  to  throw 
over  other  lines,  and  the  result  was 
general    weakness   throughout   the    list. 

As  Rock  Island  began  to  return  to 
Its  former  quotation  the  rest  of  the  list 
of  securities  became  more  settled,  and 
in  a  little  mire  than  an  hour  after  the 
opening  flurry  business  was  moving 
In  practically  the  ordinary  groove,  with 
a  noticeable  feeling  of  nervousness  the 
only  apparent  indication  of  the  excite- 
ment  of  the   early  session. 

During  the  first  hour  the  sales  of 
Rock  Island  aggregated  155,000  shares, 
of  which  100,000  passed  in  the  first 
twelve    minutes.

PINCHOT  TELLS  OF  HGHT 

ECIAL  PRIVILEGE 


Chief  Forester  Says  That  In- 
terests Are   Fighting 
Harder  Than  Ever. 

Telis  of  Means  Used  to  De- 
feat Policies  of  Conserva- 
tion of  Resources. 


New  York,  Dec  27. — Gifford  Pinchot, 
chief  forester  of  the  United  States,  de- 
clared in  a  speech  here  today  before  a 
number  of  prominent  publishers  at  the 
University  club,  that  special  interests 
have  made  repeated  attacks  on  the 
United  States  forest  service,  and  that 
these  attacks  have  Increased  in  violence 
just  in  proportion  as  the  service  had 
offered  effective  opposition  to  predatory 
wealth.     Mr.  Pinchot  said,  in  part: 

"The  American  people  have  evident- 
ly made  up  their  minds  that  our  nat- 
ural resources  must  be  conserved. 
That  Is  good,  but  It  settles  only  hfclf 
the  question.  For  whose  benefit  shall 
they  be  conserved — for  the  benefit  of 
the  many,  or  for  the  use  and  profit  of 
the  few?  The  great  conflict  now  being 
fought  will  decide. 

"There  Is  no  other  question  before 
us  that  begins  to  be  so  important — or 
that  will  be  so  difficult  to  straddle,  as 
the  great  question  between  special  In- 
terest and  equal  opportunity;  between 
the  privileges  of  the  few  and  the 
rights  of  the  many;  between  govern- 
ment by  men  for  human  welfare  and 
government  by  money  for  profit,  be- 
tween the  men  who  stami  for  the 
Roosevelt  policies  and  ilie  men  v/ho 
stand  against  them.  This  is  the 
essence  of  the  conservation  problem  to- 
day.

Cincinnati,  Ohio,  Dec.  27. — The  case 
of  Mrs.  Jeanette  Stewart-Ford,  -vrho  Is 
charged  with  receiving  stolen  money 
and  with  having  attempted  to  black- 
mail Charles  L.  Warriner,  defaulting 
local  treasurer  of  the  "Big  Four"  rail- 
road,   was    expected    to    be    postponed 

when  It  was  called  for  Ai*'  today, 

A  question  has  b^er";«iised  as  to 
whether  the"  charge  ot  blackmail  made 
against  Mrs.  Ford  in  the  Indictment 
really  constituted  a  crime  under  the 
statutes.  It  has  been  generally  under- 
stood that  the  Indictment  charged  that 
Mrs.  Ford  threatened  Warriner  with 
exposure  of  his  own  shortage  if  he  did 
not  pay  her  money,  when,  as  a  matter 
of  fact,  the  indictment  charges  that 
she  threatened  to  reveal  the  fact  that 
Warriner  shielded  a  former  employe  of 
the  "Big  Four"  whom  Warriner  had 
ascertained  to  be  short  some  $22,000. 
according  to  his  claim.  It  Is  the  point 
whether  such  action  would  constitute 
blackmail  that  may  be  the  subject  of 
an  attack. 

Mrs.  Ford  Is  confident  of  being  ac- 
quitted. The  convicted  former  treas- 
urer of  the  "Big  Four"  will  be  the 
chief  witness  for  her.

On  that  day 
he  attended  school  with  two  compan- 
ions, but  separated  from  them  late  in 
the  afternoon.  Searci.  oy  the  police 
and  family  was  without  avail  until 
yesterday,  when  a  small  boy,  playing 
In  the  rooms  of  the  abandoned  house, 
accidentally    stumbled    onto    the    body. 

Through  the  detention  of  George  R. 
Dill,  16  years  old,  a  newsboy,  taken 
Into  custody  today,  the  police  hope  to 
unravel  the  mystery  in  the  murder  of 
young  Friel.  The  authorities  do  not 
believe  Dill  knows  anything  concern- 
ing the  matter,  but  he  can  furnish  the 
names  of  all  the  persons,  young  and 
old,  with  whom  Friel  associated. 

The  dead  boy  was  a  constant  visitor 
In  the  theatrical  district,  where  he 
made  spending  money  running  er- 
rands for  theater  employes.  Those 
persons  are  to  be  questioned  about  the 
whereabouts   of   Friel   since    Dec.    13.

WHOLE  TOWNS 
ARE  DEVASTATED 


Carnival  of  Elements  Ties  Up 
Traffic  and  Brings  Suffer- 
ing to  the  Poor. 

Boston  Alone  Suffers  Loss 

Estimated  at  Not  Less  Than 

$5,000,000. 


New  Y'ork,  Dec.  27.— Eighteen  per- 
sons In  and  near  New  York  perished 
in  the  Christmas,  blizzard  or  from  ac- 
cidents caused  thereby.  Six  of  thla 
number  died  from  exposure  after  bclns 
caught  in  snow  drifts  whicli  they  were 
unable  .^o  penetrate.  One  was 
drowned  and  several  were  killed  by 
trains. 

Today  New  York  and  vicinity  is 
rapidly  digging  itself  out  from  under 
cover  of  the  ten  inches  of  snow.  By 
noon  traffic  conditions  approached 
something  like  ,  normal  as  the  result 
of  the  labors  of  nearly  10,000  men  in 
the  employ  of  the  city  and  the  traction 
lines,  while  steam  railroad  conditioua 
were  rapidly  improving  all  around. 

Wire  communication,  which  was 
badly  interrupted  during  the  worst  of 
the  blow,  was  fairly  good  today  except 
to  New  England  points.  Tlie  West- 
ern Union  had  a  few  wires  worklnat 
to  Boston,  but  the  Postal  wires  to  thai 
citv  were  all  down  and  telephone  lines 
had  to  be  utilized  to  get  in  roundabout 
touch  with  the  Massachusetts  capital 
through     Portland,     Me. 

Shortage  of  Pcod. 

Blockades     on      railroads       caused    a 
shortage  of  food   supplies.    Consequent 
I  Increase    in    prices    contributed    to    the 
hardships   of  the  poor. 

Shipping  felt  the  storm  seriously. 
Although  there  was  no  heavy  loss  re- 
ported Jrom  any  one  wreck,  small  craft 
In  numbers  suffered  damage,  dragging 
their  anchors  and  being  driven  ashore. 
The  wreckage  of  the  freight  steamer 
Thurman  off  Tem's  River.  N.  J.,  ana 
the  sinking  of  the  schooner  Mary  Ann 
Kirby  In  Long  Island  sound,  were  the 
worst  wrecks,  but  neither  was  at- 
tended with  loss  of  life.  While  incom- 
ing trans-Atlantic  liners  report  hard 
weather,  none  seems  to  have  been 
badly    delayed. 

The  Christmas  blizzard,  the  se- 
verest storm  experienced  in  the 
East  In  twenty  years,  tied  up  lo- 
cal traffic  this  mornin.  In  cities  from 
Pennsylvania  to  Maine  and  dl.«arranged 
train  schedules  throughout  half  a.  dozen 
states.  Conditions,  hov.'ever,  are  rapidly 
Improving,  and  railroads  and  municipal- 
ities are  today  bending  every  effort  to 
move  Inter-clty  and  local  traffic.  There

Accompanying  the  former  president 
were  the  ex-minister  of  war  and  four 
other   Nlcaraguans. 

The  gunboat  arrived  off  this  port  last 
night,  but  anchored  outside  the  harbor 
until  this  morning. 

Country   Near   llaukraptcy. 

Managua,  Nicaragua,  Dec.  27.  —  The 
new  president  of  Nicaragua,  Jose  Mad- 
rid. Is  taking  hold  of  affairs  with  a 
strong  hand.  Zelaya  left  him  the 
legacy  of  an  empty  treasury,  and  soon 
after  President  Madriz  had  publicly  an- 
nounced in  effect  that  the  country  wa» 
practically  on  the  verge  of  bankruptcy,, 
the  arrest  of  Jo(iuain  Passos.  Zela>^  s 
son-in-law.  and  Ernesto  Martinez,  Ze- 
laya's  last  finance  minister,  was  or- 
dered. Tiiey  are  charged  with  misap- 
plication of  funds,  failure  to  register 
government  bonds  and  the  circulation 
of  unsigned  paper  money. 

Francesco  Balca,  who  has  replacea

commission  for  the  purpose  of  revok- 
ing the  f-anchises  under  which  a  score- 
of  monopolies  given  to  Individuals  by 
Zelaya,  have  been  operated.

These  monopolies  poured  into- 
Zelaya's  purse  vast  sums  of  money,  for, 
while  th?y  were  ostensibly  in  the 
hands  of  others,  it  was  to  the  former 
president  that  the  greater  portion  or 
the  returns  was  transferred.  Passos  la- 
looked  upon  as  the  creator  of  these 
monopolies  and  the  dummy  utilized  by- 
Zelava  to  cover  his  large  stock  inter- 
est therein.  His  arrest  has  been  en- 
thusiastically received. 

Santos  Ramierez,  Zelaya  s  chief  of 
telegraph,  also  has  be^n  arrested.  Ho- 
is charged  with  having  sent  a  tele- 
gram in  the  name  of  President  Madriz, 
ordering  the  government ,  troops  to 
abandon    their    »tro»'g    posHions.

Washington,  Dec.  27.— The  docking 
of  the  General  Guerrero,  the  Mexican 
gunboat,  at  Salina  Cruz,  with  Former 
President  Zelaya  of  Nicaragua  and 
party  on  board,  is  not  regarded  as  a 
change  In  the  former  president's  plans. 
As  understood  here.  It  was  his  purpose 
at  the  time  he  left  Managua  to  proceed 
to  the  City  of  Mexico,  and  there  is  no 
doubt  that  will  be  his  destination.  How 
long  he  will  remain  In  Mexico,  how- 
ever, is  not  known  here. 

The  departure  of  Zelaya  from  Nica- 
ragua is  not  regarded  in  official  circles 
here  as  at  all  conclusive  that  he  will 
escape  punishment  for  his  crimes  In 
that  country.  The  United  States  gov- 
ernment never  has  taken  any  steps 
whatever  for  the  apprehension  of  Ze- 
laya or  to  prevent  his  leaving  the 
country.  It  preferred  to  proceed  with 
deliberation,  knowing  that  should  his 
presence  in  Nicaragua  be  required  at 
any  time  to  answer  for  his  misdeeds, 
his  person  could  be  secured  with  little 
I  or  no  difficulty. 

Mar  Demand  His  Arrest. 
'  Secretary  Knox,  In  his  letter  to  the 
Nlcaraguan  charge  in  this  city,  made 
it  clear  that  in  connection  with  any 
demand  this  government  might  make 
upon  Nicaragua  in  the  way  of  repara- 
tion for  the  shooting  of  the  two  Amer- 
icans, Cannon  and  Groce,  there  might 
be  included  in  addition  to  a  mere  in- 
demnity a  demand  that  the  person  or 
persons  guilty  of  the  murder  of  the 
two  Americans  should  be  tried  and 
punished  for  the  crime.  The  question 
of  extradition  in  a  case  of  this  kind 
was  settled  years  ago  and  there  ara 
several  cases  cited  where  criminals 
have  been  surrendered  by  the  nations 
where  the  offenders  had  been  given 
asylum,  even  when  there  was  no  ex- 
tradition treaty. 

Llneolu   Set   Precedent. 
One  of  the  most  notable  of  these  was 


that  the  Spanish  army  officer,  Ar- 
guelles,  who  In  1864  captured  a  ship- 
load of  slaves  which  was  being  sent  to 
the  United  States.  For  this  act  he  was 
rewarded  by  the  Spanish  government, 
but  it  developed  later  that  he  had  sold 
a  number  of  the  slaves,  and  fearing  ar- 
rest and  punishment  for  his  act,  had 
fled  to  New  York.  The  Spanish  gov- 
ernment asked  the  United  States  to 
surrender  him  for  trial,  which,  under 
President  Lincoln's  orders,  was  done, 
as  a  matter  of  comity  between  nations. 

President  Lincoln,  in  a  communica- 
tion to  congress  on  the  subject,  laid 
down  the  principle  that  a  nation  never 
was  bound  to  furnish  asylum  to  dan- 
gerous criminals,  or  to  those  who  were 
offenders  against  the  human  race. 

Should,  therefore,  the  United  States 
demand  of  Nicaragua  the  punishment 
of  Zelaya,  there  seems  to  be  little  doubt 
that  any  nation  where  he  may  have 
taken  refuge  will,  on  the  showing  the 
United  States  will  be  able  to  make, 
surrender  him  for  trial  and  punish- 
ment.

•The  officials  of  the  company  and 
other  leading  interests  in  the  property 
had  nothing  to  do  with  the  spectacular 
advance  in  the  stock,"  continued  the 
director.  "London  and  Paris  financial 
interests  have  been  heavy  buyers  of 
the  stock  recently,  and  it  is  reported 
tl'.at  their  representatives  in  New  York 
bid  for  the  stock  this  morning  and 
were  at  least  Indirectly  responsible  for 
the   rise." 

This  same  Rock  Island  official  said 
that  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge 
neither  Judge  W.  H.  Moore,  who  is  now 
in  Chicago,  nor  Daniel  G.  Reid  were  in 
any  way  connected  with  the  movement 
today.

It  was  intimated 
that  an  investigation  would  be  made 
into  the  matter  by  the  governors  of 
the   Stock  exchange. 

The  Rock  Island  bonds  which  were 
concerned  in  last  week's  speculative 
movement  in  the  Rock  Island  deal 
moved  very  feverishly.  Rock  Island 
collateral  4's  sold  at  85  in  a  block  of 
S500.000  and  then  slumped  to  83.  The 
Wabash  refunding  4's  sold  at  78%  and 
then  ran  off  to  77  V».  Wabash  pre- 
ferred ropped  3  under  Friday's  closing 
price.

WOULD  HEAD 
OFF  COURT 

Taft  Wants  Federal  Incorpo- 
ration Law  Passed,  Pend- 
ing Oil  Decision. 

Says  He  Is  Afraid  Upholding 

of  Lower  Court  Would 

Hurt  Business. 


■Washington,  Dec.  27. — Serious  con- 
Bideraliion  Is  being  given  by  President 
Taft  and  leader.s  In  congress,  includ- 
ing Senator  Aldrlcii  and  Speaker  Can- 
non, to  il.e  question  of  tlie  advisability 
of  attempting  to  enact  a  federal  incor- 
poration act  in  advance  of  a  final  ju- 
dicial decision  in  the  Standard  Oil  dis- 
solution case.  There  appears  to  be  au 
Important  difference  of  opinion  be- 
tween Mr.  Taft  and  his  adviser:;*,  who  . 
want  him  to  wiilihold  the  message 
which  he  has  announced  he  will  send 
to  congress. 

»  It  is  understood  that  Mr.  Taft  fears 
that  business  generally  will  suffer  if 
the  supreme  court  affirms  tlie  tindins^r 
of  the  (.ircuit  court  in  the  dissolution 
case,  and  that  he  strungly  favors  what 
might  be  termed  •vaccination"  of  the 
body  corporate  by  the  administration 
of  legislative  remedy  before  tlie  evil 
appears.  On  the  other  hand,  congres- 
sional leaders  fear  such  a  course  would 
merely  supply  ammunition  to  the  op- 
ponents of  the  administration  by  giv- 
ing them  an  excuse  to  charge  that  the 
force  of  the  Taft  regime  is  being  di- 
rected toward  creating  a  shelter  for 
monopolies. 

Taft    Prnni    for    Bualuesii. 

If  the  president  sliouUl  follow  what 
l6  said  to  be  his  present  inclination, 
he  will  ask  for  the  passage  of  a  fed- 
eral corporation  law  without  delay,  on 
the  ground  that  honest  business  is 
menaced  under  the  interpretation  of 
the  Sherman  anti-trust  act  given  by 
the  circuit  court  decision  in  the 
fUandard    Oil    case. 

While  the  president's  view  is  shared 
liy  the  leaders  named,  they  recognize 
the  fact  that  there  will  be  serious 
opposition  to  any  legislation  appar- 
ontlv  calculated  to  narrow  the  scope 
of  the  Sherman  anti-trust  law.  They 
believe  that  this  opposition  is  so 
strong  that  there  would  be  a  pro- 
tracted contest  over  such  a  measure, 
ftnd  that  it  would  be  wiser  to  await 
the    decision    of    the    supreme    court. 

Mr.  Taft.  it  is  said,  believes  the  de- 
cision l)V  the  circuit  court  correctly 
interprets  liie  law:  if  so,  he  presum- 
ably expects  that  the  decree  will  be 
■ustained. 

Mr.  Taft  believes  also,  it  is  said, 
that  he  can  recommend  a  federal  in- 
corporation law  without  becoming 
amenable  to  a  charge  that  he  was 
eeeking  to  prejudice  the  supreme 
court. 

QueMtion   Result  of  Appeal. 

Republican  leaders,  however,  do  not 
ftll  agree  that  the  supreme  court  will 
eustaln  the  decision  without  mitigating 
the  force  of  that  interpretation  of  tlie 
Sherman  law.  They  point  to  the  fact 
that  the  supreme  court  sustained  the 
right  of  congress  to  enact  the  legisla- 
tion contained  In  the  commodities 
clause  of  the  Hepburn  law  taut  that 
It  did  so  in  a  manner  such  as  to  make 
It  virtually  non-effective.  It  is  sug- 
gested as  not  Impossible  that  a  deci- 
sion with  the  edge  dulled  in  like 
manner  might  be  handed  down  in  the 
Standard   «)il    case. 

Past  decisions  by  the  supreme  court 
In  cases  brought  u.aler  the  Sherman 
anti-trust  law.  have  'n  the  main  con- 
firmed the  constitutionality  of  the  law 
nnd  lave  given  to  it  the  broactest  ap- 
plication. It  Is  argued,  nevertheless. 
In  view  of  the  far-reaching  effect  of 
the  decision  in  the  Standard  Oil  case 
i^pon  corpitraiions  generally,  that  con- 
gress nmv  well  be  asked  by  the  presi- 
dent to  take  time  by  the  forelock  and 
to  modify   the   force  of  the   act. 

The  record  in  the  Standard  Oil  case 
probably  v/ill  reach  the  supreme  court 
before  it  reconvenes  on  Jan.  3,  and  it 
may  be  advanced  on  the  docket  so  that 
•It  may  be  argued  early  in  March.  This 
would  give  the  couit  time  to  consider 
it  before  its  adjournment  late  in  May. 
If  d'^-.patch  is  shown,  it  is  likely  th.ere 
would  still  be  opportunity  for  congress 
to  consider  remedial  legislation  during 
the  present  session.^

PINCHOT  TELLS  0 
WITH  SPECIAL 
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WATCHMAN  BURNS 
WITH  DRYHOUSE 
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Virginia,  Minn..  Dec.  27. —  (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — Tragic  deaths  sfeem  to 
be  the  order  of  the  day  in  this  locality, 
five  being  reported  in  the  past  few 
day&  The  most  sensational  of  all  was 
the  death  of  Oscar  Crlstlneia.  a  native 
of  Finland,  who  blew  himself  almost 
to  pieces  Saturday  night  with  a  stick 
of  dynamite,  in  the  presence  of  his 
wife,  a  short  distance  from  their  home 
In  the  Oliver  location.  His  sensational 
finish  came  as  a  cllniax  to  a  drunken 
spree. 

Kills  Self  Going  to  Entertainment. 
Mrs.  Cristiiiela  had  gained  the  con- 
sent of  her  husband  to  accompany  her 
to  the  Finnish  Temperance  hall,  where 
an  entertainment  was  being  held,  and 
when  the  .-oupie  had  gone  a  short  dis- 
tance from  their  home  Crlstlneia  ex- 
tracted a  match  from  his  pocket  and 
told  his  wife  to  look  out  that  he  was 
going  to  blow  himself  up.  In  the  Inside 
pocket  of  his  coat  was  concealed  a  stick 
of  dynamite  from  which  a  fuse  pro- 
truded. Ho  lit  the  fuse  in  spile  of  her 
attempts  to  dissuade  him.  and  unable 
to  check  him  she  ran  from  him,  but 
only  a  short  distance  when  the  explo- 
sion occurred.  His  body  was  terribly 
mangled,  although  his  face  and  head 
were  not  disfigured.  Aside  from  re- 
ceiving a  terrible  shock  Mrs.  Crlstlneia 
was  not  at  all  injured  by  the  explo- 
sion. ,       

The  body  was  brought  to  the  Gilles- 
pie morgue,  where  it  is  being  held 
until  the  luneral  arrangements  can  be 
completed  Dr.  J.  H.  Crowe,  deputy 
coroner,  investigated  the  case  and 
found  an  Inquest  would  not  be  neces- 
sary. 

Previous  to  his  death  Crlstlneia  had 
been  employed  at  the  Pettit  mine  of 
the  Oliver  Iron  Mining  company  at 
Gilbert,  but  resided  with  his  family  at 
the  Oliver  location  near  this  city.  Be- 
sides his  wife  the  deceased  leaves  two 
small  children  aged  2  and  5  years  re- 
spectively. 

Hunter  Accidentally  Killed. 
The  funeral  of  Newton  Rogness  was 
held  yesterday  afternoon,  the  service 
being  conducted  at  North  Pole  hall  by 
Rev.  Arthur  Carswell  of  St.  Paul's 
Episcopal  church,  interment  being 
made    in    Greenwood    cemetery. 

Mr.  Rogness  met  death  by  the  acci- 
dental discharge  of  a  shot  gun  which 
-tie  had  been  carrying  while  hunting 
near  his  home  near  Lake  Junction,  a 
station  on  the  Duluth,  Rainy  Lake  & 
Winnipeg  railroad  Thursday.  Mr. 
Rogness  left  home  early  in  the  morn- 
ing taking  with  him  his  single  barrel 
shot  gun.  His  dead  l)ody  was  dis- 
covered later  lying  a  siiort  distance 
from  the  railroad  track  and  about 
Blxty  rods  south  of  the  Junction.  When 
found  he  was  lying  on  his  face  in  a 
pool  of  blood,  the  back  of  his  head 
having  been  blown  off  by  the  dis- 
charge of  the  gun.  The  weapon  was 
found  lying  across  a  small  bush  and 
against  his  legs  with  the  muzzle  point- 
ing towards  his  head.  Indicating  that 
the  trigger  of  the  gun  must  have 
caught  against  the  brush,  accidentally 
6ischarging  the  weapon.  It  was 
thought  at  first  that  Mr.  Rogness  had 
taken  his  own  life,  but  as  tliere  was 
no  plausible  reason  for  his  so  d.^iiig. 
and  the  position  of  the  body  and  the 
gun  was  such  that  the  idea  of  suicide 
was  dispelled. 

Mr.  Rogne.ss  was  a  pioneer  resident 
of  Virginia,  having  at  one  time  been 
engaged  in  business  here,  but  a  short 
time  ago  retired  and  moved  with  his 
family  onto  a  little  farm  near  the 
scene  of  the  tragedy  where  he  has 
since  resided.  He  had  built  for  hiin- 
self  and  family  a  very  comfortable 
home  on  the  forty-acre  tract  and  was 
In  a  fair  way  of  becoming  one  of  the 
prosperous  farmers  of  the  section 
when    the    sad    accident    occurred. 

Deceased  was  about  44  years  of  age 
and  leaves  a  wife  and  four  small  chil- 
dren.

Eveleth,  Minn.,  Dec.  27.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — John  Sullivan,  at  the 
I'ettit  mine  dryhouse  at  Gilbert,  met  a 
horrible  death  early  Saturday  morn- 
ing In  a  fire  that  destroyed  the  dry- 
house    and    "puffer,"    a   dinky    house.

GIVEN  JAIL  SENTENCE. 

Gust  Hill  Who  Shot  at   McKinley 
Marshall  Punished. 

McKlnley,  Minn.,  Dec.  27. — (Special 
to  The  Herald.) — Ninety  days  in  jail 
and  a  fine  of  $100  constitute  the  pun- 
ishment given  to  Gust  Hill,  who  while 
drunk  flreu  at  Marshall  Williams  as 
the  latter  nassed  his  place  in  the  Elba 
location.  This  course  of  punishment 
was  decided  upon  rather  than  to  send 
the  accused  to  the  county  Jail  and  wait- 
ing several  weeks  or  months  for  an 
Indictment  and  conviction. 

Hill  bought  a  new  revolver  and  in 
company  with  another  man  residing  In 
the  Elba  location,  was  standing  near  a 
house  when  Marshal  Williams  drove 
by.  Hill  flred  two  shots  and  the  mar- 
shall  thought  the  man  was  aiming  at 
him  and  jumped  from  the  buggy  and 
went  after  the  men.  Hill  escaped  and 
his  companion  was  arrested  and  placed 
In-  the  local  jail.  Williams  appealed 
to  Marshal  Johnson  of  McKlnley  and 
together  they  went  to  Hill's  boarding 
house.  When  told  that  he  was  under 
arrest.  Hill  drew  his  revolver.  Will- 
iams grabbed  his  hand  and  the  flrst 
shot  went  into  the  floor.  The  second 
shot  went  Into  a  bystander's  foot.  Hill 
was  taken  to  jail  and  brought  before 
Justice  McCarty  later  to  answer  to  the 
charge  of  assault  with  Intent  to  kill. 
The  man  was  permitted  to  plead  guilty 
to  a  misdemeanor  on  the  ground  that 
there    were   extenuating   circumstances.

When  a  few  m||n  fl«t  posses- 
sion of  one  of  the  neceRsariFs  of  life, 
either  through  ownership  of  a  natural 
resource  or  through  unfal^,  business 
methods,  and  use  that  .control  to  ex- 
tort undue  profits,  as  •  in  ttie  recent 
cases  of  the  sugar  trust  anA  the  beef 
packers,  they  injure  the  avfrage  man 
without  good  reason,  and  ,.they  are 
guilty  of  a  moral  wrong. 

"1  believe  in  one  form  of  govern- 
ment, and  I  believe  in  the  Golden  Rule. 
But  we  must  face  the  truth  that  mo- 
nopoly of  the  sources  of  production 
makes  it  impossible  for  vast  numbers 
of  men  and  women  to  earn  a  fair  liv- 
ing. Right  here  the  conservation  ques- 
tion touches  the  dally  life  of  the  great 
body  of  our  people  who  pay  the  cost  of 
special  privilege.  ^^ 

"And  the  price  is  heavy.  That  price 
may  be  the  chance  to  save  the  boys 
from  the  saloons  and  the  corner  gang, 
and  the  girls  from  worse,  and  to  make 
good  citizens  of  them.  Instead  of  bad; 
for  an  appalling  proportion  of  the 
tragedies  of  life  spring  directly  from 
the  lack  of  a  little  money.  Thousands 
of  daughters  of  the  poor  fall  into  the 
hands  of  the  white  slave  traders  be- 
cause their  poverty  leaves  them  with- 
out protection.  Thousands  of  families, 
as  the  i'ittsburg  survey  has  shown  us. 
lead  lives  of  brutalizing  overwork  in 
return   for  the  barest  living. 

LoHKeai  Never  to  Be  KeKained. 
"The  people  of  this  country  have  lost 
vastly  more  than  they  can  ever  regain 
by  gifts  of  public  property,  forever  and 
without  charge,  to  men  who  gave 
nothing  in  return.  It  is  true  that  we 
have  made  superb  material  progress 
under  this  svstem,  but  It  Is  not  well 
for  us  to  rejoice  too  freely  in  the  slices 
the  special  interests  have  given  us 
from  the  great  loaf  of  the  property  of 
all    people. 

"The  people  of  the  United  States  have 
been  the  complacent  victims  of  a  sys- 
tem of  plunder  often  perpetrated  by 
men  who  would  have  been  surprised 
beyond  measure  to  be  accused  of 
wrongdoing,  and  many  of  whom  in 
their  private  lives  were  model  citizens. 
But  they  have  suffered  from  a  curious 
moral  perversion  by  which  it  becomes 
praiseworthy  to  do  for  a  corporation 
things  which  they  would  refuse  with 
the  loftiest  scorn  to  do  for  themselves. 
Fortunately  for  us  all  that  delusion  is 
passing    rapidly    away. 

When  FrlvUeKf  FlRbtM. 
"  "It  is  tiie  honrable  distinction  of  the 
forest  service  that  it  has  been  more 
constantly,  more  violently,  and  more 
bitterly  attacked  by  the  representa- 
tives of  the  special  Interests  In  recent 
years  than  any  other  government  bu- 
reau. These  attacks  hATe  Increased  In 
violence  and  bitterness  'just  In  propor- 
tion as  the  service  has  offered  effective 
opposition  to  predatory  wealth.  The 
more  successful  we  have  been  In  pre- 
venting land  grabbing  and  the  absorp- 
tion of  water  power  by  the  special 
inteiests,  the  more  ingenious,  the  more 
devious  and  the  more  dangerous  these 
attacks  have  become.  A  favorite  one 
Is  to  assert  that  the  forest  service,  in 
its  zeal  for  the  public  welfare,  has 
played  ducks  and  drakes  with  the  acts 
of  congress. 

"The  fact  Is,  on  the  contrary,  that 
the  service  has  had  warrant  of  law 
for  everything  it  has  done.  Not  once 
since  it  was  created  has  any  charge  of 
Illegality,  despite  the  most  searching 
investigation  and  the  bitterest  attack, 
ever  led  to  reversal  or  reproof  by 
either  house  of  congress  or  by  any 
congressional    committeee. 

Methods   of    Attack. 
"Another,    and      unusually     plausible, 
form  of  attack,   is    to   demand   that   all 
land    not    now    bearing    trees    shall    be 
thrown  out  of  the  national   forests. 

"Still  another  attack,  nearly  success- 
ful two  years  ago,  was  an  attempt  to 
prevent  the  forest  service  from  telling 
the  people,  through  the  press,  what 
It  Is  accomplishing  for  them,  and  how 
much  this  nation  needs  the  forests. 

"Since  the  forest  service  called  pub- 
lic attention  to  the  rapid  absorption  of 
the  water  power  sites  and  the  threat- 
ening growth  of  a  great  water  power 
monopoly,  the  attacks  upon  It  have 
Increased  with  marked  rapidity.  I  an- 
ticipate that  they  will  continue  to 
do  so.  Still  greater  opposition  Is 
promised  In  the  near  future.  There  is 
but  one  protection — an  awakened  pub- 
lic spirit.  That  is  why  I  give  you  the 
facts."

DEATH  AND  DESTRUCTION 
RIDE  ON   WINGS   OP 
"CHRISTMAS  BLIZZARD 

(Continued    from   page   1.) 

is  reason  to  believe  conditions  will  be 
normal  again  by  Tuesday  night,  when 
another  storm  is  expected  from  the 
west. 

One  Car  Line  Running* 
In  Philadelphia  general  business  this 
morning  was  practically  at  a  stand- 
still. Through  trains  were  late,  only 
one  street  car  line  was  running,  and 
the  city  is  suffering  from  a  shortage  of 
milk.  Reports  from  Pittsburg  and  Har- 
risburg  indicate  that  conditions  are  Im- 
proving rapidly. 

Washington  did  not  suffer  severely, 
but  on  account  of  traffic  conditions  to 
the  north.  President  Taft  decided  to 
postpone  an  engagement  to  speak  In 
New   York. 

Communication  with  Boston  Is  main- 
tained only  with  difficulty.  The  storm 
in  New  Efngland  seems  to  have  been 
worst  In  the  vicinity  of  New  Bedford, 
Fall  River,  Providence,  Newport,  Paw.- 
tucket    and    Woonsocket, 

New  England  was  hardest  hit  Satur- 
day night  and  Sunday,  apparently  re- 
ceiving the  full  force  of  the  storm, 
which  had  been  working  eastward. 

"Two  peculiar  tidal  waves  added 
bizarre  features.  Near  Boston  the 
water  crept  into  houses,  left  a  man 
and  wife  and  a  child  delid  In  bed,  then 
crept  away.  Cellars  were  flooded  in 
New  York  by  a  wave  of  less  gigantic 
proportions. 

Trains  were  stalled  or  late  through- 
out the  East;  wires  were  paralyzed  or 
crippled  and  streets  almost  Impassable 
except  where  heroic  measures  were 
adopted  to  clear  them.  The  automobile 
was  rendered  temporarily  useless. 
Steamer  Went  Ashore. 
The  freight  steamer  Thurman,  going 
ashore  on  the  Jersey  coast,  offered  an 
opportunity  for  the  always  spectacular 
use  of  the  breeches  buoy,  by  means  of 
which   her  cre.w  was  rescued. 

"Two  men  drowned  near  Seymour, 
Conn.,  when  a  trolley  car  left  the  track 
and  plunged  into  the  ley  river.  Almost 
every  city  of  consequence  where  the 
storm  reached  reported  suffering  or 
deaths  due  to  exposure. 

Ten-Inch  Fall  in  IVew  York. 
Hard  work  all  night  by  thousands  of 
men  on  the  city's  streets  broke  the  tie- 
up  caused  by  the  greatest  December 
storm  in  years  In  this  vicinity.  While 
incoming  trains  were  still  delayed  on 
some  of  the  railroads,  and  surface  car 
traffic  was  by  no  means  normal,  the 
acute  phase  of  the  congestion  caused 
by  the  10-inch  fall  of  snow  was  a 
thing  of  the  past  this  morning. 

Snow  banks  many  feet  high  obstruct- 
ed the  chief  thoroughfares,  where  the 
Fhovelers  had  been  busy,  and  street 
traffic  of  all  sorts  sought  the  cleared- 
off  car  tracks.  Seven  thousand  men 
employed  by  Street  Commissioner  Ed- 
wards made  the  snow  fly  In  the  streets 
and  avenues  during  the  night,  and  ad- 
ditional forces  were  put  at  work  to- 
dav  While  this  afforded  relief  of  the 
cltv  itself,  there  was  still  much 
trouble  In  the  outlying  districts,  where 
stalled  cars   were   numerous.

Loss  of  i5,(M)0,000. 

Boston.  Mass.,  Dec.  27.— Five  million 
doUar.s'  loss  Is  the  estimate  made  today 
of  the  havoc  wrought  In  and  around 
Boston  by  the  blizzard  which  yesterday 
swept  New  England,  and  drove  a  rec- 
ord tide  over  the  coast.  ^   ^   ^ 

No  fatalities  have  been  reported  be- 
sides the  four  known  to  have  occurred 
yesterdav  In  Chelsea,  where  a  tidal 
wave,  bursting  through  the  dyke 
along  Island  End  river,  flooded  eighty 
acres  of  homes,  and  forced  2.500  per- 
sons to  flee,  scantily  clad,  into  the 
raging   storm. 

Thirty-two  cities  and  towns  which 
last  night  were  plunged  in  darkness 
owing  to  th«  cutting  off  or  the  •leo- 


tric  light  service  hope  to  have  their 
lighting  facilities  restored  by  tonight. 
Wont  In  Eleven  Yennu 
The  storm  was  easily  the  greatest 
New  England  has  experienced  in  elev- 
en years.  All  along  the  coast  phe- 
nomenal tides  were  reported.  In  many 
places  sea  walls  were  battered  to 
pieces,  boulevards  razed  and  curbs  and 
houses   along    the   shore    damaged. 

In  Boston  the  tide  swept  over  the 
wharves,  across  Atlantic  avenue  and 
as  far  inland  as  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. It  is  estimated  that  the  dam- 
age in  this  section  will  reach  at  least 
1500.000.  ^^    ,       ^. 

The  worst  damage  wrought  by  the 
storm  was  in  Chelsea  and  Everett, 
where  It  is  believed  it  will  be  several 
weeks  before  the  tide  gate  on  the 
Island  End  river  can  be  repaired,  and 
the   flooded    district   reclaimed. 

Having  escaped  through  the  snow 
scantily  clad,  and  many  of  them  bare- 
footed, the  residents  of 'the  submerged 
section  of  Chelsea  had  to  stand  for 
hours  In  the  blizzard  waiting  for 
wagons  to  take  them  to  shelter.  Hun- 
dreds of  the  homeless  were  taken  care 
of  in  relief  stations  established  in  pub- 
lic  schools   and   churches. 

No  further  damage  resulted  from  the 
tide  late  last  night.     The  water  did  not 
rise  as  high  as  in  the  forenoon. 
■ 
Pblladelphia  Hard  Hit.    ,   ,    ,  . 
Philadelphia,      Dec.    27.— Philadelphia 
today  was  still  in  the  grip  of  the  bliz- 
zard which  descended  upon  this  section 
of  the  country  Christmas  day.     General 
business    was    tied    up    worse    than    for 
many  years  and  the  prospects  are  that 
it  will  be  several  days  before  conditions 
became  normal.     Traffic  and  street  car 
service  are  still  In  bad  shape. 

The  snowfall  was  one  of  the  greatest 
In  the  history  of  the  weather  bureau 
and  caught  railroads,  street  car  com- 
panies and  other  public  service  con- 
cerns wholly  unprepared  to  cope  with 
the   situation.  ,,     ,    * 

With  the  exception  of  the  Market 
street  subway  line  there  was  practical- 
ly no  street  car  service  in  the  city  dur- 
ing the  morning,  and  nearly  all  Phila- 
delphia got  to  work  late.  The  railroad 
situation  was  a  little  better  early  today 
than  it  was  yesterday,  but  there  was 
no  attempt  to  stick  to  schedules. 

Reports  received  early  today  showed 
that  five  persons  lost  their  Uvea  during 
the  storm,  most  of  the  deaths  occur- 
ring during  the  height  of  the  storm 
ChrUtmas  night  and  Sunday  morning. 


In  each  case  death  was  due  to  exhaus- 
tion. 


'Wasbiniirtou  Fared  Well. 

Washington,  Dec.  27. — Little  incon- 
venience was  felt  In  Washington  today 
as  a  result  of  the  Christmas  storm  be- 
yond the  late  arrival  of  trains  from 
the  North  with  belated  Christmas  gifts 
and  mails  and  the  presence  in  the  city 
of  four  and  a  half  inches  of  snow  and 
many  icy  pavements.  Traffic  condi- 
tions on  the  trunk  line  railways  were 
such,  however,  that  President  Taft 
thought  it  advisable  to  cancel  engage- 
ments in  New  York  which  he  had 
made  for  tonight.  Street  railways  were 
running,  however,  on  schedule  time. 

Hopeful  conditions  were  held  out 
this  morning  by  the  authorities  at 
the  weather  bureau,  who  said  that 
the  storm  which  began  on  Christmas 
eve  had  passed  out  to  sea  off  the 
Maine  coast  and  everything  seemed 
clear  in  the  East  tor  good  weather  for 
at  least  a  couple  of  days.  Another  dis- 
turbance, however,  is  coming  out  of 
the  West  and  moving  eastward,  but 
this,  they  say,  will  result  in  only  a 
little  snow  and  will  not  be  accom- 
panied by  the  heavy  winds  that  came 
with  the  storm  which  haa  just  passed. 

FROZEN  TO  DEATH; 
CUMAX  TO  DRUNK 

George  Biers  Loses  His  life 

and  Friend  With  Him 

k  Frozen. 

Deer  River,  Minn.,  Dec.  27.— (Special 
to  The  Herald.) — Frozen  to  death  while 
walking  along  the  Minnesota  &  Inter- 
national tracks  this  side  of  Basa  lake 
was  the  sensational  climax  to  the 
Christmas  celebration  of  George  Biers, 
who  la  dead,  while  a  companion  was 
badly   frozen. 

The  body  of  Biers  was  brought  here 
Saturday  on  a  special  train.  Perry 
Coffron  reported  findliUK  the  daa4  and 


the  almost  dying  man  and  Coroner 
Thomas  Russell  and  Deputy  Sheriff 
Hachey  hastened  to  tlie  scene  by  spe- 
cial, bringing  the  corpse  and  the  other 
man  In.  An  inquest  decided  that  death 
resulted  from  exposure.  There  were 
two  bottles  of  whisky  In  Biers'  pockets 
while  his  companion  was  equally  well 
supplied. 

The  two  men  had  apparently  been 
celebrating  Christmas  by  imbibing 
freely  and  when  starting  for  home 
they  loaded  with  a  further  supply,  as 
both  had  bottles  partially  full  of  liquor 
in  their  pockets.  It  Is  figured  that  Blera 
was  overcome  with  the  drink  and  laid 
down  to  sleep  while  his  companion 
kept  moving,  keeping  his  blood  suffic- 
iently in  circulation  to  save  his  life. 
Funeral  arrangements  for  Biers  have 
not  been  made.

DEDICATED 

Endion  M.  E.  Congregation 

Formally  Occupies  Its 

New  Building. 

Rev.  M.  S.  Rice  Makes  Stir- 
ring Address  at  tiie  Dedi- 
catory Services. 


Dedication  exercises  were  held  yes- 
terday in  the  new  Kr.dion  Methodist 
Episcopal  church.  Nineteenth  avenue 
east  and  First  street,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Rev.  E.  K.  Copper,  superintend- 
ent of  the  Duluth  district. 

Rev.  John  Walker  Powell,  pastor, 
preached  in  the  morning,  and  the  dedi- 
cation sermon  was  delivered  by  Rev. 
M.  S.  Flice,  pastor  of  the  First  Methodist 
Epi.scopal  church,  in  the  afternoon.  The 
church  choir  furnished  special  music. 
Large  audiences  and  many  visiting 
ciersynion  attended  the  services. 

The  congregation  was  organized  in 
1902  witli  a  membership  of  eight.  Rev. 
Robert  Forbes  was  pastor  during  the 
first  few  months  of  the  churchs  ex- 
istence. In  the  fall  of  the  year  John 
Walk-r  i'owell  became  pastor,  and 
s-inc'^  his  advent  the  membership  has 
grown  to  more  than  100.  The  new 
chur.  h  was  built  at  a  cost  of  $4j,000, 
$lS,0'i()   of   which   is  a  deht. 

Rev.  Mr.  Rice  in  his  dedication  ad- 
dres.s   said   in  part*  ' 

"1  know  no  better  theme  for  con- 
slderaiion  in  the  didlcation  of  a  new 
house  of  worship  than  ihe  theme 
^usgested  to  me  in  an  editorial  re- 
cenily  printed  in  "the  Interior,"  in 
whjili  the  edUor  pointed  out  clearly 
the  fact  that  in  the  world  today  lias 
arisen  a  strongly  expectant  attitude 
toward  ♦he  church  in  relation  to  the 
^i,>lution  of  the  many  troubles  which 
seem  in  a  way  to  monopolize  the 
minds  and  efTorts  of  the  best  men  of 
our  world.  The  world  has  come  to 
expect  the  church.  This  most  truly 
opens  before  us  as  churchmen  a  most 
responsible  fact.  The  duty  of  the 
church  when  It  has  been  c«*Mtending 
for  more  standing  room  among  the 
many  Institutions  of  the  world  has 
been  .serious  enough.  But  now  when  It 
lias  won  a  place  of  expectation  its 
burden  is  far  moie  than  doubled.  It 
is  the  opportunity  as  well  as  the  peril 
of   the  cliurch. 

Duty  of  tbe  Church. 
"There  has  never  come  a  day  so 
significant  In  judgment  upon  us  as  the 
day  in  which,  before  the  world,  we  are 
conipeiled  to  face  this  fact,  and  we 
cannot  too  soon  awaken  to  the  truth 
tliat  this  is  strongly  the  position  fac- 
ing us  as  we  front  the  great  year 
li>10. 

•I  am  rejoiced  before  such  a  fact  to 
be  assured  also  that  there  never  was 
a  day  when  the  church  so  clearly  be- 
held its  hard  duty,  and  when  real  sac- 
rifico  and  heroism  was  any  more  ready. 
No  one  can  survey  the  history  of  mod- 
ern progress  without  recognizing  that 
the  chief  accession  of  moral  force 
which  these  moral  movements  have  re- 
ceived have  come  from  the  church,  and 
I  undertake  to  say  that  this  Is  the 
reason  of  the  expectation  that  is  up- 
on us  now,  and  1  rejoice  in  the  con- 
clusion. 

'■.Some  one  has  said  tliat  the  evi- 
dences which  our  day  recognizes  as 
Christian  evidences  worth  while  are 
not  found  ecclesiastical  or  doctrinal. 
so  much  as  ethical,  social,  political, 
industrial,  in  short,  human.  Our  re- 
ligion does  not  occupy  a  separated 
place  from  the  world  of  busy  needy 
men.  We  are  like  a  life  saving  sta- 
tion in  a  place  of  protected  favor. 
But  not  there  simply  to  afford  us 
assurance  of  safety  from  which  we 
can  wave  to  those  In  distress  the 
elgns  of  our  experience,  when  what 
they  need  is  help.  You  who  remem- 
ber the  awful  day  when  the  Mataafa 
was  on  the  rocks  know  what  con- 
demnation ran  tlie  city  through  and 
g'lared  from  ©ur  papers  about  the 
crew  of  life  savers  because  tliey  did 
not,  if  need  be,  die,  too,  trying  to  save 
Imperiled  men.  We  equip  men  for 
such  work  to  meet  me  storm  and 
fling  life  into  Its  teeth.  And  that  is 
the  spirit  which  springs  up  today  to 
challenge  the  church.  We  are  an  ex- 
pected church  today.  That  is  certain- 
ly the  price  we  must  pay  for  our  pro-- 
fession.  We  are  certainly  duty  bound 
to  throw  ourselves  into  tlie  task  before 
uii  and  if  need  be,  sacrifice  much  and 
keep    no    account    of    suffering. 

"There  are  many  men  on  both  sides 
of  all  our  conterrtions,  so  numerous 
as  to  be  almost  discouraging  today, 
•who  are  bold  to  declare  that  it  i.s  so 
\'ery  hard  to  lead  a  real  Christian 
life  in  the  midst  of  the  strife  and 
methods  pursued  todaj-,  that  thev  sim- 
ply won't  try  it.  Now.  the  church  is 
expected  to  speak  out  in  such  mat- 
ters, and  bound  to  bring  a  defense  to 
the  eternal  matters  at  stake  there. 
If  the  salt  lose  its  savor  it  will  be 
cast  out  and  trodden  under  the^  foot 
of  men.  If  the  church  has  caught 
the  truth  of  our  Lord  at  all  that  truth 
has  a  most  vital  application  to  it. 
There  was  a  time  when  the  church 
thought  its  main  business  was  to  be 
holy,  and  that  could  be  done  in  hid- 
ing tyom  the  world  better  than  any 
other  way,  hence  the  folly  of  the 
mon»Ktery  and  the  hiding  monk.  But 
modern  life  has  refu.sed  to  support  a 
religion  of  seclusive  attitude  and  with 
an  expectation  of  some  vital  results 
In  the  midst  of  Its  needy  sin-cursed  life 
has  come  battering  down  exclusive 
■walls  and  asking  that  the  church  step 
out  on  our  pavements  into  our  markets 
and  marts  of  trade,  and  right  things." 
The  ^'eed  For  Real  .Hen. 
"When  I  raise  my  eyes  and  see  the 
splendid  men  and  women  whom  I  am 
privileged  to  address,  and  when  I  try, 
as  often  I  do,  to  calculate  what  re- 
Bults  could  be  achieved  if  only  as  a 
preacher  I  could  persuasively  present 
the  truth  of  this  gospel,  so  it  would 
move  to  action  compatible  to  its  claim, 
I  can  scarcely  brook  indecision  an- 
other hour.  Men!  Men!  Why  in  God's 
name  don't  you  throw  yourselves  into 
the  great  Issues  of  life  with  a  passion 
that  is  %vorthy  of  your  position?  Why 
don't  you  make  religion  the  manifesta- 
tion of  life  that  it  deserves  from  you? 
"Why  don't  you  stop  criticising  the  way 
we  may  be  doing  things  and  enter  the 
lists  yourselves?  I  am  sure  1  .see  this 
^reat  issue  drawn  in  the  expectation 
of  the  hour  in  the  church  of  Jesus 
Christ.  You  who  possess  trained  per- 
sonality, the  most  tremendous  asset 
any  man  can  ever  Invest  into  the 
world's  life,  cannot  do  more  with  your 
life  than  to  bring  it  to  bear  upon  this 
transitional  era  and  help  us  evolve 
here  a  more  fruitful  and  evident 
brotherliness  among  men,  and  the  pre- 
emption which  the  expectant  world  has 
made  on  the  church  is  the  call  to  the 
men  and  women  of  large  vision  in  such 
a  time,  not  merely  to  sit  to  enjoy  their 
liberties  and  lavish  ability  on  them- 
selves, but  to  go  and  serve  their  fel- 
lows.

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New  York,  Dec.  27. — Heavy  specifica- 
tions on  contracts  for  finished  steel 
products  continue  to  roll  in  upon  the 
mills,  and  consumers  generally  are 
pressing  for  deliveries,  but  new  busi- 
ness in  both  finished  products  and  raw 
material  is  being  contracted.  Last 
week  railroads  placed  orders  for  about 
50,000  tons  of  rails,  two-thirds  of  the 
business  being  in  the  West.  Specifica- 
tions were  also  received  on  20,000  tons 
for  the  IlliiWls  Central,  which  are  to 
be  rolled  at  the  Ensley  mill. 

Rail  contracts  placed  in  1909  for  1909 
and  1910  delivery  have  aggregated 
3,300.000  tons,  of  which  only  1,600,000 
tons  are  for  this  year's  delivery. 

New  orders  for  fabricated  steel  for 
buildings  and  bridges  have  aggregated 
only   about   25.000    tons,    but   specifica- 


tions have  been  about  twice  as  heavy, 
and  it  is  probable  that  the  December 
business  will  aggregate  over  100,000 
tons. 

There  is  more  evidence  of  contrac- 
tion In  the  volume  of  business  in  sheets 
and  tin  plate,  with  a  less  heavy  output 
and  the  closing  down  of  a  number  of 
mills  for  the  holidays.  Oreat  activity 
continues  in  wire  products,  however, 
specifications  in  December  maintaining 
the  November  average.  Shipments  for 
November  were  175,000  tons.     Prices  of 

merchant  steel  pipe  w^iU  be  readjusted 
Jan.   1. 

Additional  orders  have  been  placed 
for  cars  by  the  railroads,  bringing  the 
total  for  the  month  thus  far  to  11.200. 

Pig  iron  has  continued  extremely 
dull,  and  foundry  iron  has  been  easier 
for  early  shipment,  but  sOme  sales  of 
basic  have  been  made  at  higher  prices. 


SUPERSTITION 

IN  REUaON 

Pastor  Claims  It  Has  Right- 
fiil  Place  In  Religious 

That  superstition  has  a  rightful 
place  in  rell^pn  Ja  the  contention  of 
Rev.  George  R.  Gebauer,  pastor  of  the 
First  Unltariifi  church,  who  preached 
yesterday  on  "The  Christ  Spirit."  He 
said  in  part:  ^      __^ 

"We  may  well  admit  the  fact  that 
there  Is  superstition  and  legend  and 
myth  In  Christianity,  but  who  will  say 
that   BuperBtiUtoa.^haa   not   •    rightful 


place  In  the  evolution  of  religion  and 
of  spiritual  life?  The  belief  in  the 
virgin-birth,  announced  by  angels  and 
by  the  appearance  of  a  new  star,  was 
perhaps  a  spiritual  necessity,  if  not 
historically  correct.  Where  do  you 
think  would  Christianity  be  today,  if 
It  had  started  with  ruilfiedged  ration- 
alism and  Biblical  criticism;  if  Strauss 
and  Baur  and  Renan  had  been  its  first 
apostles?  I  am  just  heretical  enough 
to  believe,  that  the  world  needed  a 
Christ  come  down  from  heaven.  It 
was  the  religious  instinct  of  the  world 
which  took  Mary's  Son  and  Invested 
Him  with  all  those  wondrous  trappings, 
which  were  necessary  to  draw  the 
world  to  Him.  Only  a  superhuman 
Christ  could  have  power  over  minds 
who  saw  only  the  wonderful,  where 
we  today  see  law-aefylng  miracle. 
Divine  providence,  evolution  is  prag- 
matic, it  goes  its  own  way,  a  seemingly 
crooked  path  at  times,  but  It  shows 
in  the  end  by  its  fruits,  that  it  is 
truthful  at  heart.  Some  of  the  saint- 
llest  lives  were  tainted  with  what  we 
would  designate  as  superstitions  and 
not  a  small  portion  of  all  art  and  lit- 
erature Is  the  outcome  of  beliefs, 
which  seem  childish  to  us  today.  The 
main  thing  is  ttiat  behind  our  supersti- 


tion  and  belief  tliere  is  the  toucli  of 
love,  which  binds  us  to  Him,  who 
brought  the  great  message  of  saving 
love  in  Himself.  Little  matter  if  we 
believe  that  Christ  Is  the  Son  of  God, 
or  very  God  of  very  God,  or  if  we 
only  hold  that  He  is  the  simple  Son 
of  Gallilean  peasants,  if  we  would  be 
quickened  by  His  life,  we  must  touch 
His  life  in  faith  and  love."

more  careful  about  their  use  of  the  mails,  and  a  consider- 
able part  of  the  deficit  would  disappear. 

Third  class  matter — circulars,  etc.,  sent  unsealed — 
costs  the  government  $3,000,000  more  than  it  brings. 
Surely  there  is  no  excuse  for  this  loss. 

In  spite  of  all  these  losses — the  rural  delivery  system 
is  another  large  loss — the  postmaster  general  advocates 
ship  subsidies  through  higher  rates  for  ocean  mail-car- 
riers, which  would  further  increase  the  deficit  for  the 
profit  of  ship-owners.

A  CHRISTMAS  AFTERTHOUGHT. 


BISHOP  M'GOLRICK. 

Heartiest  congnitulations  to  Right  Reverend  James 
McGolrick,  bishop  of  the  Roman  Catholic  diocese  of 
Duluth.  whose  people  people  today  are  celebrating  the 
twentieth  anniversary  of  his  consecration  as  a  bishop. 
The  love  and  respect  in  which  he  is  held  by  the  adherents 
of  his  faith  is  shared  by  thousands  who  are  members  of 
other  churches  or  of  none.  His  field  is  a  broad  one,  and 
though  he  never  has  neglected  his  high  duties  to  his  God 
and  his  church,  he  consistently  serves  humanity  without 
regard  to  boundaries  of  sect.  He  is  broad-minded  and 
big-hoarted.  He  is  a  thorough  scholar,  a  student  who 
has  made  all  knowledge  his  province,  a  lover  of  and 
believer  in  humanity.  As  a  churchman  he  is  a  notable, 
success.  As  a  citizen  he  has  few  equals  and  no  superiors 
iri  his  community.  He  brings  to  the  study  of  public  ques- 
tions a  vivid  common  sense,  a  mind  well  trained  and 
broadly  equipped,  and  an  alert  and  vigilant  public  spirit. 
There  have  been  few  movements  for  the  making  of  a 
bigger  and  better  Duluth  in  which  he  has  not  performed 
distinguished  service.  As  a  priest  and  prelate  his  career 
has  been  full  of  honor  to  his  church,  his  people  and  him- 
self. As  a  citizen  he  has  sought  nothing  but  the  privilege 
of  serving,  but  much  honor  has  come  to  him  in  recog- 
nition of  the  sterling  quality  of  his  public  spirit. 

It  is  the  earnest  wish  of  The  Herald,  and  we  believe 
of  every  citizen  who  comes  within  the  reach  of  his  in- 
fluence, that  Bishop  McGolrick  may  be  spared  for  many 
more  years  of  service  to  God  and  humanity. 


THE  POSTOFFICE  DEFICIT. 

For  the  last  fiscal  year,  according  to  the  report  of  the 
postmaster  general,  just  made  ptiblic,  the  postoffice  de- 
partment achieved  a  deficit  of  $17,500,000,  the  largest  in 
its  history. 

It  is  a  curious  thing  that  each  time  a  government 
official,  from  the  president  down,  touches  upon  that 
annual  deficit  in  the  postoffice  department,  he  proceeds 
to  talk,  as  President  Taft  and  Postmaster  General  Hitch- 
cock are  talking,  about  the  second  class  mail  rate,  which 
is  the  rate  paid  for  mailing  newspapers  and  periodicals. 
Can  it  be  that  this  settled  policy  is  dictated  by  a  desire 
to  avoid  Veference  to  something  that  is  more  to  the  point? 
For  instance,  there  is  a  great  deal  of  doubt  and  mystery 
about  the  rates  paid  the  railroads  for  carrying  the  mails.  It 
has  been  stated  repeatedly,  and  not  yet,  to  our  knowl- 
edge, denied  by  anybody  in  authority,  that  the  railroads 
get  very  much  more  for  carrying  mail  cars  than  they  do 
for  carrying  express  cars.  It  would  be  rather  refreshing 
to  have  a  president  or  a  postmaster  general  talk  a  little 
more  fully  about  this  than  they  have  been  in  the  habit  of 
doing. 

Second  class  matter,  Mr.  Hitchcock  says,  brings  1 
cent  a  pound,  and  costs  an  average  of  9.23  cents  a 
pound.  Newspapers  cost  less  than  2  cents  a  pound  and 
magazines  a  little  more  than  5  cents  a  pound.  What 
brings  the  average  up  to  9.23  cents  a  pound?  The  post- 
master general  does  not  say.  Magazines  are  carried 
much  farther  than  newspapers,  hence  the  difference  in 
cost.  They  consist,  usually,  of  one  part  of  what  might 
charitably  be  called  enlightenment,  and  two  parts  adver- 
tising. It  is  fair  enough  to  ask  the  government  to  carry 
the  '"enlightenment"  at  a  low  rate.  Is  it  fair  to  ask  it 
to  carry  the   advertising  matter  at  the   same  low  rate? 

Another  curious  thing.  We  are  informed  that  Canada 
carries  second  class  matter  for  half  a  cent  a  pound,  just 
half  the  rate  charged  in  this  country;  yet  its  postoffice 
department  makes  a  profit  each  year. 

The  postmaster  general  touches  but  lightly  upon  the 
matter  of  railroad  rates  for  carrying  the  mails.  Those 
rates  that  are  made  as  the  result  of  open  competition 
are  unquestionably  fair,  he  says;  but  the  greater  part 
are  fi.xed  by  law.  A  comparison  between  rates  made  in 
competition  and  those  fixed  by  law  would  have  been  in- 
structive and  perhaps  illuminating.  It  is  not  furnished; 
and  the  omission  is  significant.  The  country  pays  $50,- 
000,000  a  year  for  having  its  mails  transported.  How 
much  of  this  is  excessive  profit  the  postmaster  general 
makes  no  attempt  whatever  to  show.  One  of  the  first 
points  that  should  be  investigated  in  seeking  to  locate 
the  cause  of  the  annual  deficit  is  this  matter  of  railroad 
rates;  yet  portmaslers  general  and  congress  persist  in 
refusing  to  make  such  an  investigation. 

The  flagrant  abuses  of  the  franking  privilege  would 
also  account  for  some  of  the  deficit,  though  the  post- 
master general  attempts  to  show  that  this  is  not  so  great 
as  many  had  imagined.  He  estimates  the  total  cost  of 
carrying  free  government  matter  at  nearly  $3,000,000  a 
year  outside  of  the  postoffice  department's  own  mail, 
which  costs  $3,000,000.  His  suggestion  that  each  depart- 
ment should  bear  its  proper  share  of  this  cost  is  good. 
If  the  departments  were  charged  the  same  rates  as  out- 
side patrons  of  the  postoffice  are  charged,  they  would  be 


GOOD  SENSE  FROM  WALL  STREET. 

There  is  nothing  very  complicated  about  the  causes 
of  poverty  and  widespread  distress,  even  of  that  distress 
which  afflicts  those  who  have  steady  incomes,  but  who 
must  struggle  to  make  those  incomes  meet  actual  needs. 

There  are  just  two  causes:  excessive  profits  and  waste. 

Those  seeking  profit  have  too  much  power  in  the 
fixing  of  prices,  and,  being  human,  they  abuse  that 
power.  That  is  why  a  few  are  inordinately  rich  and 
the  many  are  distressingly  deprived.  The  tariff  to  shut 
out  foreign  competition,  coupled  with  the  organization  of 
monopolies  to  throttle  domestic  competition,  leaves  the 
fixing  of  prices  in  the  hands  of  those  who  profit;  and  they 
have  been  too  greedy.  That  is  all  there  is  to  that  part 
of  it. 

Wastes  are  many,  and  mostly  they  are  overlooked  in 
discussion.  For  instance,  it  has  been  figured  that  the 
cost  of  bad  roads  in  this  country  is  about  $600,000,000  a 
year.  Wastes  of  natural  resources  that  are  being  raped 
in  the  hurry  for  quick  profits  are  common.  Wastes  in 
methods  of  marketing  are  also  common.  But  waste  and 
profit  are  the  two  things  that  combine  to  make  the 
average  man's  lot  difficult;  and  of  these  the  greatest  is 
profit. 

The  Herald  often  returns  to  these  subjects,  and  its 
stand  in  favor  of  stricter  governmental  regulation  of 
business  in  the  interest  of  society,  in  favor  of  more  rigid 
repression  of  the  hitherto  unchecked  excesses  of  greed  in 
the  interest  of  plundered  humanity,  and  in  favor  of  mak- 
ing business  the  servant  of  humanity  instead  of  its 
master,  has  caused  some  of  its  friends  to  accuse  it  of 
being  perilously  radical. 

Therefore  it  is  a  pleasure  to  reproduce  a  few  extracts 
from  a  circular  letter  issued  by  a  strong  and  well  known 
banking  house,  dated  from  "10  Wall  street."  Here  they 
are: 

Under  the  McKinley-Hanna  administration  there 
grrew  up  and  waxed  fat  combinations  of  capital 
familiarly  known  as  "trusts,"  which  were  substan- 
tially left  free  to  do  as  they  pleased  despite  the 
provisions  of  the  anti-trust  law.  Large  reductions 
in  the  cost  of  production,  due  to  the  concentration 
of  plants,  etc.,  did  not  favorably  affect  prices  to 
consumers,  and  there  followed  gradual  Increase  in 
the  cost  of  living  to  what  is  practically  the  high 
mark  of  twenty  years.  Meantime,  production  of 
grains  and  other  farm  products  increased  fabulously. 
Nevertheless,  Increased  supply  did  not  reduce  prices, 
and  to  the  beef  trust,  elevator  trusts;  and  certain 
bakery  combines  may  be  credited  a  portion  of  the 
high  prices,  and  the  fact  that  bread  in  England  from 
American  wheat  costs  one-third  of  the  price  In 
Chicago  or  New  York.  Prosperity  was  unfairly 
divided,  wages  advancing  a  moderate  percentage  of 
the  increased  living  cost,  while  salaries  remained 
unchanged  so  that  what  was  enough  In  1896-98  for 
comfortable  living  became  In  1906  hopelessly  inade- 
quate. In  consequence  a  numerically  Important  body 
of  men  forcibly  demanded  investigation  and  remedy. 

Cost  of  production  was  increased  by  concentration, 
the  supply  of  food  was  increased  prodigiously;  yet  the 
people  had  no  benefit.  Why?  Profits  took  all  the  in- 
creased benefits,  and  greed,  growing  by  what  it  fed  upon, 
demanded  still  more.  Continues  this  Wall  street  banker, 
who  obviously  is  a  "Socialist,"  "Populist"  and  "anar- 
chist" of  a  type  quite  after  our  own  heart: 

The  gold  dollar  has  been  established,  but  its 
purcliafeing  power  has  fallen  to  60  or  70  per  cent  of 
what  it  had  been,  and  was  10  to  20  per  cent  under  its 
purchasing  value  for  most  necessities  in  other  coun- 
tries. Professional  and  salaried  men  had  no  share 
In  the  greater  wealth;  the  laborer  a  small  portion; 
the  farmer  a  large  return  for  his  product,  largely 
offset  by  greatly  increased  cost  of  everything  he 
used;  for  the  beneficiaries  were  mainly  manufac- 
turers, whether  In  trusts  or  independent,  and  inci- 
dentally owners  of  railroads  and  those  moneyed  In- 
stitutions which  financed  new  methods  of  commer- 
cialism. 

Then  this  keen-eyed  Wall  street  banker  shows  how 
the  people  became  aroused,  demanded  tariff  revision, 
elected  a  president  on  that  issue,  and  got  for  their  pains 
the  infamous  Aldrich-Payne-Taft  bill.  "The  usual  efforts 
to  befog  the  issue  and  to  attribute  the  cost  of  living  to 
the  large  production  of  gold,  and  to  cite  prices  of  cer- 
tain commodities  in  other  nations  as  proof  that  the  tariff 
is  not  responsible  for  the  advances,  are  familiar  subter- 
fuges of  high  tariff  beneficiaries." 

"Academic  questions  of  free  trade  and  protection  may 
be  left  to  the  theorists,"  concludes  this  clarion  voice  from 
Wall  street.  "The  burning  issue  today  is  the  cost  of 
living,  and  the  sure  remedy  for  dangerous  unrest,  which 
waxes  daily,  is  radical  reduction  in  tariff  on  what  we  eat 
and  wear.  A  possible  temporary  disturbance  to  certain 
businesses  is  immaterial  compared  to  the  necessity  for 
a  more  equitable  distribution  of  this  country's  wonderful 
prosperity  among  at  least  80  per  cent  of  its  90,000,000 
people  by  reduction  of  an  extravagantly  protective  tariff." 

The  country  has  the  choice  between  settling  this 
growing  unrest  by  reasonable  concessions,  or  witnessing, 
as  that  unrest  spreads  and  grows  more  bitter,  develop- 
ments that  may  bring  very  unpleasant  consequences  to 
those  who  stand  in  the  way  of  a  just  distribution  of 
prosperity. 


To   the   Editor  of  The   Herald: 

Christmas  is  ovev/  and  now  we  can 
look  back  and  ^ee  firhat  we  did  with 
the  day  and  for  othe'rs.  We  must  decide 
whether  we  have  do0e  our  duty  by  our- 
selves and  If  ^e  have  done  that,  we 
have  also  done  our  duty  by  others. 

While  economic  conditions  are  as 
tliey  are.  we  will  have  poverty.  When 
we  have  poverty,  we  must  deal  with 
it.  If  we  do  not  deal  with  It  properly, 
we  are  doing  mure  harm  than  good.  If 
we  deal  with  it  properly,  we  are  do- 
ing our  duty,  for  the  civilization  that 
breeds  poverty  must  care  for  It  when  it 
Is  bred. 

Charity  that  pauperizes  is  not  char- 
ity; it  degrades  these  It  should  help. 
A  feature  of  the  work  of  the  Associated 
Charities  that  should  be  commended.  Is 
the  effort  that  is  made  to  prevent  the 
pauperizing  of  those  who  are  aided. 
No  aid  is  given  where  It  should  not  go. 
People  &ie  taught  that  honest  endeavor 
to  live  without  the  gratuitous  assist- 
ance of  society.  Is  honorable  and  that 
even  the  poor  may  have   honor. 

The  Associated  Charities  has  been 
tried  and  found  up  to  expectations. 
The  systematic  "working"  of  charita- 
ble organizations  by  self-constituted 
paupers  has  been  impossible  this  year. 
Every  deserving  individual  and  family 
was  cared  for,  but  none  who  were  not 
deserving  received  aid  to  blunt  their 
sense  of  duty  to  themselves  and  cause 
them  to  look  to  charity  in  every  ad- 
versity. 

Charity  we  need,  but  let  It  be  scien- 
tific charity,  the  charity  that  relieves, 
but  does  not  degrade,  the  charity  that 
does  what  it  can  to  correct  economic 
mistakes  without  making  greater  mis- 
takes by  making  paupers  to  prey  on  so- 
ciety. 

The  Associated  Charities  has  done  Its 
work  well  at  this  time  when  charity  is 
most  needed  to  relieve  the  distress  of 
the  poor.  I  hope  the  organization  will 
continue  along  the  lines  It  has  laid  out 
for  Itself  and  will  continue  to  do  good 
work  in  this  community  where  Its  ef- 
forts are  sorely  needed.  H.  K.

"Barometric  depressions  of  moderate 
intensity  central  this  morning  over  Al- 
berta and  the  Lower  St.  Lawrence  val- 
ley, respectively,  caused  light  falls  of 
snow  throughout  Canada,  the  lake  re- 
gion and  most  northern  states  during 
Sunday  or  last  night.  Zero  tempera- 
tures prevail  in  Eastern  Manitoba, 
Northeastern  Minnesota  and  Wyoming. 
Freezing  weather  continues  southward 
as  far  as  the  Rio  Grande  river  and 
Northern  Gulf  states.  The  barometer 
Is  high  over  British  Columbia,  the 
eastern  portion  of  Washington  and 
Oregon  and  the  Gulf  of  Mexico. 

"Indications  favor  a  little  milder 
weather  and  occasional  snow  flurries 
at  the  Head  of  the  Lakes  during  the 
ensuing  thirty-six  hours."

Duluth  Is  not  much  better.  When  a 
man  steps  oft  the  train  here,  he  walks 
through  a  dingy  depot  to  a  row  of 
little  frame  shacks,  containing  saloons, 
little  confectionery  stores.  *  and  em- 
ployment offices.  This  Is  his  flrst  Im- 
pression of  Duluth,  and  many  people 
never  get  away  from  their  first  Im- 
pressions. Duluth  ought  to  work  out 
some  scheme  for  Improving  the  en- 
trance   to   the    city.

His  sole  remaining 
child  lately  married,  and  is  now  in  Europe  in  her  hus- 
band's home.  The  daughter  who  was  to  have  been  his 
companion  through  the  few  years  of  life  remaining  to 
him  has  been  taken  away,  and  the  man  who  has  given 
cheer  and  merriment  to  millions,  now  too  feeble  even  to 
attend  the  funeral  of  his  daughter,  sits  disconsolate  and 
alone  in  the  home  at  Stormfield.  Yet  not  alone.  Surely 
some  of  the  tender  sympathy  and  love  of  these  whose 
hearts  he  has  made  glad  through  more  than  a  generation 
must  penetrate  with  its  warmth  to  that  cheerless  fireside. 
Those  whose  youth  has  been  made  wholesomely  merry 
by  the  exploits  of  Huck  Finn  and  Tom  Sawyer;  those 
who  in  later  years  have  renewed  their  youth  in  the  eternal 
boyhood  of  these  offsprings  of  his  teeming  mind;  those 
who  have  imbibed  the  rollicking  humor  and  fine  satire 
of  "A  Connecticut  Yankee  in  King  Arthur's  Court"; 
those  whose  travels  are  limited  to  delightful  journeyings 
with  the  "Innocents"  and  the  "Tramp";  those  who  have 
"Roughed  It"  with  the  young  Mark  Twain  in  Nevada, 
and  who  have  experienced  "Life  on  the  Mississippi"  in 
company  with  the  young  pilot:  those  who  have  bathed 
their  soiils  in  joy  in  the  pages  that  are  illumined  by  the 
vigorous  common  sense,  the  fine  contempt  for  artifi- 
cialities and  hypocrisies,  the  vivid  narrative  and  the 
warm  American  humor  of  this  most  charming  of  book 
friends,  have  sent  out  to  him  a  wave  of  sorrow  for  his 
sorrow,  of  sympathy  with  his  sadness,  that  will  be  of 
comfort  to  him  now. 


Tke    Foiirth'N    Toll    Paid    to    Folly. 

Boston  Globe:  "Our  Annual  Sacri- 
fice," a  pamphlet  of  facts  relating  to 
the  loss  of  life  and  injuries  to  the 
person  In  the  United  States  through 
the  reckless  use  of  explosives  on  the 
Fourth  of  July,  tells  a  pathetic  story. 
If  gvlen  circulation  broadcast  through- 
out the  land  there  Is  little  doubt  that 
the  present  barbarous  mode  of  cele- 
brating, or  rather  desecrating,  a  glor- 
ious anniversary  would  speedily  be 
abolished. 

The  startling  facts,  which  were  com- 
piled for  the  "1915"  movement  by  Dr. 
Scannell  of  the  school  board,  are  a  ter- 
rific Indictment  of  the  fathers  and 
mothers  of  America  for  their  careless- 
ness in  permitting  their  children  to 
handle  dangerous  fireworks.

ic celebrations,  was  $446,500. 

Worthily  to  commemorate  the 
achievements  of  our  ancestors  or  our 
brothers  is  not  only  a  duty,  but  a  joy. 
Public  flreworks  exhibitions,  controlled 
by  persons  who  knoiy  the  proper  use 
of  explosives,  are  In  harmony  with  the 
spirit  of  the  event.  But  who  would 
say  that  the  toll  of  cleath  and  Injury 
paid  for  Folly's  Fourth  of  July  Is  a 
worthy  tribute  to  those  whose  memory 
we   wish    to    honor? 

When  barbarous  methods  of  observ- 
ing the  Fourth  have  been  abandoned 
then  will  be  opened  the  way  for  a 
commemoration  In  which  may  be  util- 
ised electricity,  that  wizard  whose 
wonders  outshine  the  marvels  of  Mer- 
lin and  whose  awful  magnlflcence  Is 
docile  even   to  the  touch  of  a  chiid.

New        York        World:  Frederick 

Townsend  Martin's  statement  that 
"in  ten  years  the  idle  rich  have  prac- 
tically disappeared  in  New  York"  is 
Indorsed  by  W.  J.  Bryan  as  the  testi- 
iuony  of  the  man  most  competent  to 
*speak    for    this    class. 

The  statement  Is,  however,  no  more 
than  a  reiteration  of  a  self-evident 
fact.  It  is  a  matter  of  common  obser- 
vation that  the  supposedly  idle  rich 
are  among  the  most  industrious  mem- 
bers of  the  community.  When  they 
are  not  engaged  in  running  automo- 
biles for  records  they  are  busy  tool- 
ing coaches  from  Fifth  avenue  to 
Ardsley  or  from  London  to  Brighton, 
or  racing  American  thoroughbreds  on 
the  English  and  French  race  tracks. 
They  play  polo,  hunt  foxes  and  fol- 
low an  exhausting  round  of  sport  from 
Newport  to  Auteuil.  Their  occasional 
leisure  from  these  serious  pursuits  is 
occupied    in   defending   divorce   suits. 

There  could  be  no  greater  fallacy 
than  that  time  is  a  burden  on  the 
hands  of  the  very  rich.  Few  clerks 
have  so  much  to  do.  The  young 
plutocrat  who  ordered  two  high-power 
automobiles  before  breakfast  on 
hearing  that  a  friend  had  received  a 
new  car  furnished  an  example  of  the 
rivalry  of  wealth  from  which  nobody 
who  Is  anybody  in  society  Is  exempt. 
And  as  with  motor  cars  so  with  other 
objects  of  emulation,  from  old  mas- 
ters, if  the  taste  lies  that  way,  to  co- 
respondents.

Perceval  Gibbon  In  the  January  Mc- 
Clure's,  describes  Ferrer  in  these 
words: 

"He  was  not  a  great  man  In  the 
sense  of  a  man  whose  inward  strength 
would  have  thrust  him  to  the  fore  In 
any  environment.  Rather,  he  was  a 
product  of  his  time  and  country,  one 
of  those  men  w^ho  are  created  as 
though  by  an  economic  demand  to  meet 
a  need.  He  was  not  eloquent  nor  cul- 
tured; he  could  not  move  gatherings 
by  speeches,  and  he  wrote  little.  At 
his  trial,  the  spectators  were  surprised 
to  hear  him  speak  the  formal  Castllian 
of  official  procedure  'like  an  Ill-edu- 
cated Frenchman.'  But,  once  his  Inter- 
est was  strongly  taken,  he  could  kindle 
to  vivacity;  he  could  be  biisk  and 
downright,  and  the  living  force  within 
him  would  come  to  the  light.  He  had, 
what  Is  rare  In  Spain,  a  reserve  of 
energy  to  back  tlie  faith  tliat  he  pro- 
fessed— something  akin  to  fanaticism.

Large  Parties  of  Immigrants 

Are  Conung  to  Northern 

Minnesota. 


If  the  immigration  agents  of  the 
Duluth  railroads  have  correct  Infor- 
mation upon  the  subject,  Russian 
aggression  in  Finland  is  driving  a 
large  number  of  Finns  to  the  north- 
ern part  of  this  state.  Hard  times 
have  been  caused  by  the  Russian  seiz- 
ure of  several  industries  of  Finland, 
according  to  the  immigration  officials, 
and  Finns  are  constantly  being  thrown 
out    of    employment. 

There  are  manji  Finns  coming  to 
Duluth  and  the  ranges  at  the  present 
time,  according  to  the  statements 
made  by  several  Immigration  agents 
this  morning.  Many  of  these  men 
are  finding  employment  in  the  lumber 
camps  and  many  more  are  living  with 
friends  and  relatives,  who  have  ad- 
vanced money  for  the  trip  to  the 
United   States. 

The  state  railroad  according  to  the 
information  received  here  through 
New  York  agents,  has  been  reduced 
In  efficiency  and  the  number  of  em- 
ployes cut  down,  because  of  the  tak- 
ing over  of  this  property  by  the  Rus- 
sian   government. 

It  is  believed  by  immigration  men 
here  that  the  coming  spring  will  wit- 
ness a  large  exodus  of  Finn  laborers 
from  the  land  that  is  being  ruled  with 
an  iron  hand  by  Ru.ssia.  Letters 
are  being  written  to  friends  and  rela- 
tives In  this  country  asking  for  aid 
In  leaving  the  country.  There  Is  a 
large  prepaid  business  at  tiia  present 
time  testifying  to  the  fact  that  many 
of  these  requests  for  aid  are  being 
met  with  hearty  response.  It  is  stat- 
ed here  that  with  tne  coming  of 
spring  the  exodus  of  laborers  from 
Finland  will  be  even  greater  than 
now.

Hen  Interested  in  the  In- 
dustry Are  on  Right 
Track,  He  Says. 


George  P.  Grout,  assistant  Instructor 
in  the  department  of  dairy  husbandry 
of  the  Minnesota  State  School  of  Agri- 
culture, who  is  here  today  inspecting 
the  herd  at  J.  Uno  Sebenius'  Trianon 
farm.  Is  a  firm  believer  in  the  future 
of  the  dairy  industry  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  state.  He  believes  that  the 
men  who  have  been  responsible  for  the 
progress  already  achieved  are  on  the 
right  track,  and  with  the  Improving  of 
the  herds  here.  Northern  Minnesota  will 
rank  with  any  other  part  of  the  state 
in  the  high  standard  of  dairy  Industry. 

George  C.  Cooper  of  Superior,  one  of 
the  breeders  who  has  taken  a  deep  in- 
terest in  the  progress  of  the  dairy  in- 
dustry at  the  Head  of  the  Lakes,  has 
just  purchased  an  imported  Guernsey 
bull,  according  to  the  statement  of  Mr. 
Grout.  Mr.  Cooper's  attempt  to  im- 
prove his  herd  is,  according  to  Mr. 
Grout,  in  line  with  what  the  other 
breeders  here  are  doing. 

Mr.  Grout  has  just  traded  five  of  the 
animals  of  the  school  of  agriculture 
to  Mr.  Sebenius  for  five  of  his  animals 
and  a  cash  consideration.  Both  Mr. 
Grout  and  Mr.  Sebenius  think  the  trade 
will  be  beneficial  both  to  the  school 
and    to   this   section    of   the    state. 

"The  farmers  up  here  are  beginning 
to  realize  that  the  using  of  better  sires 
is  gradually  Improving  the  quality  of 
their  cattle,"  said  Mr.  Grout.  "Much  of 
the  credit  for  this  Improvement  of  the 
standard  of  the  dairy  type  In  this  part 
of  the  state  must  be  attributed  to  the 
few  men  who  have  had  the  interests 
of  the  dairy  industry  ever  at  heart. 
They  have  gone  ahead,  bringing  Im- 
proved cattle  here  and  at  the  same 
time  have  carried  on  a  campaign  of 
education.  The  plans  of  the  few  men 
to  Interest  the  farmers  of  this  part  of 
Minnesota  have  reached  a  stage  where 
there  seems  little  doubt  of  the  success 
of  the  movement.  If  looks  as  If  the 
breeding  of  dairy  cattle  is  going  to 
become  a  big  Industry  up  here. 

"The  men  originally  interested  in  the 
movement  are  constantly  improving 
their  herds,  and  in  addition  to  this  they 
have  sold  bulls  to  the  farmers  and  are 
aiding  In  the  improvement  of  the  dairy 
type.

The  prosperity  or  the 
dairy  movement  Is  assured,  and  time 
will  give  to  the  farms  of  the  northern 
part  of  the  state  some  of  the  best  dairy 
herds  to  be  found  In  the  country. 

"Conditions  are  almost  ideal  for  the 
development  of  a  thriving  dairy  In- 
dustry in  St.  Louis  county.  You  have 
the  start,  and  have  interested  the  right 
men  in  the  movement.  It  will  require 
but  time  only  to  give  you  the  great 
prosperity  the  northern  section  of  the 
state  is  destined  to  Inherit." 

The  Guernsey  Breeders'  Association 
of  the  Head  of  the  Lakes  will  hold  an 
open  meeting  Tuesday  evening  at  the 
Commercial  club,  and  Prof.  Grout  will 
talk  on  "How  to  Select  a  Cow."  The 
association,  which  is  interested  in  the 
development  of  the  dairying  Industry 
In  this  section  of  the  state,  is  well  or- 
ganized. George  C.  Cooper  of  Superior 
is  president,  and  W.  H.  Wlndom  sec- 
retary.

It  Is  fortunate,  indeed,  for  football 
that  Just  at  the  present  time,  when  agi- 
tation against  the  game  is  going  on  in 
different  parts  of  the  country,  that 
there  Is  a  defender  of  the  game  of  the 
broad  mlndedness  and  calm  ability  of 
Walter  Camp. 

It  may  truly  be  said  of  Mr.  Camp 
that  he  Is  the  dean  of  American  foot- 
ball. Ills  sane  Ideas  and  his  sensible 
suggesiion.s  have  ever  been  a  great 
stimulus  to  the  development  of  the 
game  to  Its  present  high  standard. 

From  the  formulatlve  period  of  the 
American  college  game  to  the  present 
time,  Mr.  Camp  has  been  one  of  the 
most  active  advisers.  Before  becom- 
ing such  a  recognized  authority  on 
the  gamo  of  American  football,  Mr. 
Caniri  was  one  of  the  early  Yale  heroes. 
He  made  a  name  at  Yale,  both  as  a 
football  player  and  as  a  baseball 
player,  that  will  live  long  in  Yale  tra- 
dition. 

Mr.  Camp  Is  the  first  of  the  leading 
Eastern  writers  to  break  away  from 
tlie  provincialism  of  the  effete  Ea»t. 
.\t  last,  though  It  did  require  a  long 
time  for  Mr,  Camp  to  adjust  his  view, 
he  has  recognized  that  football  is 
played  in  the  West  as  well  as  in  the 
East.  He  had  broken  away  from  that 
class  of  writers  who  have  for  so  long 
in  the  past  refused  to  recognize  the 
claims  of  some  of  the  really  great 
players  In  this  section  of  the  country 
for  places  on  the  All-American  team. 

Appreciative  as  the  West  is  of  Mr. 
Camp's  recognition  of  the  best  in  foot- 
ball out  here,  it  must  be  admitted  that, 
the  greatest  good  that  Mr,  Cramp  can 
do  Is  to  Inject  some  sanity  into  the 
would-be  reforms  that  are  being  con- 
templated at  the  present  time.  If  it  is 
the  forward  pass  that  is  responsible  for 
the  greater  amount  of  Injuries  of  the 
present  season,  the  forward  pass  should 
go.  However,  some  man  with  some 
deep  knowledge  of  the  game  and  the 
need  thereof,  should  be  the  one  to  care- 
fully expurge  8ome  of  the  present  evils. 
Some  of  the  enemies  of  the  sport  who 
are  ready  to  take  up  the  fight  against 
the  very  e.xistence  of  the  game  as  a 
scientific  Institution,  have  as  llttic 
knowledge  of  Its  defects  or  needs  as  a 
buffeted  biichelor  has  of  the  needs  of  a 
crvlng  child. 

It  will  be  In  the  restraint  of  some 
of  the  would-be  reforms  that  Mr. 
Camp's  Influence  will  be  the  most 
greatly  felt.  The  people  of  this  coun- 
try who  follow  football,  and  there  ar< 
many  more  than  the  casual  observer 
imagines,  have  the  utmost  faith  In  the 
wisdom  and  judgment  of  the  man  at 
the  head  of  the  athletic  affairs  of  Yale- 
Mr  Camp's  word  of  quiet  protest  will 
go  a  long  way  in  restraining  some  of 
the  over  enthusiastic  reformers.  He 
will  not  see  the  game  spoiled  by  re- 
formers who  know  nothing  of  its  needs. 
Lovers  of  football  throughout  the  coun- 
try are  apprehensive  ot  the  result  of 
the  present  reform  wave  They  are 
looking  to  Mr.  Camp  for  the  most  sen-

Washington,  Dec.  27. — The  definition 
of  the  word  "whisky"  has  been  given 
by  President  Taft  in  a  final  deci.<!ion 
on  the  subject  in  connection  with  the 
construction  of  the  pure  food  law  with 
reference  to  labeling.  The  president 
said  that  whisky  made  of  natural  spir- 
its Is  whisky  when  reduced  to  potable 
strength. 

The  president  covered  other  details 
in  his  decision,  and  gave  directions  for 
the  proper  branding  of  various  va- 
rieties of  liquor,  holding  among  other 
things  that  Canadian  Club  whisky  and 
whiskv  made  from  a  mixture  of 
"straight"  whisky  and  "neutral"  spirits, 
may  be  called  a  blend. 

According  to  the  instructions  under 
this  decision,  "straight  whiskies"  will 
hereafter  be  branded  as  such,  but  the 
brand  may  be  accompanied  by  the  leg- 
end "aged  In  wood,"  and  whisky  made 
from  rectified,  distilled  or  neutral 
spirits  win  be  branded  so  as  to  make 
known  the  principal  ingredient.  In 
addition,  If  they  so  desire,  manufact- 
urers of  straight  whisky  may  also 
use  the  word  "Bourbon"  or  "rye"  as 
the  facts  may  warrant. 

Ram  ^'ot  Whisky. 

The  definition  of  "blends"  is  not 
made  broad  enough  to  include  neutral 
spirits  made  from  molasses  and  re- 
duced to  potable  strength.  This  ar- 
ticle, the  president  says,  cannot  be 
labeled  as  whisky;   it  is  rum. 

The  president  takes  Dr.  Wiley  and 
other  chemists  to  task  for  a  "funda- 
mental error,"  as  to  what  the  name 
"whisky"  has  included,  during  the  last 
100  years,  and  he  also  expresses  the 
opinion  that  Mr.  Bowers  makes  "too 
nice  a  distinction"  in  his  deductions. 

The  decision  follows  the  lines  of  the 
conclusions  reached  by  the  royal  com- 
mission of  Great  Britain  and  reverses 
the  verdict  of  Former  President  Roose- 
velt, Former  Attorney  General  Bona- 
parte, Solicitor  General  Bowers  and 
Dr,  Wiley,  chief  of  the  bureau  of 
chemistry.  The  Roosevelt-Bonaparte- 
Wlley  order  denied  the  use  of  the  word 
"whisky"  in  branding  to  all  liquor 
except  "straight"  whisky,  the  whisky 
which  Is  aged  in  charred  oak  cask,«. 
Mr.  Bowers  extended  the  use  of  the 
word  to  liquors  made  of  "rectified  ana 
distilled"  spirits.  President  Taft  goes 
further  and  includes  blends  and 
whisky  made"  from  neutral  spirits. 
Popular  Taste  CouHidercd. 

Elaborating  his  conclusions,  the 
president   says: 

"After  an  examination  of  all  the  evi- 
dence it  seems  to  me  overwhelmingly 
established  that  for  100  years  the  term 
'whisky'  in  the  trade  and  among  the 
customers  has  Included  all  potable 
liquor  distilled  from  grain;  that  the 
straight  whisky  is,  as  compared  with 
whisky  made  by  rectification  or  re- 
distillation, and  flavoring,  and  coloring 
matter,  a  subsequent  Improvement,  and 
therefo'-c  it  is  a  perversion  of  the  pure 
food  act  to  attempt  now  to  limit  the 
meaning  of  the  term  'whisky'  to  that 
which  modern  manufacture  and  taste 
have  made  the  mo^^t  desirable  variety." 
•

So  far  as  known  this  morning 
the  proprietors  of  the  various  estab- 
lishments will  comply  with  the  orders 
of  Special  Officer  Johnson,  who  de- 
creed that  the  lid  must  descend  Dec.  27 
and  all  of  the  saloons  go  out  of  busi- 
ness. 

JohnMOu  Score*  Town. 
The  citizens  are  indignant  at  the 
government  agent  for  the  crltlci.sm  he 
has  made  of  "  the  town  over  his  own 
signature  in  a  letter  to  W.  C.  La  Croix, 
village  president,  written  from  Broken 
Bow,  Neb.,  and  backing  up  what  the 
special  officer  ordered  about  closing 
.saloons  in  his  telegram  to  the  same 
official. 

In  this  letter  Mr.  Johnson  does  not 
mince  words,  but  accuses  the  saloon 
men  not  only  of  giving  liquor  to  In- 
dians but  of  "roUing  lumberjacks  and 
says  they  befouled  tlie  good  name  of 
the    town   throughout    the   state." 

There  is  some  talk  of  criminal  libel 
proceedings  being  instituted  against 
Johnson  to  make  him  prove  his  sensa- 
tional   charges. 

In  his  letter  to  President  La  Croix 
Mr.  Johnson  says,  after  repeating  his 
telegram  to  the  same  official  already 
printed    in    The    Herald: 

•As  you  know,  the  treaty  with  the 
Chippewa  Indians  of  Feb.  22,  1S55,  pro- 
vides for  the  continuation  of  existing 
laws  as  to  the  introduction  of  liquor 
in  the  Indian  country  in  ail  the  terri- 
tory therein  ceded  until  otherwise  pro- 
vided for  by  congres.s. 

"It  becomes  my  duty  to  enforce  the 
provisions  of  this  treaty  at  least  so  far 
as  the  interests  of  the  Indians  may  be 
concerned.

Park  Rapids.  Minn..  Dec.  27.— (Spe- 
cial to  The  Hf^rald. » — Samuel  B  Oreen. 
a  member  of  the  state  forestry  board, 
who  has  just  returned  from  visiting 
itasta  ivirl;.  -rvs  t'lat  work  In  the 
park  is  progressing  nicely,  and  that 
plans  are  now  being  made  for  a  good 
season   their  next   year. 

Considerable  of  the  dead  and  down 
timber  within  the  park  will  be  cleared 
LP  this  wiiuer.  the  Douglas  Lumber 
Company  of  Bemidji.  having  the  con- 
tract for  doing  the  work.  Park  Com- 
missioner Holnzeiman  and  Supt.  Still- 
well  are  superintending  the  cutting 
and  the  work  is  so  planned  that  there 
is  llttie  danger  of  such  depre- 
dations as  have  been  witnessed 
in  the  past.  Each  tree  and  log'  is  being 
marked  before  cutting  by  Messrs. 
Heinzelman  and  Stlllwell.  and  con- 
tracts that  are  carefully  drawn  are 
signed  by  the  parties  operating.  It  is 
expected  tliat  about  500.000  feet  will 
be  logged  during  the  winter.  The 
timber  is  scattered  over  €|uite  a  tract 
of  country  making  the  work  expensive 
but  it  will  net  the  state  about  $i..OOO. 
This  sum  can  be  used  by  the  Forest- 
rv  Board  in  carrying  on  such  work  in 
the  park  as  the  board  may  decide 
uDon  It  Is  probable  that  bf  f ore  the 
close  of  another  year  a  very  service- 
able system  of  fire  breaks  will  have 
been   established    about    the    park.

Italy's  Queen  Out  of  Favor 
at  Own  Court. 

"Queen  i:.jena  of  Italy,"  say  Kellogg 
Durland  in  Woman's  Home  Companion 
for  December,  "Is  one  of  the  most  un- 
popular queens  In  Europe.

The  copper  market  was  nervous  and 
erratic  today,  prospects  for  a  strong 
session  being  destroyed  slmrtly  after 
the  opening  by  a  bear  panic  in  Rock 
Island  common,  coupled  with  a  '"fluke" 
in  recording  a  transaction  of  4,000 
shares,  which  was  made  to  read  by  a 
clerk  "40,000  shares."  A  large  foreign 
short  interest  was  squeezed  unmerci- 
fully, the  stock  advancing  from  J50.6:i% 
to  |S1  and  declining  to  551  in  nine 
minutes.     The   stock  later   went   to   $30 

and  recovered  to  |51.50. 

The  agitation  quickly  spread  to  other 
issues,  anil  frightened  speculators  be- 
gan to  unloaJ,  causing  declines  in  prac 


ceedlngly  bright.  Authorities  on  rail- 
road development  point  out  that  the 
volume  of  traffic  on  the  railroads  of 
this  country  doubled  in  the  past  ten- 
year  period.  They  declare  that  it  un- 
questionably will  double  again  in  the 
coming  decade;  and  as  the  roads  have 
already  practically  reached  the  limits 
of  their  carrying  capacity,  new  tracks 
and  extensive  addiilotis  to  terminals, 
equipment,  etc.,  will  have  to  be  pro- 
vided. In  view  of  the  fact  that  through 
electrification  any  given  -steam  rail- 
road can  increase  its  carrying  capacity 
50  per  cent  without  the  construction  of 
any  new  tracks  or  Increased  terminal 
facilities,  It  may  be  expected  that  the 
work  of  ^hanging  over  from  steam  to 
electricity  will  be  well  under  way 
much  sooner  than  manv  people  be- 
lieved. When  the  electrification  of 
railroads  is  undertaken  In  a  big  way 
all  of  the  mines  of  all  kinds  will  be 
unable  to  supply  the  amount  of  copper 
which  will  be  required,  and  we  shall 
in  all  probability  witness  another  25- 
cent    metal    market. 

"In  the  immediate  future  the  price 
of  copper  should  go  higher  as  the  re- 
sult of  increasing  consumption  due  to 
the  steady  Improvement  in  general 
busines.=?  conditions.  I  expect  the  price 
of  copper  to  advance  above 
immediately  after  the  first  of 
and  it  should  reach  15  cents 
or  May."

ONLY  ONE  ORIGINAL  JOKE. 

A  Humor  Expert  Proves  All  Others 
Have  Descended  From  It. 

New  York  Times:  A  professional 
funny  man,  who  has  an  analytical  turn 
of  mind  when  he  isn't  bearding  the 
vagrant  and  elusive  joke  to  its  lair, 
sp.ys  that,  when  sifted  down  to  its 
basic  Ingredients,  fun  is  a  queer  kind 
of  a  thing.  He  says  if  you  strip  a 
joke  of  its  literary  embellishments  and 
local  color  you  Immediately  find  it  is 
nothing  but  a  poor  old  cripple. 

"There  are  only  seven  jests  in  the 
world."  he  says,  "and  even  they  can  be 
boiled  down  into  one.  And  that  one 
is  covered  by  the  simple  word  deform- 
ity. All  wit  and  humor,  be  it  foren- 
sic, ,  ractical  or  literary,  Is  nothing  at 
all   but  distortion. 

"Tragedy,  comedy  and  pathos  are 
nothing  but  different  degrees  of  de- 
formed truth.  The  sight  of  a  man 
with  his  liead  broken  is  tragic.  A 
man  with  a  broken  nose  usually  strikes 
us  as  comical.  A  man  with  his  eyes 
gone  trying  to  help  a  little  girl  across 
the  street  Is  pathetic.  In  each  case 
the  man  Is  deformed  from  what  we 
commonly  accept  as  a  full  figure  of  a 
man.  In  a  land  where  all  men  had 
their  noses  broken  and  their  heads 
smashed  and  were  blind  three  ele- 
ments of  comedy,  tragedy  and  pathos 
would  be  missing  in  that  regard. 

"That  Is  the  reason  why  pathos  in 
literature,  upon  the  stage,  or  in  print, 
is  so  difficult  to  create,  and  so  delight- 
ful to  every  one.  Patlios,  being  the 
dim  border  line  between  tragedy  knd 
comedy,  and  the  public  being  so  many 
e.nd  varied  in  education  and  culture, 
what  is  tragic  to  one  will  be  comic  to 
another,  and  not  a  corporal's  guard  In 
a  whole  city  might  see  It  as  pathetic. 

"Tons  of  paper  are  covered  every 
year  with  what  writers  and  editors  and 
readers  choose  to  regard  as  'new  jokes.' 
They  are  not  anything  of  the  kind. 
They  are  the  same  old  seven,  wearing 
new  hats  for  Easter,  getting  presents 
for  Christmas,  or  burning  their  fingers 
on  the  Fourth  of  July.  The  same  old 
seven  go  on  from  year  to  year  in  an 
endless  masquerade,  always  keeping 
abreast  of  the  times,  but  in  reality 
never  changing. 

"Now  here  we  have  them  peeled  down 
to  the  altogether.  First,  a  deformed 
truth,  or,  in  other  words,  a  plain,  ordi- 
nary lie.  Then  deformed  man,  and.  in 
natural  .sequence,  deformed  spelling, 
deformed  construction  of  language,  de- 
formed ideas,  and  double  entendre,  or 
double  meaning,  which,  is  sometimes  a 
double  distortion  as  well.  because 
sometimes  you  can  take  it  two  ways, 
and   neither  of  them   is  correct. 

"A  lie.  or  a  distorted  truth,  usually 
embellLshed  with  some  cleverness  in  the 
wording,  is  always  good  for  a  laugh. 
You  have  heard  the  story  of  the  auto 
speed  enthusiast  who  told  about  going 
across  a  brook,  past  potato,  celery,  to- 
mato and  rice  fields  at  suclv  a  high 
rate  of  speed  that  the  landscape  looked 
just  like  vegetable  soup.  That  man 
was  a  liar  by  the  clock,  but  we  are  In- 
clined  to   chuckle  at  his  statement. 

"Then  we  have  the  deformed  or  dis- 
torted human  body.  The  race  has 
.sweetened  and  shed  some  barbarism 
since  the  old  gladiatorial  days,  but  you 
couldn't  slip  on  a  banana  peel  and 
alight  upon  his  left  ear  and  the  eggs 
together  without  a  smile  or  something 
more  noisy.  As  a  proof  of  It.  the  slip- 
ping on  a  banana  peel  episode  has  been 
so  done  to  death  by  the  funny  papers 
that     it     is     tabooed    now    entirely     as

Firm  Undertone  to  Wheat 

Market,  But  Trading 

Is  Restricted. 


Prices   Advance  After  the 

Opening,  But  Decime 

at  Close. 


Duluth  Board  of  Trade,  Dec.  27. — 
After  a  holiday  and  a  Sunday,  the  mar- 
ket opened  steady  today.  There  was  a 
firm  undertone,  which  caused  prices  to 
advance  fractionally  all  along  the  line. 
Therer^were  no  es^peclal  features,  and 
trading  was  moderate. 

May  Wheat  was  fairly  active,  open- 
ing at  $1.11  bid  and  reaching  a  high 
point  of  $1.11*4  before  closing  at 
11.1  m  bid.  There  was  no  trading  in 
December  at  the  opening.  It  sold  up 
to  $1.10  and  was  held  at  $1.10»4.  Until 
the  expiration  of  this  option  the  wheat 
market  is  Inclined  to  be  somewhat  ner- 
vous, but  is  not  liable  to  pronounced 
fluctuations  here.  The  probability  Is 
that  it  will  continue  In  a  narrow  trend 
for  the  remainder  of  the  week. 

Trading  in  llax  was  hut  fairly  active. 
December  opened  at  $1.'JS  and  reached 
a  high  point  of  Jl.y'J  before  closing  at 
$1.1*8  V-  bid.  The  May  option  opened  at 
$l.y7i^  and  sold  up  to  $1.'J7\,  closing 
at  $1.;'7^4.  Deliveries  in  December  llax 
continued  at  a  moderate   rate. 

The  strength  in  wheat  appeared  to 
be  due  chierly  to  the  activity  in  Clu- 
cago  December,  which  went  to  $1.19-*4, 
after  opening  at  $1.17.  There  is  a  con- 
siderable short  interest  iu  this  option 
on  the  Chicago  market,  a  condition 
which  seems  peculiar  locally.  The  op- 
tion here  is  lifeless. 

Market  factors  in  the  Northwest  are 
concerned  chiefly  with  transportation 
facilities,  the  switchmens  strike  and 
the  weather.  Some  of  the  railroads,  es- 
pecially the  Great  Northern,  are  re- 
ported to  be  finding  some  difficulty  in 
moving  cars.  Receipts  fell  off  last 
week,  contrary  to  expectations.  The 
receipts  of  all  grains  here  for  five  days 
were  304  cars,  compared  with  586  for 
six  davs  in  the  previous  week.  In  four 
days  a  year  ago  the  receipts  were  301 
cars,  compared  with  41)7  cars  in  the 
previous  week. 

Roads  in  a  better  condition,  as  the 
snow  in  tlie  Northwest  Is  not  deep. 
Farmers,  however,  are  not  delivering 
wheat  and  seem  to  be  holding  for 
higher  prices.  V%'hat  they  will  be 
forced  to  do  in  the  next  month  is  prob- 
lematical. Recent  experience  Indicates 
their  strength  and  tliey  have  not  shown 
a  pronounced  disposition  to  feed  out 
their    supplies    on    declines. 

Reports  from  Argentine  today  did 
not  exercise  a  potent  inriuence  on  the 
market.  Kain  in  tlie  Southern  portion 
helped  coin  but  retarded  the  harvesting 
of    wheat. 

Reports  concerning  the  flour  situa- 
tion are  mixed.  Eastern  advices  indi- 
cate lliat  piospects  for  an  active  spring 
■wheat  Hour  demand  after  tlie  first  of 
the  new  vear  are  favorable.  Sales  are 
quiet.  Resellers,  it  is  said,  liave  good 
stocks  and  the  n-illls  have  liad  diffi- 
culty in  getting  drafts  taken  up  by 
flour  speculators. 

The  visible  supply  of  wheat  shows 
anotiier    decrease.

In  other  parts  of  the  list  opening  gains 
had  been  recorded  of  a  point  in 
Southern  Pacific,  Louisville  &  Nash- 
ville and  Wabash  and  of  large  frac- 
tions In  Anaconda.  Pittsburg  Coal  pre- 
ferred and  Virginia-Carolina  Chemical. 

Speculation  continued  In  a  highly 
nervous  state  for  a  while,  during  which 
the  market  wa.s  swayed  by  the  sensa- 
tional fluctuations  in  Rock  Island. 
That  stock  crumbled  away  rapidly  to 
50,  which  was  only  %  above  where  It 
had  left  off  on  Friday.  Other  leaders 
slumped  1  to  4.  Southern  Pacific,  after 
rising  a  point,  fell  4%  under  last 
week's  closing.  Amalgamated  Copper 
gave  way  3%,  Wabash  preferred  3, 
Anaconda  2%,  Reading  2%  and  Union 
Pacific,  Consolidated  Gas  and  Ameri- 
can Smelting  2.  Rock  Island  jumped 
again  to  53%.  but  was  supplied  aga!:i 
at  concessions.  This  relieved  fears  of 
a  corner  and  caused  a  quick  rebound 
all  around.

Rock  Island  collateral  4s 
broke  from  S5  to  S3.  At  11  o'clock  the 
market  had  resumed  a  more  normal 
tone  and  was  quiet.

There  Is  every  likelihood  that  a 
new  steel  ore  dock  will  be  constructed 
the  coming  year  by  the  Duluth,  Mis- 
sabe &  Northern   railway  at  Duluth. 

It  is  expected  that  the  coming  year 
will  be  the  biggest  in  the  history  of 
ore  operations  of  both  the  Duluth,  Mis- 
sabe &  Northern,  and  the  Duluth  & 
,Iron  Range  railroads.  With  this  pros- 
pect In  view  it  Is  expected  that  the 
construction  of  the  new  steel  dock  will 
be  begun  sometime  the  coming  year. 

Contracts  have  been  let  by  the  Du- 
luth, Missabe  &  Northern  for  eighteen 
engines  of  the  latest  type.  Of  the  new 
engines  ordered  by  the  Missabe  eight 
are  of  the  Baldwin  articulation  com- 
pounds type,  and  are  the  first  engines 
of  that  type  ever  seen  In  this  part  of 
the  country.  Tliey  will  be  similar  to 
tlie  big  engines  used  on  the  heavy 
grades  of  the  Santa  Fe,  as  well  as  in 
some  of  the  mountain  divisions  of  the 
Great  Northern. 

Three  more  of  the  Baldwin  engines 
will  be  special  switch  engines  for  use 
on  the  ore  docks  at  Dulutii,  and  the 
other  will  be  a  passenger  engine. 

The  other  six  locomotives  Itave  been 
ordered  from  the  American  Engine 
company  of  Pittsburg.  They  will  be 
switch  engines  for  use  at  terminals 
and  at  Proctor.  All  of  the  engines 
will  be  of  the  very  latest  type.  It 
Is  expected  that  the  engines  will  be 
completed  and  delivered  here  early  In 
March. 

In  addition  to  the  engines  a  Lidger- 
wood  ballast  unloader  of  the  most 
powerful  type  and  latest  patent,  has 
been  ordered  by  the  company.  The 
new  apparatus  will  do  away  with  the 
necessity  of  breaking  a  train  of  cars, 
or  in  other  words,  uncoupling,  when 
ballast  is  being  unloaded  from  a  train,  j 
The  officials  of  the  company  are  also  1 
In  the  market  for  twenty-five  addition- 
al refrigerator  cars  of  the  latest  type. 
Nothing  has  been  done  about  the 
awarding   this  contract  as  yet. 

The  Duluth  &  Iron  Range  railroad 
has  also  ordered  twelve  Baldwin  en- 
gines of  the  latest  type.  The  contract 
calls  for  delivery   early   in   March. 

In  addition  to  the  locomotive  equip- 
ment, both  the  Duluth,  Missabe  & 
Northern  and  the  Duluth  &  Iron  Range 
railroads  have  placed  orders  for  1,000 
new  steel  ore  cars.  The  cars  are  of 
fifty  tons'  capacity,  and  the  contract 
calls  for  the  delivery  of  the  new  roll- 
ing stock  by  the  1st  of  March. 

The  Summers  Car  Company  of  Pitts- 
burg received  a  contract  of  (50  cars 
from  each  of  the  railroads.  The 
Pres.sed  Steel  Car  Company  of  New 
York  received  a  contract  to  supply  150 
cars  to  each  road,  and  the  Clark  Steel 
Car  Company  of  Pittsburg  will  furnish 
100  cars  to  each  road. 

The  arrival  of  the  new  rolling  stock 
will  bring  the  total  number  of  cars 
owned  by  the  Missabe  to  5.450,  and  the 
number  owned  by  the  Duluth  &  Iron 
Range  up  to  5,300.

Philadelphia,  Dec.  28.— With  food 
products  becoming  scarcer  and  their 
price  consequently  higher,  with  street 
railway  traffic  uncertain  and  slow,  and 
with  many  railroad  trains  arriving 
late,  Philadelphia  today  is  still  busy 
raising    the      blockade      caused    by    the 

great    Christmas    snow. 

Only  25  per  cent  of  the  daily  milk 
supply  reached  the  city  yesterday,  and 
wholesale  milk  dealers  estimated  that 
today's  supply  would  be  25  per  cent 
below   normal. 

Eggs,  vegetables  and  other  food 
products  were  scarcer  today  and  prices 
went  up  all  round.  It  was  expected, 
however,  that  today  would  see  the 
enow  blockade  sufficiently  raised  to 
enable  farm  products  to  be  more  easily 
transported.

MERE  LAD  HOLDS 
POSSE  AT  BAY 

Becomes  Desperate  in  Befief 

That  He  Had  Murdered 

Mother. 

Memphis.  Tenn.,  Dec.  28. — Entrenched 
at  the  home  of  a  friend,  apparently  des- 
perate  in  the  belief  that  he  had  killed 
his  mother  and  ignorant  of  the  fact 
that  she  doubtless  will  recover,  James 
F.  Roach,  scarcely  more  than  a  youth, 
held  a  small  posse  at  bay  near  here 
early  today. 

At  daylight  Roach  was  believed  to  be 
In  the  little  dwelling  house,  well 
armed,  wiiile  a  lone  deputy  sheriff  and 
a  popse  of  citizens  on  guard  were 
awaiting  the  arrival  of  reinforcements 
before  making  an  attack.  When  en- 
trance was  gained  to  the  home  late 
in  the  day.  Roach  was  found  to  have 
escaped.

NEW  YORK'S  DEBT 
BIGGEST  OF  ALL 

City  Owes  $142.52  for  Every 

Inhabitant— Seven  Times 

the  Largest 

Washington,  Dec.  2^. — New  York 
city's  total  net  indebtedness  for  the 
fiscal  year  of  1907  was  more  than 
seven  times  tliat  of  any  other  city  in 
the  United  States  and  more  than  one- 
half  of  the  total  of  the  twenty-seven 
l^rge  cities,  as  figured  out  by  the 
census  bureau. 

Of  the  total  net  indebtedness  of  the 
158  cities  of  over  30,000  population. 
New  York  city  is  credited  with  39.2 
per  cent,  the  per  capita  being  $142.52. 
The  other  cities  over  $100  per  capita 
iv^r^  * 

Cincinnati.  $123.8.5;  Boston,  $120.37: 
Galveston.  $115.7$.;  Pueblo,  $108.23,  and 
Newton,    Mass.,    $105.83. 

Of  the  cities  of  over  300,000,  San 
Franci:^co  had  by  far  the  smallest  net 
debt,  and  Detroit,  with  $23.75  per 
capita,   next    to    the  smallest. 

The  Increaire  in  tlie  net  debt  for  the 
fiscal  ye:a-  of  1907  was  $120,930,631, 
more  tlian  three-fourths  of  which  was 
credited  to  the  fifteen  largest  cities. 
The  onlv  city  of  less  than  300,000  In- 
habitants having  an  Increase  of  more 
than  $1,000,000  was  Seattle,  Wash., 
whose  net  debt  increased  by  $5,791,078. 
Several  cities  decreased  their  net  in- 
debtedness during  the  year,  among 
them  being  St.  Louis,  San  Francisco, 
Washington,  Indianapolis  and  Kansas 
City.

Toledo,  Ohio,  Dec.  28. — Search  by 
police  and  detectives  for  James  Mac- 
keley,  married,  a  Michigan  Central 
switchman,  who  last  night  shot  and 
killed  Caroline  Hunt,  aged  18,  wounded 
her  parents  arul  pursued  her  brother 
because  the  girl  repulsed  his  attentions, 
has  so  far  bt-en  futile.

This  message  will  deal  with  the 
amendments  which  he  believes  are  nec- 
essary in  the  interstate  commerce  and 
Sherman    anti-trust    acts. 

Recent  reports  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding, it  is  known  that  the 
president  will  take  up  the  anti-trust 
act   and    deal    with    it    at    great   length.

SEVEN  CHILDREN 
BURN  TO  DEATH 

Three  Other  Persons  May 

Have  Sustained  Mortal 

Injuries. 

Dubois,  Pa.,  Dec.  28.— Seven  chil- 
dren, ranging  in  age  from  2  to  12 
years,  were  burned  to  death  last  night 
and  three  other  persons  were  perhaps 
fatally  injured.  The  fire,  followed  by 
an  explosion  of  powder,  destroyed  the 
hqme  of  Stephen  Bronosky,  a  miner  at 
Sykesvllle,  Pa.,  near  here.  All  the 
victims   are   foreigners. 

Six  of  the  children  were  members  of 
the  Bronosky  family  and  the  seventh 
belonged  to  a  boarder.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Bronosky  and  the  hoarder  jumped  from 
an  upstairs  window  and  sustained  seri- 
ous injuries.

Capt.  Hambelton  at  once  ordered 
the  hatches  closed  and  sealed.  Efforts 
to  find  the  fire  were  then  begun,  but 
the  matter  was  carefully  guarded 
from  the  passengers,  whose  passage 
was  not  made  less  pleasant  by  the 
anxiety  of  the  crew.  Above  decks 
there  was  no  evidence  of  anything 
unusual,  but  for  the  next  five  days 
the   fire  was   burning   steadliy  below. 

The  hold  has  been  flooded.  The 
extent  of  the  damage  could  not  be 
determined    today.

Estrada  Refuses  Terms  of 
Peace  Offered  By  New 
President    . 


Washington,  Dec.  28.— A  telegram  re- 
ceived at  the  state  department  says 
that  a  son  of  an  American  citizen, 
living  In  Granada,  recently  was  beaten 
and  arrested  there,  presumably  under 
orders  of  th  new  officials  installed  by 
Madriz,  Zelaya's  successor.  These  of- 
ficials came  from  Leon  and  there  is 
reason  to  believe  that  they  acted  under 
the  authority  of  the  Madriz  government. 

The  boy  was  not  registered  as  an 
American  at  the  United  States  con- 
sulate, but  this  fact  will  not  prevent 
the  consulate  officials  from  taking 
cognizance  of  the  matter. 

No    Steps   Taken. 

The  state  department,  as  yet,  has 
issu-^d  no  orders  with  respect  to  it. 
The  telegram  also  states  that  troops 
from  Leon  are  being  sent  eastward 
presumably  to  intercept  Estrada  in  n^s 
march   on   Managua.

Lu  Yo  Fong,  a  younger  Chinese,  who 
was  shot  three  times,  was  Low  Jung's 
assistant  and  companion.

PILGRIMS  IN 
MYTHCLASS 

Prof.  Hart  of  Harvard  Says 

They  Have  Been  Made 

So  By  Writers. 

Savants  Declare  Inaccuracy 

the  Bane  of  American 

History. 


New  York.  Dec.  28. — That  the  Pil- 
grim Fathers,  as  we  know  them,  and 
the  Southern  Cavaliers  of  colonial 
days  are  alike  myths  born  of  the 
imaginations  of  prejudiced  and  Inac- 
curate writers,  was  the  declaration 
today  of  Prof.  Albert  Bushnell  Hart 
of  Harvard  university  before  the  joint 
meeting  of  the  American  Historical 
•issoclation,  the  American  Kconomic 
association  and  kindred  organiza'^lons. 
Prof.  Hart  is  president  of  the  Histor- 
ical   association. 

No  less  tlian  nine  funcioii;*  today 
demanded  the  attention  of  the  various? 
ijroups  of  the  economists  aud  histor- 
ians assembled  here  from  al  over  l!ie 
country  for  the  sessions  of  tlie  organ- 
izations. 

Opening  the  meeting  of  the  Ameri- 
can Economic  association  today.  J'rof. 
Davis  li.  Dewey  of  the  Masjrfacliusetis 
Institute  of  Tecliiiology,  president'  i>i 
the  association,  emphasized  the  neces- 
sity of  accurate  observation  as  a  basis 
for  present  day  politlcs-ecoiioniic  de- 
velopments. .Students  today  lo  not 
receive  sufficient  trainiuK  in  tne  art 
of  noservatlou,  Pretii'U-nt  Dewey 
ihought.  To  tlie  resulrina:  imperlect 
or  fa?iciful  observalion,  ratlier  than 
to  defective  reasoning,  ha  laid  :?iany 
of  the  erroneous  Uieories  prevalent  in 
relation    to  economic   lite. 

Aecaracy  the  E!«tteutl»l. 

"Accurate  collection  of  facts."  he 
considered  the  great  essential  in  tlie 
lurther  development  of  theory.  'Rec- 
ords are  confIiciin.j  as  to  really  what 
happened  in  tlie  panic  of  1907,"  said 
l^-esident  Dewey.  "It  is  futile  to  at- 
tempt reform  in  the  currency  until 
tliere  Is  greater  agreement  as  to  what 
are  the  actual  conditions,  the  repeti- 
tion of  which  we  seek  to  avoid." 

The  session  was  a  joint  one  with 
the  American  Historical  association, 
whose  president.  Prof.  Albert  Bushnell 
Hart  of  liarvard  university,  read  a 
paper  treating  also  of  tlie  iiangers  o'.' 
inaccuracy,  in  tliis  case  relating  to  an- 
other branch  of  learned  investigation 
Prof.  Hart's  paper  was  one  on  "Im- 
agination  in   History." 

DauKer  to  the  Country. 

"The  pressing  danger  to  the  republic 
is  inaccuracy,"  said  Mr.  Hart.  "Even 
historical  scholars  are  not  without 
their  failings,  their  prejudices  and 
their  falsehoods.  Is  there  no  penal 
code  for  those  who  undertake  to  write 
history  out  of  something  other  than 
♦lie  records?"  asked  the  speaker.  "What 
we  need  is  a  genuinely  scientific  scliool 
of  history,  which  shall  remorselessly 
examine  the  sources,  and  separate  the 
wheat  from  the  cliaft'." 

President  Hart  declared  that  Ameri- 
can history,  on  its  controversal  side, 
has  been  enriched  by  several  distinct 
attempts  to  manufacture  myths  to 
order.  The  first  of  these  might  be 
called  the  worship  of  the  Pilgrim 
fathers.  He  said  the  myth  is  ascrib- 
ing to  a  band  of  men  and  women  wiio 
represented  a  splendid  cause  and  were 
pioneers  in  a  magnificent  historical  pa- 
geant, virtues  which  are  In  fact  pos- 
sessed   only    by    their    descendants. 

A  similar  myth,  he  continued,  cau.ses 
the  exaltation  of  the  Southern  cava- 
lier, Avho  was  a  personage  about  as 
infrequent  in  Virginia  as  in  New  York.

Leading  Colleges  Favor  the 

Elimination  of  Mass  Plays 

In  Football. 

New  York,  Dec.  28. — The  attitude  of 
leading  colleges  throughout  the  coun- 
try on  the  proposed  changes  in  the 
football  rules  is  already  shown  by  the 
canvas.^  taken  by  the  executive  com- 
mittee of  the  inter-collegiate  associa- 
tion. In  this  canvass,  fifty  institutions 
favored  retention  of  the  rules  of  the 
American  game,  with  such  changes  as 
would  eliminate  mass  or  other  plays  of 
unusual  danger  to  life  or  limb.  Among 
these  are  Beloit  college,  Delaware  col- 
lege, Haverford  college,  Iowa  Wesleyan 
university,  Johns  Hopkins  university, 
Ken  von  college,  Lehigh  university. 
Northwestern  university,  Swarthmore 
college,  Svracuse  university,  Tufls  col- 
lege. University  of  Chicago,  University 
of  Idaho,  University  of  Nebraska,  Uni- 
versity of  Minnesota,  Pennsylvania. 
Tenn«issee,  Vermont,  and  W'ashington 
and  Jefferson  college. 

The  ini-tilutions  that  are  for  open 
rules  of  plav  are  satisfactory,  except 
perhaps  in  minor  details,  but  that  plays 
of  unusualUy  dangerous  character  to 
life  and  limb  should  be  eliminated. 
•  That  the  American  game  should  be 
radically  reformed,  or  if  satisfactory

FIRST  FLOUR  MILLER. 

Death  Claims    Man  Who    Started 
First  Plant  in  Milwaukee. 

Milwaukee.  Wis.,  Dec.  28. — Leander 
Comstock.  pioneer  manufacturer,  who 
built  the  first  flour  mill  in  Milwaukee 
— the  nucleus  of  a  flour  milling  In- 
dustry which  makes  Milwaukee  rank 
second  In  that  line  of  all  the  cities 
of  the  United  States — died  at  his 
home,  697  Twenty-third  avenue,  yes- 
terday   after    a    lingering    illness. 

Mr.  Comstock  was  carried  away  by 
a  sudden  attack  of  pneumonia,  which 
set  in  last  Tuesday.  On  that  day  he, 
as  usual,  spent  the  day  overseeing  the 
work  on  his  celery  farm  on  the  south 
side  and  in  the  evening  was  taken 
ill.  Prior  to  that  he  had  scarcely 
had  a  sick  day  in  all  his  life. 

Mr.  Comstock  was  appj"oaching  his 
ninetieth  milestone,  having  been  born 
Ma'-  15,  1820,  on  a  farm  near  Worth- 
ington.

THE  BUSIEST  GOVERNOR  AT  LARGE. 

Though  industry  has  revived  until  its  activity  is  at 
least  normal  in  all  branches  of  business,  nowhere  in 
this  state  is  there  such  a  stir  and  bustle  and  fevered 
activity  as  there  is  in  the  governor's  office,  now  occupied 
by  A.  O.  Eberhart.  Those  who  would  like  to  be  laying 
plans  to  capture  his  job  for  themselves  or  their  friends 
are  unable  to  take  the  time  to  lay  their  wires,  so  spell- 
bound and  fascinated  are  they  by  the  bewildering  activity 
of  the  governor.  They  stand,  open-mouthed  and  with 
eyes  staring  widely,  amazement  and  confusion  illustrated 
upon  their  speaking  countenances,  while  the  governor 
flits  from  scheme  to  scheme  and  from  place  to  place, 
touching  all  the  high  spots  and  darting  down  between 
times  into  the  valleys  below.  They  would  like  very  much 
to  be  able  to  get  about  their  arrangements  for  cap- 
turing the  state  Republican  convention,  but  they  can't. 
They  are  too  busy  watching  the  multitudinous  and  kaleido- 
scopic operations  of  the  man  who  has  the  job  and  who, 
manifestly,  proposes  to  keep  it  if  it  is  to  be  kept  by 
discharging  every  other  minute  a  blunderbuss  load  of 
idea.s. 

No  fleet-footed  flea,  no  kernel  of  popcorn  in  a  popper, 
no  pea  on  a  hot  griddle,  has  anything  on  Governor 
Eberhart  for  celerity  and  dispatch.  It  is  utterly  im- 
possible for  his  opponents  to  keep  track  of  him.  He  is 
now  here,  now  there;  one  moment  at  Washington,  the 
next  in  Kandiyohi  county;  this  minute  in  St.  Paul 
trying  to  settle  a  strike,  the  next  at  Blooming  Prairie 
giving  advice  to  a  sewing  circle.  He  makes  two  speeches 
a  day,  and  evidently  his  aim  is  to  leave  nothing  undis- 
cussed, no  great  throbbing  question  unillumined  by  ideas 
from   his   teeming   thought-factory. 

The  old-fashioned  physician,  if  he  was  a  bit  puzzled 
about  a  case,  used  to  write  out  a  prescription  containing 
pretty  nearly  every  active  drug  he  could  call  to  mind. 
"If  one  of  'em  don't  hit  the  spot."  he  thought,  "maybe 
some  other  will.  Anyway,  it  will  give  the  patient's  sys- 
tem a  good  shaking  up,  and  maybe  when  it  settles  down 
again  conditions  will  be  improved."  That  old-fashioned 
physician  sometimes  made  a  lucky  strike — and  some- 
times he  killed  his  patient.  Those  who  did  not  hold 
with  his  system  of  healing  called  his  doses  "blunderbuss 
prescriptions." 

That  seems  to  be  the  kind  of  prescription  Governor 
Eberhart  is  offering  the  very  sick  Republican  party  of 
Minnesota.  If  conservation  won't  cure  it,  and  insure 
him  a  renomination,  maybe  abolishing  the  state  oil  in- 
spection will.  If  a  futile  attempt  to  settle  a  railroad 
strike  won't  hit  the  mark,  maybe  an  attack  upon  the 
objectionable  federal  corporation  tax  law  will  score. 

At  any  rate,  there  is  nothing  like  trying;  and  Gov- 
ernor Eberhart  is  fast  gaining  the  reputation  of  being 
the  greatest  trier  the  state   ever  saw.

FIGHTING  CONSUMPTION. 

A  recent  notable  bequest  is  that  of  $100,000,  which 
has  been  turned  over  to  the  medical  faculty  of  Yale  uni- 
versity to  be  given  as  a  reward  for  the  discovery  of  a 
cure  lor  tuberculosis. 

No  doubt  the  man  that  made  this  rich  gift  meant 
well,  but  if  his  money  waits  until  it  is  claimed  by  the 
discoverer  of  any  drug  or  potion  that  will  cure  con- 
sumption, oi    if  it  is  used  in  searching  for  such  a  cure, 

it  will  be  wasted  absolutely. 

Duluth,  during  the  pre-Christmas  season,  bought  100,- 
000  Red  Cross  stamps.  That  brought  about  $1,000  which 
will  be  used  in-  waging  the  battle  against  consumption. 
That  $1,000  is  worth  more  to  the  splendid  fight  that  is 
going  to  destroy  tuberculosis  than  the  $100,000  that  is 
devoted  to  seeking  a  cure  for  the  disease.  In  point  of 
fact,  it  is  even  possible  that  a  single  penny  paid  for  a 
Red  Cross  stamp  will  do  more  real  good  than  that  en- 
tire bequest  of  $100,000. 

No  cure  for  consumption  will  be  found.  There  is 
no  cure  for  it  in  the  sense  in  which  the  word  was  under- 
stood by  the  generous  but  misguided  man  who  left  a 
fortune  as  a  reward  for  the  discovery  of  a  "cure."  There 
is  no  ''cure",  yet  the  cure  is  comparatively  simple;  and 
preventive  work  is  still  more  simple  and  effective. 

If  that  man  really  wished  to  do  good  with  his  money, 
he  should  have  turned  it  over  to  the  treasury  of  the 
campaign  organization  that  has  been  formed  to  do 
battle  to  tuberculosis.  It  would  perform  a  useful  service 
there.  Used  to  search  out  some  mdgic  drug  that  will 
restore  destroyed  tissues,  it  is  wasted  in  seeking  to  ac- 
complish   the   impossible. 

A  well-nourished,  vigorous  and  positively  healthful  in- 
dividual will  not  get  tuberculosis.  He  practically  is 
germ-proof.  Such  an  individual  lives  in  sanitary  sur- 
roundings, gets  plenty  of  exercise  and  fresh  air,  and 
eats  wholesome  food  in  a  wholesome  way.  That  con- 
stitutes his  defence  against  the  germs  of  consumption, 
and  it  is  pretty  nearly  a  perfect  defence.  An  enfeebled 
and  poorly  nourished  individual  will  get  tuberculosis 
easily.  If  he  gets  it,  the  only  cure  is  to  give  him  rest, 
fresh  air  and  nourishing  food — and  plenty  of  each. 

There  will  be  tuberculosis  so  long  as  social  injustice 
maintains  widespread  poverty.  The  millions  of  under- 
fed, half-starved  and  slum-encircled  poor  are  food  for 
the  monster  of  consumption,  fostering  its  growth  and 
facilitating  its  spread.  Poverty  and  bad  sanitation,  both 
results  of  social  neglect,  are  the  parents  of  tuberculosis, 
and  they  must  be  destroyed  before  the  dread  disease  is 
rooted  out.  A  campaign  fund  for  the  fight  against 
tuberculosis  must  be  divided  between  two  purposes — re- 
lief and  prevention.  Under  the  head  of  prevention  comes 
such  subjects  as  education  of  the  public,  better  sanita- 
tion, lessening  of  poverty,  better  living  conditions  for 
the  masses  of  the  people.  Under  the  head  of  relief  comes 
the  care  of  afflicted  persons,  not  only  for  their  own  sake 


REAPPORTIONMENT. 

The  newspapers  of  the  north  country  are  beginning 
to  talk  about  reapportionment  again,  and  it  is  timely  and 
proper  talk.  Shortly  candidates  for  senator  and  repre- 
sentative will  be  in  the  field.  Before  many  months  have 
passed  the  primary  election  campaign  will  be  in  full 
swing.  Northern  Minnesota  must  make  its  mind  up 
on  this  fundamental  and  vitally  important  subject,  and 
insist  that  legislative  candidates  take  the  right  attitude 
toward  it.  No  candidate  who  will  not  take  that  attitude 
should  be  considered  for  a  single  moment,  no  matter 
what  his  attitude  may  be  on  other  subjects. 

Attempts  will  be  made  to  confuse  the  issue  by  intro- 
ducing other  issues.  Men  will  run  because  they  are  for 
this  man  or  that  man  for  United  States  senator;  be- 
cause they  are  for  or  against  county  option;  because 
they  are  for  or  against  the  income  tax;  because  they  are 
for  this  issue  or  again.st  that  one:  but  it  must  not  be 
forgotten  that  in  Northern  Minnesota  there  must  be  one 
issue  that  comes  first,  or  it  cannot  succeed;  and  that 
issue   is   reapportionment. 

As  The  Herald  has  said  before,  there  is  but  one  way 
to  get  reapportionment  at  the  coming  session  of  the 
legislature,  and  only  one.  If  that  way  is  not  adopted 
by  Northern  Minnesota,  adhered  to  consistently  and 
carried  out  to  the  letter,  talk  of  reapportionment  might 
as  well  be  dropped  for  four  years. 

The  reapportioment  forces  are  in  the  minority.  The 
districts  which  mast  suffer  by  a  readjustment  of  legisla- 
tive representation  hold  the  balance  of  power.  In  a 
straight  vote  for  and  against  reapportionment  reappor- 
tionment will  lose.  Therefore  the  minority  must  take 
extraordinary  steps  to  force  the  issue  to  success. 

The  exceptional  step  proposed  by  The  Herald  is  that 
every  candidate  elected  be  compelled  to  declare  that  he 
will  make  reapportionment  the  first  issue  in  his  pro- 
gram, and  subordinate  all  other  issues  to  it.  He  must 
agree  to  enter  into  a  compact  with  his  fellow-members 
from  Northern  Minnesota  by  which  the  entire  delegation 
in  both  houses  will  make  reapportionment  the  first  issue. 
The  delegation  must  go  to  St.  Paul  in  January,  1911, 
prepared  to  force  the  issue  by  declaring  that  until  a  fair 
reapportionment  bill  is  framed  and  passed,  no  other 
measure  shall  go  through.  Northern  Minnesota  hasn't 
votes  enough  to  pass  a  reapportionment  bill,  but  it  has 
votes  enough  to  defeat  legislation  on  which  there  is  any 
division  of  opinion.  Its  votes  will  be  needed  by  South- 
ern Minnesota  members  who  have  pet  measures  they 
wish  to  put  through;  and  they  should  have  these  votes 
only  on  condition  that  a  reapportionment  measure  is 
passed. 

Another  thing.  Particular  attention  must  be  paid  to 
the  senators  elected  from  Northern  Minnesota.  The  senate 
elected  next  year  will  be  elected  for  four  years.  If  it 
votes  for  a  reapportionment  bill  it  votes  to  cut  the  terms  of 
its  members  in  two.  Three  years  ago,  when  this  condi- 
tion existed,  there  were  many  senators  even  from  North- 
ern Minnesota  who  refused  to  vote  for  reapportionment 
on  that  ground.  They  put  their  personal  interests  higher 
than  the  interests  of  the  state. 

No  state  senator  should  be  elected  from  Northern 
Minnesota  who  will  not  pledge  himself  to  vote  for  re- 
apportionment even  if  it  means  cutting  his  own  term 
in   two. 

No  senator  or  representative  should  be  elected  from 
Northern  Minnesota  who  will  not  pledge  himself  to  make 
reapportionment  the  leading  issue,  and  one  that  must 
be  settled  rightly  before  any  other  legislation  is  enacted. 

Unless  this  program  is  adopted ,  and  rigidly  adhered 
to,  talk  of  reapportionment  might  as  well  be  dropped 
altogether.

discount.     As  I  had  a  job   waiting  for 
me,  I  did  not  stop  to  haggle  and  more, 
but   took   the  J1.80   per  day.   Instead   of 
the  $2  they  owed  me.     Some  people  told 
me    that    1    got    off   lucky    to   get   away 
with  a  whole  skin,  considering  the  row 
I    made    about    the    discount.      At    this 
time    Mondell's    company    was    bringing 
In    men    by    the    trainload    to    take    the 
places   of   those   dissatisfied    with    their 
jobs.

New  Y'ork  World:  Secretary  Dick- 
inson has  o'rdered  that  the  war  depart- 
ment cease  buying  for  army  use  oils, 
lubricants  and  other  products  market- 
ed by  the  Standard  Oil  company.  A 
similar  order  was  issued  last  summer 
against  using  in  the  commissary  de- 
partment the  products  of  the  tobacco 
trust. 

Mr.  Dickinson  in  this  action  proves 
himself  a  practical  trust  -  buster. 
Against  such  tactics  as  his,  if  the  peo- 
ple were  to  follow  him,  no  trust  could 
long  endure.  A  cabinet  member  can- 
not properly  rule  out  of  his  depart- 
ment the  products  of  a  trust  until  It 
has  been  found  to  be  one  in  a  federal 
court.  Such  findings  exist  against  both 
the  tobacco  trust  and  Standard  Oil. 
But  there  is  nothing  to  prevent  indi- 
vidual consumers  from  acting  upon  the 
common  knowledge  .which  the  daily 
press   has   long   furnished. 

Not  even  with  the  favor  of  the  New 
York  city  officials  could  the  Ice  trust 
have  established  its  local  monopoly  If 
buyers  of  ice  had  not  been  lured  by  it 
away  from  the  independents  by  tem- 
porary proffers  of  cheap  Ice  or  gener- 
ous measure.  Not  even  with  the  aid 
of  railroad  rebates  could  the  Standard 
Oil  monopoly  have  won  Its  supremacy 
if  the  people,  in  special  districts  where 
the  trust  cut  its  rates  to  break  down 
Independents  one  by  one,  had  stood  by 
the  free  dealers.  Five-cent  oil  for  a 
brief  period  while  the  competitor  was 
being  chiselled  has  been  dearly  paid 
for. 

There    are    trusts    which    cannot    be 
avoided — for  instance,  the  coal  trust  In 
New  York.     Such  combinations  deserve 
the    especial   attention    of   the    govern- 
ment.     But    monopoly    would    not    be 
what  It  is,  the   cost  of  living  need  not 
now   be   so    ruinous,   if   the   people   h;id 
followed  the  plan  now  taken  for  them 
officially  by   their  secretary  of  war.

An  interesting  document  on  the  pres- 
ent cost  of  living  appears  in  the  Janu- 
ary American  Magazinei  It  is  written 
by  Klizabeth  Hewes,  and  is  a  record  of 
her  personal  observation.     She  writes: 

"Every  one  Is  talking  high  prices. 
But  my  topic  Is  diflerent.  I  wish  to 
talk  not  on  the  high  prices  themselvt.s, 
but  on  their  dangers,  the  chief  dan- 
gers being,  of  course,  to  that  trunk 
class  of  a  nation,  the  small-salaried 
man,  the  clerk,  the  shop  girl.  Tho  pres- 
ent high  prices  are  affecting  this  class 
In  two  ways — first,  they  are  tending  to 
force  them  down  ratlier  than  up  in  the 
social  scale:  second,  they  are  putting 
them  to  such  stress  that  they  are  tend- 
ing to  become  an  underfed  class,  under- 
nourished, and  certainly  the  danger  of 
havin.g  the  great  trunk  class  of  a  nation 
under-nourished  cannot  be  overrated. 

"Well,  I  don't  pretend  to  know  the 
causes  of  high  prices,  but  this  I  do 
know,  that  I  am  toda.v  paying  8  cents 
more  for  my  steak.  7  cents  more  foi 
eggs.  7  cents  more  for  butter  than 
I  was  last  year;  that  a  better  class  of 
people  than  lierelofore  is  beginning  to 
try  and  evade  the  compulsory  education 
law,  and  that  certain  shop  girls  whom 
I  know  have  reduced  their  lunches  from 
chicken  on  toast  with  rice  border  to  an 
eclair  ai  d  a  cup  of  coffee.  In  other 
words,  our  great  prosperous  (?)  coun- 
try stands  at  the  parting  of  tlie  ways. 
A  little  more,  and  you  will  have  the 
trunk  class  of  America  an  underfed 
class,  being  slowly  but  surely  forced 
down  in  the  social  scale.  The  laboring 
man,  the  miner,  the  servant  girl  (who 
are  being  paid  more)  will  force  their 
children  up  into  the  clerk  class  only  to 
have  their  children  stick  there  or  return 
to  them.  This  would  no  longer  be 
American. 

"This  that  I  say  is  true,  and  it  seems 
to  me  to  merit  the  attention  of  all 
thoughtful  Americans  who  care  for  their 
country."

Writing  in  the  January  McClure's  of 
the  Ferrer  trial,  Perceval  Gibbon  says:

The  Canadian  Nortliern  franchise, 
granting  the  road  a  right-of-way  into 
tlie  oity  through  West  Duluth  over 
♦he  proposed  route,  which  was  intro- 
duced in  the  council  meeting  last  night, 
contains  the  absolutely  new.  provision 
that  Duluth  must  not  be  discriminated 
against  in  the  matter  of  freight  and 
passenger  rates. 

The  section  is  the  first  of  its  kind 
that  has  ever  been  Inserted  in  a  fran- 
chise granted  by  the  city  to  any  rail- 
road in  the  oity.  This  is  the  biggest 
ilirrerence  between  the  franchises  grant- 
ed the  Soo  and  the  Wisconsin  Central 
and  that  of  the  Canadian  Northern, 
which  had  its  first  reading  last  night. 
It  Is  considered  highly  Important  by  the 
city  legal  department,  the  council  conri- 
raittee  which  had  charge  of  tne  negoti- 
ations and  the  commercial  bodies  of 
the  city,  which  have  been  attacking 
some  of  the  older  railroads  for  their  un- 
fairness to  Duluth. 

G.  Roy  Hall,  secretary  of  the  recently 
organized  traffic  bureau  of  the  Com- 
mercial club,  stated  at  the  council  meet- 
ing that  too  much  emphasis  cannot  be 
laid  upon  this  section.  "I  want  to 
congratulate  the  city  attorney  and  the 
city  officials  for  having  this  inserted  in 
the  franchise"  he  said.  "I  think  that 
It  will  mean  much  to  Duluth  in  the 
future,  particularly  as  it  opens  the  way 
for  a  section  of  the  same  nature  being 
Inserted  in  all  franchises  granted  to 
any  other  roads  which  may  want  to 
come  Into  Duluth." 

Another  point  of  difference  between 


the  franchises  of  the  Canadian  North- 
ern, or  the  Duluth,  Winnipeg  &  Pacific, 
as  it  is  designated  in  the  franchise, 
and  the  Soo  and  the  Wisconsin  Central, 
is  that  the  road  is  not  required  to  allow 
any  other  road  to  use  its  tracks.  The 
two  latter  had  to  agree  to  let  other 
roads  coming  into  Duluth  use  their 
tracks  jointly.  This  was  conceded  by 
the  city,  for  the  tracks  of  the  Canadian 
Northern  can  in  no  sense  be  considered 
terminals.  But  to  offset  this.  City  At- 
torney C.  S.  Wilson  stipulated  in  the 
ordinance  that  the  road  shall  not  grant 
anv  other  road  the  right  to  use  us 
tra"cks  without  first  assenting  to  all 
the  provisions  of  the  franchise  govern- 
ing the  entrance  of  the  Canadian 
Northern. 

Not  In  Final  Form. 
The     franchise     is     not     in     its     final 
form.      The    committee    of    the    council, 
the  citv  attorney  and  the  railroad  offi- 
cials m"et  at  the  office  of  City  Attorney 
i  Wilson       yesterday       afternoon.       They 
went    over      the      matter      thoroughly, 
working    until    late    in    the    afternoon. 
There  are  still  some  points  which  have 
I  not  been  finally  settled  and  which  have 
I  been  omitted  from  the  draft  of  the  or- 
'  dinance   iald     before    the    council    last 
night.      They    can    be    Inserted    later    in 
the     shape     of     amendments.         Among 
them    is    the    question    of    the    material 
that   shall   be   used   in   the   construction 
of    the    trestle    through    West      Duluth. 
The  franchise  stipulates  that  the  cross- 
ings shall  all  be  of  steel,  but  the  resi- 
dents of  West  Duluth  ask  that  the  en- 
tire   trestle    be    of    the    same    material 
through    the    heavily    settled    residence 
section.     To  this   the   company   objects. 
It  feels  that  wood  is  sufficiently  good 
for  the  space  between  the  street  cross- 
ings   over    property    which    it    has    ac- 
quired   by    private    purchase    or    con- 
demnation.     There   is   also   some   ques- 
tion about  the  route.     These  and  other 
matters    pertaining      directly    to    West 
Duluth    will     be    thrashed    out    at    the 
meeting    ne.\t   Monday   night,    the   date 
set    by    the    council    to    give    all    West 
Duluth  an  opportunity  to  be  heard. 
Beein  AVork  In   1910. 
Under  the  terms  of  the  franchise  the 
company    must     start     work    with  n     a 
year    and    have    the      work      completed 
within  two  vears.     However,  the  inten- 
tion of  the  company  is  to  start  woi^  at 
the     eailiest    possible    moment.       They 
want  to  have  the  construction  work  in 
Duluth    finished    Inside    a   year. 

The  first  three  sections  grant  a 
rieht-of-way  for  the  line,  the  yards, 
and  a  strip  through  Fairmont  park. 
The  latter  is  needed  by  the  company. 
It  is  felt  that  had  It  not  been  for  the 
company's  necessity  at  this  Pp»nt  It 
would  have  refused  to  treat  with  the 
city  and  condemned  its  way  into  Du- 
luth. .  ,„_ 
The  railroad  company  must  pay  for 
all  repairs  or  improvements  necessi- 
tated by  the  laying  of  its  tracks.  It 
must  pay  for  its  share  of  improve- 
ments on  streets  or  avenues  on  which 
its  property  abuts.  It  must  drain  Its 
tracks,  and  be  responsible  for  all  dam- 
age suits  incurred  by  reason  of  Us 
tracks  crossing  any  of  the  streets  or 
avenues   of  the  city. 

Another  provision  enables  the  city 
council  to  direct  It  to  construct  via- 
ducts, etc.,  by  a  seven-eighths  vote 
The  company  must  have  gates  and 
watchmen  and  must  not  keep  any  gates 
closed  for  more  than  five  minutes. 
The  street  crossings  must  be  of  steel, 
concrete    and    stone,    except      west      of 


Fairmont  park,  where  wood  will  be 
used  for  the  entire  distance.  There 
are  no  platted  streets  in  this  sec- 
tion. The  overhead  crossings  must  be 
high  enough  to  give  ample  clearance 
for  street  cars  or  other  vehicles.  ir 
the  council  directs  any  changes  and 
thev  are  not  compiled  with  by  the 
company  within  twenty  days  the  coun- 
cil can  order  them  done  and  assess 
them  against  the  company  with  an 
added  penalty  of  10  per  cent.  The 
grades  of  streets  must  not  be  changeu 
if  it  necessitates  the  changing  of  their 
trestle  to  make  the  maximum  grade 
over   15  per  cent. 

The  company  is  required  to  use  the 
Zenith  telephone  or  pay  the  city  51,«oo 
a  year.  This  does  not  prohibit  the  use 
of  the  Bell  telephone.  Before  any  as- 
signment can  be  made  the  assignee 
must  file  an  agreement  to  pay  the 
road's  proper  share  of  street  Improve- 
ments. At  least  one  freight  and  pas- 
senger depot  must  be  built  west  or 
Forty-eighth    avenue   west. 

In  crossing  Fairmont  park  the  com- 
pany takes  2.92  acres  of  land,  for  which 
it  will  give  the  city  ten  acres  which 
will  be  satisfactory  to  the  park  board. 
Thlsj  part  of  the  route  Is  not  to  be 
used  for  the  storage  of  cars  or  other 
yard  purposes.  The  route  through  the 
park  must  be  fenced  with  woven  wires 
and  all  roadways  must  be  placed  in  as 
good  condltlen  as  they  were  before.

Salina  Cruz,  Mex.,  Dec.  28.— Declar- 
ing that  the  attitude  of  Secretary 
Knox  toward  him  could  not  fall  to  be 
disapproved  by  all  fair-minded  people, 
and  that  he  believed  the  secretary's 
judgment  was  warped  by  false  reports 
of  conditions  in  Nicaragua  made  by  the 
American  vice  confcul  at  Managua.  For- 
mer President  Jose  Santos  Zelaya  en- 
deavored, in  an  interview  yesterday,  to 
justify  Ms  treatment  of  the  Americans, 
Cannon  and  Groce,  as  an  act  which  any 
one  In  his  position  would  have  com- 
mitted. 

Zelaya  debarked  from  the  Mexican 
gunboat  General  Guerrero  in  the  aft- 
ernoon and  left  last  night  -for  the 
City  of  Mexico  in  a  private  car  at- 
tached to  the  regular  passenger  train 
due  in  that  city  on  Wednesday  morn- 
ing 

•i  am  going  to  Mexico  City  to  remain 
for  six  months,"  he  said.  "If  the  cli- 
mate agrees  with  me,  I  will  send  or 
go  for  my  family.  If  It  does  not  agree 
with  me,  I  will  go  to  some  place  In 
Europe.  I  am  going  to  Mexico  City  to 
thank  President  Diaz  and  the  Mexican 
officials  for  their  kindness  to  me." 
Talked  of  Cannon  and  Groce. 
As  the  Guerrero  steamed  to  the  dock 
Zelaya  appeared  on  the  deck  to  wave  a 
greeting  to  a  crowd  of  townspeople, 
which  had  gathered.  He  was  accom- 
panied on  his  trip  hither  by  Luis  A. 
Gomez,  Robert  C.  Bowe,  his  secretary, 
and  several  friends. 

To  a  representative  of  the  Asso- 
ciated Press,  whotti  he  received  on 
board  the  gunboat,  Zelaya  discussed 
the  killing  of  Cannon  and  Groce  and 
the  note  of  Secretary     Knox. 

"Cannon  and  Groce,"  Zelaya  declared, 
"were  engaged  by  the  conservative 
party  and  were  brought  from  Guate- 
mala by  that  party,  which  was  work- 
ing hand  in  hand  with  Cabrera.  As 
they  never  had  any  ground  for  accus- 
ing me  of  any  infringement  of  the 
treaty  adopted  by  the  Central  Ameri- 
can republics,  they  attempted  to  create 
a  cause,  and  began  trying  to  Instigate 
a  mutiny  and  an  armed  rebellion  In 
order  to  force  the  United  States  gov- 
ernment to  Intervene. 

Had    No   Property. 
"As    regards    Cannon    and    Groce,    no 
one  else  In  my  position  could  have  act- 
ed other  than  I  did.     Neither   of  these 
men    had    any    property    In    Nicaragua. 


Americans  and  other  foreigners  hold- 
ing property  in  Nicaragua  enjoyed 
protection  at  my  hands,  the  same  as 
native-born  citizens  and  they  had  the 
advantage  of  not  having  to  pay  direct 
taxis.  ,     .         . 

"I  think  that  Mr.  Knox  took  harsh 
action  against  me.  I  believe  his  ob- 
ject was  that  I  resign.  That  is  what  1 
have  done.  I  am  only  a  private  citi- 
zen now  and  such  I  shall  remain.  It 
is  my  intention  not  to  enter  politics 
again.  The  report  that  I  lad  taken 
command  of  the  government  forces 
was  absolutely  false.  I  have  not,  anU 
never    intended    to    do    so."  . 

Zelaya  attributed  most  of  his  woe  to 
Harry  Caldera,  the  American  vice  con- 
sul at  Managua.  Of  this  he  said:  The 
United  States  government  was  grossly 
misinformed  through  this  man  about 
conditions    in    my    country. 

Aceuaed  Vice  Conaul. 
"The  vice  consul  is  a  member  of  tne 
conservative  party  and  an  ardent  de- 
fender of  that  party's  views.  With  the 
object  of  overthrowing  my  government 
he  made  false  reports  to  Washington, 
which  I  firmly  believe  had  much  to  do 
with  the  note  of  Secretary  Knox.  1 
have  no  doubt  that  those  reports  led 
him  to  adopt  the  attitude  he  did  to- 
ward me.  That  attitude,  I  believe,  can- 
not but  be  disapproved  of  by  all  fair- 
minded  people."  ^ 
During  the  afternoon  Zelaya  was 
called  upon  by  several  Mexican  offi- 
cials here,  among  whom  was  Juan 
Broising.  collector  of  the  port,  who 
welcomed  the  former  president  with 
the  words:  "I  receive  you  like  a 
brother." 

Zelaya  said  he  had  had  a  good  voy- 
age, but  that  he  was  feeling  badly 
and  had  a  slight  fever.  He  did  not 
appear  ill  at  ease  or  excited,  and  dur- 
ing the  afternoon  sat  fo^  a  photogra- 
pher on   the  deck. 

He  left  Managua  accompanied  by 
Minister  Carbajal  of  Mexico,  who  es- 
corted him  aboard  the  Guerrero  at 
Corlnto. 

Offered    English    Ship. 

-I  was  at  perfect  liberty  at  all  times 

and  was  not  Intercepted,"  he  said.       I 

boarded  the  Guerrero  in  broad  daylight 

on    the    afternoon    of    the      24th.      The 


English  minister  at  Managua  offered 
me  a  conveyance  on  the  sloop  bhear- 
water,  then  at  anchor  at  Corlnto.  to 
any  country  I  wanted  to  go  to,  but  I 
preferred  to  come  to  Mexico." 

Zelaya  declined  to  discuss  the  ar- 
rest of  Passos,  his  brother-in-law,  and 
of  Martinez,  his  financial  minister, 
who  are  charged  with  misapplication 
of   the   funds  of   the   government. 

He  left  the  gunboat  at  5  o'clock  and 
entered  the  private  car  which  he  had 
chartered  and  which  had  been  switched 
to    the    dock.  ,  .   .

Dec.  28.— (Spe- 
cial to  The  Herald.)— Automobile 
owners  in  the  Copper  country  are 
reading  with  Interest  the  provisions 
of  the  new  automobile  law  of  Michi- 
gan which  goes  into  effect  Jan.  1,  as 
it  malies  a  number  of  changes  in 
existing  laws.  . 

By  its  provisions  all  registrations 
shall  expire  Dec.  31  of  each  year  and 
may  be  renewed  at  a  cost  of  fl.  ine 
fee  for  new  registration  has  been  in- 
creased from  $1  to  $3  per  year.  Own- 
ers of  automobiles  who  desire  to  re- 
tain the  numbers  at  present  in  use 
on  their  machines  may  do  so  by  mak- 
ing application  before  Jan.   1- 

The  purchaser  of  a  second-hand 
machine  must  deposit  |1  with  the 
secretary  of  state  and  the  person 
malting  the  sale  must  within  ten  days 
report  the  same  to  the  secretary  of 
state,  stating  the  name  and  business 
address  of  the  purchaser  and  the 
number  under  which  the  vehicle  is 
registered. 

Display    Numbers. 
Numbers    shall    be    displayed    con- 
spicuously  on   the   front   and   rear   of 
all   cars,  the  numbers  being  a  shade 


differing  from  that  of  the  background 
to  which  they,  ar'  attached.  The 
numbers  must  be  attached  in  such  a 
manner  that  they  will  not  swing  with 
the  motion  of  the  car. 

The  law  makes  it  imperative  for 
the  driver  of  a  vehicle  which  is  ob- 
structing a  highway  to  turn  aside  in 
order  that  an  automobile  may  pass. 
The  driver  of  the  car  is  required  to 
use  every  precaution  to  avoid  fright- 
ening horses  attached  to  the  vehicle 
passed,  and  it  becomes  the  legal  duty 
of  each  member  of  an  auto  party  to 
render  to  the  owner  of  such  teams  a« 
are  passed  on  the  highway  every  as- 
sistance in  their  power  to  prevent 
trouble. 

Speed  in  VlilaKes. 
While  the  law  recognizes  the  right 
of  the  tow.  s  and  villages  to  regulate 
the  speed  of  autos  within  their  pre- 
cincts, it  distinctly  states  that  in  no 
case  must  a  speed  in  excess  of  the 
state  law  of  twenty-five  miles  an  hour 
be  allowed,  and  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  cities  and  villages  the  speed 
limit  shall  not  be  in  excess  of  ten 
miles  an  hour  in  the  business  sec- 
tion and  fifteen  miles  an  hour  In  the 
residence  section. 

It  is  also  provided  that  on  ap- 
proaching a  person  walking  on  the 
roadway  or  a  horse  or  -other  draft 
animals  being  driven  thereon  the 
driver  of  a  motor  vehicle  shall  slow 
down  to  a  speed  not  greater  than  ten 
miles  an  hour  and  shall  give  a  rea- 
sonable warning  of  his  approach,  to 
insure   the    safety   of   such    person    or 

animal.

RAILROADS' 
POSITION 

Final  Decision  of  Twin  City 
Lines  Regarding  Switch- 
men's Strike. 


Men  Are  Given  Until  Noon 

Wednesday  to  Accept 

Its  Terms.

St.  Paul,  Minn..  Dec.  28. — (Special  to 
The  Herald.  — The  railroad  ofEicials 
have  delivered  what  they  assert  Is 
their  final  word  in  the  switchmen's 
strike.  They  reserve  the  right  to 
talte  baclc  only  such  men  as  they  can 
find  places  for,  without  disturbing 
competent  men  who  hjve  been  em- 
ployed since  the  strike  began  and  old 
employes  who  have  been  promoted. 
Following  is  a  copy  of  a  letter  ad- 
dressed to  Governor  Eberhart  which 
explains   the  position   of  the  railroads: 

To  the  Hon.  A.  O.  Eberhart,  State 
Capitol,  St.  Paul,  Minn. — My  Dear  Sir: 
In  response  to  the  invitation  from 
your  excellency,  representatives  of  the 
thirteen  Twin  City  lines,  whose 
switchmen  are  now  on  strike,  attended 
a  meeting  at  the  Capitol  building  on 
Thursday,  Dec.  23.  In  opening  the 
meeting  your  excellency  recommended 
to  the  representatives  of  the  railways 
and  to  the  representatives  of  the 
switchmen,  a  basis  of  settlement  as 
follows:  "That  it  had  been  brought 
to  your  attention  that  a  conference 
between  representatives  of  certain 
railways  in  Chicago  and  representa- 
tives of  the  switchmen  was  now  being 
held  to  consider  proposals  for  in- 
creases in  wages  and  changes  in  work- 
ing conditions,  and  that  the  matters 
under  consideration  there  were  simi- 
lar to  those  presented  to  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Twin  City  lines  and 
tliat,  in  the  opinion  of  your  excel- 
lency, if  the  representatives  of  the 
Twin  City  lines  would  agree  to  apply 
the  provisions  of  whatever  settlement 
might  be  reached  through  the  Chi- 
cago conference  to  the  switchmen  em- 
ployed upon  the  Twin  City  lines  and 
re-employ  as  far  as  possible  the  men 
who  left  the  service  of  those  lines  on 
Nov.  30,  such  a  settlement  would  be 
fair  and   equitable." 

The  representatives  of  the  railways 
then  withdrew  to  consider  your  excel- 
lency's proposals  and  accepted  them  In 
a  written  statement  which  was  handed 
to  you,  and  which  is  here  quoted:  "A 
conference  between  representatives  of 
the  railways  in  the  Chicago  district 
and  representatives  of  their  switch- 
men is  now  In  progress  for  the  pur- 
pose of  determining  a  scale  of  wages 
and  establishment  of  working  condi- 
tions for  that  district.  The  rate  of 
wages  in  the  Chicago  district  and  is 
the  Minnesota  cities  for  switchmen 
have  been  identical  and  the  working 
conditions  similar.  The  representa- 
tives of  the  Twin  City  lines,  in  con- 
ference this  date,  have  confirmed,  by  a 
majority  vote,  the  report  to  your  ex- 
cellency, that  those  roads  represented 
will  agree  to  re-employ  such  of  their 
former  yard  employes  as  the  road  may 
have  places  for  at  the  rates  of  pay 
and  under  the  working  conditions  in 
effect  Nov.  1,  1909,  and  that,  at  the 
termination  of  the  CTiicago  conference 
the  lines  here  represented  will  meet 
any  additions  in  rate.s  of  pay  or  work- 
ing conditions  that  may  be  granted  by 
the  Chicago  lines  to  their  switchmen, 
and  that,  as  heretofore  announced  the 
differential  of  2  cents  per  hour  in  the 
wages  of  switchmen,  will  apply  in  the 
territory  Billings  and  West  on  the 
Northern  Pacific  railway,  and  in  the 
territory  Havre  and  West  on  the  Great 
Northern    railway." 

It  is  the  understanding  of  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Twin  City  lines  that 
the  matter  of  re-employing  the  switch- 
men who  voluntarily  left  the  service  of 
the  Twin  City  lines  on  Nov.  30.  requires 
further  explanation.  With  every  wish 
to  meet  any  suggestions  made  by  your 
excellency  and  with  the  natural  de- 
sire of  employers  to  help  worthy  men 
who  gave  up  their  positions  and  who 
should  be  at  work  for  the  support  of 
their  families  and  themselves,  the  rep- 


resentatives o*  tbe  Twin  City  lines 
submit  that  no  hardship  should  be  im- 
posed nor  any^  injustice  permitted  to 
the  large  nunjfcer  «  present  employes 
in  yard  service"wh«  are  in  no  way  re- 
sponsible for  :  the!  present  situation. 
When  the  fornMr  jokrd  employes  of  the 
railways  voluntarily  gave  up  their  po- 
--sltions  on  Novi:  SC^after  refusing  the 
offer  of  the  railroads  to  arbitrate  and 
be  bound  by  Xhe  arbitration  award 
without  appeal  tthe  refusal  being 
made  in  the  fodlowlng  language-  In  a 
letter  signed  by  Mr.  Hawley  and  dated 
Nov.  23:  "The  committee  begs  leave 
to  state  that  it  will  not  submit  to  ar- 
bitration, under  any  circumstances'), 
it  became  necessary  for  the  rallroad.s 
to  promote  many  of  the  men  who  re- 
mained in  the  service,  to  transfer  some 
from  other  branches  and  to  employ 
many  new  men  In  order  to  perform 
their  duty  to  the  public,  to  the  other 
employes  and  to  the  owners  of  the 
properties.  As  large  empic-yera  of 
labor  under  wage  agreements  the  Twin 
City  lines  would  r.ot  be  justified  U\  re- 
ducing in  rank  those  employes  who 
have  been  promoted  since  Nov.  30.  in 
returning  to  their  former  employment 
those  who  have  left  positions  In  other 
branches  of  the  service  or  in  dismiss- 
ing without  cause  the  comp.itent  men, 
who  have  been  employed  to  fill  the 
other  vacancies.  It  Is,  however,  cer- 
tain that,  upon  the  basis  of  re-em- 
ployment suggested  by  your  excellency, 
many  of  tho  old  .switchmen  can  be 
given  employment  and  probably  a  -arge 
number  would  be  restored  to  their  old 
positions.  With  the  growth  of  busi- 
ness It  Is  reasonable  to  expect  that 
considerable  Increases  In  force  will  be 
required  which  will  enable  I  he  Twin 
City  lines  to  provide  employment  In 
the  aggregat9  for  more  men  than  were 
employed  previous  to  Nov.  30. 

The  representatives  of  the  Twin  City 
lines  believe  that  they  hav2  accepted 
your  excellency's  suggestions  without 
leservatlon.  They  have  done  so  with 
the  sincere  desire  of  avoiding  any 
further  inconvenience  to  iho  public, 
and  the  loss  to  their  employes  wliich 
will  result  from  a  continuance  of  the 
present  conditions. 

In  conclusion,  the  representatives  of 
the  Twin  City  lines  are  u,nder  the  ne- 
cessity of  advising  yoor  excellency 
that  their  offer  cannot  remain  open 
indefinitely  and  that  If  not  previously 
accepted  it  will  be  consldcied  with- 
drawn at  12  noon,  Wednesday,  Dec.  29. 
With  many  thanks  fcr  your  Interest  im 
behalf  of  the  railways  and  their  em- 
ployes and  with  appreciation  of  th*» 
manner  in  which  your  excellency  has 
l  andled  these  difficult  negotiations,  we 
beg  to  subscribe  ourselves,  very  re- 
spectfully yours,  _  .,»,^,.

SING  IN JHE  STATES 

Noted  English  Composer  Ar- 
rives in  New  York  With 
Company. 

New  York,  Dec.  28. — Liza  Lehmann, 
an  English  woman,  known  wherever 
songs  are  played  and  sung  as  the  com- 
poser of  "In  a  Persian  Garden,"  has 
reached  New  York.  Her  husband,  Her- 
bert Bedford,  a  distinguished  minia- 
ture painter,  and  six  singers  who  will 
co-operate  with  her  in  the  interpreta- 
tion of  her  music  during  their  ap- 
proaching tour,  of  America,  came  with 
her. 

It  is  hard  to  "believe  that  the  amiablo 
and  still  youthful-looking  lady  with 
whom  1  sat  chatting  at  her  hotel  has 
known  Jenny  Lind  and  had  sung  to 
her.  Yet  it  is  true.  Later  she  took 
singing  lessons  of  Albert  Randegger 
and  other  celebrities,  notably  Mme. 
Schumann,  the  widow  o£  the  great 
Robert. 

When  she  married  Liza  Lehmann 
gave  up  singing  and  began  a  new  ca- 
reer as  a  composer  of  songs.  Her  cy- 
cle of  "nonsense  songs,"  set  to  the 
words  of  Carroll's  "Alice  in  Wonder- 
land,"  soon    grew    popular.

"Rubaiyat,"  familiar  to  many  of  us 
under  the  name  of  "In  a  Persian  Gar- 
den." that  Mme.

COMPLAINT  FILED 
IN  HENEY'S  SUIT 


Demand  for  $250,000  1$ 
Based  on  Letter  Pub- 
lished in  Paper. 

New  York,  Dec.  28. — ^The  formal  com- 
plaint in  the  damage  suit  of  Francis 
J.  Heney  of  San  Francisco  against 
William  II.  Crocker,  the  California 
millionaire,  for  |250.000  on  an  allega- 
tion of  libel,  was  filed  here  yesterday. 
Mr.  Heney  bases  his  action  on  an  open 
letter  bearing  Mr.  Crocker's  name 
which  appeared  in  a  New  York  evening 
newspaper,  Dec.  3,  In  which  Mr.  Crock- 
er defended  his  action  In  first  support- 
ing Heney  in  the  San  Francisco  graft 
prosecutions  and  later  withdrawing  his 

support.  ,..•», 

James  M.  Breck.  counsel  for  Mr. 
Heney,  said:  "As  soon  as  Mr.  Crock- 
er's letter  wais  published  Mr.  Heney 
telegraphed  me  to  bring  this  suit.  Mr. 
Heney,  who  nearly  gave  his  life  to  the 
cause  of  exposing  corruption  in  San 
Francisco,  desired  to  settle  once  and 
for  all  time  the  question  as  to  whether 
he  conducted  the  prosecutions  against 
the  San  Francisco  grafters  in  an  hon- 
orable and  legitimate  way. 

Chance  for  Vindication. 
..  In  the  heat  of  the  great  contest 
In  San  Francisco,  many  charges  were 
made  by  Irresponsible  men  against  Mr. 
Heney,  but  when  Mr.  Crocker  assumed 
responsibility  for  these  charges  and 
gave  them  wide  circulation  In  a  re- 
sponsible organ  of  public  opinion,  Mr. 
Heney  felt  that  his  opportunity  had 
come  to  have  a  jury  of  his  fellow 
countrymen  determine  the  Justice  or 
injustice  of  the  accusations  against 
him.

— Haskell  in- 
stitute, valued  at  5750,000,  the  second 
largest  Indian  school  in  the  United 
States,  Is  to  be  offered  to  the  state  of 
Kan.sas  as  a  site  for  the  establishment 
of  a  trade  school,  according  to  an  an- 
nouncement made  by  Supt.

The  Police  Stopped  What 

Might  Have  Been  a 

Murder. 

The  stopping  of  the  scheduled  Attell- 
Mowatt  bout  in  Kansas  City  pre- 
vented what  might  have  turned  out  to 
be  a  splendid  young  murder.  Long 
years  ago  Tommy  Mowatt,  the  fighting 
conductor  of  Chicago,  passed  liis  ring 
usefulness. 

About  three  years  ago  Mowatt  was 
Imported  to  Minneapolis  to  meet 
JimmyPotts.  As  almost  every  one 
knows  Potts  is  far  from  being  a  first- 
class  fighter,  but  what  he  did  to 
Mowatt  was  a  shame.  It  was  so  much 
of  a  shame  that  the  soft-heafted  police 
felt  compelled  to  jump  through  the 
ropes  and  stop  the  mill. 

That  wa3  three  years  ago.  Mowatt 
was  all  in  at  that  time.  His  condi- 
tion at  thQ  present  time  Is  probably 
much  worse.  What  Abe  Attell  would 
have  done  to  him  would  have  been  only 
fit  for  people  to  discuss  in  soft  and 
subdued    tones. 

The  attempt  to  pull  off  such  a  match 
only  emphasizes-^  the  fact  that  It  is 
generally  the  brainless  matchmaker 
who  kills  the  boxing  game.  It  also 
goes  to  show  the  harm  Attell  has  done 
to  the  fighting  game.  He  sidesteps  the 
good  men  ami  meets  the  easy  marks 
and  the  has-been.s.  He  is  the  most 
unsportsmanlike  champion  that  the 
American   ring  has  ever  produced. 

Little  Owen  Moran  and  Jem  Driscoll 
will  come  to  this  country  in  the  near 
future,  both  anxious  to  meet  the  He- 
brew in  a  match  over  the  Marathon 
route.

His  policy  is  to  pick 
dead  ones  and  then  stall  through  the 
fight. 


WOULD  CHANGE 
GAME  GREATLY 

Seventy-Seven  Colleges  Rep- 
resented at  Athletic  Meet- 
ing in  New  York. 

New  York,  Doc.  28. — Seventy-seven 
colleges  and  universities  were  repre- 
sented today  at  a  gathering  in  this  city 
of  athletic  interests,  which  is  expected 
to  give  force  to  the  demand  for  reforni 
in  the  ruUs  of  football. 

The  convention  Is  the  fourth  an- 
nual of  the  Intercollegiate  Athletic  As- 
sociation of  the  UnRed  States,  an  or- 
ganization which  now  includes  fifteen 
of  the  twtnty-four  largest  institutions 
of  learning  in  the  country,  and  is  so 
representative  of  the  trend  of  modern 
collegiate  athletic  ideas  that  its  action 
is  considered  certain  to  shape  decisively 
the  football  rules  committee's  action 
in   the  revision  of  the  rules  i!f   play. 

Sentiment  among  the  delegates  Is 
strong  for  reform  in  a  game  which  of 
late  has  fallen  under  much  reprobation 
through  frequenfdistressing  and  some- 
times fatal  accidents. 

West  Point  has  taken  the  lead  In 
proposing  a  number  of  reforms,  and 
these  have  found  support  among  num- 
bers  of   the   college   representatives. 

These  were  submitted  to  the  conven- 
tion today.  They  modify  the  forward 
pass,  limiting  the  number  of  men  in  the 
interference  and  other  changes  designed 
to  make  the  game  safer.  English  Rugby 
or  soccer  football  is  suggested  by  some 
of  the  colleges  as  a  substitute  for  the

Tlie  elevator  ordinance  was  passed 
with  the  amendment  that  any  one  IS 
vears  of  age  may  operate  a  freight 
elevator.  The  other  provisions  were 
unchanged.  The  barn  ordinance  did  not 
come  up,  as  some  of  the  larger  com- 
panies having  barns  wish  to  be  heard 
before   the  committee.

The  question  of  building  a  trestle 
over  the  railroad  tracks  from  the  foot 
of  Twelfth  avenue  west,  along  Twelfth 
avenue  to  Itallroad  street,  came  up.  A 
resolution  was  Introduced  asking  the 
city  engineer  to  prepare  estimates  of 
the  cost,  but  It  was  not  passed  on  the 
statement  that  the  city  has  no  right- 
of-way  along  Twelfth  avenue  below 
Michigan   street.

A  petition  asking  for  the  Improve- 
ment of  Grand  avenue,  between  Fifty- 
fourth  and  Fifty-ninth  avenues  was 
received  from  the  board  of  public 
works.

The  ave- 
nue will  be  widened  to  fifty-six  feet 
and  a  storm  sewer  laid.  A  petition 
was  also  received  asking  for  the  pav- 
ing of  First  street,  between  Twenty- 
third  and  Twenty-fourth  avenues  east. 


The  city  Is  going  to  make  every  ef- 
fort to  collect  the  $6,000  which  It 
claims  to  have  coming  from  the  county 
for  the  care  of  contagious  diseases 
from   September.

At  the  la.st  meeting  of  the  board  of 
county  commissioners  tlie  payment  of 
this  bill  was  refused.  Last  night  the 
city  council  Instructed  the  city  attor- 
ney to  take  an  appe^-l.  The  total 
amount  of  the  bill  was  $24,000  and  ac- 
cording to  the  city's  Interpretation  of 
the    law    the   county   must  pay    half.

tlXEMAN  ELECTROCUTED. 

Transferring  Transformer  at  Minot 
and  Is  Instantly  Killed. 

Minot.  N.  D.,  Dec.  28.— While  en- 
gaged in  transferring  one  of  the  main 
transformers  at  the  electric  light 
plant,  Joseph  Wentz,  aged  28,  a  line- 
man, was  instantly  electrocuted  and 
died  within  a  few  seconds  of  the  con- 
tact. 

The  power  room  in  which  the  trag- 
edy occurred  was  dark  at  the  time  of 
the  accident  and  the  details  could  not 
be  furnished   by  the  fellow   employes 
of  the  victim.     Wentz,  with  two  other 
men,   was    working   on   a   transformer 
located  at  the  end  of  the  engine  room. 
In  order  to  reach     their     work     they 
were    standing   on   a    platform   along- 
side  of   which  ran  the  main   conduits 
leading   from   the   big   switchboard   to 
the  poles  outside.        The  current  had 
been  shut  oft  from  the  instruments  on 
which  the  men  were  working,  but  the 
pipes  through  which  the  wires  ran.  in 
some    manner,    became    charged    with 
the  full  current.     Wentz  while  reach- 
ing for  the  transformer  either  slipped 
and  fell  across  the  conduits  or  .stepped 
upon  them  to  better  perform  his  duty 
and  the  first  intimation  of  trouble  was 
the  groan  as  he  received  the  charge. 
The        lights        were       immediately 
switched    on    and    Wentz   was   carried 
to  the  outer  offices.

Scientists  Hear  Reassurance 

From  Prof.  Chamberlin 

of  Chicago. 

Boston.  Mass.,  Dec.  28. — That  there  Is 
no  possible  chance  of  a  cataclysm 
which  will  bring  about  the  end  of  the 
world  through  collision  of  the  planets 
or  other  atmospheric  or  geologic  erup- 
tion, was  the  claim  of  Prof.  T.  C. 
Chamberlin  of  Chicago,  retiring  presi- 
dent of  the  American  Association  for 
the  Advancement  of  Science,  at  the 
meeting  held  In  Cambridge  last  night. 
The  meeting  marked  the  close  of  the 
first  days  convention  of  numerous 
scientific  bodies  which  will  be  In  ses- 
sion   here    until    Thursday. 

Prof.  Chamberlin's  subject  was  "A 
Geologic  Forecast  of  the  Future  Op- 
portunities of  Our  Race,"  He  said 
that  Increased  knowledge  of  geologic 
conditions  and  theories  of  the  genesis 
of  the  world  had  given  the  scientific 
world  such  confidence  in  the  Infinite 
equilibrium  of  forces  on  the  earth  and 
the  universe  that  no  great  disaster 
was  considered  more  than  slightly  pos- 
sible. 

Following  the  meeting  the  delegates 
were  given  a  reception  by  the  corpora- 
tion of  Harvard  university  in  Memorial 
hall. 

ChemiMts  in   SeHfllon. 

The  discussion  of  subjects  of  im- 
portance to  the  scientific  world  was 
continued  today  by  the  American  As- 
sociation for  the  Advancement  of 
Science.  Tlie  meeting  of  the  American 
Chemical  society,  the  largest  organiza- 
tion of  its  kind  in  the  world,  and  the 
most  important  affiliated  body  of  the 
association,  was  begun  today.  The  re- 
mainder of  the  scientists  were  divided 
up  into  sections,  which  hold  meetings 
in  different  parts  of  the  city.

Dr.  Jose  Madrlz,  as 
a   basis   for   peace. 

A  telegram  from  Blueflelds,  received 
last  night,  announced  that  on  Dec.  22 
Madrlz  had  proposed.  In  a  telegram  to 
Estrada,  a  suspension  of  hostilities 
pending  the  arrival  of  a  commission 
which  he  was  sending  to  discuss  an 
amicable  settlement.  Madriz  begged 
the  revolutionary  leader  not  to  ob- 
struct  efforts    for   peace. 

Gen.  5:strada  In  his  reply  expressed 
wlllingnness  to  meet  the  Madriz  com- 
missioners, but  said  that  the  revolu- 
tionary party  would  not  recognize  the 
action  of  the  legislative  assembly  In 
placing  power  In  the  hands  of  Madriz. 
Estrada  denied  emphatically  the  as- 
sembly's right  to  deal  with  the  elec- 
tion of  president  and  declared  Madriz 
a    usurper. 

Madrix    Wants  All   ArmH. 

The  terms  upon  which  Madriz  is 
willing  to  make  peace.  It  Is  believed 
are  shown  in  a  letter  which  purports 
to  hav3  been  signed  by  him  and  ad- 
dressed to  a  frend.  In  the  letter 
Madriz  e.\ pressed  a  desire  that  the  rev- 
olutionists should  recognize  his  gov- 
ernment, and  that  after  such  recog- 
nition both  Jirml>?s  should  be  disbanded, 
all  arms  and  ammunition  being  turned 
over  to  him. 

He  states  that  he  would  recognize 
the  debts  and  contracts  of  the  revolu- 
tionists, and  that  within  six  months 
he  would  look  for  the  holding  of  an 
election,  guaranteeing  free  voting.  He 
adds  that  lie  would  turn  over  such 
power  as  he  had  Impartially  to  the 
person  elected  president. 


Zelaya'N  Friends  Scared. 

Santa  I..ucrecla,  Mex.,  Dec.  28. — The 
private  car  on  which  Former  President 
Zelaya  Is  proceeding  to  City  of  Mexico 
pas.sed  through  here  today.  Zelaya  is 
accompanied  by  a  number  of  his  polit- 
ical associates.  Including  his  former 
secretary  of  war. 

The  members  of  the  party  show  con- 
siderable nervousness,  which  was  par- 
ticularly noticeable  while  passing 
through  the  streets  of  Salina  Cruz  be- 
fore the  departure  last  night.

There  Is  a  Standard  to  Be 
Attained. 

Good  taste  abounds.  It  is  all  %bout 
us  and  around,  yet,  if  the  truth  be  ad- 
mitted, it  is  equally  and  sadly  lacking 
on    every    side,   says   an    exchange. 

Taste  is  such  a  personal  thing  and 
good  taste  such  an  arbitrary  term  that 
the  mere  mention  of  taste  distinction^ 
calls  forth  the  old,  old  defense  that 
there  is  no  standard  of  taste  as  there 
is  none  of  beauty. 

It  was  long  ago  conceded  by  artists 
and  those  in  a  position  to  know  that 
beauty  has  set  its  standard — the  most 
decided  standard.  Taste  has  taken  like 
stand  and  proclaimed  a  distinct  divid- 
ing line  In  favor  of  good  and  against 
the  Indifferent  and  poor.  There  are 
even  degrees  of  each. 

What  is  good  taste?  It  is  something 
like  "charm  "  in  a  story,  a  trifle  hard  to 
define,  but  we  recognize  it  at  once 
when  it  is  present;  its  absence  palls 
and  sickens  us. 

In  dressing,  good  taste  holds  a  posi- 
tion similar  to  that  in  other  arts.  In 
entertaining  there  are  the  so-called 
"canons  of  good  taste"  that  make  ill- 
bred  actions  Impossible  to  the  cultured 
classes,  and  in  household  decoration 
there  is  the  unmistakable  evidence  of 
"good  taste"  that  we  hear  of  and  that 
indicates  the  rank  and  education  of 
the  householder.  In  dressing  there  are 
hallmarks  that  distinguish  and  ear- 
marks that  condemn. 

While  the  charm  and  the  science  of 
good  taste  in  dressing  may  not  be 
didactically  taught,  there  are  helps  by 
the  way  and  by  the  wayside.  It  is  an 
evasive  study;  each  new  case  brought 
before  the  notice  of  the  novice  may  dis- 
prove her  lately  acquired  theories,  but 
constant  practice  on  the  broad  high- 
way and  in  the  drawing  room  will  train 
the  eye  and  the  mind  as  to  the  whys 
and   wherefores   of  good   dressing. 

Self-study  is  a  branch  not  to  be 
scorned  in  this  observation  lesson. 
Before  the  long  mirror  may  be  made 
such  personal  comment  and  such 
thorough  search  that  some  good,  and 
great  good,  must  eventually  come  to  it.

G.  Rov  Hall,  secretary  of  the  Duluth 
traffic  bureau,  and  wlio  has  been  In 
close  touch  with  the  officials  of  the 
harvester  company,  stated  today  that 
In  the  e\  ent  of  the  .securing  of  fair 
rates  from  the  Canadian  Northern,  as 
well  as  other  Dulufh  railroads,  there 
was  every  promise  that  the  officials  of 
the  harvester  companfy  would  construct 
a  large  distributing^  warehouse  here, 
making  Duluth  one  of  the  distributing 
centers   for   the    entire   Northwest. 

Mr.  Hall  showe.i  th*  importance  of 
securing  adyantageo«»  rates  from  tiie 
Canadian*  side  of  W»e  line,  as  much  of 
the  business  of  the  harvester  company 
Is  done  on  the  other  side  of  the  border 
and  Duluth  would.  In  the  event  of  the 
location  here  of  tl>«>, warehouse,  be  the 
point  from  which  -inucij  of  toe  Cana- 
dian   business    would    be    handled. 

.\nother  Importani  fact  Mr.  Hall 
pointed  out  in  the'  tliatter  of  seiunng 
just  rate.s  from  Canadian  points,  is 
that  at  the  present '£iftie  the  net  rate 
on  coal  per  ton  is  $2.50  from  Port 
Arthur  to  Winnipeg.  From  Duluth 
to  Winnipeg  the  rate  is  $3  a  net  ton.

FACTS  ABOUT  THE  HORSE. 
Chicago  News:  When  the  author  of 
•*Gll  Bias"  rf-marked  some  time  ago 
that  "facts  are  stubborn  things,"  he  de- 
livered himself  of  a  bit  of  wisdom 
whicii  is  just  as  true  today  as  it  was 
then,  if  not  more  so.  Facts  have  a 
malicious  habit  of  upsetting  the  the- 
ories of  the  wisest  and  best  Informed. 

For  Instance,  some  of  the  overzealous 
followers  of  Malthus  feared  that  man- 
kind soon  would  be  stacked  up  six  deep 
all  over  the  the  wide  world,  and  starv- 
ing to  death  at  that.  This  might  have 
come  about,  perhaps,  had  not  people 
and   things  interfered  somewhat. 

Take,  also,  the  case  of  tae  man  who 
affirmed  In  1897  that  the  horse  must  go 
— nay  that  he  was  even  then  far  on 
his  way.  This  man  based  his  prophecy 
on  the  fact  that  tiie  average  price  for 
the  animal  in  that  year  had  dropped  to 
$37  in  the  United  States,  although  by 
1900  the  average  price  of  the  horse  had 
risen  to  $44,  the  automobile  then  was 
seen  coming  down  the  boulevard  at 
full  speed  and  the  trolley  car  was 
gaining  by  leap's  and  bounds.  So  the 
prophet  insisted  that  he  was  right. 
The  horse  was  doomed. 

However,  he  seems  to  have  been  mis- 
taken. According  to  the  last  annual  re- 
port of  the  department  of  agriculture 
there  were  19,992,000  horses  in  the 
United  State*  in  1908.  They  were  worth 
$1,867,000,000.  In  1900  the  horses 
numbered  only  13,537,000,  and  their 
aggregate  value  was  $603,000,000. 
Against  the  average  value  of  $44  for 
each  horse  in  1900  the  average  value 
In   1908  was  $93.

Ju^t 
before  the  close  of  the  market  today. 
Flax  had  been  practically  lifeless  dur- 
ing tlie  session.  The  Eastern  crush- 
ers xere  not  in  the  market  and  trad- 
ing had  been  almost  neglible.  A  few 
minutes  before  the  close  a  few  llax 
speculators  put  plenty  of  action  Into 
May  and  December,  especially  the  lat- 
ter, and  December  hit  $2.00^3  and  May 
went  to  $1.99^.

Many 
traders  were  inclined  to  discount  the 
cable  and  some  thought  that  the  re- 
port would  fall  flat  Just  as  other  bull- 
ish Argentine  cables  reportinK  dam- 
age to  crops  had  been  shown  to  be 
exaggerated.  Le  Count,  whose  reports 
are  considered  reliable,  has  said  daily 
for  several  days  that  the  first  reports 
were  erroneous  and  that  the  exportable 
surplus  of  wheat  from  Argentina  would 
be  at  least  10l».000,000  bu.  First  re- 
ports had  placed  the  probable  exports 
as  low  as  !<3.000.000  bu. 

A  few  traders  bought  on  receiving 
the  Argentine  news.  and  wheat 
strengthened  at  the  opening,  but  as  the 
sentiment  became  more  general  that 
the  report  would  probably  fall  flat, 
prices  eased  oflf.  The  local  wheat  mar- 
ket was  also  under  the  domination  of 
Chicago  options,  which  were  somewhat 
"sloppy." 

It  was  reported  that  the  Washburn- 
Crosby  company,  which  believes  in 
lilgher  prices  for  wheal,  had  acquired 
all  of  the  available  wheat  at  Buffalo.

Surplus  offerings  are  absorbed 
on  scale  buying  on  the  declines  and 
short  sellers  after  a  brief  interval  of 
easy  prices  find  it  difficult  to  gel  their 
wheat  back  except  at  advancing  quota- 
tions. The  commission  house  buyers 
and  the  bull  traders  generally  force 
the  price  to  a  slightly  higher  level 
each  lime  before  selling  out.  The  gen- 
eral sentiment  regarding  wheat  seems 
to    be   moderately    bullish. 

The  failure  to  settle  tlie  strike  will 
delay  the  lime  when  railroad  traffic 
will"  become  normal  again.  The  rail- 
roads have  given  the  switchmen  until 
Wednesday  to  yield  on  the  only  point 
now  at  issue.  The  railroads  .say  they 
cannot  re-hire  all  of  the  strikers  im- 
mediately, as  there  is  not  room  for  all 
of  them,  but  that  they  will  be  taken 
back  as  they  are  needed.  The  switch- 
men demand  the  immediate  re-hiring 
of  strikers.  On  all  other  mooted  is- 
sues the  warring  Interests  have  been 
able   to  agree. 

Tlie  quieting  of  the  scare  over  the 
Argentine  cables  several  days  ago, 
prospective  increased  wheat  receipts, 
indications  of  more  liberal  marketings 
by  farmers — indefinite  though  these  are 
— and  a  lull  in  speculative  trading 
which  was  rather  prominent  in  the 
wheat  markets  last  week,  are  having  a 
tendency  to  foster  a  more  conservative 
spirit   among   traders. 

The  foreign  crops  and  the  position 
of  European  buyers  apparently  do  not 
form  a  pronounced  bull  factor.  Russia 
is  shipping  wheat  freely  and  the  outgo 
will  be  liberal  the  rest  of  the  winter, 
according  to  present  indications.  Pros- 
pects for  good  crops  in  Australia  and 
India  are  satisfactory.  Continental 
crop  conditions  are  reported  to  be  ex- 
cellent. Canada  still  has  a  large  sur- 
glus  of  wheal  for  export.  European 
uyers  apparently  are  not  worried 
about  being  compelled  to  face  a  short- 
age of  this  crop  year. 

Car  receipts  of  wheat  at  Duluth  were 
140  against  173  in  96  hours  last  year 
and  at  Minneapolis,  296,  against  118 
last  year,  a  total  of  436  for  the  North- 
west, compared  with  291  last  year. 
Chicago  received  S7  against  20  last 
year,  and  Winnipeg,  466,  compared  with 
133  last  year.  Kansas  City  received 
96,000  bu  against  26,000  bu  last  year, 
and  St.  Louis,  41,000  bu.  against  32,- 
000  bu  last  year.  Primary  receipts  of 
wheat  were  1,078.000  bu,  last  year,  336,- 
000  bu.  ShlpmenLs,  259,000  bu,  last 
year,  284,000  bu.  Clearances, 
flour,  36,000  barrels:  wheat 
331,000  bu.  Primary  receipts  of  corn 
were  805,000  bu,  last  year,  143,000  bu. 
Shipments,  384,000  bu.  last  year,  472,- 
000   bu.

Strike  News  and  Weather  Reports 
Raise  Wheat  Demand. 

Chicago,  Dec.  28. — Because  of  failure 
to  reach  an  agreement  in  the  railroad 
strike  In  the  Northwest  and  because  of 
additional  wet  weather  delay  to  har- 
vest operations  in  Argentina,  demands 
was  brisk  here  for  wheat  during  early 
trading  today.

FLORIDA'S    70    FOOT    BAMBOO. 

Garden  Magazine:  Possibly  the 
tallest  bamboo  in  America  grows  In 
Arcadia,  Fla.,  and  is  about  seventy 
feet  high.  The  chimp  has  a  spread 
of  fifty  feet  and  the  diameter  at  the 
ground  is  twelve  feet.  The  specimen 
fs    only    eight    years    old.  ,  ,    ,. 

This  is  the  common  bamboo  of  India, 
probably  brought  to  south  Florida 
from  the  West  Indies.  In  Jamaica  it 
has  become  naturalized  and  is  popu- 
larly supposed  to   be  indigenous. 

This  bamboo  makes  an  astonishing 
growth  during  our  rainy  season,  the 
canes  often  attaining  their  full  height 
in  six  weeks,  after  which  they  begin 
to  put  on  leaves.  The  canes  are  from 
four  to  five  inches  in  diameter  at  their 
base. 

Unfortunately  this  ppecies  cannot 
stand  low  temperatures  and  the  speel- 
men  in  Arcadia  has  frequently  been 
damaged    by   cold.
